r r contemplating the Portrait of this 
Gentlemani in whofe character in- 
duftry and ingenuity wei'te in an emi- 
nent degree combin<^d, there is one 
queltion very naturally fuggefted to 
every literary mind| and that is. How 
long it has known, or remembers, the 
original? And this leads to the re- 
deSion, that his name has been before 
our eyes as far back as retrofpe^Hon 
can reach, as the Publiiher and Pro^ 
prietor of the Monthly Review, which 
commenced in May 1749*, 
been continued down to the prefent 
hour. 

This publication (alth^gh it has, 
perhaps, for what might^e deemed 
the moraUty of critic! Im, . taken top 
much the colour, as its authors 
adopted too much iht paffionSf of the 
times,) has been uniformly fuccelT- 
fulj and it has alfb this Angular cir^ 
cumitance attending its introduRion, 
that it came into the world almoll un- 
announced. In gontradiftinClion to the 


promifes, parade^ and Yerbofitjr, which 
are generally the precurfors of periodic 
cal works, the two firft lines of an ad« 
vertifement which fearcely contains 
twenty, moft trulysftate, that Undcr^ 
takings which, in their execution, carry 
the defignation of their ufe, need very 
little preface^’^ 

At this period the Gentleman's Ma^ 
gaaine oecaAonally noticed works of 
genius, but mucn more frequently 
thqfe of a nolitical or party tendency^ 
in which all tl^B world knows that 
niui is the lalt thing expected, or per- 
haps admired: yet what might be 
termed a regular review was unknown 
in this country# It is true, that early 
in the eighteenth century a publication 
of this nature^entitled, «* The prefent 
State of the Republic of Letters f/* 
was attempted, bur, probably oiring 
to the extenflve nature of its plan, 
which includes abridgments fhther 
than opinions of works, without much 
fuccefs. Copious, pompous, and do- 


* At this junAure there was no regular eftablifhed Literary Review In Great Bri- 
tain, nor was the Monthly Review very fuccel'sful on its Kirtt publication. Several 
times it was about to be abandoned, as Dr. G. often told his friends $ but patience, 
perfevcrance, and attention, furmoiinted every obilacle, and procured it a Arm eftab* 
Jilhment. Of the Literary Journals which preceded it, the following is as accurate a 
fid as we can at prefent obtain: (i) Memoirs of Literature, 8 vols. 8vo, lyaa. 
(1) New Memoirs of Literature, by Michael de la Roche, began Janua^ 17251 and 
ended December 1727, 6 vols. (3) Prefent State pf the Republic of Letters, by 
Andrew Reid, began January 1728, ended December 1736, 18 vols. (4) Hitioria 
Literaria, by Archibald Bower, began 1730, ended 1732, 4 volt. (5) Hiftory of 
the Works of the Learned, began January i737f ended June 1743, 13 vols.

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rt\ titlf-p3r:«s, though reprobated by 
Swift, ridiculed by Arbutiinot, and 
enuiouHv launched by every rtfpecl 
able author, hud yet, in defiance to 
common knfe, obtained that kiiid*of 
i;.ncral toleration that we often fee 
jjivL'ii to iliinga of far greater impoit- 
aiicc : fo that a prudent perfon wotild 
have been as diifidtnt of judging of the 
conteiirs ot n book from the title, as 
lu: w'ouhl of taking the tharaiter of 
thofc exalted perfimages, whofe names 
iijrcrc generally the precurfois to more 
folid matter, from the dedi'ation. i 

7'hjs kind oi titulary piifHng, which, 
jl is (aid, iifed to put Johnny Ihirber fo 
much on I of temper, ihit he was ready 
to turn an author out of his fliop if (he 
front iipicee of his riuniif'ci int exceeded 
tliC bounds of moderation, had uot 
pafTed uiiobfervcd by Mr. Grit'fitbs; 
and it is very ptobable, that a defirc 
to icprcls it firit gave him the idea 
«f the Monthly Review, as he lays in 
the ad vert i linen t alluded to, “ TJic 
abiife of title-pages is obvioully come 
to fuch a pals, that few readers care to 
take ill a liouk, any more than a fer- 
vaiit, without a chara^fer.” 

Of either the literary life or domeftic 
habits of Dr. GritHths, little is, at pro- 
ient, known ; which circuniltance we 
ihould lament as a misfoitfnne, were we 


not in.'ormed, that it is the intention of 
bis fun. who at prelenc conducts tlie 
Monthly Review, to publilh his Me- 
moirs. 

When we obferve that, but for this 
intimation, we Ihould lament our want 
of materials ns a misfortune, it ariles 
from our reflr6lion, that in the variety 
of fituations where this venerable critic 
niKl valuable iiiemi>er of fociety has rc- 
litled, from the Dunciad in St. Paul's 
Church-yard, 1747, to the Dunciad 
near Catherine.ftreet, 1772, is here we 
fcricdtly remember liis Ihop to be a 
iavoiiiite lounge ^f the late Dr.Oold- 
fmith, he mull have become acquainted 
with more cliaracters, anecdotes, and 
circuinitances, many of which we hope 
lie has prclei ved, than, perhaps, any 
other Critic from Dionyliiis of Ilalicai’ 
nalfus. who, we gather from Polybius 
and others, was the Aril reviewer, dowiv 
wai d, or indeed any other perfon of the 
bibiiopolical or literal y piofclfjons. 

Dr. CriifTiths, we undeiitaiid, was 
born in the year 1720 j retired fsoni 
liis public Atuation as a bookfellcr to 
Audit's more congenial to his dilpoli* 
tion .nbout thiity years fince ; and died, 
at the advanced age of eighty-three, aC 
bis liouic ui I'urnham-green, the aStk 
of September 1803.

Majelly and tlie iiaipn. In conic* 
quence of tliis diabolical law, fuch of 
the clan as did not, or could not, 
obtain proteCilion under the name and 
patronage ot lomc powerful chieftain, 
were hunted .md thot like wild bealts 
fur many years after. 

'i'he civil commotions which brok^' 
out in the latter part of this monarch's 
r-ign put fomc check to thefe inhuman 
pivjccedings ^ and the McGregors have- 
iiig behaved with the utmoit loyalty 
and courage in the King's lervice dure- 
ing the uiurpation, the above horrible 
llatute was rejicaled by the 1“ pariia- 
inent of Cliarles the 2**, and tlie*vlan 
ag.ain relloied to the privileges of hu- 
manity and of fubjcfls..

K. Ja’ and King Ciiarleics ScottiJh par- 
liaiuents were reltorcd w^** their priitinc 
barbarity, and the clan again became 
lubjerl to the horrors of a cool hgd^ 
butchery, from which their numbers 
and force (for they were obliged to 
go armed and in bodies) could not 
always defend them. 

Koh Rnr/, like our Ro- 
(not Robin) bin Hoi)d, was a power-' 
ful and generous thief— 

^ Dreaded by his enemies and revered by 
his friends— He was nor the natural 
chieftain of the clan, but his approved 
good conduct and pcrlbnal bravery 
hayeing gained him their conlidence, he 
had the honour to lead them on to the 
field of SheriHTmiiir, where he and his 
followers Hood inaftive during the 
whole engagement, according to the 
old long which thus delineates his cha- 
racter :

naMon tnat the ciirfed laws ot 163^ and

This is all that i ana able to throw 
together on the iubje£t.— You will now 
♦have to»conAder, whether D' JohnCon 
had any authority for aOcrting| hat David 
Mallet’s father wis one o"l the above 
clan, and changed his name to MaU 
loch, w*' in my opinion is a very in- 
probable circumllancc— as, if theie be 
any cUni of thflt name, which i never 
heard of, it mnll be a very inconlider- 
able one, and the M'^Gregors (in the 
Highlands at lealt) gen'r, it not always, 
united ifi a body to the molt powertul 
clan next them.— But whether they 
did, or had any occas" to do this in 
cities and towns, i do not know^nor 
believe,

Ts fen Ability a blcAing or. a curfc ?, 
^ Does it heighten tlie enjoyments 
in proportion as its keen feelings make 
heavier the alHi^lions of life?— When 
we obferve how lightly misfortunes aie 
felt by thofe who pollcfs not this paf- 
dion, we are alniolt tempted to pro- 
nounce it a cLirfe^ hut when we conii- 
der the feelings which it gives rife to 
in the human breatt, feelings which are 
both exquifite and inexhauHible, wc 
pronounce it, with fervour, a blclilng. 
Yet, like all other bleAiiigs, when car- 
ried to excefs, it becomes hurtful ; ri- 
diculous and dirgiittful to others, and 
to ourfelves an exhauitlefs fund of mi- 
When carried beyond cert-ain 
bounds it ceafes to be leniibility, it 
may then be more properly termed 

fretful nefs and dilcontent. Arpn- 

Aa is rich, lovely, and once was gay; 
but taking it into her head that an 
afFe6lntion of exceAive ienlibility would 
make her irreliitibly charming, (he de- 
termined to adopt it; but millaking 


its nature, h become ridiculous and 
unhappy. She throw's herlclF into a 
paroxylin of grief at the fight of^a fly 
drowned in her tea, and Ins moie than 
once gone into firs at feeing a gjoth 
burn its wing{ in a candle. I do not 
pfetend to l.ly that circumitances like 
tlief*, trifling ar> they are, ought not to 
a feeling mind ; but every one 
ought careful ly^ro avoid making a dif- 
play of feelings which, however amiable 
thfy may be in thcinlelves, are, even 
when real, oiten cen lured as afte^la- 
tiun. 

When canied to tliis excefs, it alfo 
gives rife to a weak and unmanly dread 
of evils wiiicli may never come to pafi; 
v/hich, of all the various palfions that 
inhabit the bread: of man and corrode 
hia happinefs, is, perhapr, the molt 
conducive to milc'-y. The man who 
gives way to this unhappy difpofition 
mult be conftantly mifcrablej he mult 
alfo be ungrateful i for he not only 
looks forwaid to the future with ao- 
• piche/iAun, 
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prehenfion, tint is rendered incapable 
of enjoying the prefenti and the blefll 
angs that are placed within his reach 
are neglected altogether, or received 
with coolnefs and difcontent. He (ee$ 
every object th rough a darkened gla's; 
he can undertake nothing with (pint, 
becaufe his gloomy imagination, ever 
indiiftrious m tormenting it/eU', con* 
jures np a thoufand vexations and 
erodes that may attend his enterprize : 
confequently he becomes weak-minded 
and cowardly.— And of what avail is 
all thisanxirty ? It indeed misfortunes 
could prevented, or even leTened, 
by anticipation, there would be ibme 
colour of realbn for indulging this 
gfloomy temper $ but as our feais will 
scitber prevent nor dfminilh them, as 


torturing our imaginations now will 
not*prevent our feeling the evil that 
we dread when it really arrives, why 
make the whole of cur life miierable# 
through fear that at fome part of it 
we may meet with misfortunes ? How 
diiierent is the chara6fcr of Jiim who 
really poflelTes fenlibility ? Hope is thtf 
conltarit inmate of hisbofom ; his pre- 
fent misfortunes are reduced, nay al.s 
bioft annihilated, by his hopes of the 
'•future j he receives the gifts of Heaven 
with thankful ciieerfulnefs ; all men 
are his brothers j and be evinces his 
c fenlibility, not by brooding over his 
own misfortunes, but by ufing his ut- 
molt endeavours p alleviate the inifi 
fortunes of thole around him.

THE CAMELEON. 


M Golberry, during his refidcnce 
* in Africa, alcerrained the faculty 
attributed to the Canieleon, of living 
upon airalonefor aconftderable length 
of time : he confined live Canieleon ^ in 
leparate cages, fut rounded by a line 
gauze, fo as to exclude any in fed, or 
lubliance of any delcription, floating in 
tiie air. In a few days they became 
thin, and acquired a blackilh grey 
colour, a cert.^in fign oS their diibefs ; 
but having arrived at a great degree of 
Icannefs, they remained in the fame 
for the fp^r" of a month, with- 
out any evident dinnmvof, of their 
Af ength. At the end ot two musvth», 
they became lb weak and languid as to 
be unable to move Iroin the bottom of 
their cages— their ikiiis became almolt 
block, their eyes heavy, and they could 
not* inflate thenifelvcs to more than 
half their uhiai lizej they at length 
became nothing more than animated 
Ikeletons. The lirlt chat died, exifted 
89 days without food ^ the leeond, 91 
days; the third, 105 dlys ; the fourth, 
115 days. The filth Caiiicleon had 
been 116 days without food, when M. 
Golberry let it at liberty, and in a fort- 
night it recovered colour and lirengthf 
portly after which it efcaped from his 
further obfervation. „ 

The Cameleon lays motionlefs on a 
bough, or in the grafs, and lets its 
glutinous tongue, which refeiublesan 
earth-worm, hang pendant ; the tongue 
is probably gifted with a feent, by 
which fmall infeCls are atti acted ; and 
when covered with them, it is drawn 


in with aflonilliing rapidity. Refer- 
ring to their colour, M« Golberry fltys, 
** When I kept my Cameleons in a 
cage, and plagued or tormented them, 
1 law that they laboured under anguilh 
and rage, which they fenflbly expreiled 
by expiring the air fo flrongly that its 
force became audible $ foon after which 
thefe animals became lean, and their , 
flue green colour was tarnilbed. On 
continuing to teaze them, they became 
a yellow green j then a yellow, fpotted 
with red $ then a yellow brown, fpot- 
ted with red brown $ next a brown 
grey, mael»«;d with black. At length 
they became thinner, and aflumed dif- 
ferent flmdes j but cheie were the only 
colours I could fucceed in making 
them adopt.”— M. Golberry wrapped 
them in different coloured fluffs, and 
left them for whole days in that flate, 
but the colour of the animal was never 
affected by the practice, and he is of 
opinion that the cha ige of colour is 
produced by its internal motions, and 
the influence of heat or cold, light 
and darknefs, health, cafe, &c. The 
Cameleon has a power, peculiar to it- 
fe If, of moving its eyes in every direc- 
tion, and entirely independent of each 
other. 

'i he Cameleon is fo organized, as 
not only to infpire a very ^reat quan* 
tity of air, but aifo to retain, ablbrb, 
and digefl this fluid, which penetrates 
and Alters through all parts of the 
body, fo that even the feet, tail, and 
eyes, are Ailed with it.

TOTTENHAM HIGH CROSS. 


[WITH A 

rj'Hrs C’rcfs is fitu.",t^doii theEafl fide 
of the road, almolt in the middle 
of the town, and has been .a crofs time 
immemorial. Formerly it was a column 
of wood railed upon a little hillock, 
and of confiderablc height, troin 
whence the village took the name of 
Tottvnh.im High Crol’b. About 15S0 
it had (our Ipars to fupport or keep it 
upright, and the top was covered with 
lead, to keep ofl the water, and prclervc 
it from flilling to decay. Being much 
out of repail, it was taken down about 
two hundred years ago, and the picfeuc

ftru^lure raifed in its flead by Dean 
Wood, who lived in the houle next 
behind it. The edilice is o^languiar, 
built with bricks, flniihing at top in a 
point crowned with a weather-cock and 
the initials of the four cardinal pohit.«. 
On the South and Welt afpeCts were 
placed (tone dials, one of which is (till 
remaining ; and under the necking in 
the brick-work are made crolTes formed 
like the letter T, from the Greek T, 
alluding to the foim of the true crofs^ 
and called Tau Crofles.

can fcarccly he lerined frofeJfiMaU he- 
caufe, although an advocate pleading 
for his client may, and, fuch is the na- 
ture of things, muft, be allowed con* 
iiderable latitude 5 though he mult, in 
the courfe of his exertions, he ima- 
gined to fee the fame objeds in differ- 
ent points of view, as he may, at differ- 
ent periods, be engaged, on tides of 
the fame quellion diametrically oppo- 
fitc, and becaiife he is, both by law and 
^•ealbn, fuppofed to be placed inexadly 
the fame fituation with the peifun 
whofe caufe he is either urging or 
defending, and is, for the minute, 
believed to have adopted the fame 
fentiments, the fame prejudices, to be 
furnithed with the fame excufes, and, 
with fupeiior talents, to be equally 
intererted in a keen inveftigation of 
the cafe as his client would have been 
if he had liood in his place and fpoken 
in perfon, as was perhaps the original 
pradice, inftead of availing himfelf of 
that brilliant, that illuminated affift- 
ance, which the Bar nevee fails to fup- 
ply. This may briefly acedunt for that 
verflitility of difpofition, -or rather iof 
pleading, which has been fometiracs 
drawn forth as a fubjc^l of obfervation, 
by thofe that had more wit than either 
Judgment or diferetion. But although, 
as was obferved, we may excule, nay 
applaud, the exertions of advocates, 
frequently made againft the grain 5 
though we may admire their happy 
turmy and elegant apologies, for purfu- 
ing a profeffional line^ which certainly 
does not demand any, it feems much 
more difficult, when we meet upon the 
^ hiflorical record any part of the condudl 
of a judge that amounts to a nnmn)er^ 
to treat it with that charitable indul- 
gence which we owe to each other as 
human beings with regard to fenti- 
ments, becaufe we may fuppofe thofe 
exalted perfons who know their opi- 
nions have, in many cafes, the force 


and effeft of law, never did, at any 
period, adopt them lialiily, nor, which 
ftems a much more ditficult talk, re- 
feind them without due coiiflderation. 
Yet it does appear, calling a rctrofpeil- 
ive glance at that turbulent period 
whetw it would feem that the whole 
pandemonium had been indulged with 
a holiday, in otder to harafs and de- 
flroy that excellent and amiable Mo- 
narch, the unfortunate Charles, that 
the fcience of nuatvering had mounted

bered, to the honour of either, that 
their contention was only who fliould 
demftgood. 

This controverfy I flill nj'member's 
and although it will certainly reach 
poflerity in the machine where Dr. 
tSoldfraith has placed it, I conceive 
be has not thrown into the balket all 
the luggage appendan^ to it* He has, 
sc is true, told us, with furprize and 
horror, that the literally great Franks 
called the metaphorically great Rock 
** Dumpling Dick}*' but he has not 
Rated, that this ingenious epithet was 
conveyed to the public in the bills 
which he launched of all fizes •, for he 
did not, like his predeceflbr Dr. Cafe, 
venture his fame and fortune upon 
a (ingle diflich *, (crawled upon his 
door.pofts on Ludgate-hill. No ! he 
addect reams upon reams to the lite* 
rature of the country, and, ^calling 
the graphic miife to bis aid, exhibited 
on the top of his faid hills the elegant 
figure of himfelf in the character ot the 
good Samaritan, applying fome of his 
meciflcs to a half-naked patient. Un- 
der the print we had this admonition : 

Be not Rocied into eternity by 
that vain and impudent pretender 
Dumpling Dick, who ftill lives at the 
^gate of an inn where he once was 
porter.” 

Nor has Dr. G. mentioned th j ele- 
gant retort of Dumpling Dick, as iiis 
competitor termed him, which, while 
it glitters externally, like one of his 
own pills, is, to the full, as bitter 
at the cure. In Dr. Rock’s bill, orna- 
mented, as deferibed in the eflay to 
which 1 have alluded, the farcafm 
Rood thus : 

If you would avoid deftruAion, 
avoid the Old Bailey 1’* * 

This, bad it Hood alone, appears, 


in a moral point of view, an excellenf 
admonition} but then followed the nte* 
dical reafon : 

For there lives an Old Soldiery 
difeharged by the heat of drum, wh^ 
has killed his tboufahds, tul Ml'ln (:at^ 
tlet hi^piUs are much morV’f^al 'than^ 
were his bullets** * 

I have remarked, that the great 
objeA of the Contention of thefe phi- 
leiophers was, which of them (hould 
do the moft good \ but I am forry that 
I cannot inform the prefent age who 
was the moft fuccersful in this phi- 
lanthropic puffuit, for this reafon, 
that the good they did was always 
in fecret\ and I believe that neither 
of them, during their lives, had oc- 
cafion to blujh at finding it fame. I 
(ball therefore drop Franks, where he 
was taken up, in the Old Bailey ; and, 
after relating a (hort anecdote of his 
equally illuftrious rival, conflgn him 
alfo to that applaufe and approbation 
which his exertions in favour of the 
human race defer ved. 

DoAor Rock, after an itinerant pro- 
bation, fixed his mercurial difpontion in 
that permanent ftation Ludgare-hill, 
where he was every day to be feen 
fitting, juft within his fhop-door, in 
a flowing flaxen wig, dark-coloured 
coat, and piAure-frame wailicoat, i. e, 
a waiftcoat trimmed with broad gold 
lace} a drefs, together with his cele- 
brity, calculated to attraA the atten- 
tion of paflengers, who were fit re, if 
thfi^UlKued their eyes upon him but 
for a moment, to have an imp of a 
boy dart out and pop bills into their 
hands. 

When placed in this fituation, the 
great Rock Teemed to have attained 
the acme of his fame and fortune, and 
to be as firmly fixfd as the Edyftone i 
but it has been already hinted, that, 
like other great praAitiqners in hii 
way, he arrived at this height hp Jleps. 
or, in the medical phrafe, h degrees,

I muft ftop here I’' faid the learned 
Doctor ; at which 1 mull confefs I was 
difappointed, becaufe I fhould have 
been delighted to hear what could 
have been faid in continuation. 

Such were the effufions of the con- 
temporaries of Rock; but in^ confe- 
quence of the force of his genius, his 
were faid to be ftill better : he never 
condefcendc.d to talk to his auditors 
or patients of death or the grave ^ or 
fucli low fubjeflsj on the contrary, 
you might gather from his orations, 
that his pills nearly conferred immor- 
tality. 

Dr. Rock, mounted in his chariot *, 
on which was exhibited a g:apui\,il 
pun initead of a creft, namely, a piece 
of Rock work, was one morning, in 
Covent Garden, haranguing a large 
audience, aflembled around, upon the 
nature and excellence of his pills, with 
that delicacy and modefty which were 
fo peculiarly his cl7ara£leri(tics, when 
Mr. William Hogarth and Mr. Francis 
Hayman, who were walking under the 
Piazza, mingled with the crowd, and 
amufed themfeives with attentively ob« 
ferving him. 

-.••Whether the Do6lor knew thefe hu- 
inourifts, and feared that he Ihouid 
fufifer from their fatiric pencils, is un- 
certain } but it is moft likely he did, as 


he took this ingenious method to drive 
them off the field. 

Holding up a box of pills, he began to 
celebAte theiV efficacy in the cure of all 
diforders arifing from an impeded cir- 
culation and impure fyilemi under 
their powerful operation, all com* 
plaints of this nature were almoft in- 
^fiantly, at leaft without lofs of time 
and hindrance of bufinefs, (two im« 
portant confiderations, he obferved, in' 
a commercial country,} to vanifli ; 
but, m}( ^ good friends,*’ he conti- 
nued, ** ill the enumeration of the 
virtues of thefe fmall pills operating 
upon the branches, 1 have, as yet, 
faid nothing of their power over the 
root of a difeafe peculiarly incident 
to this part of the metropolis i though 
here they are an abiolute fpecific.” 

He then defcanted upon a complaint 
more common than reputable ; and, 
after hinting that he had cured the 
reatelt men in the nation, faid, pro- 
ably, my friends, you may be ftill in- 
credulous i you may wi(h me to give 
the names of a few out of the multi- 
tude of my patients ; but thefe my pro- 
felTional honour, my medical iecrecy, 
obliges me to conceil; however, it 
fortunately happens that 1 can fatisfy 
you without any impeachment of my 
own character. Here are two Gentle- 
men," pointing to Hogarth and Hay- 
man, that 1 dare lay will have no 
objeclion to telHfy the truth of what 
I have advanced rafpe^ring my pills; 
and 1 have no doubt but that tefti- 
mony fo honourable will be confidered 
by you as dcmon.tratioii." 

It is needlefs to fity, that the two 
painters inltantl^ made the htif of theiw 
wa3^out of the Vowd, execrating the 
Doaor as they’ retreated ; though I 
have been told, they did not get clear 
of the Garden without funering a 
good deal from the laughter of the 
audience.

^Squire Sutherland had a Too who 
rude every fall to loyk at a plantation 
on James River, which was under the 
care of an overfeer. Young mailer 
could not go without fbinehody on 
another horfe to carry his laddle-bags, 
and I was made his groom. 

This young chap. Sir, (here Dick 
winked his^ left eye,) was a trimmer. 
The firft thing he did on gettingout of 
bed was to call for a Juleps ^ and I 
ISbneltly date ray own love of whifkey 
from mixing and railing my young 
matter's juleps. But this was not all. 
He was always upon the Icent after 
game, and mighty Jicious when he got 
among the negur munches. He ufed 
to lay that a likely negur wench was fit 
to be a Queen ; and I forget how many 
Queens he had among the girls on the 
two plantations. 

My young matter was a mighty one 
for mulif, and he made jpe learn to 
play the Banger t. I could foon tune 
It fweetly, and of a moonJight night he 
would fet me to play, and the w'cnches 
to dance. My young matter himfelf 
could (hake a defperate foot at the fid- 


dle 5 there was nobody that could face 
him at a Congo minuet $ but Pat Hickofj 
could tire him VLiaPirgimaj^* 

The young 'Squire did not live long. 
He was forafhort life and a merry pne. 
He was killed by a drunken negiir man, 
who found him over ficious with his 
wife. The negur man was hanged alive 
upon a gibbet. It was the middle of 
fuinmer; the fun was full upon him 5 
the negur lolled out his tongue, his 
eyes feemed ttarting from their fockets, 
and for three long days his only cry 
wus Water 1 Water ! Water I 
'I'he old Gentleman took on to 
grieve mightily at the death of his 
Ion ; he witticd that he had fent him 
to Britain for his education ; but after- 
wit is of pu ufej and he followed his 
fon to that place where matter and 
i gp IK p lanter and Have, muft all at lall 
licflown together. 

The plantation and negurs now fell 
to the lot of a fecond fbft, who had 
gone to Edinburgh to learn the trade 
of a Do6lor. He was not like 'Squire^ 
Tommy 5 he Teemed to be carved 011 tpf 
different wood. The firft thing he did 
on his return from* Britain, was to free 
all the old negur people on the planta- 
tion, and fettle each on a patch of land» 
He tended the Tick himfelf, gave them 
medicine, healed their wounds, and 
encouraged every man, woman, an 4 
child to go to a meeting-houfe, dha^ 
every Sunday was opened between our 
plantation and Fredet tekfburgh. Every 
thing took a change. The young 
wenches,, who, in Mafter Tommy^s 
time, uied to put on their drops and 
their bracelets, and ogle their eyes,, 
now looked down like modeft young^

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womens and carried their gewgaws in 
their pockets till they got clear out 
of the woods. He encouraged matri* 
mony on the plantation, by fettling 
%cach couple in a log-houfe, on a whole. 
Sh'^n^fyaVjh of land i hired a fchool. 
mafter to teach the children^ and to 
^very one that could fay his letters, 
gave a Teftament with cuts. This^ 
made me bold to marry, and 1 looked 
out iharp for a wife. 1 had before 
uenched my thirft at any dirty pud- 
le ; but a llream that I was to drink at 
conltant, I thought ihould be pure, — 
and I made my court ^o a wholefome 
girl, who had never bored her ears, 
and went condantly to meeting. 

She was daughter to old Solomon 
the Carter, and by moan.!ight 1 uied 
to pl^ ray ban^^ under her window, 
and ung a Guinea love.fong that my 
mother had taught me. But I found 
there was another besides myielf whofe 
mouth watered after the fruit. CulFey, 
one of the crop liands, came one night 
upon the fame errand. I am but a little 
man, and Cutfey was above my pitch ^ 
for he was fix foot two inches high, 
with a chew of tobacco clapped above 
that. But I was not to be I'cared be* 
caufe he was a bi^ man, and I was 
a little ones 1 carried a good heart, 
and a good heart is every thing in 
love. 

CufFey, fays I, what pai't of the 
play is you afling ? Does* you come 
after Sail ? May be, fays he, 1 does. 
Then, fays I, here’s have at,, you 
boy ; and I reckoned to fia him by 
getting finger of one hand into his 
car, and the knuckles of the other into 
his eye *. But the whort'.ron was too 
itrong for me $ and after knocking me 
' flown upon the grafs, he began to^omp 
vpon me, and ax me if I had yet got 
enough. But Dick was not to be 
feared s and getting his great toe into 
my mouth, J bit it off, and fwallowed 
it. Cuffey now let go his hold s and 
it was my turn to ax Cuffey if be ha4 
got enourii. Cuffey told me he had, 
rHifd I walked away to the Quarter f . 

My matter the next day beard of my 
battle with Cuifey. He faid, that I 
ought tolive aiBongpohr/m and wolves, 
and fold me to a Georgia man for two 
hundred dollars* My new matter was 
the devil. He made me travel with 
hhoa handrcufied to Savannah, where

for three hundred dollars. 

I was the only man.fervant in the 
taverp, and I did the work of halfo- 
dozen. 1 went to bed at midnight, 
and was up an hour before fun. t 
looked after the hor fes, waited at tables 
and worked like a new negur. But I 

S ot plenty of i'pirits, and that 1 believe 
elped me. 

The war now broke out, and in one 
fingle year 1 changed matters a dozen 
times. But 1 knowed 1 had to work, 
and onwmaiter to me was jutt as good 
as another. When the war ended, I 
was Uave to 'Sqiiift Kielding, at Anna, 
polis, in Maryland.^ 1 was grown quite 
Iteady, and I married a houfs-fervaot, 
who brought me a child every year. 1 
have altogether had three wives, and 
am the father of twelve children, be- 
got in lawful wedlock: but this you 
lhall hear. 

My wife dying of a flux, 1 was left to 
the management of my children ; but 
my matter toon fived me that trouble, 
for directly they w'ere itrong enough to 
handle a hoe, he fold the boys to Mr. 
Krindolph, of rail fax, and the girls to 
’Squire B*a;clay, of Port Tobacco. It 
was a hard trul to p:ut with luy little 
onesf for 1 loved them like a father } 
but there was noihelp for it, and it was 
the cafe of ihoutands befides myfelf. 

Wiien a man has been ufed to a wife, 
he finds it mighty Idncfome to be with- 
out one \ lb 1 married a young girl who 
lived houfe-lervant to a tavern-keeper 
at Elk Ridge Landing. It is a good 
twenty-five miles from Annapous to 
the Lwanding-place $ but a negur never 
tire when be go to fee his fweetheart, 
and alter work on Saturday night I 
would ttart for Elk Ridge, and get 
to my wife before the tapper was nut 
away. Dinah was a dead hand at making 
of mufii I i but the could not love ic 
better than I. Dinah, fays I to her 
one night, if you was a Q^een, what 
would you have for fupper ? Why, 
milk and mulh, Dick, fays lhe« Con. 
cern it, Dinah, lays I, why if you waa 
to eat all the good things, what would 
there be left for me ? 

I was not perfectly fatisfied with my 
new wife $ I had fome fufpe6lion that 
file gave her company, when 1 was 
away, to a young vaulatto fellow ) but 
as her children were right black, 1 was 

f The place of abode for the nsgrocs. 
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not much troubled. I never could 
bear the fight of a mulatto s they are 
made up of craft. They are full of 
impudence, and will teJl a black* man 
that the devil is a negnr ; but I believe 
one colour is as much akin to him as 
another. 

I did not keep to my fecond wife 
long i file was a giddy young goofe, 
fond of drefs. She wore a ruffled 
Anock $ .ind on a Sunday put on fuch 
fliarp-toed Ihoes, that the points of 
them would have knocked out a moC 
quito's eye. II her children had not 
been right black and right ugly like 
myfelf,^! fliould have fufpe^ied her 
vartue long before I had st real caufe. 

1 had made Dinah a prefen t of a little 
lap-foifl ; a right handfojne dog as you 
would fee $ and one Saturday, at negur 
day-time a mile before I got to Elk 
Ridge, the little foifl came running up 
to me. Hie ! thought I, Dinah mult 
be out gadding, and looking forward I 
faw a man and a woman run acrofs the 
main road into the woods. I made 
after them, but I was getting in years, 
and a walk of twenty miles had made 
lUV legs a little fiilF. So, after curling 
till my blood boiled like a pitch-pot, 1 
walked on to the tavern. 

I found Dinah in the kitchen f but 
the mulatto fellow watf'not there. She 
ran to me, and fell on my neck. I 
bove her off.

I now (aid to my felf, that it was right 
fool i A for an old man to expert con* 
flancy from a young girl, and 1 withed 
that my firtt wife had not got her 
mouth full of yellow clay. Half-a-mile 
from Annapolis, by the road*flW,v**--4 
grave-yard. It was here my poor wife 
was buried. I had often heard teiroC 
cghofts, and wanted to fee if there was 
any truth in it. I Hole foftly to the 
hedge that Ikirted the road. Hoga, 
fays I, does you reft quiet? Hoga- 
does you reft quiet ? Say, Hoga 1 and 
quiet old Dick ! I had hardly faid the 
words, when th^ leaves began to ftir. 

I trembled as though I had an ague.

Nobody 
would bid againft him, became mja 
head was grey, my back covered with 
ftripes, and 1 was lame of the left leg, 
by the malice of an overfeer, who Ihi^ 
a pitch-fork into my ham. But 'diquire 
Ballknowed I wastrufty; and though 
felf praife is no praffe, he has not a 
negur on the plantation that withes 
him better than I, or a young man that 
would woik for him with a more wil- 
ling heart. 

There is few matters like the 'Squire. 
He has allowed me to build a log-houfe, 
aad take in a patch of land, where I 


raife corn and water meRp/nK I keep 
chickens and ducks, turkeys and geefe^ 
and his lady always gives me the price

Some of his negurs impofe on him« 
there's Hinton, a mulatto rafcal, that 
will run him in debt ; and there's Let, 
one of the houfe-girls, who will fuck 
the em, and fwear it was a black 
fnake.* But I never wronged Matter 
of a cent, and ^ do the work of Hin- 
ton, of Henry, and Jack, without ever 
grumbling. I look after the cowSf 
dig in the garden,^ beat out the flax* 
curry-comb the riding-nag, cart all 
the wood, ioii the wheat to the mill^ 
and bring all the logs to the fchool* 
houfe.

A t this time, when the writing of 
Sonnets has become fo fa (hionable, 
the following remarks on that fpeej^s of 
compofition may, peihaps, be accept- 
able to my readers. I have^ been fa- 
voured with them by a very Ingenious 
friend, who informs me they have been 
of confiderable fervicc to his daughters, 
for whofe inltruflion they were origi- 
nally intended. If they do not convey 
much iileful knowledge, they will, 1 
hope, aftbrd fome amulement, and con. 
fequently require no apology for ap- 
peering here. 

ON THE SONNET. * 
Before I attempt to give rules for the 
conftruftion of a Sonnet, it will, I 
think, be proper to define the term. 
A Sonnet, then, is a (hort poem of 
fourteen lines, the rhymes of which 
jire arranged according to certain rules j 
the two firit ftanzas to have but two 
rhymes. 

I'his we may lillc the mecbanlfm of a 
Sonnet} but there are likewVe other 
points which were once confidered as 
diiiinguiftiing traits of this fpecies of 
poem. It was thought necefiary for 
It to convey fome beautiful tboqglit 
or fentiment, ^ and to be peculiarly 
harmonious in its numbers and elegant 
its exprefllons. Both thefe particulars 


have, however, long been difregarded f 
and 1 wilh it to be underltood, that 
what I am attempting to give, are rules 
for the conftrudlion of a modern Sonnet. 

Every fpecies of literary compofition 
may be confidered under three different 
heads, <v/s;. /he language, the decora* 
tions, and the fentiment } and under 
thefe three heads I (hall arrange my 
remarks on the modern Sonnet. To 
begin, then, vvith the lanj^uagej to 
which I fhali join the verfification t 

Obfeurity is one effential in the lan- 
guage of a modern Sonnet. In molt 
other compofitions, we ftrive to write 
with eafe, and to be perfpicuous } but 
to excel in the Sonnet, we mult aft 
quite the reverfe. Perfpicuity is the 
greateft defeft a Sonnet can pofTefs, in 
the modern opinion } and to avoid it 
mult be the con ftant endeavour of thofe 
who hope to excel. There are two 
methods of attaining this objeft} 
the ufe of obfolete words, and by un- 
natural arrangement. An acquaint- 
ance with the former may be acquired 
by the perufal of Chaucer, Spenferf 
and the other fathers of Englifh poe« 
try } but I believe modern Sonneteers 
think this method too iediouSf and in 
general only fludy the gloflaries, which,

Inftead of imitating the har- 
mony of Pope, we mult imitate the 
rugged nefs of Donne.

Many people (ay it is the moll muGcai 
i'pccies of poetry, and I have no doubt 
they would be furprifed at the above 
remark ; but, in my opinion, the mufic 
of a modern Sonnet, like the mufic of 
the fpheres, is often talked about, but 
never heard. As a fpecimen ot the 
harmonious vcrfificatioii which a Son- 
net requires, I (hall quote the follow- 
ing from Milton, whole opinion ot that 
fpccics of poem feems very much to 
have coincided with that of modern 
Sonneteers. Although ^ has been 
quoted^ before on a iimilur occafion, 
it is fuch an excellent pattern for the 
young poet to Imitate in his numbers, 
that I think my EH'ay would not be 
coniplete*vf?thout it. I could produce 
iiiftances equal, if not fuperior, from 
iny cotemporaries ; but as Milton's 
eworks are before me, 1 (hall not feek 
farther.

But al- 
though modem poets differ as to the 
ahjblute necejfity of a fentiment, they all 
agree, or at iealt the majority, tJut it 
(liould, it admitted, be confined to the 
Jail flanza, and liave not the fmallelt 
connexion with the rell. In compofing 
a Sonnet of this fpecies, I know there 
would be a great difficulty to rnrniount, 
if the poet had to form the (entiment 
in his own mind $ hut furcly there is 
no necefiity for this, wlien there arc 
c )lIc6lions cf maxims and moral fer- 
tenegs in every bookfcdler's (hoo I 
The great art the poet who nobly 
ventures to dilcard the fentiment as an 
unneceil'ary incumbrance, is, to con* 
ceal the want, and to contrive his laii- 
git.age as if fomething was conveyed 
when there really is nothing. This is 
the mod didicult to accomplilh, and 
requires much prartice. 

I'he next point I have to confider is, 
the flecoiaiions of a modern Sonnet^ 
which Jo no^confilt in apt fnnilies'^r 
elegant metaphors, but in certain me- 
thods of arranging certain terms, 16 
as to produce a fublime confulion- 
Every modern Sonneteer makes great 
life of the fun, r.*ioon, and (lars, which 
the erudite Martinus Scriblerus ftiles 
tht fublime of nature^ Indeed it is 
furpriiiiig the variety of methods in 
which they can be employed, and yet 
with feeming novelty. The moon is a 
particular^favourite with this fpecies o£ 
bards, which lias occafioiied fome peo- 
ple to lli>e them lunatics. All modem 
Sonnets tell you zhoMlr Cynthia ^ Luna^ 
Diana, the pale 01 h of night, or the fobfir 
fuiUd orb of night, fldning through th^ iat-^ 
pervious f lade, trembling up m the •watery

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taff- The owl and the nightingale are 
likewife of great life to a modern Son- 
oetcer, and will aclntit of an equally 
plealing variety of defcription. Thus, 
they nu^ be introduced as amudngthe 
moon with their love«llories, or venting 
their forrows amidlt the filence of 
jiight, each of which exprcflions can be 
varied almolt without end. 

I (hall now conclude thefe remarks 
with recommending to the young poet

(he has entitled Sonnets. By examine 
ing them, he will difeover their faults, 
and learn how to avoid fimilar in bis 
own compofitions. Although J cannot 
allow this Lady's . poems to be called 
Sonnets, (lie mu ft not be offended ; for, 
as was (kid of Pope's Paftorals, if they 
are not Sonnet;, every one mult agree 
they are fomething better.

WRIITI-N IN Z797, AND NOW FIRST FUBLISHED. 


U PWARDS of thirty years having now 
elapfed fince the death of this emi- 
nent Surgeon and Phyfician, and no- 
thing biographical having yet been 
publiflied refpeding him 5 nud being, 
through the favour of his late widow, 
furniilicd with a few materials of that 
kind*, 1 think it incumbent upon me 
to lay the liihltance of them befoft the 
public, together with fome other parti- 
culars of his life which feem to be yet 
authentically retained in common re- 
port. The undertaking, 1 know, is not 
without its ditficulties. _ The Dodor 
•was a man who, in his time, attraded 
a great deal of public notice, and had 
adive enemies, as well as many friends. 
Hence it ivill be irnpoflible to relate his 
hi(loi'y ill fuch a manner, as to fatisfy 
every reader, or to appear in all re- 
fpeds duly accurate. Perfonal prcjfi- 
dices are cafily conveyed to deJeend- 
•nnts, and therefore the writer can have 
only to (ay, that in his^narrative he has 
ufed his belt endeavours to relate no- 
thing but what appeared to him to be 
materially true. 

Henry Bracjcen, of whom we are 
wow to fpeak, was the fon of Henry 
Sracken, innkeeper in Lancafterj a 
jnan of pood account, and of a reputa- 
ble ^harader. His houfe was the third 
on the north fide of Church-ftreet, 
above the top of Bridge-lane } the

His clafiical education he had at the 
rainmar-fchool in that town, under 
fr. Board ley and the Rev. Thoma»

When of a proper age, his father was 
fortunate enough to get him fixed as an

Phyfician and Surgeon. The Dodor 
foon di /'covered the fupertor abilities 
of his pupil, and he feconded them as 
particularly with his inftrudions j foi' 
lie WHS not more eminent for his (kill 
than his induftry ; and, to do full jufi. 
tice to the engagement he had entered 
into with regard to the young men 
confided to his tuition, he not only 
ledured them confiantly on the caufea 
and cures of the vai ions maladies whick 
occurred in his extenfive pradke, butT 
provided a chemical elaboratory for 
their ufe, and fuperintended and ex- 
plained to them the nature of their 
occafional experiments : A moff wor.

In the tutor^s cafe, fcarce an hour of 
the time of fchool attendance can pafs 
without fomething being directed par- 
ticularly to each pupil for the improve- 
ment of his knowledge or his beha- 
viour I which is furely a moft import- 
ant fervice, worthy of imitation in all 
kinds of tuition, and of which it is to 
be hoped parents will ihortly become 
fo fenlible as willingly to reward the 
early tutors of their children in a man- 
ner fulliciently liberal to induce the 
properly qualified to undertake the 
talk, and to give them a rank in life 
far abuve that into which the fordid- 
nefs and thoughtleiTners of the times 
have lately funk them. 

On his leaving Dr, Worthington, 
our 3foung pupil went to St. Thomas* 
Hofpital, in London j and, Tiftcr conti- 
nuing there as long as he thought it to 
his advantage, in order to increafe both 
the range and fcale of his experience, 
he proceei>Aco the HoteUDieu, in Paris, 
where, through the means of the Earl 
of Stair, our Ambaffador then there, 
he had the French King's letters of li- 
&nce to be admitted into the Chamber 
ef Mid’wyefy. When lie had fatisSed 
his thirlt for profeflional knowledge 
in tliefe fchools, he direCled his Iteps 
to Leyden, to iiudy under the ilJuftri- 
ous Boerhaave, whofe leflures he at- 
tended fifteen months; and where his 
abdities and conduA fo won upon that 
* amiable profeflbr, as to gain his friend- 
Ihip and efteem ; and in proof of which 
he honoured him with his correfpund- 
ence after their reparation ; nor did he 
liegleCf any other opportunity to give 
the fuUeft teftimony to the abilities 
and indulhy of ib hopeful a pupil.

Diploma does not now appear ; but 
moft probably he had it from that Uni- 
verfity. 

On his return from the Continent he 
again vifited London ; and after a few 
months'* relidence there, through the 
perfuafion of his friends, he was in- 
duced to try his fortune in his native 

•place in the profeirtoii of phyfic and 
furgery. Though this was a good deal 
againll his own judgment, (as the town 
and neighbourhood of Lancalter were 
then Lir from poflefling their prefent 
opulenc^ and number or inhabitants,) 
and alfo in diieCb onpofition to the 
force of a w'cll-knowii proverb ; yer, 
on the trial, he fucceeded beyond the 
hopes of his wanneit advifers.

Ingenuity, and equal integrity. It de- 
ferves, alfo, to be remembered of him* 
that he was w'ell (killed in Greek and 
Latin and molt of the modern lan- 
guages, and, remarkable for having ne- 
ver drank any Itrong liquors.

E very where in the Chriftian world, 
the feltivity, in honour of (he birth 
of our Saviour, hiings with it mirth as 
well as confolation. The faithful ac- 
knowledges, with gratitude, the im- 
meafurable goodnefs ef a Divine Pro- 
vidence j the Philofopher admires its 
utility, its ncceility, was it even a hu- 
man infiitution ; the Dcilt cannot but 
envy the confobtory belief of the 
Chriftiaii : and Atheills muft tremble 
fi>r a futurity, in which fo many wife 
men have confided, and which fo many 
good men expert with certainty. It 
carries^ with it numerous plcafing re- 
membrances for virtuous old age j it 


holds forth happinefs to man ; it gives 
pleafure to youtit, and hope to all ages i 
to the cradle as to the death-bed. It 
encouragss the young to flruggle with 
conflancy againlt the temptations of 
vice and torments of misfortunes j and 
rewards labour and vi£to#y on the bor« 
ders of the grave with the plcafing pro. 
fpedl of a btefTed eternity. 

In the South and in the North of 
Europe, among the Roman Catholics 
as well as among the Lutherans and the 
Proteiiants, Chriftmas is holy, 
more than Eafter or Whitliinday. 
Children then receive prefents from 
their parents, fervants from their maf.

or profe, the caul’e of their fighs. Fa- 
milies and friends then meet together ; 
the rich in Aimptuous repafts, in briU 
Jiant balls, in fplendidly urnamented 
halls; whilft the poverty of garrets 
(hares its fcanty meals with the wretch- 
ednefs of cellars. They all alike re- 
peat the (acred and refpeflable hofpi- 
tality and cuftom of eighteen centu- 
ries ; and, from the more or lefs fim- 
plicity of Tome of the I'lfages, it may 
be concluded, that they^ originate, with 
little change, from the times of the 
Apoftles, when all Chri Ilians were re- 
garded as brothers, and all (hared the 
fame tables as well as the (ame dan- 
gers. 

More corrupted and richer than the 
North, in the South of the European 
continent every thing is profufion and 
pageantry. A Chriftian of the firll cen - 
tury would, at a midnight mafs on 
Chriftmas Eve, at Rome or Madrid, 
at Naples or Vienna, believe liimfelF 
in the Temple of Heathen Divinities, 
crowded with the pompous (hews of 
vows, from trembling fuperltition or 
repenting crime. A Chrilt in a cradle 
of gold or filver, fct round with dia- 
monds, and a Virgin Mary dreifed in 
lace and embroidery, and decorated 
with jewels, are exhibited to adoration 
in the churches of the Roman Catho- 
lics, all richly and artfully Hluininated 
with chryllal bmps and lullres, ^nd 
numerous large tapers ; communion 
bread is devoutly offered and handed 
about ; atul^i.whilli; a perfume of the 
(ir(t odours pleafes or ftrikes the fenfes 
with admiration, mufic, vocal and in- 
ftrumental, and a concert of the (irff 
i(!u(i:ians, iinifhed by a chorus of hun- 
dreds cf thefiiil fingers, penetrate into 
the heart, command melancholy, or 
infpire recollc6tion. All convents, 
epifcopal hotels, and the houfes of the 
inferior clergy, are ornamented with 
woven or embroidered tapedries, re- 
prefenting the hiltory of the birth of 
-oGf Saviour; and, until the twelfth 
in provifions or money are 
diftributed to all the poor who prefent 
themfelves, and col legions are made at 
the churches, or in private houfes, for 
thofe who, from ficknefs, infirmity, or 
^ modefiy, ai-e prevented from appearing 
During thefe twelve days,

and mafquerades Of the Carnival re- 
ftore a coinmunity of pleafure, between 
the inhabitants and vifitors, between 
the people of the country and ftrangera^ 
between all who can afford to pay, who 
have curiofity to fee others, or vanity 
to exhibit themfelves. 

Even in Proteftant Germany, the 
eChri ff mas cu Horns are mofily the fame 
wit-h thofe of the Roman Catholics, 
except in Hanover, in the Lutheran 
part of PruHiii, and in Holltein, where 
the fame ufages are obferved by all 
clalfes of fhe inhabitants as only among 
the lower clades ip England; but in 
Denmark, Sweden, and Norway, in 
differing little from each other, they 
aire totally different from all other 
nations of Europe. In Sweden and: 
Norway, where the winter often lets 
ill witJi Oftober, the people count 
every day, nay almoft every hour, that 
approaches to Chriltmas, and they en- 
joy for months the feafting of fome 
days. I'he peafiints of thofe countries 
feldom tafte a niorfel of bread unmixed 
with ground bones or bark of trees, 
and wheaten bread never but at Clirift- 
mas ; dried fifh, and particularly pickled 
herrings, are their common nouriftu 
inent inltead of meat, except at Chriff- 
mas, Ea(icr, and VVhitfunday, when 
failed or (moaked meat oftener than 
fidi is enjoyed. 

In Oi5lober, every year, beer is brewed 
all over the country ; and chofen pieces 
of meat, from oxen, rein-deers, or bears, 
are fmoaked, to be preferved until 
Chriltmas Eve. The dinner-hour that 
day is eleven, and tiie dinner is rather 
a lunch. At fix, the fo-much-delired 
Cupper is upon the tabic, and confiits o^ 
a di(h of (tock^fith drefled in milk, a 
piete of fmoaked beef, or, for the poor, 
fmoaked mutton, a large rice pudding, 
which is eaten with cream, and with 
wine by the %’ety^ich ; a kind of white 
partridge roalted (bought for a penny) 
IS ferveil to each perfon ; and the fup- 
per ends with fome dried fruits and 
fmall nuts. The drink is corn brandy 
intermixed with water, and the ChrilU 
mas beer a fort of brown ale, .pleafiiig 
to the pahte, but heady. At this 
repaff, all peiTuns are dreffed in their 
holiday clothes, and try to have fome- 
thing new, to be congratulated upon 
for their good choice, and to obtain 
wifhes to wear it with health and pro- 
fperity. In the middle of fupper, the' 
ctoor is fuddenly opened by a man, 
who'has his lieail covered fo as *to be.

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unknown, and carries a bafket contain- 
ing the Chridmas boxes, conHlting, 
indeed, of Ciifles^ but giving moie 
real and innocent pleafure than prefents 
of vahie, which the dependent or needy 
receive ofrener from pride and olteiita- 
tion than from humanity or genero/ity. 
A prayer-book, worth one (hilling and 
£xpence, is one of the nioft valuably 
gifts, even where the iirft people in the 
place, the Colle6lor and the Fi/cal, with 
their wives, are prefeiit. What is in- 
tended for the fervants is diftributed to 
them by their niafters and saiillrelTes, 
and they appear in an inftant in the 
room to (hew it, anil to make a courtefy. 
During the (upper. Come cliildrcn of 
the village (ing fcveral liyn jis in praife 
of the Virgin and her Scm. After Cup- 
per, they vifjt the chi Wren's chamber, 
illuminated with coloured candles rpon 
a large table, containing mund ciLcs, 
gingerbread, and other cakes, heaped 
up one upon another in a pyramidical 
form, one for each child, more or lefs 
high, as the condudl of the child has 
been dining the year. Tiiofe cakes 
are to resnaln untouched until Chriil- 
mas is over. Neasly the Came ufage 
prevails in S?ain, Italy, and Germany, 
with this dilFerence, that between thoVe 
pillars o( cakes is an artifici^d tree, 
^iitaining wax (igi^es of the Virgin, 
of Clirill, ot Jol’cph, See. among the 
leaves. Before nine o’clock, Itrunjcrs 
rctiie, and every body goes to bed. 
No fooner is midnight over, tl-rn a 
chorus of the childien and fervants 
comes to your chainbei -door, and wiilies 
vou a good Chriitmas. At one o’clock 
in the morning you are called up to 
bieakfalt, and the (irlt fervice begins 

two. 

In entering the wooden churcli,. all 
painted, or rather daubed over, you 
fee every perfon with one or twii can- 
dies before him or her, painted in dif- 
ferent colours and ihanncrs ; all per- 
fons carrying with them tlicir own 
candles and candlcfticks, of the fize 
they can aiford, and the colour (hey 
like. No filver candlefticks were fetn, 
few of other metals, but moll of them 
of carved or gilt wood. , 

The (erviccy fays our Correfpondent, 
began with a (hort pfalm-, and then the 
Curate’s fon^ a young ichool-boy, after 
luany bows to the congregation, placed 
bimfelf before the altar, and fung, in a 
Jtind of (olo, fome paragraphs Ircm a 
^^apter in the Bible, about the birth of 
iKbriil. Tliat done, the Curate alecnd- 


cd the pulpit, and preached extemporf^ 
for near an hour, and a pfalm aeain 
fini(hed the fervice. At four, anotner, 
and at fix the laft fervice began, both 
nearly refembling the firll { and all 
three were over before eight o’clock 
in the morning. In an(wer to my 
queftion, why the fervice commenced 
fo early ? the Curate told me, that the 
extent of the parilhes, in fome parts of 
his country, goes to thirty and forty 
miles, and the pari(hioners would not 
be home in time to enjoy Chriftmas 
Day, the only happy day for moll of 
them in the yea;*, was he to detain them 
later. He added, this is the only holi- 
day I am obliged to preach three ex- 
tempore fermons. This cuitom is, how^ 
ever, more probably, a remnant of the 
Roman Catholics’ midnight mafs* 

At our return from church, a warm, 
beer foup, fweetened with mol^ifles, 
and the beef from the Aipper, wer6 
olFfrcd as refrelhments. At twelve 
o’clrck we all dined with the Col- 
lector, nearly in the manner we bad 
(upped, with the addition of a roalt- 
cd wild fowl of the fize of a turkey, 
called ill their language Kaeder, of an 
agreeable flavour, and a pot of artificial 
codee from burned oak, dried forrel, 
&c. After dinner, the Col leflor made 
a (mall bowl of punch from arrack, 
containing juft a wine glafs of liquor 
for each of us. At five o’clock, the 
Aipper w'aji uoon the table, and plenty 
of beer drank, with withes that they 
might all meet again happy at another 
Chriftmas. During the whole day, 
and all the following days of my ftay, 
the children of the villageV-ere finging 
hymns before the licufcs of the Curate, 
ofthe Colle61or, and of the Fifcal ^ and 
tlicfe tliree perfons continued each i*i 
turn to •ui eat ihe two others and their 
families nearly in the fame manner 
as on Chriftmas Day, only, with the 
difference that, except New Year’s 
Day, every evening wa« (ini (lied by a 
dance for an hour, of their children, 
at the finging of their mothers, no 
mufician being in the parifti. • 

At niidiiight, on New Ycar^JEve,.^ 
I was again difturhed by the choTus 
of the children and fervants, to with me 
a good new year, and called to attend 
divine fervice, which began an hour 
later, and was over an hour earlier, 
than Chriftmas morning, and confifted 
only of two fermons. All the paftni*^; 
loners now followed their paftor to his 
houfcj where thev brought him pre- 
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tbnti of butter, cheefct eggs, dried in the 3rear, whilft her huAand, with 
or picUed rein-deer, or bear's-flefli, half that falaiy, could nmy n»eU bring 
Ac. and in xeturn received each a up feven children. This gopd woman, 
glafs of brandy. All of them kifled when 1 a(ked her what 1 c^ld do for 
the hands' of the Curate's wife, and her family, for their hofpitality to- 
fbme of them even thofe of the Curate, wards a iiranger, told me, with much 
Dunng that day, all perfons who met dmplicity, that t / 1 could afford and 
fhook hands or embraced, each other, would fend her hulband from Got* 


in wifliine a good new year. The 
Curate told me, that in the towns and 
cities all clalTes of people vifit or leave 
their cards on New Year's Day $ and 
that a negleA of it is always regarded as 
an affront* Superiors diftribute pre- 
Tents to their inferiors, who dothe fame 
among themfelves ; and mailers reward 
the seal or fidelity of their fervants, as 
on the Chriftmas eve. In all coffee- 
boules and taverns, a pewter- plate is 
placed upon the bar, where the cuftom* 
ers put Tome money for the waiters, 
who, during the year, never demand or 
CXpeA any thing from regular cuftom- 
ers. This laft ufage is followed and 
improved upon in France, Italy, and 
Germany, where the waiters, in ferving, 
offer each cuftomer a cornet of paper 
containing fome Tweetmeats or con- 
fedlicfnary dainties, and expeA in re- 
turn a prefent in money. 

It was the conftant cuftom of this 
good Curate, not to fufFcr any body 
sn his houfe to remain in bed after 
fix o'clock in the morning, or to begin 
any work before morning- prayers j the 
family, fervants, and vilitors,*were all 
colleAed in the fame room, and re- 
mained upon their knees until prayers 
were over. After fupper every night, 
the fame ceremony took place with the 
evening prayers j and though this edi- 
fying devotion continued nearly half- 
an-hour each time, I never obferved 
any* thing but attention even in the 
children. Prayers of a Quarter of an* 
hour were regulaiiy faid before and 
after each repatt ; and the Curate often 
interrupted the innocent dance of the 
children, by afking them to pray and 
fing hymns, to which they fubmitted 
with a cheerfulnefs which proved they 
had been inttruned, that in doing their 
ducj'^t*/ -their Creator, they enjoyed 
the firtt of all earthly pleafures. 

The great diftance from a)l towns, 
and the few wants of the people, made 
every thing very cheap in this part of 
country. The Curate's wife often 
wlA me, that the CollcAor muft be 
nch, became, whh thQg; children only, 
be had ferty rix'dollars, or ten pouoda 
Voxa XjLv.

In converfing with the pious Curate 
about the j^orality of his pariQiionei's, 
he told me, with a groan, that three 
years ago a crime had been commltted(g 
which had excited alike the wrath 
of Heaven and the fcandal of the See $ 
bccaufe the daughter of a peafant was 
Tediiced by a Danifli Officer, and had a 
baftard child. Bpt, added he, though 
fhe died in a (hort time, and very re-

I have leen every where many 
rejoicings, aitIficiaW gaiety, and plea- 
fures commanded, but not felt } but In 
the retirement amongft Innocence and 
fimpticity, goodnefs And hofpitality,

But reflection and the 
gradual progrei's of feflnement con- 
vince them of the necelfity of fettled 
laws. The principles of equity and 
independence implanted in the human 
breafl, they receive with delight j but 
the violence of paflion ftill proves fupe- 
rior to their reftraint. Private injuries 
are»revenged by force ; and infolent, 
Ambitious Chieftains ftill recur to 
arms.'* The outline and colouring of 
this portrait is admitted to be juft j and 
by reference to the earlier paits of the 
Irifli annals, Mr. Plowden has been 
enabled, with this guide, to trace and 
account for the origin, nature, and 
continuance of that national cliaraCler, 
out of which arife the ftrongeft reafons 
for the Union. 

The curious reader is gratified in 
this part of the preliminary Chapter, 
with an account of the great antiquity 
of the Irifti. The pride ^f anceftry, 
it is aflerted, has a peculiar efteCl upon 
the Irilh. Their anceftors were un- 
doubtedly Scyibians, or, as they were 
afterwgrjjis called, Pbiemdans\ and it 

general belief, that a Scylbian or 
I^cenician colony fettled in Ireland j 
and as the Cartbaginiaus received the 
*ufe of letters from the PbaniciaHSf the 
ftrongeft proof of the origin of the Irilh 
being derived from a colony of Scy- 
thians, is founded in the wondeiful 
limilari^, or rather in the identity, 
of the Phoenician and JriQi languages. 
A fpi^imen of the two languages is 
given at page 5. 

No nation, now upon the face of 
the globe, can boaft of fuch a certain 
And remote antiquity i none can trace 
inftances of fuch early civilization § 
none poflefi fuch trremgable proofs 
of their origin, lineage, and duration 
<>f jgovernMnt.^The Irilh have always 
prided thnufelves^upon having kept* u|i 
a" lodger fuecetfbn tf Monarchs than 
•nether ki&gdem of chAvrorld. This 


race of Kings the Irifli call all 

of them having delcended from Hebtr^ 
Enmuf and the three fobs of Afi/r- 
JktSp who was the leader of the Scy- 
thian expedition from Spain ; the flrft 
fettlers in Ireland. In the year of 
our Lord 1170, one of the Princes 
of Vf/iiT boalted to Pope Alexander 
^III. of an uninterrupted fucceflion 
of 107 Kings of Ireland down to his 
time. I'he moderate allowance of ten 
years to^ the reign of each of thefe 
Kings will fill the ipace of 1970 years; 
soo yeans being a moderate adlowance 
for thofe reigns which exceeded that 
duration. This ^nearly correfponds 
with the time (w. about xooo years 
before the birth of Chritt), at which 
moft of the Irifh annalifts date the 
arrival of the •Phoenician or Scythian 
colony from Spain under Milefius.*' 

Giving’all due credit to the accuracy 
of our Author's refearches, and kee|'. 
ing conftantly in view the national 
partiality of ail annalifts and hiftorians 
in their attempts to dignify the firlt 
origin of their refpeflive ^ countries, 
the fallacy 0/ the above cited claims 
of antiquity will ftill be apparent on 
the pages of the ancient part of uni- 
verfai Tiiftory, where it will be found, 
thatjthe Heorew and the Chinefe na- 
tions claim an grigin of much higher 
date in antiquity ilian the Irifli. The 
fuperiority may hold good with refpeft 
to the modern kingdoms of Europe ; 
and may ferve to account for an obfer. 
vation which, according to, our Au- 
thor, has been frequent ly and jultly 
made, ** that more family pride is 
retained by the Irifli, even in extreme 
indigence, than by any other nation $ 
and it is as remarkable, that we ewn 
djfcover no period in the Irifli hiftory 
at which this family pride was not 
attended with milchievous eiFe 61 s. 

** The government introduced l^thq 
firll fettlers was\>f A peculiar caft. They 
divided the country into four pro- 
vinces, viz. Uijiirf Ldnfter^ 
and twnaugbly each of which had its 
King ; and at the head of thefe four 
provincial Kings was placed a Aipre me 
Monarch. *to the fiipreme they all 
paid tribute, as a mark of fubjedion^ 
though they were, in all other refpc 61 s, 
abfolute and independent within their 
refpedlive plovinces. 

** Not only the throne', but all the 
pofls of honour and profit under the 
ftate were derive ; not Indeed* out of 
F % the 


the nation at large, but out of particu- 
lar or families: in the eledlions, 
military talents outweighed civil ac- 
cotnplifiiments i but, upon the whole, 
honours and emoluments were dlfpofed 
of to the mod worthy. The pride of 
families, and even pretentions to be. 
lon|; to feme of the royal docks of their 
ancient provincial or fovereign Kings, 
which cxifts to this day, is a reliCl: and ^ 
natural confequence of their ancient 
political conttitutions. 

** In viewing the long duration of 
the infelicity of Ireland (ince it has 
been dependent upon or cmine^ed 
with England, it is impoflible not to hy 
the larged (hare of its calamities to the 
account of that mondrous anomaly in 
politics itnperitm in imperio. The only 
radical cure has now ^been applied. 
The reditutjon of Ireland to found- 
nefs, and even vigour of conditution, 
now reds with Great Britain, which, 
lince the Union, is compelled, from 
polic]^ and intered, to infnre the mod 
benehcial effeds to this national in- 
corporation.** It is not necedary to 
enter more minutely into the details 
of the early and fingular cudoms of the 
Iri(h ; of their particular and local 
prejudices and prepofTetTions, which 
our Author maintains will now vanilh, 
and die away; we (hall, thcrcfore,*pro- 
ceed to the iiivelligatmn of that pro- 
grefTive chain of hidory which is the 
bads on which he builds the well- 
founded expe^ation of the correflion 
of all the evils of the former govern- 
ment of Ireland. 

Part I. of the dvd Volume com. 
prifes the State of the Irifh Nation 
from the Invaiion of Henry II., King 
of England, to the Reformation of 
Rfligion under Henry VIII.” The 
objell of the preliminai'y Chapter waf, 
to reprefent the date of Ireland, and 
the native powers, difpofition, and cha- 
Xa 61 er of the Iridi, iijidependently of 
any connexion with England. In the 
prefent portion of their hidory, the 
Icene is confiderably changed, and the 
Author lets out with oblerving— << that 
it has ever been the bane of Ireland to 
be didrafled with internal difeord.** 
This great evil produced the revolution 
which drd fubjeded the country to a 
dependence on England, and termi- 
nated in its conqued. The hidori- 
cal anecdote concerning that revolu- 
tion is both curious and highly inte- 
fcttiogi as forming a principal epoch in 
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the annals of Ireland. It Is thus rebt^^ 
by our Author : . ^ . 

** Immediately preceding the inya« 
(ion of that kingoom by the £ngli(h» 
the Iri(h hidory prefents to us a conti- 
nued Icerie of intedine di(rencion, tur* 
bulence, and fadlion. About the year 
of our Lord 1166, Roderick 0*Connor, 
who was of the hoiife ot Htrmnn^ and 
therefore of undoubted Milejitm itock» 
was raifed to the Monarchy, and gene- 
rally fubmitted to, by the whole King- 
dom. His profpe^t of a happy and 
peaceful reign was foon clouded by the 
revolt ot feverabof the petty Kings or 
Princes, who had (worn allegiance to 
him. Scarcely had be reduced them to 
obedience, when he was called upon by 
0*Rourke, King of Breflhy, to aifift 
him in avenging himfelf ot Detmod, 
King of Leinlier, by whom he had 
been grofsiy injured, Whild 0 *Rourl^e 
w'^s abfent on a pijgnmage, his wife, 
who had lung conceived a criminal pal- 
don for the King of Leinder, confented 
to elope, and lived with him in public 
adultery. O'Rourke (ucceeded in 
roufiug the Monarch to avenge hit 
caule, who immediately led a power- 
ful force to his aiTiitance. The whole 
kingdom took di e at the perfidy and 
Iniquity of Dermod, who looked in 
vain for fuppprt from his own fabje 61 s« 
He was hated for his tyranny, and the 
Chieftains of Leinlter not only refufed 
to enlid under his banner in fo ini- 
quitous a ciftife, but openly renounced 
their allegiance. Dermod, thus de- 
ferred by his fubjedls, was inflamed 
with rage at the dilappointment, and 
refolved to faciifice his all to ibjpal 
revenge. Unable to weather the florin 
that was gathering, he took (hipping 
fecretly, and repaired to Henry II. ,, 
who was then in France, for proteclion 
and revenge. Henry, a profligate cha- 
radler, littened to the (educing language 
and great promifes of Dermod, invaded 
Ireland, rein Hated him in his domi- 
nions, and then fccured to himfelf 
a firm footing in the country, by cul- 
tivating a friendihip with -the Chief., 
tains, by means ot magnificent pre- 
fents, and promifes of promotiof. and 
aggrandizement.** 

But conquelt begat oppreflion, and 
oppreflTion engendered hatred and im* 
placable revenge ; and from a perufal 
of the various events durn.^ tlie long 
fpace of 400 years, whilft botli na.iioni 


profefled the (me leligion^ 
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Catholic,) the reader will learn, that 
the; native diffidence, jeaioufy, and 
hatred, which the Iriffi Ibewed, for 
ib many centuries, towards the 'Eng^ 
lifh, originated not in the^ difference 
of religion which took place after the 
Reformation in the reign of Henry 
VIII. No! it was the ill-fated po. 
licy of the Englifli Government in 
thofe times, not only not to coalefce 
and unite with the native Irifh, but to 
go every poffible length in fomenting 
and perpetuating diliention, animofity, 
and hatred between' the two nations, 
during the reigns of*(ixteen of our 
Monarchs. It would occupy too many 
pages in our mifcellany to enumerate 
the different oppreffions of the fervants 
of thofe Sovereigns intruffed with mili- 
tary and civil power in Ireland i let it 
fuffice to notice a few of the molt 
defpptic. Although the Engltfh 
Government had not full poifeffion 
of onr-tlrird of the ifland, called the 
Englifli Pale, they cantonized the whole 
country among ten Englifli families, 
and called themlelves owners and lords 
of all : nothing was left to be granted 
to, or enjoyed by, the natives : nor is 
there a record, for the fpace of 300 
years and upwards after the invafion, 
of any grant made to an Irifli Lord 
of any land, except a grant from the 
Crown to the King ot Thomond, of 
his land, during the minority of Henry 
HI. As for the Englifli grantees, 
they became a new fet of petty Sove- 
reigns,, and exercifed all manner of 
royal jurifdi^ion and authority within 
theii^ejy kingdoms more arbitrarily 
thaafany Enghfli Monarch ever did 
pw the whole kingdom.— By the laws 
ofedward III., alliances by marriage, 
nurture of infants, (there exiited a 
culiom peculiar to Ireland, of giving 
out their children to be nurled by 
fifUrerSi) &c. was made high treafon.— 
But the molt wicked and mifehievous 
oultom of all others, was that of coj^gne 
and livery, which confuted in taking 
num^s miotj hwfi mat^ and of all 
. inhabitants of the country, at the 
. wijl and pleafure of the foldiers this 
oppretKon, (ince called fne quartirs jto 
the military, was exerciied by the Eng- 
lifli in Ireland with intolerable rigour/* 
To clofe this period, the reader is 
referred to ^t i-emoniti^nce of grjev- 
** ances fet by the Jrifli, A an ap« 
\ peal to Pope John XXII. (fee Afpen- 
}«)i yihSth eerteinljr is the 


ftrongeff pifture of kiveterato national 
hatred that hat been handed down to 
polterity. It demonttratea that cliffbr- 
ence of religion did not produce thofe 
evils, and that Union alone is the 
effectual fecurity againff their repeti- 
tion. 

Part II. relates the ftate of the Irifli, 
nation from the Reformation under 
Henry VIII. to^the Revolution under 
James II. when William HI. afeended 
the throne of England. This large 

5 >ortion of the Volume is divided into 
ix Chapters. The firlt contains the 
ftate of Ireland in t|)e reigns of Heniy 
VIII., Edward VI., and Q^tn Mary. 
Such, lays Mr. Plowden, is the va:- 
riety, fuch the importance, and, at the 
fame time, fuch the peculiarity of the 
events which tihrk this period of the 
Irifli hiftory, that truth and candour 
are almoft to be dreaded by the hifto- 
rian who feeks the approbation of the 
exifting generation. This appreben- 
fton feems to arife from his oppofltioa 
to an opinion ** that has been too pre- 
valent with moft writers fince the Re- 
formation, to lay indifcriminately to 
the account of that great innovation 
in our national church, the various 
ftriiggles, revolutions, and convulfions, 
that afterwards happened in Ireland. 
An error pregnant with incalculable 
mifehief! And what deviation from 
truth does not produce evil ?** 

To the adniiniftration of the Earl of 
Kildare, who was confirmed in the 
Lieutenancy of Ireland bv Henrv, 
beyond the power of oppoution, the 
firlt difefters in that kingdom imme- 
diately after the Reformation are attri- 
buted. Being recalled to England, he 
entrufted the <government ot IreliuJ 
toiliis fon, Lord Thomas Fitzgeraldf 
who, upon receiving intelligence that 
his father, on his landing in E^and^ 
had been committed to the Towers 
and a falfe report that he had been 
beheaded, broke out into open rebel- 
lion, and was^ joined bjr O'Neal and 
O'Connor, powerful Chieftains of the 
party of the Geraldines. This rebeL 
lion was fcarcely fuppreiTed, when 
Henry took ample vengeance on the 
whole family qf Kildare j Lord Thomas 
and bis five uncles were feized and 
beheaded, A younger branch of the 
family, Tiowever, Lord Gerald, a youth 
of twelve years ot age, wgs privately 
conveyed out of the kingdom to Italy, 
and placed under the prote6kioo of 

’ Cardinal 
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Pbte. ^ This tynmnical con* 
duft or Hinry Vlll. to one oF the firft 
Emilies io Ireland, H condufive e?i« 
dence that he was little fuited to aain 
ftfour with the friibi in the Worl of 
Refbnhation, which he had now taken 
in hand :** and here we cannot avoid 
doticinf, that our Author fupports the 
wery opinion of former writers, which*' 
fie undertook to controvert ; for at 
fiage 6 d we find the following pafiage : 

but frtm the introduction of the 
Reformation into Ireland, we are to 
look for religious difierencis fuper. 
added to the former fteds of internal 
difientiOns.-— Pierce, cruel, and vlh- 
difiive, as the Irifli were to each other, 
never till now did religion afford fuel 
to infurreClion.** Indped, the whole 
account of the forcible introduction 
of the Proteftant religion, and of the 
acknowledgement of the King's fupre. 
macy, confirms Leland's and the Iriffi 
annalifts' teftimony, ** that the reli- 
gious controverfy aggravated the other 
grievances fo long complained of 
thofe who were commifiioned to en- 
force the fpiritual fupremacy of the 
King feixed the moft valuable utenfils 
and furniture of the Catholic churches, 
which they expofed to fale without 
decency or reierve. The violence^ done 
by one party to thf feelings of the 
other, fuperadded to numberlefs pro- 
vocations and infults, produced colli- 
fions in the body politic that threat, 
cned its very exiftence. O'Neal, 
0]Bryan, and feveral other Irifii Chief, 
tains of lefs repute, made the defence 
of their religion the caufe, or the pre- 
text, for rifing in arms aaaintt the 
iSnaliih Government j but ttsey failed 
ana fubmitted $ and Henry, at length, 
obtained the title of King of Ireianot 
In the next reign, after a ftrong 
oppofitfon to the meafure, the new 
Riturgy of the Chivch of England 
Was performed for the firlt time on 
Ratter Sunday in the year 15 $!, in 
the cathedral of Chrift Church, Dub- 
lin. But the bulk of the nation ad- 
Berine to their ancient faith, the cau/e 
cf religion became the caufe of the 
nation } and it fatally ieemed as if 
the Englifti Government were pre. 
derermined not only to opprefs, but to 
irritate the people of Ireland. 

The (hoit reign of Mary was diftin- 
l^ifhed by a temporary refpite .to the 
tl'oublesof Iielandi the civil eftablr^ 

; inent of the Roman Catholic religion 


was preciftly reftored t 6 the Bath In 
which it Was left by Henry Vlt. 
Proteftant Bifltops were deprived, ahd 
Catholic BiflioTO fubftituted to their 
Sees. Yet, tiotWithftanding her zeal 
for Aipporting and promoting the 
Catholic religion, her adminiftratioA 
was injurious to Ireland. 

The acceifion of Elizabeth produced 
a total change In the ftate of Ireland. 
No fooner liad (he declared fOr the 
Reformation, than general difeontent 
pervaded the whole nation. Every 
province was |hrown into a fiate of 
commotion, or difpofed to ihfurreetion. 
Munfter was diftrafled by the iOve- 
ierate enmities of the O'Brians, ThOi^ 
snond, Deftnond, and Oimond. Con- 
naught Was miferably harafTed by the 
feuds fubfifting between Clanricarde 
and another fept of De Burghos. lii 
Leinfter, the furvivors of Leix* and 
O'Fally confidered thenifelves as de- 
prived of their inheritances by fraud 
and treachery i and the North was 
threatened with the moft rormidabld 
infiirreclion from John O'Neal, Who 
upon the death of his father, iri con- 
finement at Dublin, now claimed the 
royal fovereignty 6 f the whole pro- 
vince of Ulfter. 

Under all thefe unfavourable circum. 
fiances, Elizabeth fteadily purfued her 
defign of firmly eftabliibing the Pro- 
teitant religion in Ireland. ^ All the 
afts of Maj^i by which the civil ettab- 
lifliment ot the Roman Catholic reli* 
gion bad been reftored, were repealed | 
the ufe of the Common Prayer- Bdok» 
as in England, was enjoined i 
perfon obliged to refort to the .^ew 
church and fervice, under pain of/'c- 
clefiattical cenfures and pecuniary pe- 
nalties. Thefe ordinances were fol- 
lowed by a recognition of the Qpeen's 
title to the Crown i and to fpeak or 
Write againft it was made treafon. 
Thefe, and other aAs of the firft Iritti ' 
Rirliament in her reign^ excited gene- 
ral difeontent, and pr^uced convul* 
fions and civil wars throughout the 
whole kingdom for feveral yeafs. 
Averfions and affeAions are i^'urJl]^ 
reciprocal. Elizabeth was hafed by 
the generality of the Iriib, and ihc at 
cordially detefted them.

<^KC difeovery of Galvani fm, or, as it 
^ has been called, animal eleftricity, 
has laid open a field of inquiry, at once 
fo novel, fo important, and fo diverfi- 
fied, that, no one can wonder at tlm 
cagernefs and curiofity with which it 
is (till purfued. 

Of tne (hock occa(ioned by the tor- 
pedo and electrical eel the world had 
p ot_ ind eed been ignorant ; but that 
tljrMinal fibre, when deprived of the 
^inciplc of vitality, ihould be liable to 
7fimilar effect, it remained for the pre- 
• fent age to difeover. This peculiar 
influence was firft noticed, about thir- 
teen. years ago, by Louis Galvani, Pro- 
felTor of Anatomy at Bologna, and the 
circumftance which gave rife to it, aa 
may be obferved of many other re- 
inarkable difeoveries, was perfectly ac- 
cidental.

fophy** can only be conddered in its. 
infancy; yet from what is already 
acco*mpli(hed, and from a general view 
of the refultSi^the greateft ultimate 
advantage may be prediftedi and it

Among others wbofe tafte or talents 
led them to this ftudy, the Author of 
Elements of Galvanifm" has devoted, 
himfelfwith un remitted induftry; and 
if (uccefs be proportioned to appli.**.

' With regard to the Author's Theory, 
Mr. W4 undertakes, in an attempt from 
which the praife of great ingenuity 
cannot be withheld, to ejtplain ^ the 
phenomena of Galvanifm on elearicai 
principles : the former he confiders as 
the evolution of electricity from con- 
cluCtjng bodies, forming one. of their 
conftitiient parts, and dilengaged by 
Si ehemical procefs^ while the latter 
is the fame principle rendered apparent 
to our fenfes, hy the temporary changes 
of non-condiiaing bodies to a con* 
dueling flare." Ail th&G.ilvanic phe* 
noinena, therefore, feem to him to 
aecord with the principles of eleClri- 
city, and to be regulated by the lame 
laws. Notwithflanding this opinion 
refueCVin? die identity of Galvanifm 
and elemicity, Mr. W. conceives, 
according to our prefent knowledge, 
they may be thus diflinguKhed : ‘‘Gak 
vanirm is the portion of eleClricity 
which forms a component part of the 
conducting body in the aCt of under- 
going a change from a greater \o a 
lefs flate, while eleClricity is the rcfiilt 
of a temporary change in non-con- 
duCling bodies, infoniuch that their 
capacities become by attrition mo- 
mentarily increaled. Galvanifm,” he 
adds, is never produced by any 
changes in non-condudtors, while elec- 
tricity is produced by them alone.” 
Another paflage thus deferibes the na- 
ture of Galvanic combination : ** Two

Time, 
however, the grand difeoverer,” 
iDuft determine how far heisjuflifl^ 
lillthe fentiments he has formed j and 
mhout entering further on the fub- 
it may be fulHcient in this place to 
obierve, that his theory feems neither 


io have been haftily formed, nor tclid 
deftitute of man^ arguments iii|itil 
favour} though it muft be acknow- 
ledged, the FuppoAtion that ** Oal- 
yanifm is the ve^ intermediate prin- 
ciple .between matter and fpirit,” w^ll 
fcarcely be received without, further 
information and more certain Grounds. 
In a future edition, it may be worth 
Mr. W.*8 conAderatfon, whether the 
title of his work might not be altered, 
fo as to convey a better idea of its con- 
tents 1 the hiftorical details clearly form 
the prominent feature in the work, 
and (hould havd'beeii diflinguiflied as 
fuch. 

It were greatly to be wifbed, that the 
medical and molt important application 
of Galvanifm had promifed better pro- 
fpedts of fuccefs s after the molt careful 
experiments, few determinate data have 
been obtained. In fome paralytic 
and even in deafnefs, it has not been" 
thought entirely ufelefs $ and in fpaf- 
modic atfedlions it feems to have afford- 
ed invariable relief} neither has it beeii 
altogether inefficacious in relieving, 
or at lealt moderating, mental derange- 
ment of (brae peculiar kinds} and 
fll'ong hopes are entertained, from 
what has already been attempted, of 
its good efle6ls in ca^es of furpended 
animation. Every one will agree with 
Mr. W. that this fubjedt is worthy of 
molt ferious attention. Then, indeed, 
will the difcoiyery of Galvaui Ihinc with 
brigluelt luftre, and its true value be 
elf iniated, when it contributes to foothe 
the bed of licknefs, and heal the fulFer- 
ings of our common natur^ : a^ .per- 
haps it may be added, nothing fhort vf 
fuch a benefit to mankind can compem- 
fate for the experimental cruelties in- 
flicted on dumb and unolFending ani- 
mall } .cruelties at which the heai't of 
humanity bleeds, and which, as 
Mr. W. truly oblerves, “ can only be 
jultiAable when the refiilts may prove 
of advantage to our fellow-creatures." 

Upon the whole, this work may be 
conlidered as prefenting an accumula- 
tion of valuable faCts relative to the' 
promulgation, eflablifhinent, progr^eft^^ 
and prefent flate of Galvanifuiv'' at 
furnifliing the ground-work for future 
improvement, and as holding forth n 
reaibnable expedtatioif^'^I.the moft im- 
portant advantages to be cft^lved frem

W E hive been in pofleffion, upwards 
ol a century, of a pn-ilice of piety 
called “ The Whole Duty of Man,"; 
the edition of which now befo»e the 
writer of this Review bears the date of 
the year 169X 5 and by the extra* 
ordinary reception it has met with from 
that remote eri to the prefont time, 
it may be prefnmed that our fore- 
fathers considered it to be what its 
title profefles, the Whole Duty of 
Man. In fa6l, it contains inltrii^ions 
for leidintj a godly life, agreeable to 
the rules laid down in the Holy Scrip- 
tures, to enable us to fulfil our duty to 
Gg^l and Man. But as differences of 
opinion have arifen amougfl; Chriftians, 
and, in procefs of time, have produced 
various Seels, forming thcmfelvcs into 
feparate religious communities, which 
in England, and more efpecially in 
the metropolis, have increafcd and 
multiplied in a wonderful manner, 
it has been difcovered by Tome of their 
pious minifters, that the old Whole 
Duty of Man was imperfeif. Under 
this perfuanon, ** a New Whole Duty 
of Man made its appearance a few years 
iince, and became a popular book $ and 
to clofe the account, •* the Complete 
Duty of Mai.,” from the Bath prefs, in 
the courfe of the prefent year, lays 
claim to the attention of pious Chnlf- 
iar^jfln account of the improvements 
aliSlgca to have b-'cn made on the 
^^ans of the Old and New Whole Duty 

• It iS' the buiinefs of an impartial 
examiner to l.iy afide all prejudice, to 
entertain no favourite opinion, nor 
any attachment to particular iy Items $ 
but, after a fair comparifon, to fubinit 
to the confi deration of his readers the 
merits of each of thefe performances $ 
alj of them having been compofed 
•with the laudable delign of promoting 
^jKh^^mporal and eternal welfare of 
tbeih((dlow.inortals. 

Tol^gin with the oldeA-— we ob- 
ferve with pleafure, that the model 
muft have be^^iAcellent, fince it has 
been clofeLj^tollowed in ihe outlines 
by the jumquent writers. Our Duty 
to Gq^s, with ftrift propriety, the 
fubjeft df the three treatifes ; 
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the moral obligations we are under to 
each other, as they are enjoined by the 
laws of God, and the civil ordinances 
of the government under which we 
live, explained and adapted to our 
relative iituations in life, follow next 
in llieir proper order. The fevcral 
fubjefts are divided into fuitable por- 
tions for Sunday^cvenings" leisures in 
families $ and forms of prayers, to alFilt 
families and individuals in their pri- 
vate devotions, as well upon ordiitary 
as extraordinary occa.ilons : to iiluH 
trate tlrs dilllr.dioii, let it be remem- 
bered, that the authors take it for 
granted, that all well-dirpoicd perfons 
olFer up daily prayers and thankf- 
givings, morning and evening, to 
Almighty God $ thefe facrifices, there- 
fore, may well be (tyled ordinary occa- 
iions — and thofe which are offered up^ 
preparatory to receiving, and after 
taking the Sacrament, in time of fick- 
nefs, domeltic or public calamity, &c. 
are denominated extraordinary. Such 
is the general plan of the three trea- 
tifes. • 

We (hall now point out the eflential 
dilference betwixt them. The origi- 
nal Whole Duty of Man is writtea 
in a plain, unadorned, familiar (tile, 
fuited to the capacities of the mid- 
dling and lower clafTes of the people; 
it is clear andconcife in its inltruftious 
relative to all the moral rules of con^ 
du£f through life $ it teaches men how 
to live fbberKs righteoully, and goAy 
isi this prefent world ; and on thofe 
myltic points of our religion, the re- 
demption, the life to come, the day of 
judgment, and future rewards and pu- 
nishments, the Author has followed the 
clear light of feripture, which he has 
not oblcured by any vain imaginations 
of his own. With the orthodox mem* 
bers of the effablifhed Church of Eng- 
land, who think religious reformation 
has gone far enough, it will always 
preferve the high eltimation in which 
It has been held from generation to 
generation. 

But «« the New Whole Duty of 
Man” will be preferred by the nume* 
rous diflenters from the eftablilhed 
Churcii, wbo, whild they approve of 

Ibme* 
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ibme parts of its worihipf think it 
dcficiriit in others, efpecially as it 
profefles to be fuperior in Fatih to 
the old, which, the author of this 
coKipilition aflerts, contained no arti- 
Lies of Faith, and is confined folely to 
praftical piety. Under this idea, it 
will not be matter of furprize that 
Se*venteen editions, in different fizes, 
of this New Duty of Man, fhould have 
been bought up, by the truly faithful, 
in the courfe of a few years, ending 
with the year 1761. 

And though laft, yet not the leaft in 
s'eal merit, comes the Complete Duty of 
Man I which not having been noticed 
in due order at the time of its firlt 
publication, we have been called upon 
to give feme account of it from the 
Seventh EJi/hti }uii publifhvd,and print- 
ed by and for that long eltablifhed 
and refpedable bookfeiler, S. Hazard, 
of Bath. 

By an advertifement to the Fifth 
edition, prefer ved in the prefen t im- 
preffion, it appears, that it has under- 
gone feveral alterations and improve- 
ments fince its firft publication, par. 
ticularly in the third edition, by the 
author. The ftyle, at the requeft of 
fome friends, who thought it too pro- 
Jix, and not Aifnciently fimple, wa| fo 
altered as to appear in fome iiiftances 
like an abridgement.—^ It rarely hap. 
pens that a perfon is able to alter, with- 
out injury, his own peculiar llile. In 
endeavouring to do this, the author 
has been thought by many to have 
diminifhed the richnefs, the harmony, 
and the dignity of his compofition. 
The prefent edition, therefore, has 
been printed from the fecond. The 
ICcVtor (not named) has, however, 
improved it by a careful collation ivitij 
the third edition, and by the adoption 
c»f fome of the alterations in it; He has 
alfo ventured to make a few correflions 
in the hile himlclf ; a« liberty which 
he fhould not have prefumed to take, 
had not his relation to the author 
given him a fort of literary property 
tn his works, and had not his intention 
been fanflioned by the exprefs appro- 
bation of the author, when he was too 
Infirm to undertake it binifelf.'* What 
it here applied to the Fifth, we pre- 
lume is intended iikewife to be equally 
applicable to the Seventh edition, now 
under confideration, as no notice is 
taken of any difference between them.

The plan of the work is fully opened 
in the Preface, in which we find the 
following do^rinal propofitions : 

Whatever difputes may have been 
raifed concerning the nature of faving 
Faith f it is allowed on all hands to m 
one of the mod impoitanc Cbriftian 
Virtues, and eifential to the character 
of a Chriftian.— I underftand by it, a 
dependence upon the righteoufheft 
and death of Chrill, as a full fatisfa£lioil 
to the juttice of God for the fin of the 
world, in the breach of his law 3 and 
the fble ground of our acceptance to 
the rewai cl of eternal life. The various 
modes of explaining that Faith, is what 
conlHtutes an eflential difference in the 
opinions of pious and well-difpofed 
Chridians with refpe 61 : to each other ; 
and the zeal demondrated in promul- 
gating particular, and even fingulA*, 
tenets refpedling this grand point, has 
often carried men of exemplary con- 
duff in other refpeffs beyond the 
bounds of moderation. We do not 
find any fucli unbecoming warmth of 
temper in this compofition $ but as far 
as we can judge, its fydem of faith it 
calculated for the meridian of the New, 
Methodids, or Wedleyian fedf ^ of 
Chridian believers, who are multiplying, 
daily in every city and town 01 the 
united kingdom, on the great conti*' 
nent of America, and in our Weft 
India 1 (lands.' 

The^ follovuing is our Author’s ex- 
planation ^ of the definition of (living 
Faith, which he humbly iubmits to the 
confideration of his readers ; — 
the trnnfgreflion of *he law of the 
high God i which law, the moment it* 
is broken, fubje^h us to its penaltv* ^ 
Of this the punifhment of the firft un * 
committed by the firft man is a molt 
memorable in dance. God is nn** 
changeable; and as the firft fin could 
not be pardoned, To neither can any 
fin we ^ commit, as being an a£f of 
difobedleiice and rebellion againft 
him, be pardoned— but fubjefts us to, 
the penalty, not of temporal death, 
becaufe that is common to alljraiflA- ' 
kind, but to eternal death— tfie fa£k 
then is certain, the <ivages of fin is deaths 
and always will be fivrivhile God con.^ 
tinues the fiime ; and^VkJlft a finner 
remains unpardoned, his Il(.«l is fepa- 
rated from God, and he is^^ut out 
from^ the book of eternal life-!%^ow 
then is be to be pardoned ? Th^\y- 
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Aiency of the remedial covenant of 
ioj^l grace it here apparent, and the 
jiecellity of dependence upon the 
rightrournefs and death of Chrift is 
demon ftrated from the preceding ac* 
count of God's unalterable juftice, and 
of the guilt of fin being the fame in all 
ages of the world.— 'Nothing elfe muft 
be the ground of our hope— Ne/ 
alas I we have none— None that will 
bear to be weighed in God's balance, 
or anfwer the demands of his jultice I— 
Hat Jmcerity : this has been adopted into 
our divinity, as if ili were the gracious 
condition of the new covenant, in op- 
pofition to the law of perfe£b obedi. 
ence. But it is no where mentioned 
as Aich in Scripture.— iVisf faith and 
nwnrksf confiderea as co-operating to 
our juftification, and both together 
makin g a. claim of acceptance; for 
ivVrRs which are confefled to have the 
nature of fin, by thofe who call in the 
aid of faith to fupply their imper- 
feflion, cannot be acimitted to any 
(bare in our julliiication, and mult 
be excluded from it. Juifice muft 
be fatisfied ; with all our duties fin 
is itiixed— therefore we believe that 
the whole of what will be accounted 
our deliverance from the curfe of the 
law, is the righteoufiiefs of Chrilt 
iatisfying the divine jultice by his 
obedience unto death, and to the 
praife of the glory of his grace im- 
puted to finners for falvation. This is 
the anchor of the foul, fure and Ited- 
faft : our full fecuritp againlt ail fears, 
our firft and only jultification. 

notion of a firft ttnd fecend

^ In this view, and with tbefe fen* 
timents itrong upon his mind, the 
author has endeavoured, in the fol- 
lowing treatiff, to delineate The Com 
plete Duty of Man. His book bears this 
title— from its comprelietiding the 
doctrines as well as the precepts of the 
gofpel, from its placing things in their 
proper order, and preparing the way to 
Chriilian pra 6 tice by Chriltian faith, 
and to faith by conviffion of fin.

It would ap- 
pear pedantic to talk either of the 
Priefts of Numa or the Druids ; but it 
is certain, chat traces of its operation 
are to be difeerned in the religiaus 
ceremonies, the amufements, and even 
in the dowieftic habits, of lavage na- 
tions.

tury» with reluctance! ** however fu- 
perior he may be confidered to the age 
in wlitch he lived, bad yet the frailties

what he heard or (liw, by what infpirod 
his countrymen with approbation or 
with rapture."

The good eating and drinking of 
Thomas Earl of Lancalter, whom we 
are glad (becaufe we would not have 
bad It gone on the wAl fide of the Bar) 
to inform the reader refided in the 
City, is proferfy noticed. The ten 
tiioufiind peiTons. who every day fat 
down at tne table of Richard the Se- 
cond, are next reviewed \ and, lalHy, 
ibe hofpitallty of the Karl of War- 
wide, of Warwick-lane, king’-maker ; 
tbougb the Author leems to have 
forgotten the laudable cultom preva- 
lent in this Nobl'eman's kitchen, viz. 
that every citizen who came to the bat- 
tery hatch by a certain hour was enti- 
tle^o carry away at much meat as he 
pwL hold upop his dagger ; whieh 


makings have imagined nothing but 
knowing thefe myjieri^^^ which, by-the- 
bye, are not moralities not' 
furpiifedto find, that after the good 
dinners which we are forry we had 
only occafion to contemplate, (hews 
very naturally prefented themfclves, 
or, more coneilly fpeaking, wcic pre.

Thinking of (hews brings into the 
Author's head morrices, may-games, 
the march of the Midlummer watch, 
and, JalUy, the magnificent fpcChcle 
of the inauguration ot the Lord Mayor, 
which, we arc (orry troni late obier* 
vation to •(ay, has declined in fplen- 
dour, though it may have acquired 
additional Jolidity in the firlt initanoe. 
^nd liquffcency in the fecond. ^ 

The reader will bardlv«r4n!Uevr, 
though we Itakc our credit on t**? 
veracity of the allcrtion, that in

try, which, more than thirty years 
iince, accrued from the epiltolary com- 
munications of the valiant Nailer of 
Briftol to Darts, the no lefs valiant 
Butcher of Bath, and wce-^uerfay and 
the controverfy adorned papers 
of thei e cities i w confequence. He 
does, iiffieSj^*fake notice of bear and 
bnll-baiting, and propeily relates the 
dreadful accident that happened in 
Paris Garden, betwixt two and three 
eenturies after the death ot Chaucer, to 
whofe life we are not yet come i but be 
does not fay any thing, although, were 
it not for fear of running into the error 
which we have cenAired, we could fay 
a great deal of Hockley in the Hole ; 
yet we muft do him the juftice to fay, 
we Aippofe he alludes to fbme ^ntle- 
men who have probably been initiated 
and humanized at that celebrated I'emi- 
nary in the following pifTage : * 

•• Influenced J>y this con ndention,*' 
(that is, becaufe the ancient Puritans, a 
moft amiable trait in their chara^er, 
oppofeef cflcTcriiel and unmanly fports 
,of bair and bull-baiting,) “ the author 
l^sjMuJibras is inclinect to treat a tafte 
lor ^ear- baiting as a token of a frank 
difpofition and loyal temper ; and more 
^m^^n foliticians^ alarmed at certain re- 
cent inJiances of innovation, have 
taught” (us,) « that fuch fports” 
(they had better have taught us the 
table of the Boys and Frogs) arc 
« becoming fchoel for courage, gene- 
and benevolence, and a pledge 
re taining among us the virtues 
onlffreBt^ors I” 

Mr. G.7wicli-rcrpc6^ to the Bear and 
Fiddle, feems, to us, a plain matter of 
fadl man, too fauctahl^MngAged in the 
purfuit of truth^SKnow any thing of 
allegory j and^^we cannot, at prefent, 
yay toteacl^nm, we inuft, incontinii- 
atjon, o&lYve, that cock-Hghting is 
he mentions, and which, 


like the former^ he, veiy properly^ 

reprobates. 

Another prominent feature bdong*. 
ing to the portrait' of thefe times, name* 
Jy, their infecuricy with refpe^t bpthta 
perfons and property, is next very 
largely defcanted on i allufions aiw 
made to the hiltory of Kobin Hood, 
including Adam Bell and William 
Clbudefly. The ftory of the Brabant 
merchants and .Wiifthefter juries m 
given 1 and the Author Teems to Chink, 
that the dangerous and alarming prac- 
tice of public robbery grew out of Tome 
of the fports which he had before enu*- 
merated. • 

The rife and progrefs of chivalry is 
alluded to under the head of tourna- 
ments 1 we are prefent at^ feveral of 
thefe fpedacles, from which we are 
very naturally led to the Round Table, 
and the foundation of the Order of the 
Garten in this, for the prefent, wi 
efcape the llory of the Countefs of Salif. 
bury, though we think we can fpy it in 
the back ground, and come to the foU 
lowing conclufion; 

From what has been ftated in this 
Chapter refpefling the diverfions of the 
fourteenth century, it may be inferred, 
that our anceftors of that period were 
aftivp, fturdy, fond of humour, but 
exceedingly grofs and blunt in their 
conceptions of it, aifd pafTionately de- 
voted to whatever was calculated to 
imprefs the fenfes, in the mode either 
of turbulent or harmonious founds, 
of gaudy and variegated colours, or of 
folcrmn and magnincent difplay and 
oflentation.” 

To the fports and amufements fuc- 
ceed the archiiedture of the fame pe- 
riod. 

“ yherc is probably,” fays Mr. O., 

no age in the hiltory of the world in 
which the art of building was more 
alliduoufly and attentively cultivated 
than in the period which elapfed from 
the Norman Conqueft to the birth of 
Chaucer. This was owing to two prin- 
cipal caufes $ the infecurity of focial 
life in general, and the flourifliing and 
profperous flate of the Church.^ The 
fornier of thefe led to the eredlion of 
fortrefles } and the latter, of churches, 
convents, .and abbeys.” 

To prove thefe, which we (hould 
have imagined were toltrMjf clear 
propofitions, the Author thinks it 
neceflary to direct our^ attention to 
the confideration of military archi- 
te^tUi'C, and to dsfc«*ibe the cattelated. 
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Miem of fecnrtty, which we find was 
to generally adopted by the upper ranks 
of focitty, that •• in the turbulent reign 
of King .Stephen eleven hundred and 
fifteen cafilcs are faid to have been 
erected from their fmndatiGn in the ihort 
period of nineieen years." 

Keligious architefture, it appears, 
was a pidnun ac predominant in th<^e 
early agt's m’ijiMry; and the con- 
temphifion of this infrodnees 

obfervalions on the CiutJdc llile of 
biiilo'inj.', froni the moJt eaily period 
of its intioducVion into thi^ Ifland, 
and cultivation by the Saxons, to its 
iinproveintnt by the Normans, ard fo 
down to the na of what is termed 
fhc latter Cotbict in which the Author 
has, however unnecefTary we may think 
them in this place c'onviiiced us, that 
he not only poflefles pear indufiry 
in the colle^iing materials, but con- 
fulerable tafte and genius in liis obfer- 
vations upon and his difpofal of them. 
How lie brings this erudition to bear 
upon the froffjfid objeils of his work, 
will be iecn in the following quota- 
tion : 

•• Such were fome of the objei^s" 
(namelv, cattles, churches, monalteries, 
and abbies) which were fo nume- 
rous in the time of Chaucer, and were 
regarded with fo Wgh a degree of vene- 
ration, that they could not, without 
glaring injulVice, be omitted in a re- 
view of the different appearances by 
which bis youthful mind was impreffed. 
He had an opportunity of coiiiem- 
plating both the orders of architeilure 
here ipoken of in the fullelt excel- 
Icnce they ever attained. The gt*nc- 
rality of ihc Englifh cathedrals were 
• in the elder tafte ; and the latter Gothic 
had attained a Udficient degree ofettcu- 
tion and popularity to enable it to pre- 
fent numerous Ipecimens to the eye of 
the youthful peer." 

From this di qurtition we are led to a 
compaiifon betwixt the Gothic and 
Grecian architeAure, the latter of 
« which, the Author fliould have re 
inembered, did not find its way into 
this kingdom tilt .v period much fiibfe- 
qiientto the reformation. The combi- 
nation of thefe ftiles by Inigo Jones, at 
Somerfet Hnufe, was among the eailieft 
fpeclmens of the introduction of the 
ht^er : but (till his obfervations on the 
fubie£K nis definition of the Greciin, 
and relief ions upon both, a e fo accu- 
rate, fo ingenious, and bis dedu^Iions 
fo juft, that we think it fair to quote the 
fitter pai t of them. 


Bur in fniteof thefe recotnniffllfi^ 
tion‘" (of Grecian architect urc)f** the 
edifices of our anceitors may ooldly 
prefent themlelves, and challcnjge' the 
cornparifon. 'J hey are more religious, 
they pofTefs more of the power to ex- 
cite the paflions, and generate an en- < 
thufiaftic fpirit. We admire more the 
G-ccian ftilc of building, we feel more 
from the Gothic. The Grecian is like 
tie p'ief'y of an Anguii in af,e j it is 
haimoiiious, mellowe.i, uniformly ma- 
jellic, and gently ptr/ua(ive. The 
Gothic is like the poetry of a ruder 
and more d^ing period. The artift ' 
does not ttoop to confnm himfelf to 
elaborate rules ; he yields to the native 
fuggeltions of his (tiblime and untu- 
tored fancy, he aftoniihes the obferver 
and lobs him of himfelf, and the heart 
of man acknuwlecfg \*i more occafions 
of fympathy and pro- 

dufli(>n$,than in the laboured and more 
accurate performances of a more en- 
lightened age." 

This comparifon of archite61ure lo 
poetry or miilic, which Teems to revive 
in our minds the fable of Amphion, 
is here abandoned, and a large part of 
the remainder of this Chapter dedi- 
cated^ to^ that of the early and latter 
GotJiic, in which it is unnecelfnry, and, 
conlidering our limits, impolTible, to 
follow the Author, who cert.iinly 
might have been fatisfied with his 
former general defeription of ancient 
caftles, and as certainly IhouM not 
h.ive filled nine pages with a minute 
invelHgation of all their great members 
and lubordinaie parts j which, ^hough 
it might infiuence tlie nTind’ of an 
eldeily reader to drowfinefs, its 
could, we think, have little operaT^V 
on that cf the juvenile Bard. •

T he Fourth Volume commences with 
the elFeffive Adminiilration of Mr. 
Pitt, exhibits the Itate in which he 
found the empire, and the objecls that 
he propofed to purlue. His firlt efforts 
were direded to the government of 
India, to finance, and to commerce. 
The Miiiilter proceeded Ifep by Itep 
in promoting revenue; firif, by fup* 
prefling frauds, then by extending 
impoffs. The ebje^f of his India Bill 
was, to corre^wifbufes by a power ade- 
quatq^o the’»urpofe, but not fo great 
as to endanger the Conllitution. 

Britain now refumed her attention 
to the affairs of the Continent, of which 
our Author exhibits a concile (ketch, 
including the innovating projedU of 
Jofeph II. Returning to Britain, he 
gives an accmint of the Rate of Ireland, 
and Mr. Pitt’s plan of commercial con- 
nexion with that country. His “Pro- 
pofitions,*’ Dr. B, thinks, were rejefted 
l3y prejudice, and not by judgement. 
The narrative is purfued through the 
Duke of Richmond’s plan of fortiSca- 
tions, to the commencement pf Mr. Htf* 
tings’s trial ; and proceeds to the affairs 
of Europe, the death and charadler of 
Frederic, the ttate of other countries, 
efpecially^of France, and the commer- 
cial reJatfons between France and this 
eVantry. Mr. Pitt’s views on this fub- 
) Jttl Dr. B. deduces from the philofo- 
phy of Adam Smith, Hates the princi- 
pies and provilions of the Commercial 
^Treaty, the arguments for and againff, 
and approves of the Convention. The 
repeal of the Tell A6t, now and after- 
wards debated, our Author regards as 
a queftion of expediency, and feems 
inclined, in that view, to favour thofe 
wko oppofed the repeal under the exilt- 
Vffjr c ire u mftances . 

^^Thle narrative at this time compre- 
hending ^the fituation, condufl, and 
chaia6ler of the Prince of Wales, our 
Author bellows tribute of praife 

on the many vi^iiet, and crpeciall]^ the 
' magnanimoj? re^itude, of that illuf* 
trious Pecjtfnage. The proceedings in 
interelline to Britain, now 
carry the Hiltory tUthe fituation, prin- 
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ciples, and faflions of that country, 
and the interference of Britain on the 
occalion, with the refult. Internally, 
Britain had not only revived profpe* 
rity, but carried it to an unprecedented 
pitch. The illnels of the King was the 
occafion of a verjf grtat contell be- 
tween the Pitt and Fox parties ^ and 
our Author, prcfeiiting the fu6ls and 
arguments clearly and fully, adheres 
to hiiloiical impaitiality. Mr. Pitt he 
conceives to have been right in regard- 
ing the fiipplying of the deficiency ns 
belonging to Pailianient; but he dif- 
approves of tJie plan of Regency, as 
containing rellri^iions that were not 
neceiiary. The Slave Trade next oc- 
cupies the attention of our Hiilorian, 
who prefents the arguments on both 
fides, and, giving great credit to the 
motives of the abolitionills, feems to 
'5doubt the advantage of the mcafure, 
even to the Africans themfelvcs. We are 
nowcariicd to the^Continent, tlie Im- 
perial Confederacy, and (he operations 
of the two Powers againll Turkey and 
Sweden, with the heioilin oi Guitavus, 
encouraged by the defenfive alliance of 
Britain, '^Holland, and Prullia. The 
Fouith Volume concludes with a view 
of Jofeph’s tyrannical innovations, and 
the revolt of the Netherlands. 

The Fifth Volume commences with 
an account of the French Revolution,* 
whjfh the firlt Chapter traces, froi^ 
remote through proximate esufes, to 
the downfal of the old Monarchy ; 
and in no part of the work have we 
found greater confprelfion of important 
matter, or a more orderly feries of 
caufe, operation, and efFe6l. Our Hif- 
torian imputes great weaknefs to the 
French Minilleis during the lall years 
of the Monarchy and the firll year of 
the Revolution. The change «hat was 
eifedled in 1789 was the greatell politi- 
cal alteration that ever had happened 
in any country; it was a boundlefs 
enthufiafm of innovation, and in its 
principles and objeAs totally fubverfiye 
of every exilting eftablifhment. 
firll year of the Revolution completely 
itamped its cliara^er. Its princ^Ss^ 
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religlou^i moml^ and political, were 
iiich as muft neceflarily produce ini'* 
piety» iniquity, and anarchy. Never- 
tiielefs, it conf^piciioufly dif'played the 
genius, llrength, and energy of the 
Fiench chara6ter, and alfo the exceilive 
ardour with which that volatile and 
impetuous people purfue whatever in-| 
teretts their affections. It was the fame 
violence (as Dr. B. obferves) which 
rendered the French fuiioiis bigots in 
the iixteenth cciitury, adorers of their 
Monarch in the feventeenrli, and fub- 
yerters of both Chiirch and Monarchy 
in the eightcc:nili. Tjur Author follows 
the Kreiich Utvolution to its firft cffe 5 .^ts 
ill Briciiii; where, its fpecific nature 
not being well underftood, it was gene, 
rally appioved as a change from an ab- 
Iblute to a ftee government. 

Parliameiit having met, the French 
Eevoliiiion was incidentally intro- 
duced j and a difference of opinion 
appeared on the iubjeef between two 
eminent friends and political aflbci* 
ates, Melii's. Fox and Burke ; the cir* 
ciinilbnccs of which our Author exhi- 
bits with great clearnefs and impartial, 
ity. Both here and afterwards, br. B., 
though differing in opinion from Mr. 
Fox, bellows high praife on the motives 
by which he conceive him to have been 
a^uated. Mr. Fox, in his opinion, 
praifed the French Revolution, in the 
belief that it would give rational free- 
dom to France, and iccure cranqnillity 
to Britain. Our Author does not ad- 
mit the probability of this reafoning; 
but thinks that, fiuce admitted by Mr. 
Fox hiridelf, it judifies his conducl. 
He exhibits the conduct of Mr. Pitt 
ms peculiarly wife and prudent, in 
itriifly abdaining from every difeuf^jon 
of a foreign change that had not yet 
aife^ed this country. 

In recnnfidering the Tell A£V, our 
Author allows confMerable merit to 
the DKTenters $ but, regarding the 
queflion merely on the ground of ex- 
pediency, approves of the vote of the 
Legillature. On the difpute about 
Nootka Sound, he proves that Spain 
was in the wrong. We are next con- 
dufted to the efforts of the defenfive 
Confederacy againft the Imperial com- 
bination,. Joreph|s chara6ier Dr. B. 
leems to have ftudied very attentively i 
and his parting view of that perfonage, 
we think one of the ableil; pafiagei in 
the work# 


The chief fccne of political contem. 
plat ion, however, was France j and the 
hiftory fetches the principles and chief 
proceedings of the early iaw-givert 
there. The power of tlie mob was 
bound lefs ^ its exercife was direfled 
by clubs, with the co-operation of the 
army; and the National Aflemhly was 
an inftrumental council for carrying in* 
to execution the refolves of the clubs : 
a mere civil and military mob. Such 
our Hiftorian reprefents as the organi- 
zation of France ; which fairly accounts 
for the precipifbte violence of the re- 
volutionary afls. In Britain, a great 
majority continued favourable to the 
Fi cneb Revolution until the volume 
of Mr. Burke made its appearance * $ 
but that celebrated prod ion gave a 
great change to puBi.'r opinion and 
fentiment ; cfpecially ffwlhfc. higher 
dalles. ^ The fubjeit was^again dif. 
ctilfed in Pailiament between Mefli's. 
Burke and Fox.— -In his account of the 
Libel Bill, our Author proves himfelf 
a itrenuous advocate for the freedom 
of the Prefs. 

Mr. Pitt, having propofed forcible 
intei Terence to reprels the ambition of 
Kuliia, the eloquence of Mr. Fox turned 
the tide of public opinion againlla war 
\vith that empire. The new Conllitu- 
tion of Poland, which fomuch interell- 
cd Britons, is briefly explained; and 
al fo the e||e61s of that change, in in-* 
ducing Cathaiine to make a peace with 
Turkey, and to flimulatethe German 
Potentates to a rupture with France, 
that (he might have an opportunity of 
attacking the independence oY Poland, 
while her powerful neighbours wtfte 
orherwife occupied. NeighbouiiiJg^ 

Potentates regarded the convulfions sn 
France with apprehenfion and alarm ; 
and when the revolutionifls extended 
their fyllemof confifeation to the rights 
of German Princes, they refolved to 
refill fuch ir.iquity. The King of 

Fiance fled from his opprelfors; but 
was retaken, and found it neceflary 
to accept the Conftitution. The Na- 
tional AlTembly did honour (as thQu,.- 
termed it) to the memory 9 f fiTncfifi 
philofophcrs ; and the Legiflatiire and 
the people vied with each other in L- 
fpreadii^ irreligtoi^nd immorality.

The French Revolution fpread a po- 
litical enthunafm over Europe. In Bri- 
tain, great nunsbers were infe^led with 
the ipirit of innovation, which the 
works of Thomas Paine tended very 
powerfully to promote. The letters 
and other writings of Dr. Prieftley 
conduced to the fame purpofe, erpc- 
cially his ftri6tures after the riots at 
Birmingham. A fuperficial kind of 
literature that now abounded in the 
metropolis alfo co-operated in fpread- 
ing democratic abfurdities. The 

Friends of the People" aflbciating 
for the fake of Parliamentary Reform, 
though well ititencled, afforded occa- 
fion for aflerhblages of a very noxious 
kind, particularly the Corrcfponding 
Society. Innovating and feditious 
doftrines being rapidly difTemlnated, 
drew forth a Proclamation ; in the par- 
liamentary di leu (fion of which, a great 
body of the former opponents of Mi- 
niftry joined Government, and left Mr. 
Fox at the head of a finail but able 
band. 

The interference of the French re- 
volution! its with the German Princes 
drove Leopold and Frederic to a de- 
fenfive alliance, which the F^'ench Go- 
vernment conltrued to be holtile, and 
declared war. The Duke of Brunf- 
wick, leader of the combined army, 
publifhed a manifelto which did great 
harm to the caufe. Whatever might 
be their political differences, the aflump- 
1 and till eats of the Germans drove 

the great body of the French to mili- 
tary union. ProfefHng to conceive 
' poor Louis XVI. leagued with the 
enemy, the prevailing party of the 
revolutionifts fought, and at length 
effected, his depofition, and fent him 
prifoner with hts family to the Tem- 
ple. Soon afterwards they aboliflied 
Mcnarchys and, Dumourier having 
*fiQKed the enemy to retreat, and after « 
wards obtained a fignal vi£lory, the 
French were elated to a defire of con- 
quering and revolutionizing all coun- 
tries. Thence fpr-x^ythe opening of 
the Scheldt, an^i^ the decree for pro- 
moting rebellion among other States*

(bcletiet multiplied^ congratulated the 
French Convention on the abolitson of 
monarchy, and exprelTed their Iknguine 
hopes, that a fimilar change would 
be fpeedily effefled in this countiy* 
Againlt thefe mjfchievous combina- 
tions Mr. Reeves fet on foot an Aflb* 
elation in defence of liberty and pro- 
tperty, which foon outnumbered, or at 
ieaft outweighed, the innovating agi- 
tators. 

The conduft of France at length 
became fo olfenfive, that holUlicies, 
Dr. B. thinks, were unavoidable on 
our part ; but, though the hiltorian ap- 
proves of the war, he imputes the bed 
motives to its principal opponents in 
Parliament. Palling to France, he fe- 
verely reprobates the iniquitous and 
cruel mallacre of Louis. His account 
of the campaign of 179) combines mili- 
tary events with the caufes by which 
they were influenced. The proje^led 
difinemberment oF France he deems 
extremely impolitic, and in a great 
meafure the caulc that called up the 
nation f/t taaJJSi and produced thofe 
gigantic ellorts which eventually rlif- 
comflted the confederacy. In Britain, 
belides the expediency and conduit 
of the war, financinl, military, and na- 
val preparations, Parliament and the 
public weic enga^-l by the proceed- 
ings of certain innovating projcil- 
ors both in Scotland and England* 
The firft having held a Convention 
that was judged to be feditious, the 
ringleaders were fentenced to tranf- 
portation. The juflice of this judg- 
ment was very ably queflioned.in Par- 
liament, but was approved by very 
great majorities. The proceedings uf • 
the Englifli innovators were conltrued 
to b« treafon, abd the alleged traitors 
were lent to the Tower. While our 
Hiftorian unfolds the pernicious ten- 
dency of the new ^doilrines and pro- 
jects, he very candidly rci^ards the 
greater number of the votaries as rather 
milled by ignoiance and vanity, than 
a^uated by difloyal intentions.

Ill India, Tippoo Saib and his em- 
pire fell, under the arms of the vi£tori. 
ous Britons. In Europe a new confe- 
derac 3 r was formed for reprefling the 
ambition of France. ^ The Aultrians 
commenced the campaign in It.ily with 
great fuccefs; and the Kufllansi having 
completed the conqueft» inarched into 
Switzerland $ but, ill fupported by the 
Aultrians, they found it neceflary to 
retire; and in the ciofe of the cam- 
paign the allies lofl; many of tiie ad- 
vantages which they had obtained. An 
ex|)edition was undertaken from Bri- 
tain to Holland, which began aufpi- 
‘ciouAy, but lud a lefs favourable ter- 
mination. 

In Egypt, Buonaparte triumphed 
over the feeble natives ; and, having 
collei^ted all the plunder ih it he could, 
fought another feene of depredation, 
betook hiinfelf to Syria, where he had 
to contend with Engliih warriors, and 
received a fignal lellon of his tcMiierity 
from Sir Sidney Smith : from Syria he 
^treated, and refumed his plunder in 
Egypt. 

Mr. Pitt about this time pro po fed a 
feheme of union between Great Britain 
and Ireland ; which, after many dtf- 
cuflions in both Parliaments, was con- 
cluded. Buonaparte, now returned 
from Egypt, found means to become 
abfolute Sovereign of F^'ance, and 
otfered peace to Britain ; whicii, how- 
ever, it was not thought proper to 
accept. The campaign began ; Buo- 
naparte marched into Italy, fought the 
Andrians at Marengo,and, being almolt 
. defeated, was faved from deltruFtiun by 
peneral Deliaix, who gained a victory 
which decided the fate of Italy. In 
Germany Moreau was no lefs luccelf- 
ful, and the Andrians were again 
obliged to conclude a peace. Buo- 
naparte found means to inflame the 
Northern Powers againfl Britain ; and 
the alpeA of aflairs at the beginning 
the year iSoi was very gloomy to 
^ our country. 

. Ac this time the King was vilited by 
afevere illnef's : the Ivlinilters who had 
ib long prefided at the helm of aiiairs 
refigned their em.ploymcnts ; and the 
new Minifler i^had very great ditHcul- 
ties to combat.

Adventurous courage, aided 
by wildom, united with patience and 
magnanimous conliancy, and were ail 
inlpb'cd by patri )tifm and loyalty, and 
enhanced by jiilUce. Such were the 
qualities that rendered Britain tri- 
umphant in thejignally-glorious cam- 
paign of Egypt ; in fucli Britain may 
always conlide, and fucli let her ene- 
mies dread. IF fuMioiu pride (hould 
overlook more reinoie events, when Ihe 
fteks War with Britain, let her R.k- 
MhMBER Ecjypt." — Di*. Biflet con- 
cludes his work with the cerminatioa 
ot the war (i8oi).

To Tome few of our readers it may 
not he known, that to the wit and 
invention of the ingenious Boccacio 
the early Englifh Dramatiffs and other 
Potts were chiefly indebted for the 
ground-woik of their molt favoured 
piodudlions. The fburce was, indeed, 

1 lux h:\ufli hie ; and perhaps, in the lire- 
rat lire of the world, a writer more fertile 
in riots and contrivances, or more cha^ 
racleriflic or diferiminating in liis per- 
Ibr.a pcs, than Boccacio, could not be 
named. 

'J'he fererity of fitirc with which, in 
his Hundred Tales, he lafhed the f l auds, 
hypocrily, and vices of the Monks, 
was julily inflicted, anil perhaps might 
tend firfl to cnen the eyes of tho/c who 
weie bliiuUcriiy a iuperftiiious reve- 
rence of external fand'tity, and thus 
pave the way lor the religions Keforinii- 
tion which was brought about above a 
ctrrury alter vvaids. 

'I’hoiigh infinitely diverting, how, 
ever, the Decameron has been always 
confl.’ertd as too free in its language 
and dcllriptions, for geneial penilal. 
A Gentlc:;ian and Scholar who has 
ably diliinguilhed himfelf as a Novciilf 
and Critic under the whimf:cal name of 
Old Kick, has here done all that we 
think can be performed towards puri- 
fying and chaflening the liidion, with- 
out deteriorating the rich humour of 
the Novels. He has ali'>, by atten- 
tively examming the original Italiap, 
corrccled many grofs blunders in the 
lenfv, which had been committed by 
fornuT tranflators. “ Many words 
and fcntcnces that ticnched on de- 
cency, although warranted bvtheorU 
gjnal, he has metamorphoftd or ex- 
punged, without ceremony or com- 
punefion,” The intereft and eiTedf 
the lto:y, however, are not diminiflied } 
and as our Writer fays, “ a (acriflee 
at the fhrine of luodefly will not only 
be exculed, but commended, by ihofe 
fiom whomalone^ is fame an^l honour 
to receive praife.”

ble gradations virtue finks into vice; 
that to be guilty it is not requifite to be 
ihherently bad ; and that error of con- 
duct has not an infeparuble connexion 
with depravity of chara^ler. Olivia 
loved virtue for virtue's Hike ; and yet, 
not the weak, the ignorant, the vicious 
mind, by the indulgence of its molt 
pernicious propen fities, could have 
produced effects more prejudicial to 
the peace and well-being of fociet)', 
than (he did by refigning heifelf to 
the drd impulfe of her paflions, and 
by perverting the faculties of her rta- 
Ton to fanition the errors of her incli- 
nation. She ftopS (hort, indeed, of the 
lalt offence againlt purity ; bur, taking 
little credit for that, fhe thus exprefTes 
hcrfelf : 

“ I have efcaped fome part of the 
criminality which, I doubt not, the 
world, prone to invidious fiippolltion, 
lias attached to my condad ; a coniiudt 
but too culp.able, independent of mali- 
cious reprefeutation. But the woman

This Pantomime commences with 
all the hurry, hufile, and comic va- 
liety, incidemal to a country race- 
c'ouiie: among the other partnkcifc of 
the fcllive Iccne, arc Columbine, her 
father, and a Bumpkin Suitor, who, 
ihougii favoured by the old man, is 
difliked by the daughter 5 her aftVe- 
tlons appearing to be already engaged 
Vo a fmait young countryman, who 
is the Bumpkin's rival as well in tne 
intereii of the racfs as in the regards 
of Colombine. The competitors dare 
each other to a dif'plav of wealth, and 
each produces h's ftuck of money ; 
when the avarice of the old man 
prompt's him to prupofe that they fhall 
flake the whole fum on the ifl\ie of the 
race about to begin, the winner to have 
alt the money^ and Columbine into the 
bargain. Tins is agreed on. Colum- 
bine's favrnriie lover, to make fure of 
fuccefs, rides bis own horfe } they ftarr, 
and are feen at a dirtance in full fpeed, 
return and go round again, when the 
oddsappearing greatly in favour of the 
^ft-nientionecf youth, the old man and 
Bumpkin being in pofleilion of tlio 


whole (lakes, which the unfufpe6>Ing 
gfnerofiiy of t)je other had left in their 
care, force Columbine into a pod- 
chai/e, and ict off with her and the 
money. The y«uth,who had in real- 
ity won the race, finding how he is 
•abufed, exhibits all the ufual Ibge 
diltraftion on thcoccafion, until Time, 
the ufual cure of lovers, comes to his 
relief, ndvifes him to piirfue the unjiilt 
detainers of his milhefs and property ^ 
and, to furnini him with the means of 
overtaking and punifldng them, Time 
(who can cliange every-thing)- changes 
the youth to Harlequin, tiansforms 
his jockey-whip to a wooden fword, 
and endow's him with the ufual power 
of the motley heio. A routine of cap- 
tures, recaptures, tricks, purfuits, 
€:capts,aiul metamurphofes, now takes 
place. Harlequin is at length takea 
by his adverlanes, and iu imminent 
danger ^ when Time again comes to 
his adidance, abates the rancour of his 
opponents, and changes the feene from 
a dieary dungeon to a brilliant per- 
fpeClive temple, where the lovers are 
united, ami the Pantomime concludes.

In the famous ftoriea of Mother 
Bunch, or Mother Goofe, may be 
found the Fairy Tale from which the 
main bufinefs of this ^iece is derived.

The fcene opens with a view of Venus, 
furrounded by all thofe ideal beings 
who kindle and refine love. Their in- 
dignation had been excited by a neigh- 
bouring Prince, who fet their power at 
defiance, and had vowed to worlhip 
Diana to the end of his days, lie hap- 
pened to be bunting in an adjoining 
wood. A detachmeiu is feiit out agaiiiit 
him, and he is brought in encloled in a 
net. He is anxioub to nnko his efcape, 
till Cupid transfixes his heiut with an 
arrow} when he runs after Hymen, 
becoming in his turn the putfuer. 
The object of his alfeoVions is a fiatue, 
which turns out to be a llkenefs of 
Cinderella. The Divinities having 
afeendod to their native (ky, the Prince 
ismiraculoudy tranfported to his palace 
in a hate of diltradiun. ^To eafe his 
pain, he refoives to given ball. Tickets 
are fetit to the two cider liilers} and 
poor Cinderella is like to break her 
heart at feeing them fet out, drefled 
like Prlncelfes, while Ihe mule remain 
as uAiaL cleaning the houfe, or cower- 
jpg over the afhes. In the niid/t of her 
diltrefles, ihe is vifited by a Nymph de- 
puted to her alfidanceby Venus. In a 
twinkling (lie is equipped in a ftiie of 
brilliancy exceeding every thing that 
had before been feen upon the earth. 
She loon enters the royal banquetting- 
room, her features are immediately re- 
QOgnifed by the Prince, who becomes 
more defperately enamoured than ever. 
She bad been ordered on no account to 
ifop beyond midnight, as the charm 
would ^hen ceafe. Pleaied with the 
artenti<Mi that (he preeived, ihe forgot 
this admonition $ and twelve unexpect- 
edly Itriking, Ihe has only ruftied into 
the open air, when her chariot becomes 

/ . * For HenJerfon's 


a putnpion, her horfes ibrink into mice, 
and ihe finds herielf clothed in rags. 
But in the hurry, ihe had left behind 
her one of her glafs flippers \ this is 
picked up by the Prince, and hopes 
entertained that k may lead to a difco. 
very of the fqir itraiig^r, who had fo 
fudtlciily dilatqiearcd. Accordingly a 
proclamation is ilfucd, faying, that the 
Prince will marry her whole foot is 
found to fit the flipper. After all the 
Ladies at Court have pinched their 
toes to no purpofe, the ragged Cin- 
derella ofiers herfelt as a candidate ; 
flie flips her foot, me throws down the 
fellow of the flipper; initantly (he is 
covered with gold and jewels as when 
at the ball ; and the wails of the palace 
vanifli away. Venus, the Graces, &c. 
are feen floating on the clouds, and ap- 
plauding the adion of Hymen, who 
joins the hands of the two lovers, and 
waves his 'torch over them in triumph. 

For mufic, dance, ar.d fplendid de- 
coration, this pirce has rarely been 
equaiicd. 'Fhere is foni:; inrciefl and 
much moral in the fubje^^ ; and ike 
receipts from overflowing houfes every 
evening to this popular entertainment 
will, no doubt, have the huppielt efl'edt: 
upon the financial concerns of the 
Theatre. • 

17. ^be Second P<?r/ of Shakfpeare’s 
Henry the Fonrib was revived at Covent 
Garden Theatre, and received wirti 
great applaufe. Cookers performance of 
Kallhlf in this piece is better than his 
reprefen tat ion of the lame character in 
the Firit Pell t, or in the Merry Wives 
of Wlndfor. Blancbard s Pitlol was 
alfo an excellent piece of a6lii^ ; iioP 
o^ht bdrs, DenjenjfOrFs D.une <^ickjy 
to be palled over wirbout praile.

A debate enfueds in which Lords 
Suffolk, Grenville, and Darnley, ob- 
jeded, that there was not iuificient in- 
formation before the Houfe j and were 
anfwered by the Lord Chancellor and 
Lord Hobart, who maintained that the 
Government had been fully acquainted 
with the proie6^ed riling.

The Earl of Suffolk made fome ob- 
feryatioris on the Volunteer Syltera, of 
which he highly approved ; but oh« 
je6fed to the attachment of Field Odi- 
cers. He cook a general view of the 
heft means of defending the country, 
and recommended the elfablilhment of 
a great military depot in Warwick- 
fliire : he alfo hoped that Government 
would pay particular attention to the 
formation of Rifle thorps. 

Lord Grenville was of opinion, that 
the Bill was not calculated to anfwer 
the obje£ls it had in views bilt he 
declined a difeuflion of the plan.

He continued to 
reprefent, in glowing terms, the ad- 
vantages to be expedfed from the Vo- 
lunteers i and on the weading of the 
different refolutions, he recapitulated 
all his former arguments in the molt 
ttrenuous manner. 

Tlie Chancellor of the F.xchequer 
doubted whether the meafure refpedt- 
ing Field Officers could be put in prac- 
tice. 

Mr. Windham repeated his objec- 
* tions to the Volunteer force, with the 
additional remarks, that he confidered 
it as an armed democracy, from which 
great mifchief might be apprehended, 
and that it interfered with the orders 
of fociety, by taking iaboureiv' from 
their occupation, while it depreciated 
military rank, by making Officers of 
low mechanics t in (hort, if the fyftem 
had been taken from the pigeon-holes 
of the Abbe Sieyes, it could not be 
more revolutionary. 

Mr. Erlkine feverely condemned the 
indulgence of fplenetic criticifms agalnft 
fuch a gallant body: he was forry that 
Mr. W. continued to make fpeeches fo 
fraught with mifchief, and to encou- 
rage others to write what he fpoke j 
and added, that fuch words fpoken 
without that Houfe would render him 
liable to a profecuiion : he concluded 
with expreffing his firm opinion, that 
the meritorious condudt of the Volun- 
teers would foon render the country 
impregnable. 

Lord Caftlereagh, the Attorney-Ge- 
neral, and Mr. Yorke, oppofed the ar- 
guments of Mr. Windham, and the 
iMfolutioDS were paffed. 

JLn a Committee of Supply, feveral 
i&hiaywere voted for Irilh and Englilh 
Mifcell^neous Services.

Mr. Yorke ffaced the objeA of the 
Volunteer Exemption Bill to be, to 
remove, the inconvenience of Officers' 
not underftanding former Ads, which 
reqitired returns to be made on the lA 
of September* He afterwards brought 
up a claufe for providing for the farnK 
nes of Volunteers on adual fervice out 
of their diftrid^ during their abfence, 
in the fame manner as the families of 
Milicia-men. 

The evening was paffed in long and 
defuitory converlations, confifting of a 
r^etltion of former Remarks in favour 
of and again/I: the Volunteer ryffem. 

WEDNESDAY, DEC. 14. 

A Meffage from the Lords announced 
their affent to the Englilh Bank Kr- 
ftridion, Irifii Martial Law, Engiifli 
Promt (Tory Note, Irilh Diltillatioii and 
Crop Exportation, Sugar Drawback, 
Curates* Relief, and Poitugal Wine- 
Bonding Bills. 

On the motion of Mr. Corry, ai,6ool. 
Irilh was granted to the Truttees of the 
Linen Board in Ireland. 

Mr. Yorke prefented an accurate re- 
turn of the Army of Keferve$ from 
which it appeared, that the total num- 
ber raifed on the lift of November, in 
England and Walgs, was 16,607. Of 
thefe, 641 had been rejeded, 70 were 
dead, 770 had deferted, 15,500 were 
effedive, and a deficiency of 8000 re- 
mained to be made up. In Scotland, 
5,500 had been raifed $ and in Ireland, 
6,000.— He then moved, that another 
account of the number of men raifed 
for this army, diftinguilhing the coun- 
ties, &c. be prepared again ft the meet- 
ing after the recefs. — Ordered. « 

Qn the motiqp for the third reading 
of the Volunteer Bill, Mr. Windham 
fnggefted the propriety of putting a 
ftop to all exemptions in future 5 and 
objeded to the power vefted in un- 
authorifed perfons, fuch as Officers 
and Committees of Volunteer Corps, 
in which that fort of democratic admi- 
niftration prevailed which determined 
who ihoula be ballotted for the Militia 
and the Army of Referve, which was 
like impofing a fine of fifty guineas 
upon an individual 1 thefe points he 
prefled on the attention of Minifters ; 
as likewife, that the army wanted a 
perennial fource, while the Army of 
Referve was only a fingle fupply. 

Mr. Addington obierved, that there 
were multitudes of Corps which had 

K a no 
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no Committeetf and that large bonntlet 
for the Army of Referve were confined 
to the metropolis. He made fome 
levere comments on Mr. W.'s late 
language againlt the Volunteers | and 
aiked it he was fo grofsly ienorant of 
hifiory as not to know that the gresteft 
firodigies of valour had been performed 
bjrundiiciplined membcrst aauatcd by. 
a ipirit of liberty. 

In anfwer to a queftion from Alder* 
man Price, the Secretary at War faid, 
the River and Sea Fencibles had not 
been returned in the Volunteer Lift, 
becaufe it was Aippofed they belonged 
to the Admiralty. 

Col. Craufiird defended Mr. Wind- 
ham, and repeated, that the exemptions 
dettroyed the recruiting fervice. 

Sir W. Young and Mr. Calcrafr made 
ibme remarks on the bounties, exemp. 
tions, &c. i and Dr. Lawrence entered 
on a long defence of Mr. Windham § 
to which the rhanceilor of the Exche- 
quer replied with fome warmth. 

MONDAY, DEC. 19. 

Some Army and other Accounts were 
prefented, and Petitions brought up 
from Debtdrs in different Prifons. 

Mr. Corry gave notice, that after 
the recefs he would move for leave 
fb bring in a Bill for the Coniblidacion 
of the Import Dutips of Ireland. The 
duties which he fhould propofe-to con- 
folidate, were regulated in the laft Sef- 
fion of the late Irifli Parliament, and had 
continued in the SdTions of the United 
Parliament.

He 
added, that he fliould also I'ubmit tlie 
plan of a Property Tax for Ireland 
fimilar to that in force in Great Bri- 
tain.

The Houfe then adjourned to the ift 
of February.

off, all three being faft aground within 
half a cable's length of the beach, and 
(he (hore covered with troops, keeping 
M incelTant fire, with their mulkets 
and the two field pieces, on them. I 
had th^* pleafiire to fee the brig lying 
on a ridge 6f rocks, this morning, ap- 
parently bilged.

itipiilxted with him, that, if they for« 

rendexedf 
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rendered, he fliould inarch them round 
to the Mole in fafety^and that 1 fhould 
appear ofF the Bay^ and take pofleflion 
of the fliippingy one of which 1 knew to 
be a (hip of war. 

I received General DefTaHne'a dif- 
patches about eigiit o'clock at night 
of the 31ft of 0£lober, and got under 
weigh at one A. M. At day.light we 
dialed a man of war brig oft* St. Marc, 
but the wind being light and partial, 
ftie got into that place: in the after- 
noon we perceived a flag of truce 
coming out, bur a heavy fquall of 
wind and lain obliged them to return*. 
The following morning fliey came on 
board, and brought a letter from Ge- 
neral d'llenin, which I anfwered by 
making ii veial dillindl propoiitions, 
and fent them in the Ihip's boat as a 
flag of truce, with an Officer, and Mr. 
Catbeart had the gondnefs to take 
charge of them t about five o'clock the 
fame day the General hinifelf came on 
board in the boat, and we agreed to a 
convention : the next day and part of 
the night we were bufily employed in 
elFeAing the embaikation of the gar. 
rifon, &c. and the whole being com- 
pleted, General d'Henin and his iialF 
came on board the Vanguard at three 
o'clock in the morning of the 4th, and 
we made fail our of <tne bay. — ^I'he fi- 
t nation of this garrifon was the moft 
deplorable it is pofliblc to imagine $ 
they were literally reduced to nothing, 
and long fubfifted on horfe-flelh. I 
forgot to mention, that on the lit we 
captured the fame fehooner we bad 
taken on the 16th pad, with twenty- 
flve barrels of flour, going to St. Mure, 
which I took out, and transferiing her 
^people, with fifteen foldiers (lie had on 
board, to a fmall floop we took at the 
fame time, fent her away, and kept the 
fehooner, as Ihe might be eventually 
uleful to us; and fte is the vefTcl I 
bave made over to G^eial d'Hcnin. 

The veiTels delivered to us conliit of 
the Papillon corvette, pierced lor twelve 
suns, but only mounting fix, having 
Hfty-two men on board, commanded by 
Monf. Dubourg^ Lieutenant de Vaif- 
leau I the brig let Trois Amis, tranf- 
port, nothing in ; and the fehooner 
Mary Sally, who has between forty and 
flfYy bands of powder. General d'Hc- 
nin has given me regular receipts for 
the garrilon, which amounts in all to 
t 5 ^ men.— I have further to inform 
you, Sir, that on the 5th we captured 
National fehooner ie Courier de 


Nantes, of two gum and four fwiyelti ^ 
and fifteen men, commanded by an 
Enfign de Vaifleau, from Port-au« 
Princet with a fuppiy of thirty barreU 
of flour and funcinr other articles for 
St. Marc.— I encloie a weekly account} 
and have great fiitisfa6fion in ftatingf 
that we are almoft well again ; not one 
of the men who came from the hofpital 
has died.

SagelTe, mounting twenty eight-pound- 
ers on the main>deck, and eight four- 
pounders on the a uarter-deck and fore- 
caftle, commanded Lieutenant J.

£ve men on board. 

The Commandant coi\|ceiving the 
place no longer tenable after the lofs of 
the (hip, and being under fome appre- 
henftons of being expofed to the rage of 
the Blacks, whom he conlidered as a 
mercilefs enemy, claimed Britifh pro- 
tection, and furrendered the fort and 
garrifon at difcretion. Having fpiked 
the guns and deitroyed the ammunition, 
the garrifon and inhabitants, many of 
whom were fickly, were embarked and 
landed under a flag of truce at Cape 
Fran9oi8.

J ears the- Matter Ship^builder of his 
lajelty's Yard at Deptford. 

•After receiving the ufual education 
at the grammar.fchooly. he was appren* 
ticed to Kamfay Karr, £fq« jlurgeon of 
the King's Yard at Porlfmouth, a Gen- 
tleman not only well known to the 
naval men of his time for his chirurgi* 
cal talents, but much efteemed by many 
of them for the hofpitable manner in 
which they were always dhtertained 
at his houle and table. 

In his connexion with Mr. Karr, 
Mr. Ware had an extenfive field for 
improvement in the mode of treat- 
ing a variety of cafes arifing from the 
accidents which occurred among fome 
thou lands Of men employed in fliip- 
buildingi all of which cafes came 
immediately under the care of the bur- 
geon of the Yard. During his appren* 
ticelbip, he had the advantage, alfo, 
frequently attending the practice 
oMhe Surgeons at Haflar Hofpital $ 
anl| when this period terminated, he 
^ipoved to St. Thomas's Hofpital in 
London, where he continued three 
years, ftudying under the different 
* Profeflrors, and attending to the patients 
in this inltitutioa.

CROSSES ON THE NORTH SIDE OF THE 
METROPOLIS. 

^HEcrcftion of thele Cymbols appears 
to me nearl)r as ancient as the eilab* 
liihment of Chriftianity itfelf. Pei haps 
their original foundatiofi in this Illind 
was even antecedent to that of chin dies. 
At Jeaft this was the fuggeltion of a 
learned and ingenious fi iend * with 
whom I was once contemplating the 
White CrolSy near Hereford. We hive 
little reafon to believe t-iat the archi- 
teAiire of the Saxon Temples, dedi- 
cated to their idols Woden and Thor» 
was in any refpefl; magnificent. Taite 
feems to hive relided with the Romans $ 
therefore it is not improbable, tint the 
fit ft converts to Cln iftianity afTemblcd 
around the rude (tones which fetved 
f^r altars, on which erodes were ered- 
ed in the open air, whei e the offices of 
religion were pei formed in all their 
primitive firaplicity. From a pulpit as 
rude as the altar in the front of which it 
was built, the Pried, offered up his 
prayers, and expounded the Scriptures $ 
a cuftom w’hich was continued even 
after churches equally venfr.ible and 
fplendid, and adorned with th^ utinoft 
talie and roignifirence, had aiiien in 
every part of the lAand. Of which cuf.. 
tom many inftinces might he quoted ; 
but thole of 8t. Paul's Crofs and of 
St. Mary Spifal may fuffice for the pre. 
lent purpoie. Still, howevei, the piety 
of our anceftors induced them to eredt 
thefe fymbols in roads, markets, and 
Of her public places, either to keep 
alive the memory of departed friends, 
or to give an opportunity to paiFengers 
tp pay their extern poraiy tiibute of 
devotion, even under the preflure of 
other concerns, and amid ft a /crowded 
metropolis and the burry of commer- 
cial avocations. 


This defire of our fonefathers to 
unite devotion with convenience, in 
all probability gave rife to a crofs in 
almoft eveiy market-town, many of, 
which ftill remain under the denomina-* 
tion of matkeNcrolTes. Indeed for the 
oiiginal of thefe, hiftorians and anti« 
qiiai ians have gone back as far as to 
thole feailb which Conftantine infti- 
tuted in honour of his mother St. 
Helena, who is faid to have diicovered 
the true Crofk of our Saviour deep in 
the ground on Mount Calvary j in 
commemoiAtion of Mhich a magnilicenc 
Crols was erected at Colchefter, a town 
that claims the honour of being the 
place of her nativity, and which, recog- 
nizing this ciicumltuncc, his adopted 
for its arms, a Ciofs iiigi ailed betwixt 
four Crowns. 

Without very ftrenuoufly infilling 
upon this as the origin of thefe erec- 
tions in England, we may with more 
alTurance lely, that iji towns they were 
confidered as centre points for the peo. 
pie to alTemble at the periods of cele- 
brating thole wakes and vigils that 
were held in honour of the dedication 
of particular churches, whicii always 
began with devotion, although they 
ended in mirth and levtlry. 

Of the CrolTes that formerly ftood on 
the north fide of the metropolis, not 
the fmallelt veftige remains j nor have 
tliey^as in the inftauces of Chaiing- 
crofs, Kutclift' crofs, Cow-crofs, Broken- 
ciofst, and fomc others, given their 
appellations to Itreets built upon their 
fites 5 yet we learn, both from hilfory 
and ti iditiois that once there wete feve- 
ral. The Cro^s of St. Mary Spital has al- 
ready been mentioned in the couf.e 
of this invelfigation $ but we farther 
find, that when Shoredkcli I was a 
village, detached and diftant from the

Tne Held behind this manfion is re- 
markable for being the fpot where, on 
the a5th of November 1641, the Lord 
Mayor, Sir William Atiton, with the 
Alclerineii, Common Coivicil, Re- 
corder, City Officers, Szq. waited the 
arrival of Charles the Firlt on his re- 
turn from Scotland. 

The King, with the Qwecii, Prince, 
Duke of Yoik, Princefs Mary, KIcetor 
Palatine, and Duchefs of Richmond, 
came in a coach, or rather coaches, 
wAich turned into this H^ld, where 
way bad beeA prepared, the road 
betwixt Kingiland and Shoreditch be- 
ing then impallabie, by rcalbn of the

The Lord Mayor, who had come 


throagfa S8r George Whitmore^ gar^ 
den, met the Ktpg at the entrance 
very magnificent tent, pitched near the 
wall. But the royal party fiill ke|)k 
in their rarriages. The Aldermen, 
Knights, Officers, &c. were prefented 
by the fide of the King's} and after 
the whole of thefe ceremonials had 
been gone through, hit Mujefty and 
the Piince alighted; and taking their 
hoiTes, rode in front. In this manner, 
preceded by the Lord Mayor and hit 
Officers, and fiirrounded by a brilliant 
train of Aldermen, Knights, and opu- 
lent Citizens, they avere conducted, 
through Sir George Whitmore's 
grounds, to Hoxton, and by a road 
formed on purpofe to Moorgate, 
through which they entered the City, 
where a fplendid encertamment was 
provided for them. 

The pomp and fplendour, the loud 
acclamations and apparent joy of tha 
people on this occafion, Teem to he 
the lall pleafurable circumftances that 
attended the unfortunate Charles * ; 
for although fuch was the fincere. 
loyalty of the Citizens, that the Mayor, ' 
fome of the Aldcr'nen, and a confider- 
able number of individuals, fuffered for 
their attachment to this amiable Mo- 
narch, it is feared that his abfence on 
the northern journey, which termi- 
nated at the fpot we are contemplating, 
had given a greater opportunity for the 
operation of thofe diabolical fentiments 
which Ifimul&ted the ambition of a few, 
and the avarice of many of the in- 
famous and bloody baud of Regicides 
to his deltrutlion. 

The heady, the afFe6tionate loyalty of 
the pi incipal Citizens. is fo mucii to their 
honour, that it is impoflible to re Heft 
upon its a£Iive effufions without pay- 
ing them the tribute of admiiation that 
th?y defer ve. In this refytSk they be- 
c'line connedled with the fubjcdl of our 
pretent fpeculatioii, as the operation of 
tiiele principles firft emanated from the 


■ exertions of the Mayor and Aldermen, notwithilanding their popularity, could 
•i'ckrcely Aippr^fs it. Though ihcle Magifirafes certainly deierved praiie tor their 
exertions, the King, Kichaid the Second, feized the Charter of the City, and com- 
mitted their Chief to the Caitle ol Windfor.

They were 
all much affected ^ and Sir Hem y Gar- 
raway fiiid, as he left the chamber, 
“ Sire, I lhall never lee you again j" 
which proved, alas! too true. How- 
ever, It afforded this worthy Knight 
/omc conibl'ition that he could fend 
Ills eldc/t fon, William Garraway, to 
attend upon the King, who was with 
liini in all his wars.

Formniy, on the north fldeof HoU 
bourn-hill, betwixt Field-lane on the 
calf and H:itton>gaiden on the well, 
there was a terrace raifed confiderably 
above the road, the afeent to wdiich w?s 
by a flight of (teps. It had in the front, 

- toward the highway, fevcral (beds, 
wherein gootls of different kmds, 

} ..fuch as haidwave, old iron, fwords, 
l^'^icks, toys, fmit. See. wereexpofed to 
^^fale, and the fogt-palTage run betwixt 


thefe and the hbirfes^ like <ht row 
at Chefter. I think it is about forty*^*- 
years iince they were cleared awayi . 
probably at the time the alteration took 
place in the pavement j at which period 
the afeent, which was much fteeper, 
and confequently in winter much more 
dangerous, than at prefent^ was in fome . 
degrte levelled. 

A line of very indifferent tenements, 
in which the molt cor.fpicuous object 
was a permanent exhibition of wild 
beaffs, birds, &c., was, on this fide 
of the way, hro]ccn by part of the wall 
and gates of Ely Houle, a large, irregu-* 
lar, and, in fome rel'peds, ruinous 
building, upon the fite of which £ly« 
place is now ereffed. 

This, or rather the original manfion, 
had, from times of very remote anti- 
quity, extending almolt to the reign of 
the laft of the Horman Princes, been the 
inn, L e. the metropolitan palace, of 
the flifhops of £lyr 

Under the title of Ely ' Houfe, al- 
though, as it will be found, not always 
in the poirefTion of the Eifliop, thia 
place continued till its dilapidation ^ 
though, previous even to the begin- 
ning of the lad century, it was found, 
upon a furvey, that f'uch encroach- 
ments had been made upon its dr- 
nieines and appurtenances, that it waa 
not very caly to conje61ure how far 
they had oiiginally extended. We 
can, however, with fome degree of cer- 
tainty, conclude, that they compre- 
hended the whole of Hatton-garden 
and all the intermediate fpace, and 
were terminated, at the north end, by 
Hattcn-wall, where from a terrace, of 
which fome notices are ftill hoating 
upon the llrcam of tradition, there was 
a view over the country. This garden 
was, on the north-eaP.t and eaft Tides 
bounded by the Back-hill and Saffron-' 
hill,, which latter was connebied to HoU 
bourn by Field-lane. 

1 have been informed, that in the* 
ancient manfion, previous to its dila- 
pidation, fome furniture which Teemed 
to have defeended from century to ceb- 
tury as heir-looms to the different pro. 
prietors, remained in the different 
apartments, con filling of beds lb high 
that they could only be afeended by 
Iteps, and withal lo well timbered, 
that if their tefters, or, more corriiftly 
fpeaking, their roofs, had at any Mme 
fallen upon their tenants, the accident 
would have been attended with nuch 
more ferious confequences ihan^s^ 
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wYnch happened to the tefter of the 
dayJbed of Natidienui . 

The bark-front uf this manfion, aOit 
was the granctelt^ fo» from having a 
Tiew fii'lt of its extenfivc girdens, then 
over the, at that time, beautiful coiin- 
tiy, which was at once dignified and 
bounded by a back-ground, of which 
^ Highgate and Hampltead hills were the 
prominent fettures^ it muft have been 
one of tl'iC pleafiutelt licuations in or 
near the metropolis. 

When we rclicCl upon the ftate and 
fplcndour that once were the apocncf- 
ages of this palace, and recollect the 
abandoned, difmal, and ruinous ap. 
pearance, which, a fhort time before 
Its deiirudion, it exhibited; that its 
exterior was fad mouldering to drcay, 
and its interior furniture and decora- 
tions, as they fecmed: ue of cris 

almod coeval with the building, were 
perifhing with it ; and moreover c inli- 
der, thac^finco the Reformarioti the 
mode of even epifcopal life is much 
altered; we do tiot perhaps regret, that 
what, f^rom negleff and difufe, was 
cotifidered as an incumbrance, is re« 
moved, the furniture by the focedy 
operation of a iale, and the building 
hjelf by the more dcfperate attacks 
of crows and pickaxes : yet we rejoice 
that the Chapel liill remains, b'^riufe 
it is, as far as can be gathered from 
recollection and tradition, a fair fampte 
of the nunfioii to wliich it ^as once an 
adjunct. 


As the very flame of the pIsce'bvMr 
upon its fite produces reflections which 
carry the mind back from century 
century, we naturally wifli to reft upoa 
what, among the crumbs and fragmentn 
of antiquarian refcarches, can be 
thered of its hiftory •. 

Leaving the tranfaftions of Btfliop 
Moreton and the Duke uf Gloucelter^ 
which, from the flight nllufion of the 
poet i have quoted, having caufed % 
fpirit of enquiry, at lealb among his 
comnieinators, to have been more upon 
the alert with relp|6t to this period 
tiian in times previoms or rubfequent^ 
has fkved me the trouble of repeti-^ 
tion. 

The manor originally bore the title 
of its Lord, William de Luda, fiifliop 
of Ely, who, in 1297, gave it, with the 
appurtenances, &c., to his fuccefToa* 
John Hotham, Bilhop twenty years^ 
and endowed it with meifuages and 
forty acres of adjacent land ; and 
Th'^m IS Arundel, Bifliop, almolt re- 
eredbed his palace in Uolbourn," and 
augmented it with large ports, gate- 
Itoiile, and front, on which remained^ 
in tlve ftone-work thereof, his arms at 
the time of its dilapidation f • 
lt.appe:irs, that in the reign of Q^een 
Ellzibeth, Sir Chril^pher Ritton, wh<» 
was her Chamber lain of the Uoulhold^ 
and finaliV Lord Chancellor obtain- 
ed from Cox, JiKhop of Ely, upon the 
folici ration of her Majrlty, a leafe, for 
tweury-oue years, of a part of Ely 
• Houle. 


• The ongsnal manfion cf the Bllhops of Ely wns ScrgcantsMnn, Chancery-lane } 
they probably fixed their retuUnce ui Kly-houl<*, ii ^llv-uin, which was built in the 
thirteenth century, about rhe lyih of Kicbard ilic Srconci, when the inn was ict to 
Jqhn Skurle, and called IfjjjiL'ufn ihmhn John Sknriv, who wa one of the Clerks in 
Chancery. It i^ 11 ill held uiidei the See ol Ely. As early as the year i loS, in the 
^reign of Henry the Firfl, Ely mcnattery was eicdled into a Bifliopric with ftie conleiic 
of the Bifliop of Lincoln, who gtivc part of his dioesfe for that purpofe. 

f Frcmacontcft refpedting the Lord Mayor's juri(Ui6l ion over thefe premifes, or 
* father over the manor, we And that the external walls of thofe hod, in many places, 
fmalj houfes built cuniiguous, which wcie occupied by dependants upon the family, 
^ who were termed the Bilhop's tenants, and who clauned the privileges ol not being 
uiTiler (he inl'peffion of the City Officers, a'ld exemption from Icrving 00 Juries, Sec* 
This cale was determined in favour of the City. 

I Hatton was fit ft noticed by Quern Elizabeth for the elegance cf his prrfon, and 
hii gtacefiil dancing in a mafic at Court. It is a firguhr circi»m‘fflncr, fh*’^ h** 
his career as a Gentleman^Penfioner, and ended it as Lord Chancellor. Having not 
been endued with what may he teimed a regularly legal etiuiatio/i, it is laiil cnat luiiic 
advolates, who had all their lives been impounded within xX^cnarronM limits of pro-, 
fsflimt prejudices, refufed to make methnst plead, or argue bcfoic bun. But fnen is 
the mree of original genius, that when in his obfrrvations, and liill tnore in his

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Ifbuie* lie wai Co well pleafed with 
bis firuation» which I have already 
Aiggcfted mull, have been one of the 
pleafaiitell near the metropolis, that 
at is faid he expended confiderabie 
iiims in improvements both of the 
manfion and g.irdens. 

^ When the Chamberlain had exerted 
bis genius in this way, and found his 
efforts lb admired, and hinifelf focom- 
fortribly fiiua'cd, a rcde^lion arole in 
hit mind, natural to moft men as they 
advance in years, and have confequcntly 
the lefs occafion ty iiinke if, iiamtiy, 
the fioriitefs of the period tor which 
he had a legal right to hold thefe pre- 
mifes. Whether he took the value of 
the money he had funk into the calcu- 
lation is us luice' tuin as immaterial $ 
but as, the more he turned this fubjeCt 
in his thoughts, the twenty-une years, 
I'o ductile is time, feemed "to fly -with 
the greater rapidity, while with the 
nore tenacity he adhered to his de- 
lightful houlb and gaideiis. Fearful 
that his lea/e would be one of the flrd 
things that Saturn would devour, he 
refolved to apply once more to his 
gracious Miftrels, tlie Queen, in order 
to obtain her interctillou with the 
Bilhop to alienate the premifes it, in- 


cluded to him } and be had the lOm 
iiuence with her to procure her c6n«i 
Gurrence. 

Confidering the character of Eliza** 
beth, it flrikes me as rather a difficult 
tailc fo to gild a refulal to a requeik 
which was certaihly, on her part, high« 
fly improper, as to render it palatable* 
efpecially as, perhaps, a certain dis- 
regard to ccdeflaftical tenures was he- 
reditary to her, and the Church lands 
had recently fuffered fiich dilapida- 
tions, and iuch a change of this kind 
of property hadr been eflefled, that, 
in this country^ ihcerdotal deeds feemed 
tied together with a much more rotten 
ligstuie than at prefent ^ yet, arduous 
as this talk was on the part of the good 
Bifhop, he, in an elegantly penned let- 
ter, which, in compliance with the pe- 
dantic foible both of the Queen and 
of the age, was in Latin, effefted it. 

In this epillle he itated, ** that the 
houfe in queflion, with its demefnes, 
came to him when he became BiOtop 
of Ely ; and as he had received them 
from his predeceifors in the See, fo he 
held them in truit for his fucceflbrs } 
that to ihefe he was to be a (lew- 
ard, not a (cattercr." He put the 
Queen in mind, that ** it would be 


his equitable deciflons, they wereaftoniflicd, their dulncfs was at lafl penetrated, and 
they had the candour tu acknowledge the fplendour of Ins fuperior abilities. 

At Wcilminlter Hall the Chancellorfliip had geneially been laid to have been above 
his law, though not above his parts } but he loon alteftd this genera! opinion ; for 
■ithough they certainly weie fu quick and couiprehenfive (hat he law in a moment the 
bearieg of a queflion, and wis enabled corrcflly to appreciate the weight of an argu- 
ment, and with a lynx's eye to pervade the minds of other men, whole opinions he 
irequenrly adopted, new-coined their words, and fo made them his own, vet, as has 
been obferved, in the dryer and more abflrufe proleflional relcarches he alfo dilplayed 
the lame facility of catching and retaining the lentiments and axioms of authors, 
arraying their aridity in all the fplendour ol di^ion, and exhibiting to the altoniflied 
coiiit H new creation founded upon an ancient baiis. I 

This gigat man was faid to have been a particular favourite of hit Royal Miflrefs. 
This is gaihcred from her having, in his early lite, lent him con.iderable turns of ' 
money to free liiin from debts that were probably contrafled by his maintaining a 
Fort lar beyond his means. The Queen never forgave debts; and this tncautioua 
conduc'l teems to have followed Hatton to the tomb. At a time the moil inconve- 


nient fiie demanded thepa)mtiu of thefe (everai Aims of money, which the Chancellor 
liad pi*i>babJy forgotten, at Itall (though at the height of his fplendour,) which he was 
totally unpiovidcd with the means of liquidating. Finding him tardy, (be re- 
clemandid the inunL^y ; and this, it is faid, ** funk fo deep into hit heart,'* that 
it prcibiced a mortal difcale. When Klizabeth found that thefe means, which peihapt 
(he urged to awaken the dormant economy of the Chancellor, produced a ieiiout 
>cffe<^l, (be wcdi to Ely Houfe, and adininiflered cordials to him with her own hands, 
though (he found, alas ! that it was too lace to recover him. But this fingitlar woman 
did Hut A: d it too late to recover her debt, a Aiic for which was urged with aliitfuity 
^ and luccris. Ill the lame manner, while, with tears and every exterior of grie|, Om 
;^ appiaitd to l:mn.nt ilie deafli of the Earl of Leicefter, who was unfortunate enough 
to be one ot bci dubtors, (he ordered hts goods to be fold by public fale,^ rc«

• Whether the Qgeen made any reply 
to this letter is uncertain. However, 
Sir Chriftopher Hatton at that time 
failed of attaining his defire '} but after 
the death of the Bifliijp, the temporali- 
ties coming into the hands of her Ma- 
jerty, thefe demelnes were made over to 
him. 

. It appears that this mnnfion conti- 
"^nued in the poflcHion of the Hatton 
family until the year 163^, although it 
• is probable the Bi(hops of Eiy conli- 
dered that they had a claim upon it as 
an appendage to their See, and that the 
Monarch was of the (hme oninion ; for 
at this |iferiod" (fays Coke) “King 
Chartes fent to the Bifhnp of £)y, ih^c 
he (the King) would have Hatton 
Houfe,” (as it was then called,) “ in 
Holbourn, for Prince Charles’s Court, 
and that he would be at the charge of 
maintaining the Bifhop’s title $ though 
the Biftiop told me * it has colt him 
many a pound. So in the Bifliop's 
name a fiiit was commenced for Hatton 
Houfe. Before the new buildings were 
ere6ted, Hatton Garden w'as«the fmeft 
and greateft in or about London. 
My Lady Hatton had planted it with 
tne belt vines, fruits, and Howers, that 
could be got } but upon the com- 
mencement of this fuit, fhe deltroyed 
all thefe plantations, yet defended her 
caufe with all the oppofition imagiu-

« Here my Lady got up, and fiid, 
* Good my Lord, be tender of your 
honour, for it is but *uevy young ; and 
as for your decree, I value it not a 
ru(h, for your court is not a court of 
record f." ” 

In this reply, Lady Hatton not only 
fhewed herfelf to be a woman of fnirir, 
but a tolerable lawyer $ for it had oeen, 
upon folemn argument in the Court of 
Common Pleas, the 40tli and 41 ti Eli. 
zabetli, adiadged, that the Court of 
Reqneds then under the diredHon of 
the Lord Privy Seal, was not a court of 
judicature. It exifted but a Ihort time 
after this enule of the Bifliop of Ely 
and Hatton, for by the 16th and 17th 
of Charles the Pirll it was entirely abo- 
lidied. 

Lady Hatton retained poneflion of 
the nianfion, and, in confequence of 
the troubles in Scotland and the en» 
fuing period of civil war, when Bittiopt. 
were not deemed ve^y popular charac- 
ters, no benefit accrued to the plain- 
tiff from the determination in bis fa- 
vour.

WESTMINSTER. 

There are liil] Mving Tome of the old 
inhabitants of Weltminfter, who have 
pointed out to me the fpot whereon, 
amojy); an ailembiage of ruinous and

He was, at the curonarion ot Charles the Fird, made a Knight of the Bath, and afCer^ 
• wards created Lord Hatton, of Kirby, Northamptonfluie, Comptroller ot the Houfe* 
hold, jec. yiie was one of the daughters and co-heirelfts of Charles Mmuague, 
brother to the Earl of Manchelter. Jr bat been faid, that flie was a very beautiful 
^woman, and had very confiderable talents. We find that, under the appellation of 
Lady ElifSbeth Hatton, fhe it one of the Royal Circle whole fortune is told in a men* 
ner that feems to indicate the powers of her mind, by the filth Gypfey, in Ben Jon- 
foD* ilBfa flc of the Gypfirs, preieii ted to King James at Burleigh, Bclvoir,and laltly 
at WamOr, Auguft i6ai :

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4tibpi&ted VieftljEet \ a place of con- 
vivialityp In their younger days much 
frequented by the neighbourhood^ once 
liood upon confecraited and ianftifted 
ground. Thefe flight hints, which I 
gathered from oral communication, 
jnduced me to proceed to a further 
difquifition, and 1 confcquently found, 
in difleient parts of the South Wtlt 
fide of Bow-flreet. Wcltraiiifter, for- 
merly called Thieving- lane, Irom the 
circumftance of criminals being taken 
chat way from the Gate-houie. fome 
remains of flint walls of the fame fa- 
bric as thole in Dean's-yard, bricked 
into, and by thefe means connc£led 
with thole of the hoiifcs in dilFeient 
direfiions. Thcle 1 believe arc all the 
traces now to be difLovered of sl very 
confidcrable enclolure which once cir^ 
cumVeribeda parilh-church dedicated to 
the Holy Innocents, and whofe area, 
extending from the welt end of King- 
fireet. was for ages a cemetary. 

The front or this church, which, 
under the appellation of St. innocent's, 
is. with its parifb. recognized in the 
records of the Court of Exchequer, the 
3d of Henry the Third, was toward the 
Broad, or Great San^lua^y. confei. 
qucntly oppolite the north fide of 
weflmi niter abbey; and upon the fite 
of the whole builaing. which, accord- 
ing to ancient cuiiotn. was in the form 
of a crofs. VVeltminltcr-market was 
erefled. Both the church and partlh. 
the latter of which is unqueltionably 
enveloped in the extenfive boundaries 
of that of St. Margaret, are mentioned 
in another record of Kichaid the Eirft ; 
and allliough. as 1 have obferved with 
refpeCf £0 the former, in a mull ruinous 
flate. fbme remains of it were Handing 
as lately as near the middle of ttfc lafl 
century. A part of thefe were uled as 
a tavernT one of the entrances to which 
was from Bow- llreet. _ This houfe. 
crefled half by the fpiritual and half 
by the temporal power, was kept by a 
person of a perfuafion that has Ihewn 
little diipofition to conned with either. 
However, from tl’.o fed of ?\iine 
Hofl;*' whom 1 have been informed 


was a very jolly fellow, it obtained tbt 
appellation of ** The Quaker's Ta« 
vern.” 

This tavern was remarkable for the 
excellence of its wine, which 1 have no , 
doubt was derived from the excellence .. 
of its vaults, which were adually tliofe 
of the ancient church after its defecra 
‘ tion. y 

How the Quaker was induced to tole- 
rate guelts to whom he wss (o proferr 
fionally inimical, it is impoflibie now 
to fay ; but it is ceitain tltc fame of his 
wine attraded the warriors from the 
parade, and th^ lawyers from Weft* 
minfter-hall and Sellions. the fword 
and the gown ; the clients of the latter 
followed of courfe. 1 have heard of 
Canons^ but they were not confidered' 
as military implements, becaufe they 
always difchargtd their^s/ before they 
•Wjtnt eff f. Whether this tavern had, 
from the time of its unlan£lification, 
been always kept by Quakers, cannot 
now l>e afeertained ; living recollec- 
tion furnifhes no ideas of any other 
landlords; bur tradition liates, that a 
century previous to its demolition, it 
had been refbrted to by a neighbour, 
who was a very remarkable as well as a 
very good perlon : this was Richard 
Caiiell. termed The Cock of Well- 
minfter.’* 

Richard Caftell was a flioemaker, 
and. as { have been informed, lived 
near the Qate-houfe. Ills early rifing, 
and probably his vocal exertions^ ob- 
tained him the appellation of the Cock^ 
and his indiiflry iomething more fub- 
ftantial, for we fimi. that from the 
fruits of hard labour and economy he 
was able to realize what, in thofe times, 
to a man in his fituation. mull be 
deemed a very competent fortune, apd. 
among other btqueis. to leave 44.1. 
per annum for ever tl Chriil's Holpi w-»* 
talj- His name is tlurefore enrolled 
with thofe of the e.«r’y henefadlors tQ 
that royal and benevoieiu /inllitution ; • 
and his example in both initances, 
early riling and pbilanthro '>y. hath. 1 
hope, operated, and will cuutinue* to 
operair, upon the public.

His eldeft 
fon, the Rev. Mr. Malcolm M*Pberfon, 
fncceeded his father in that paridi { 
where his predeceflors* from father to 
foil have been Minifters ever fince the 
Reformation. The two brothers were 
educated together at King's College, 
Aberdeen, where their parts and their 
proficiency were lemarkable. Their 
^father brought them to Edinburgh ior

literati, introduced them to Dr. Fer. 
gufon, Profeflbr of Moral Pbilofophy. 
Dr. Fergufon having at that time the 
charge of the two younger fons of the 
Earl of Warwick, the Hon. Charles 
and Robert Grevilles, and withing for 
an afiiilant in carrying on their educa- 
tion, by the advice and recommenda- 
tion of Dr. Blair, took Mr. John 
M^Pherfon into his family for that 
purpofe. He remained in that ftatiun 
for nearly two years} duiing which 
time he gained the full afit^hon and 
confidence of his pupils, and the entire 
f riendfiiip and efteem of Dr. Fci vufon. 
Being endowed by natuie with that 
happy genius and dilpofition, which not 
only rendered him capable of compie- 
hending every fcience, but jf acquit ing 
a perfea knowledge of human nature, 
and of receivinna fine poliOi of culti- 
ivated fociety, hi mind was improved

When Captain 
M*Leod arrived on the coatt of India, 
he was eldeft Cantain, and confequently 
Commodore of all the (hips in com- 
pany, about five an number, Juft at 
the time that the Nabob of Arcot 
and an Englifh Commander were be- 
fieging Mangalore, ot fome other fort- 
reis on the Malabar Coaft. The mo- 
ment the (hips appeared, a mefiage wn 
lent to the Commodore from the Nabob, 
requeuing loo failors to be fent him 
immediately, as he intended to ftorm 
the place the next day. Captain McLeod 
having full confidence in the fpirit and 
ambition of his nephew, fent the re- 
inforcement demanded under his con- 
duct. The fortrefs was Itormed next 
day} and young M^Pherfon, at the 
head of the (ailors, was the firft who 
entered the breach. This fortunate 
beginning he improved with much 
ability, till he ariived at the ftation 
he lately held. 

Sir J. M^Pherfon jvas fent home to 
England with the news of the furren- 
der of this place, and at the fame time 
with private difpatchei fiomtbe Nabob 
of Arcot. During the time he fo- 
jouined in London, he made himfelf 
fo many friends among the great mea 
of eveiy party, that he returned to 
India, in tlie year 1770, a writer in the 
Company's fervice, with letters of re- 
commendation, in the warmeft terms. 
fron| the Minifters then in power, and 
from many of* the chief perfons in 
Oppofition. Not long after his return 
to Madras, he was appointed taymafter 
to the Nabob's forces, and, indeed, 
became his chief confidant and fa- 
vourite. He continued there during 
the unfortunate quarrel between Lord 
Figot and the Council of Madras} and 
loon after that returned to England 
about the end of 1777. Here be re- 
mained for (everal years } and having 
difeovered great knowledge of our 
affairs in the Eaft Indies, be acquired 
fo much efteem of thofe in powqy. 
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that lie was appointed a member of the 
Supreme Council of Bengal i bf which 
ftation he failed to take pofleflion in the 
Valentine India Ihipi under the convoy 
of Commodore Johnllon« in March 
1781. His jgallant behaviour in the 
iight that ennjed with the French fleet 
in Praya bay is well known. Perhaps 
it is not fo well known^ that, to en- 
courage the Tailors on board the (hip 
where he was, to (land to their guns and 
Sght the French, to which they were 
backward at firit, as their's was not a 
ihipof war, he promiTed them five guU 
neas a man; whioh he generoufly paid 
them out of his own pocket 1 and that 
the Tailors, (Iruck with his magnani- 
mity and valour during the engage* 
menl^ Tworc that his foul muft be as big 
as bis body* 

It is believed that Sir John M'Pher- 
fon, when he laft returned to India, 
had very little left of what fortune he 


had acquired during his abode in that 
country, having been not only profufe 
in his expenfes, hut uncommonly ge- 
nerous to his friends. It is known 
that he amalTed little or no fortune. 
And it is thought, upon the whole/ 
by thoTe who know him beft, that there 
have been few perTons in eminent fta- 
tions in India of more liberal educa- 
tion, of higher views, of better princi- 
ples, or of more con Tummate talents for 
filling the high rank he held, with ho- 
nour to himfelf and advantage to his 
country, than Sir John M*FherTon. 

^ Sir John M^iierfon, if at all a rela- 
tion of James M*Pherfon, Efq. tranf- 
lator of Oflian's Poems, is only a vei^ 
didaiu kinfman, though they were fii^^ 
to be brothers in the newfpapers. The 
latter is a very near relation of Colonel 
MTherfon, of Clunie, the chief of 
the Clan.

no veil not where this eminent 
^ Writer was interred, nor very early 
after his death, yet in St. Paul's Catbe^ 
dral, and in the yeer 179S, an honorary 
monument was erected by private Tub- 
f'eription ; of which, after all, I fear it 
may be juftly faid, that it is of greater 
expenfe as to execution than propriety 
as to form.

And, 
in ihefe commemorative tokens, why 
muft a proof of the Sculttor*s know- 
ledge or Anaton^t the Nude^ and the 
habiliments of other times and coun- 
tries, ever be accounted a prime con- 
ftderation, and one to which not only 
all we fM,4aily around us of perfonal 
attire^UK'^e ordinary forms of de- 
ctncin|iPPi^ive place ? Refledtions of 
this^MpFmight be made with regard 
to ^cb of what we meet with in the 


other arts that imitate the human 
figure \ and from them this ufeful con- 
tiufion, it is prefumed, might be fatif* 
faitorily drawn, viz. that in a country 
of the firft confequence, where learning 
and ingenuity and basue been /w»g, 
eminently^di (played, it is needlefsi nay 
that it is palpable bigotry, in artifts (o 
violently to difregard the eftablifhed 
forms of drefs, and to follow patterns 
which in reality have often nothing 
more to recommend them than their 
age, their quaintnefs, or their capa- 
bility of (hewing much of the naked 
frame. . 

The fubjeft is imleed copious, but 
too level to ordinary thought to aflw 
many words of explan^ion. And it is 
to be hoped, the^^Rcv^end Bod]^ au- 
thorifed to decide as to^'^ admiflion 
ofthefe honorary memoriMs into this 
facred edifice, will, in futuiv, take cou- 
rage to tnilt to their own ^eas alone 
refpedling the drefs, or no dreil^ of its 
carnsed figures^ and efteem tbemfeNes 
moft probably far better judges ^with 
much fewer mifleading prejudici s) of 
this kind if fnpriih than any bor'd of 
Dilettanti of individual artift i^atfo- 
ever.

DEAR SIR, CUapfidi^ feh. 4, 1 S 04 . 

T he kindnefs with which you have 
undertaken to r^prefent my cafe, 
calls upon me to lay open to you, 
with the utmoft candour, the circum- 
ftances attending it, which I will now 
endeavour to do as briefly as poflible. 

It is above fixty yelrs fince I began 
to ftudy the art of engraving; in the 
courfe of which time, befides employ- 
jth% that long period of life in niy pro- 
feflion, with an induftry and afliduity 
that would be improper in me to de- 
« fcribe, ] have laid out with my brethren, 
in promoting the commerce of the Fine 
Arts in this country, above three hun- 
dred and fifty thouland pounds. 

When 1 firfl began bufinefs, the 
whole commerce of prints in this 
country coniifled in importing fo- 
reign prints, principally from France, 
to fijpply the cabinets of the curious in 
this kingdom. Impreflcd with the idea 
that the genius or our own country- 
men, if properly encouraged, was equal 
to that of foreigners, I fet about elcab- 
liihing a School of Engraving in 
England, with what fuccefs the Pub- 
lic are well acquainted. Itjs, perhaps, 
at prefent futticient to fay, that the 
whole courfe of that commerce is 
changed; very few prints bein|; now 
imported into this country, while the 
foreign mai'ket is principally fupplied 
with prints from England. 

In effecting this favourite plan, I

that the want of fuch a School hid 
•been long made a favourite topic of op* 
probrium againfl this country among 
foreign writers on National Talle. No 
fubjeel, therefore, could be more ap* 
propriate for fuch a national attempt 
than England's infpired Poet, and 
great painter of nature, Shakspearb ; 
and 1 natter myfelf the moil prejudiced 
foreigner mutt allow that the Shak- 
fpeare Gallery will convince the World, 
that Englifhmen want nothing but the 
fbftering hand of encouragement to 
bring forth their genius in this line of 
art. I might go further, and defy any 
of the Italian, FlemiQi, or French 
Schools to fhow, ill fo Ihort a fpaie 
of time, fuch an exertion as the Snak- 
fpeare Gallery ; and if they could have 
made fuch an exertion, the piilures 
would have been marked with all that 
monotonous fanienefs which dittin- 
guifhes thofe different fchools. Where- 
as in the Shakfpeare Gallery every 
artift, partaking of the freedom of his 
country, and endowed with that ori 
ginality of thinking fo peculiar to its 
natives, hfas chofen his own road to 
what he conceived to be excellence, 
unfhackled by the (lavlih imitation and 
uniformity chat pervade all the foreign 
fchools. 

This Gallery I once flattered myfelf 
with being able to have left to that ge- 
nerous Public, who have for fo long a 
period encouraged my undertakings ; 
but unfortunately for thofe conneded 
with the Fine^Arts, a Vandalick Revo- 
lution has arifen, which, in {onvulfing 
all Europe, has entirely extinguifhed, 
except in this happy ifland, all thofe 
who had the tafle or th^ power to 
promote thofe arts; while the tyrant 
that at prefent governs 'France tells 
that believing and befutted nation, 
that, in the midft of all his robbery 
and rapine, he is a great patron and 
promoter of the Fine Arts; jutt as if 
thofe arts that humanife and poiifh 
mankind could be promoted by fuch 
means, and by fuch a man. 

You will excufe, my dear Sir, I am 
Aire, fome warmth in an old man on 
this fubjed, when I inform you, that 
this unhappy Revolution has cut up 

Or by 
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the rooti that revenue from the 
Cforttinent which enabled me to on- 
deitake Aich confiderable works in this 
country. At the fame time, as I am 
laying my cafe fairly before you, it 
fliould not be difguifed, that my na« 
tiiiral enthuiiafm for promoting the 
Fine Arts (perhaps buoyed up by fuc- 
Cefs) made me improvident; for had I 
lain by but ten pounds out of every 
hunditd pounds my plates produceef, 
I (hould not now have had occaiion to 
trouble my friends, or appeal to the 
Public ; but, on the contrary, 1 flew 
with impatience te employ fbme new 
artilt with the whole gains of my former 
undertakings. T fee too late my error ; 
lor I have theieby decreafed my ready 
money, and increafed my flock of cop- 
per plates to I'uch a fize, that all the 
print fellers in Europe could not pur- 
chafe it, efpecially at thefe times fo un- 
favourable to the Arts. 

Having thus candidly owned my 
error, I have but one word to fay in 
extenuation • My receipts from abroad 
had been fo large, ana continued fo 
regular, that I at all times found them 
dully adequate to fupport my under- 
takings at home— -I could not calcu- 
late on the prefent crifis, which has 
totally annihilated them*— I certainly 
calculated on fome defalcation of thefe 
receipts, by a French or Spanifh war, 
or both; but with France or Spain 
I carried on but little commerce— 
Flanders, Holland, and Germany, who, 
no doubt, fupplied the reft of Europe, 


were the great marts; but, alas! they 
are now no more. The convulfion 
that has disjointed and mined the 
whole Continent I did net forefee— 

I know no man that did. On that } 
head, therefore, though it has nearly^ 
mined me and mine, I can take but 
little blame to myfelf. 

In this ftate of things, I throw my- , 
felf with confidence upon that public 
who bus always been but too partial 
to niy poor endeavours, for the diC* 
pofal of that which, in happier days, 

1 flattered myiclf to have prefented to 
them. 

I know of no means by which that 
can be eftedlcd juft now but by a Lot- 
tery ; and if the Legiflature will 
the goodnefs to grant a periniflion for 
that purpofe, they will at leaft have the 
aflurance of the even tenour of a long * 
life, that it will be fairly and honour- 
ably condudled. The objefls of it are, 
my pidlures, galleries, drawings, 

See,, which, unconneiled wifli my cop- 
per-plates and trade, are much more 
than fufficient to pay, if properly dif- 
pofed of, all I owe in the world. 

I hope you, my dear Sir, and every 
honeft man, at any age, will feel for my 
anxiety to di /charge my debts ; but at 
my advanced age, of eighty-five, 1 feel 
it becomes doubly defirable.— I am,

Bating the particular failings glanced 
at above, 1 have heard of notlung re* 
i^ding his domeftic habits materially 
deferviiig blame, but much to com- 
mend. He was fond of angling, (hoot- 
ing, courfing, and the like aftive 
diverfions, but was not paflionately 
attached to any, except borfe-racingX* 
He wat an early riler from bed, and 
temperate in his manner of living. 
Though he did not affeft to talk much 
on religious fubjecfs, he never forgot 
due reverence to the Almighty | and, 
during the long confinement that pre- 
ceded hit death, every day, nay almoft 
every hour of every day, was marked 
with Come ferious and piout aft. In* 
deed the vanities of this life were then 
totally fwept from his mind, and the 
inquifitive fpirit which he ftill pofTeifed 
was bent only on contemplations that 
had a reference to futurity. He u(ed 
to fpeak highly of the Common Prayer, 
and fay (I believe in the words of (bme 
one of our Divines), that if the Apof- 
tles were to come again upon earth, 
they would freely join in the faith and 
praftlce ol the E>tabliihed Churclu His 
creed was, therefore, uninjured with 
that deiiiical taint, which I am afraid 
is fit truly faid lo appear in the conver* 
fation and opinions of the generality of

'Like his pious tutor, 
tbe excellent Boerhaave, he dill retained 
a fnn belief in Chriiiianity, and was far 
^rom preferring the philofophy of Bo- 
lingbroke to the Kpilllcs of Saint Paul. 

As to temper, he was warm in all 
his conteits $ and, in Ibine cafes, too 
hady expredioiis would efcape both 
from his tongue and pen. But he was 
loon appeafed, uncommonly forgiving, 
and in his lalt illnefs was delirous that 
a reconciliation Ihoiild take place be- 
twixt himfelf and the per/bn he con- 
ceived to have been the greateft enemy 
he ever had, which, to the credit of 
both parties, was accordiikgly happily 
etifefled. He was allb generous, grate* 
ful, and charitable ; and had no notion 
of amafling wealth, either for its own 
ends, or the confequence it ufualiy gives 
the pofleflbr. He had little pride, ex- 
cent what refulted from a conlciouinefs 
of his independence, and the main in- 
regrity of his intentions. His human- 
ity was allb very apparent j and when 
he hatl i'een poor and ignorant perfons 


Attacked with (ymptotns of difeale that 
threatened danger, he would have 
Itopped them in the Breets tp offer 
them his afliltance for their recovery. 
Thus formed to think and feel.thongli 
in his charges with tbofe who were off ' 
ability be was fometimes capricioudy 
high, yet in general they were mode<f 
rate } and among the indigent he would 
very freely diltribute both his advic 6 * 
and medicines 

The Itatiire of the Doctor was of the 
lower kind ; but he was formed with 
the utmolt lymmetry, and what fome 
would call a ntat dapper man. His 
face was fair, and his features hand- 
fome, and moit peculiarly expreHive of 
the lentimeiits of his mind. He sv.3 
ptrieflly active, and a dextrous horfe- 
inan. But an idea of his peribn might 
be conveyed to thoufands at once, by^ 
iiiying, he very much refembled the 
late celebrated Gariick, only, if there 
was a difference in any thing, he ex- 
cellcil him in the ftneiiefs and vivacity 
of his eye, and the nice adjuftment of 
his limbs. This the late Thomas Bra- 
dyll, £fq. of Connifhead, ufed fre- 
quently to obferve. He never had his 
portrait taken. This being negle 8 :ed 
in tbe early part of his life, he would 
not fit for it afterwards $ having little 
relilb, probably, for what might then 
appear to him one of the vanities of 
this world. I only knew him during 
his laft illnefs, and he then appeared of 
a neat form, and much of a gentleman. 

His face was very iiitereliing j at once 
calm, fenfible, and iubdued.

DEAR SIR, Amflerdam^ May i8os, 

H aving made a Itay of Tome days at 
this city, and viewed the principal 
curiofities in it, we have propoftd to 
avail ourfelves of the prefent favourable 
feafon, bv making excurfions to the 
celebrated villages in the neighbour- 
hood. 

A failing, or fmall boat, being en- 
gaged for the party, we crolftli the river 
Y to Saardam ; the di dance is about fix 
or ftven Englifh miles ; but the wind 
changing to the north, and blowing 
very ftrong, we were above two hours 
in performing it. I did not regret this 
circumftance, as it afforded me an op- 
portunity of afctftaining tiieexpertnefs 
of the Dutch in nie management of our 
imall barks andi. can allure you that it 
Was as dexterouAy tacked about as the 
nature of it 

' We afW*^w arrived in North Hol- 
land, a plue which travellers deftribe 
in raptu»U8 encomiums j and un- 
doubtedbr you have read, that in 
ttot tMgeo of Saardam and Broek the 
fepmare as clean as a Lady's drawing- 
room s that a piece of orange-peel, &c. 
WOtttd be noticed on it, and removed by 


the inhabitants/* Our expe6Vations id 
this refpedf were railed only to he dil- 
appoinit'd. We were vain enough to 
imagl.^, ifiat cleunlinel's in its ne pint 
ultra was to be found here, and that the 
air would be rendered highly falubri- 
ous by the fyflematic purity of the 
flreets and houfts. But believe me, 
wboevei vifits North Holland with 
hopes buoyed up oy the flattering 
panegyric of travellers, will reap only 
a imall portion of that pleafure which 
be might have enjoyed, on the ^ore of 
neatnels, had he not been taught to look 
for and expeci perfeiftion. The flreets 
of Saardam are in general very clean, 
the duft being carefully fwept away 
every day | which, indeed, is the gene- 
ral pradice in Amlterdam; but they 
are ipore ftlicitous about the goodnefs 
of the pavemenf here than in that city. 
Saardam certainly might be ^ept pro- 
verbially clean, if the inhabitants chofe 
to take 10 much trouble. At prefent it 
is fafliionable, as in South Holland, ro 
fmoke in the flreets, which are flrewfd 
with dirty paper, &c. thrown from tbe 
fiiops. Such trifles would not have me- 
rited notice, if we bad not anticipated 
fo wide a contraft, from the romantic 
defeription of former travellers. 

The houfts are built of brick, and

ill eftimation. The painting is regu* 
larJy and carefully laaibed, which gives 
St the appearance of being recently 
&nidied« I underftand the pradbice of 
waihing the fronts of the hou/es is very 
general in ail the Pi*ovinces $ in North 
Holland it is particulariv fo ; and the 
girls never leem fo adlively engaged as 
when they are performing this opera- 
tion. In London, fuch a plan, though 
highly neceifary, could not be adopted, 
on account of the crowds which are 
perpetually parading the ftreets } vet 
if the Dutch inhabitants of London 
were to tranfport thither their native 
talle, it cannot be doubted, that even 
this operation would be as regularly 
performed as in Arafterdam, notwith- 
iianding the falling of the water upon 
thofe who pafs by, for the fafety of 
whofe perfons or clothes the Dutch are 
perfedUy inditferent. 

The buildings are moflly in the 
Dutqh Itile of architedlure, with the 
gable in front i as they are very low, 
^feldom exceeding two dories,) this 
is the more obfervable. Thole above 
the common rank have generally a 
garden in the front of their houfes, 
which is tallefully laid out with (hrubs 
and flowers. The court-yard is paved 
with fine bricks in the forms of geo. 
metrical figures, and kept fo clean, that 
an hypercritical oblerver mult confefs 
them to be proverbially foj the lead 
(pot of dirt IS not to be I'een, even in 
the chinks of the bricks. 

. The flnall garden is divided, accord- 
ing to the talte of its pofTelTor, into 
eccentric (haped figures, by Terpentine 
walks interfering each pther, whicn are 
covered with gravel or iinall fhells, but 
in general the former i the latter fpe- 
des of pavement feems more exclu. 
fively ap^opriated to thofe parts which 
are only femom trod upon, or perhaps 
sever. This profufion of (hells appears 
to be an article in the Dutch eltimate of 
grandeur. We oblervcd feveral fpecies 
itnewed on the ground which concholo- 
gifts would admit to a place in their 
cabinets. 

I am perfuaded that this trifling pro- 
digility is intended to convey a favour- 
able impreftion of the greatnefs, riches. 
Ire. of the Dutch. As our curiofity in 
this refpefl was produAive of an inte- 
lefling anecdote, X will venture to 


trefpafs on your patience by nelat- 
ing it. 

As we were looking over the pali- 
fadoes into one of thofe nrdens which 
boafted a greater collcaion of rarities . 
than the other ones, and expreflins'vjl 
perhaps, a little furprife at the tafte « 
of the Hollander, two Gentlemen who 
were walking at the further end of the 
l^rden obferved us, and at the fame 
time, from fometbing national in our 
drefs perhaps, our country. ^ One of 
them addrelTed the other in Low 
Dutch — There is a party of Eng. 
lifhmen who are wondering that we 
fhould wafte fo many fine fhells— 
They are a nation of connoiiTeurs, a 
very rich nation (ironically). I rjgd 
an Englifti newfpaper a few weeks a^, 
offering for lale a farthing, value two 
doits, for the fumof 500!., 5500 guild- _ 
ers; and 1 afterwards learnt that the 
price was obtained for it." Here, as 
might be expeiUd, they joined in a 
loud and hearty laugh ; it was cer- 
tainly on their fide, and at our ex- 
penle ; the fatire was fair and juft, and 
on this account I record it $ perhaps 
fome of my countrymen may be in- 
fluenced fo far as to fee the light in 
which not only the thinking part of 
our own, but other nations, view thofe 
foolifh exceftes. To deferve the £ng- 
lilh charader, as it has been held in the 
fcale of Europe, we cannot fail to laugh 
as heartily at (or perhaps lament) the 
folly of obr countrymen, as any fo- 
reigner can do. Mr. F., who under- 
Hands tlie Dutch language perfe£lly, 
fuggefted the retort courteous, and 
replied in Low Dutch, thanking the 
Hollander for the compliment whicli 
he paid to the Englifh. Mynheer 
feemed aftonifhed when he beard him- 
felf addreiTed by an Ebglifhman in bis 
own language, which ''le moft probably 
fuppofedus to be igl^orantof, or be 
would not havc^^ha Sai Ued the event 
of his jeft. Mr. F. adu&l that Iho 
foolifhncfs of an individuaki if applied 
to the national character, w^ certainly 
a criterion of the riches o^ogland i 
but whether Engliflmien ougnHnboaft 
the pre-eminence in thar^refpe^tHcaa ' 
a matter of doubt, as the Hollander 
had frequently confidered a or 3000 
guilders well beftowed on a tulip 
root!!" 

The Dutchman drawing nearer, with 
perfe£k fing froidf acknowledged the 
juftice.of Uic obfervation, exprefligg, ' 
at the fame time, an high efteem fot^e 





BriUftt, whom fie intended 
to henoar obferving^ that the £ag- 
lifh were nriginallf Dutchmen t wav- 
ing the proprietjr or truth of the 
remark, he certainly approximated 
mearer to an EngUflinian than a Dutch- 
man. 

He invited us to walk in« and fmoke 
a pipe, or take a-cup of coffee 3 though 
* we did not feel inclined to enjoy thole 
focial pleafures, yet we^ one and all 
determined to accept his invitation, 
hoping, or imagining, that from fuch 
a ungulju* introduction fomething no- 
vel would accrue. ^ * 

If we might eltimate his rank in 
life by his exterior, he^leemed to be 
:,i9ly of plebeian degree} we therefore 
expected nothing more in the interior 
of his houfe, than the general tafte for 
neatnefs. He conducted us through 
the hall into the drawing-room. Oppo- 
fite the entrance hung a large picture 
by Vandyke, not inferior to feveral of 
the pieces*by that great matter. Hav- 
ing dwelt upon it for a few moments, 
1 turned to an extremely fine one by 
Rembrandt, two by Rubens, one by 
Heemlkirk, and another of extremely 
fine execution, but 1 could not learn 
the painter's name. From the atten- 
tion which I paid to the elegant deco- 
rations of the apartment, I fubjeCled 
myfelf to another obfervation to the 
national diDdvantage} but out of po- 
litenefs he fparedit me, anc^only aiked. 
Whether we had many pieces in Eng- 
land by the Fiemilh roafiers i On re- 
plying, that they were not fo plentiful 
as in Holland, he obferved, that ** an 
hundred years hence Sir Jofliua Rey- 
nolds would rank with the greatelt of 
them:" he then conducted us into a 
chamber^ remarkable only for three 
portraits by that great matter; he 
^afiured us, th^t his father, with his 
wife and fitt^, went on purpofe to 
London to ^navc tAem taken by Sir 
**J 91 h^S 7 finifhed in his beft 

manner, md at a period when be was 
more eyeful of the goodnefs of his 
tints t|| 4 n he afterwards was. The 
piApm which he executed in the 
Jiner period of his life already feel 
the hand of Time, while his former 
pieces retain the original colours in 
the moft delicate touches of bis pencil. 
Being at prefent very defective in the 
Dutch language, Mr. F. was obliged 
to interpret forme, and clothe my mn- 
tiinents to Outcb^ntil our hott opened 
^ hie budget of FrencK and Engiifli, ot 


both whicfi languages hei had attaihed 
a tolerable ttntttei'ing. 

Finding that we had met with . a 
Dutch connoifieur, I was not a little 
rejoiced: he, Mr. F., and I, converAd 
for foine time on tlte relative merits of 
the great painters which Holland bad 
produced ; he evinced a very accurate 
and elegant tafte, pointed out a Miode 
of diftinguifliing the works of each, 
which, though liable to a great many 
exceptions, are the beft rules that I 
recollect to have feen, or am acquaint- 
ed with 3 he remarked upon the differ* 
ence in their tone^of colouring, the 
peculiar parts of exprelfion in which 
each excelled, and the method which 
each purfued in painting the drapery 1 
he fpoke with precifion on the fubjeCt, 
and difeufted it as a fcience founded on 
known axioms and laws; his reafoning 
was far from abltruie, his ideas perfpi- 
cuous and correCt $ he felt the force of 
his own arguments, as founded on the 
nature of the fubjeCt, and feemed to 
wonder why we did not more readily 
oerceive the truth of his reafoning} 
Tor my part, 1 had not fufficiently 
confidered the fubjeCt; and though I 
fMl great eale in appropriating feveral 
pieces to the proper painter, and have 
ttudled the iiibjea as much as my lei- 
fure permitted, yeui never confidered 
it fcientifically, nor imagined that it 
could be reduced to fixed and certain 
rules t I always perceive a certain ji 
ne ffois quot^ which guides my determi- 
nation, and points out the work to 
belong to fuch a painter; in appro- 
priating which, I have been, and un- 
doubtedly (hall be, frequently de- 
ceived. The Dutchman had gone far- 
ther ; he had, unlike the generality of 
his» countrymen, examined into the 
nature and origin of our ideas, and 
what it is which influences ^ur judg- 
ment. 

V/e could not do lefs than thank 
him for his fomw b§ucbe of information ; 
and 1 exprefled my approbation of iijs 
purfuit. Being in a very communi- 
cative key, he took occafion to prefent 
Its with an abbreviated hiftory ^ bis 
life, the ftimulus which urged him to 
the confideration and ttudy of paint- 
ings ; a motive as Angular as his re- 
iearcbes have proved Iticcersful, valu- 
able, and entertaining. 

From painting the difeourfe changed 
to poetry: be admired our diumatic 
Shakfpeare as the greateft man which 
ever wrote on thefubjeft of thednsoHii' 
Pa his 
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loS 

his poems he accounted valuable and 
interellingy only ** as they were the 
prod unions of Sbakrpeare.**— Milton 
charmed him iniiiiltely. Mr. F. ob- 
ferved, that TalTo frequently equalled, 
and fometimes rofe fiiperior to the Bri- 
tifli Bard. He imiled, and lamented 
the inattention which my friend 
bwvi paid to his countryman t" he ob-s 
ierved, with a dignified emphafis, that 
TaiTo was a poet of the fecond clafsa 
Milton of the firfi, with whom he 
yanked, as oniy coequal^ Homer and Vir- 

f il. He was an admirer of Pope and 
Iryden j when compared with each 
other, he knew not which deferved 
the preference; ** they are both great, 
both excellent," faid he.^ Though he 
fpoke Englifli oniy very indifierentlyt 
be appeared to underftaiid the moft 
difficult part of it, Poetry, which was 
evident by the judicious obfervations 
which he made. Of the merits of our 
other Englifii poets he fpoke with 
coiifiderable learning and judgment. 
On Thomfon ** he laviflied his full 
horn of praife." Had your father been 
alive, and heard fuch encomiums on his* 
literary and intimate friend, he would 
have accounted it one of the fweeteft 
moments of his life. You know how 
much I admire Thomfon) you can 
imagim how muclvl felt elated at the 
panegyric on that unfortunate Bard. 

^ In commenting on our Poets, he car- 
ried his ufual ferutiny into the diftin- 
gnifliing features of each production 
with an amazing acutenefsot reafoning. 

Of our Novelilts he was very fparing 
in praife. Kichardfon and Fielding he 
accounted rather emmevit. ^ The reafon 
of his coldnefs for the Englilh Novelifis 
arofe from his partiality to the works of 
Fenelon, Le Sage, and Cervantes^ he 
obferved, that ** all novels compaixd 
with thof^ are trifling." 

Happening to take up a fmall vo- 
lume, containing the Articles of the 
new Conftitution of Batavia, the mazes 
of political difeuffion burft upon us. 
Confcious that n native of Britain 
ihould never difeufs his ideas, of go* 
vernment, of moral or political liberty, 
and the long et cetera of rights and pri- 
vileges, with a foreigner, in a foreign 
country, J waved the fubjeCl) which 
had no other elFeCt than inducing him 
to continue it hiinfclf. 

He fpoke, with much concern, of 
aheconduCl of the Dutch to the Eng^ 
^ilb) and added, that it was not only 
ungenerous and ungrateful, but the 


word meaftires (for fhenUelvn)''that 
they could liave adopted, as it gave the* 
French the dominion of the Provinces, 
and paved the way for all the burthens 
which they labour under from the 
coercion of that haughw republic. « 

As we declined coffee, he interro- • 
gated us on the fubjeft of dinner. On 
finding that we had not then dined, he 
obferved, that if we waited every day 
till fix o'clock for dinner, we ihould 
foon feel the ill effeCts of that ** luxu« 
rious hour." The Hollanders, he add* 
ed, were not only obliged to live tern* 
perately, bur aP regular hours, other- 
wife they would be affliCted drith feve- 
ral epidemical difbrders, which, when 
once fettled in the blood, are very 
difficult to eradicate. 

He appeared to be an tiniverfal febo- 
lar, and difeourfed with great iucidneis 
of reafoning on all fubje^ts. 

From his houfe, we repaired to do 
homage to the memory of Peter the 
Great. 

The cottage ffiewn as his refidence 
is of wood, and wretched in the ex- 
treme; it is merely a hut to ih.elter 
a perfon from the inclemency of the 
weather, without any other conveni- 
ence whatever. How would the mo* 
dern Princes of Europe fpurn the 
choice of that great man, and think 
their royal dignity blotted out by 
deigning even to enter fuch a mifer# 
able filed. ^ But Peter pofiefied what 
they wante*d, and wanted what they 
polfefled; he wanted their pride, and 
pofiefled an eager defire to benefit his 
country; he worked as a common 
labourer, and underwent the fatigues 
of a menial fervant. Thus he gained 
a knowledge of workman (hip, and 
learnt, what every Moi^rch ilould he 
interefied to know, how much fatigue 
it colts to maintain a fstnily by manual 
labour. Did the crownVd he^s know 
this, furely they wSiild taj^ with greater 
feeling, retrench many fuperfluolii * 
penfes, and put down, not a few,, 
placemen 1 y 

We alfo vifited the Quay wb^|^ Peter 
worked : it has nothing to recontr>end 
it to a traveller's notice, or diftingiifiC' 
it from the reft. 

In the houfe where ««Vter refided, a 
book is kept where vifitants regifter their 
names ; it afforded us no fmall fatif- 
faction to find, that not a few celebrated 
and noble perfonages had, with us, done 
homage to the manes of that great vemi* ^ 
His refidence affords a better fav

The organ was pointed 
out to us as an iiiflriTment of aiperior 
merit, and pofleffing what the Dutch 
call the Vox humana. Probably it may 
poflefs this property ; there may w 
ibme perfbn exifting whofe voice it 
fimiiar to the founds of a common 
organ ! 

The army of windmills which envi 
ron Saardam gives it a very whimlical 
and ludicrous effect ; they are appro- 
priated to the various purpofes of faw- 
ing, grinding, manufacturing paper, 
cutting tobacco, 8cc. Accompanied 
by our new friend, we vifited the molt 
remarkable of them : to have reviewed 
the whole would be the labour of lome 
weeks. 1 cannot explain to you the 
nature and operatiops of chofe mills 
better than in the words of Mr. Peck- 
ham, whole defer jption 1 compared 
with the mills theinfelves when we 
vilited them : 

*« The (irit mill we vifited was a 
faw mill, by which forty boards can 
be fawed at the fame time. The Hies 
of the mill are fixed to a large beam, 
which turns on an axle ; in the centre 
of this beam is the grand wheel, which 
puts in motioQ another immediately 
belob it: this is likewife fixed on the 
middle of a piece of timbei^ which 
hangs on an axle, and to which four 
perpendicular faws, ten in each com- 
partment, are fixed, which, as the 
wheel goes round, are elevated, and 
again thruft down : at the end of this 
beam are two iron hooks, which catch 
a wheel, and each time the iawB go up 
and down, it moves this wheel one 
cog, that wheel moves another, which 
catches into a piece of iron, and drawa 
it towards itfelf : at the end of this iron 
is a crofs bar, which preAes againft the 
end of the tree while the other end it 
rawing, and puAies it on to the teeth 
of the law with a motion proportkmate 
to the difpatch of the faws. 

From the law-mill we stalked to 

the 
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tbe paper-mill^ and obibrved the whole 
proce(9» from tbe cutting of the rags to 
the cleanfinj them in a wheel with 
a coiUiant mcceflion of frelh water^ 
which converts the rags into a pulp. 
A mouldy with wire at the top and wood 
at bottom* is dipped in j on taking it 
out* the wire top flips off* a piece of 
flannel is laid on the paper* which the 
next moment is portable* and hung out 
to dry, the flaws being flrll: picked 
out ; this part occupies the women 
and children. 

We next pafled toatobacco^mill : 
it contains a lar^e trough full of the 
leaf i ten* twelve* or more, perpendi- 
cular pieces of timber* with knives 
flxed to one end and cogs at the other* 
which fall into fimilar ones in the cir- 
cumference as it turns on its axis : by 
this wheel tiny are lifted up to a cer- 
tain lieiglit, when the adlion of the 
wheel cealin^. they fall down by the 
force of gravity* and cut the tobacco 
very final I : when this operation is 
performed, the tobacco is laid upon a 
Hone ‘platform, on which two immenie 
ilones move one within the other $ the 
lirit diflributes it over the plutlorm* 
a wooden machine follows and collects 
It into a line, then follows a piede of 
iron which divides it into a furrow 
wide enough foi* the preflure of the 
other done $ all thefc move at the fame 
time* and turn on the fame axle. 

** The oil-mill, uied for the grind- 
ing of rape-feed, is nearly upon the 
^ iiime principles : the feed is bruifed to 
a powder* and then put into a pan* 
whici) is placed over a fteady Are ; after 
it has remained there a few moments* 
it is put into iinall bags* two of which 
are put into the prefs at the lame time* 
one at each end* which are preflTec^ by a 
flnipie piece of mechanifm with a great 
power :^the oil falls into vats or refer- 
voirs placed underneath* the bags are 
thjen flipped oil:* and the dry cake is 
tKrown afide." 

1 have made a few trifling alterations 
in his defeription of the mills* which 
they feeined to warrant* but they are 
vet V few indeed.

LETTER X.

Saaxdam. 

AVe fet out this morning in a voiture 
for Broek* which lays at the diflanceof 
fix or eight Knglifli miles* having or- 
dered a carriage yeiterday evening 
to take us there. At tbe appointed 
hour* a Dutch boor drove up to 
the hotel a vehicle more' filthy and 
dirty* in feveral refpeCts* than .a co- 
vered fifh-cart* which tranfports that 
article from Billingfgate to the in* 
land towns* and on a par with it in 
point of accommodation and form.

The Dutch 
are a nation who, foi the (like of libei ty, 
have enduied the feverelt diverfities of 
foitune, and firmly withftood the ra- 
v.ages of tyiants to piotedl; their coun- 
tiy. It was their induRry which firft 
entitled them to refpe6llul notice | and 
the conRant pei leveraiice in the habits 
of induRry, which has rendered them 
formidable in the fcale of Europe, it 
is the mine from which all their i iches 
Ipiuig, to which their well-being is 
owing^ » 

On thefe coniiderations, we ought to 
make very coiifiderable allow.'uice for 
the progiefs of talfe in the Provinces $ 
th^y have been too bufily occupied in 
concerns of national importance to 
wafte time and money in ufelcfs idle 
fancies.

It is fome da\s fince the tree of 
liberty was cut down which Hood on 
the dam in Iront of the Stadthoufe. 
I was in AmHeidamat the time, and 
can therefore fpCak with precifion on 
the fubjea. On the 19th of May, an 
order was fent to all the veffels in the 
ort to hoift their Hags on the enluing 
ay j a day which will, perhaps, be long 
remembered, on account ot tlie down, 
fall of the tree of liberty : it was cot 
down under the covert of the darkneis 
of the preceding evening. On the 
loth of May, an immenfe crowd col- 
letted on the fpot wheic the gigan- 
tic Maft reared its head. It is im- 
poffible to conceive the joy which 
nearly all ranks of people expieflcd 
•n the occafion. Certain it is, that 
Jluonapartc does not reign in the affec- 


tions of the Dutch ; they fear atd'liate 
him. Early in the morning, 1 rumour 
was circulated in the City, that fome 
mifebievous perfon had cut down the 
Tree of Liberty.*' 1 interrogated one 
of the Biiigoinafteis on the ftibjett, 
and was affured that it was tut down 
by an order of the Batavian Govern- 
ment, who were fo careful in oblite- 
rating even the remembrance of it, 
that the pavement was covered with 
fand to a cunfiderable extent, leaving 
no traces where the proud badge of 
ideal libeity was eretted : I call it

The 
houfe was afterwards rebuilt, and about 
the year 1730 Mr. Jonathan Tyers be- 
came the occupier of it j and from a 
lArge garden belonging to it, planted 
with (lately trees, and laid out in (hady 
walks, it obtained the name of Spring- 
garden. The houfe was converted into 
a tavern, a place of entertainment, and 
was much frequented by the votaries of 
plea/ure. Mr. Tyers opened it in 1730, 
with an advertifement of a Kidotto 
frefcOt a term which the people of this 
country had till that time been I’, rangers 
to. The reputation and fuccefs ofthefe 
fummer entertainments encouragcfi the 
proprietor to make his gardens a place 
of muliSal enteitainmeiit for% every 
evening during the fummer fealbn. 
^ decorated it with paintings, en- 
gaged a band of excellent muficlans, 
liTued fiiver tickets for adniiiTioii at a 
guinea for each feafon, fet up an organ 
la the orchedra, and, in a confpicuous 
part of the garden, ereAed a fine ftatue 
of Handel, the work of Roubiliac.*’— 
The very confiderable improvements 
in the decorations made fince it came 
into the hands of other proprietors, 
are not noticed by the F.ditor, pro- 
bably from their being familiarly known 
by the prefent generation.

Voltaire having vificed England, was 
intiodiiced to Pope. Being invited to 
dine with him at his houfe at Twicken- 
ham, he talked at table with fuch com- 
bined indecency and blafphemy, as 
compelled Mr. Pope’s mother with 
difgult and horror to leave the com- 
pany. Pope didiked Voltaire from that 
time, and foon found, that the blas- 
phemer of his Creator was equally ded. 
cient in honour and integrity as in 
piety. He difeovered that he was em- 
ployed as a fpy by the Court, conle- 
qutiuly that he was unworthy of all 
confidence. 

No. 39. ** Gregorio Letu mentioned in 
the Sne£lator, No. 631, boalted that 
be had been the author of a book and 
the father ^f a child lor twenty years 
lucceflivcly. Swift counttd the num- 
ber of fleps he made fioui London 
to Chellea^ and it is laid and demon- 
llrated, in the Parentvilia, that Bifhop 
Wren walked rcuiul the earth while 
a piifoncr in the Tower (about the 
year 1655.) 

To Addifon's accouist of the Italian 
Republic of St. Marino, (I’tkcn from his 
Travels,) No. 71, the Editor h as a n^ 
next’da very intcrel>ing narrativi^Ha. 
73, of the fame republic, neai!;y a cen- 
tury after Mr. Addifbn had vitited it « ^ 
his name was dill pronounced with re- 
i'pe£t on the free mountain of St. Ma<. 
rino. • 

No. 78. Milton’s only daughter, 
whom he had learnt to read Greek to 
him, though (he did not underltand it,

*T*HB arts of fculpture and painting, 
^ as they were pra^tifed in the lour- 
teenth century, come next under the 
consideration of our Author. (Joon 
thefe fuhje^ts, perhap.*;, nothing new 
remained to be liid,^t'nr certainly nc. 
thing occurs. The method of 
working in gold and filver, and alfo 
the art of embroidery, are noticed. 
Refpefting the accuracy of the por- 
traits which adorn a variety of ina- 
nuferipts and miflals*, we think more 
Itrefs ought to have been laid than Mr. 
G. is inclined to put on them. It is 
probable that foine of the peribns re- 
prefented never Ut to the Monks who 
executed their portraits } but it is (till 
more probable that many did, and that 
other of thefe miniatures were the co- 
pies from pit'tures long preferved in 
churches and the man lions of great 
families. 

Thefe kinds of works, whether from 
nature, (lained glals, or pictures on 
pannels, which, even in tlule times, 
were immenfely expensive, received d- 
ditional value from the correct delinea- 
tion of the features of th..f •»li* y 1 tpiv* 
Tented 1 they were, though in a higtier 
degree, like the book portraits cd tlie 
prefent day, intended to ennvey ‘.o 
pofterity a correal idea ol peif.ms who 
lud been recently, or w .re then gene- 
rally known. The lUufnmatorSf there- 
fore, molt unqueltlonahly availed them- 
fehres of ever/ afliSiance that could be 
obtained fruin Statues, pictures, and 
bjedt s and there is little doubt 
tfSt, iV many inlbnces, the work* de- 
rived »^itional vnue from the cor- 
refinelf of the portraits with which 
it was ornamented. Some of thefe 
that we have examined, we have, with 
adoniShment, obfervtd, are hniShed in 
the highly-laboured manner of the ena- 
mel pidures of Petirot . They Teemed 
to bear thofe general traits of resem- 
blance which the eye of an artilt only 
difeern } and where there has been 
an, opportunity to compare them with 


dafues, piBiures, Ac., they have bead 
found as accurate as their lite wiila^U 
mit. 

The well known Slate of the^fineartt 
in the reign of Henry the Third, tad 
the dill biiUr known dlfcovery which 
lias been lately mdde of the aacienc 
paintings in St. Stephen's Chapel, wo 
Shall pafs over, as we wi(h, as Soon at 
poSTible, to catch mw/ilvr glinmfe of the 
Bard whole biography Mr. G. has un* 
dertaken. 

** Chaucer" (fays he, adverting to 
the arts,) theremre had a right to 
confider himfelf as fallen upon no bar- 
barous or inglorious age. Among hie 
immediate predecelTors in the period of 
their exigence were Giotto and Dante | 
and their fucceSTors, his co-equals, per- 
haps bis friends, were fait advancing 
in the career which they had opened.." 

Here the cloud which we thought we 
had caught eludes our grafp, and in« 
dead of our objefl we find in our hands 
a philosophical cliA)uifltion into the 
achievements of the human mind. In 
conclufion, the ignit fatuus again ap* 
pear s,*and we catch the following light t 
Chaucer had only to look back' for 
a finglt century to Sind the whole of 
Europe in a Slate comparatively bar- 
barous. The Tun of fcicnce had arisen, 
and the dews which welcomed its beams 
were ;iot yet diSTipated. He Tmelled 
the freSbneS's of the morning, and his 
heaft dilated at the Sight of its Soft and 
unfullied'hues." 

Notwithltanding what has-been al- 
ready faid of minitrels, we have ik>w 
again brought forward the date of pra- 
Jam mu lie under the Saxons, to which 
facred rouSic fucceeds. Thefe are ek$d 
out by discoveries and their effects, to- 
gether with the initrumenrs that pro- 
duce them. Chaucer, in whole A'/# 
Mr. G. feema to wtSh to realize die 
fable of Tantalus, now, for an ioSlant, 
appears in the character of a great lover 
of mufic. He never omits an occa- 
sion of celebrating its power, and the

provements, of the Englifh nation in 
the fourteenth cenliirv." 

' The quotation which we have cx- 
'tra^etl might very well ferve to cx- 
}dain thenatine of the work, and to 
^ive us to iinclcrilancl, that the per. 
Ion whole name it bcais was only con. 
fiderccl as an object to give a /i//rand 
to form a fiontifpiece to the volume, 
which, like the frontifpiece to a thea- 
tre, is (oowfoUed back, and dilcovtries 
are frec^uciitly made, fuch as our cooler 
judgments and contrail ed ideas could 
never have connetUd with the hero of 
the piece. At the opening of the tenth 
Chapter we learn, that after parting 
through acourfe of education in Lon- 
don, of what nayire the Author has 
been too bufy in deferibing things 
which probably the Baid never law 
or heard of, to inform us. However, 
at the age of eighteen, we find that 
he was removed to the univerfity of 
Cambridge. He fpeaks of himfelf 
at the age of eighteen as Philogenet 
of Cainbiidge, Clerk. He, therefore, 
probably entered himfelf at the age 
of fifteen or fixteen, a period Hill tre- 
quently chofen for that purpofe. Cam. 
bridge, however, prelcnled a very^dif- 
ferent feene from wh.it it now exhi- 
bits.” Unqueliionahiy it did \ /b did 
this cotintry, or there would have been 
no occalion for Mr. G. to have taxed 
^ his own fagacity, and the patience of 
his readers, with thele remarks, which 
we have fo aulpiciouHy beguts to deve- 
lope suid defcant on. 

Once more we lofe fight of the titular 
hero of the piece: once more Chaucer 
^nks, wiille Cambridge and Oxford 
rife to our view ! From the account of 
Feter of Blois it appears, that our unt- 
verfities, k very mort time after their 
e]ftablifhmtnt, were more numeroufly 
^ attended than even at prelent. Wiin 
lelpeA to the artertion of the Arch- 
^%ilhop oi Armagh, inadiicourfe which 
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he delivered before Pope Innocent . 
Fifth, ill the year 1357, “That, evert ‘ 
in his time, Oxford had contained 
thirty tkoufand fcbolarst* we arc afraid ’’ 
the good Prelate made a fmall blunder 
in liis calculation, which, if he had 
rerteiled, that, iiom the lituation of 
I things at that time, twenty-nine thou- 
fatid of his fcholars mult have lodged 
in the open air, and boarded the Lord 
knows where, he would have corrected. 
Indeed be does add, that “ it had fo 
decayed, that at the time he was fpeak- 
ing it fcarcely coptaiiied fix thou land 
which it requires no great acquaintance 
with the hiltory of the univerlity, or 
knowledge of the caufes which ope- 
rated to deter young men from be- 
coming rtiidents, to know, was a num- 
ber exceedingly exaggerated, though 
why, we cannot conceive ; for fuch was 
the favour of the Holy Sees, whether at 
Home or Avignon, to the Mendicant 
Ordcis, the great enemies to our Uni- 
yerOtits, that we have no queliion but 
it wouUl have pleafed Innocent much 
better to have heard there were only 
fixty fludents at both than fix thou 
land at one. 

Contemplating the circumlfance that 
gave rile to the lull oblervation, we 
Ihould have thought that we had indeed 
cfcaped had we not allb heard of the 
rife and progrefs of tJie monallic or- 
ders. Thefe are fully dilated. The 
information of our Author, like the 
prolperous career of the Mendicants, 
who rofe upon the decline of the for- 
mer, feems to flow in a rapid and 
regular flreain, the channel of which is 
only impeded by his attendance to the 
Jiight that eagle ef diwnitj Thomas 
Aquinas, who, for aqght we can hi- 
therto oblerve to the contrary, wohld 
have done as well for the hero of this 
woik as Geoffrey Chaucer. 
docs teem, that Mr. G. hat more * 
of what may as yet be tetmedtte dfe of 
the former than of the latter. We iball 
not flop to notice any' particulars of 
this angelic Do&or^ though we niuft 
commend his introducer for his for- 
bearance, ill not giving iis alfo the 
hiltory of his mailer, Aibeitus Mag- 
nus. 

Chaucer came to the Univerfity about 
eleven years after* the ArchbifboffS^ ** 
whom we have mentioned as an able 
calculator, had itated the number of 
fibekrs at Oxford at thirty tboufan^^. . 
In this* estimation, Mr. G. fes^UiTu 
the faying isj that the venerable Prelate^ 
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** SfUBg too large,** fay», *« he U 
fuppQfcd to allude to fbmething ai 
remote as the period of hit life." 
Why r The utmoft latitude, fiippoling, 
as Dr. Goldfmith fays, he was apt i 9 
b^unce^ would have been, to have al. 
lowed him to have dated it thus: 
** When I was a ftudent, there were^ 
fuch a number , of fcholart at the Uni- 
verHty, they have lince fallen to a 
£fth r* which being fettled at fix thou- 
land, Mr. G., though he has neither 
houfed nor fed them, thinks was the 
number when Chauctr was enrolled *. 

Thih kind of hypothetical (tatemeiit, 
in which the eonje^ural fiuUtlecock is 
bandied to and fro till it is loit, is but 
inditferent entertainment for the read- 
er i yet we deemed it necefiary to be 
drawn forth, that he might fee of what 
vnru-out fluff part of liis work was com- 
pofed. We now, as we are dill at the 
Univerfity, come to the period when 
Colleges were founded . This laudable 
pafiion, which had operated but little 
in Chaucer's youth, was, we find, at 
its height in the reign of Edward the 
Third. We al fo learn, that Cam- 
bridge attracted the notice of the gene- 
rous fomewhat later than Oxford, as 
there were only two or three fmall 
Colleges'* (for Iix thoufand ftudents f ) 
** then in exigence in that place. We 
may with great probability infer" (from 
his works) that Chaucer was one of 
thofe ftudeius that Jodg^e^ promifcii- 
oufiy with the Citizens of Cambridge.'* 

" An extraordinary palTage," fays 
Mr, G., occurs in Bifhop Lowth's 
valuable life of William of Wyke- 
ham,*' (a work that we widi he had 
paid more attention to,) ** whicli it is 
tQ our prefeut purpofe to examine. 

* Whoever,’ fays this writer, * confi- 
ders the miferable ftate of learning in 
and in particular in the Uni- 
verfit^f Oxford, in that age, will not 
think^any difadvantage to Wykeham 
to hajm been led into a dificrent courfe 
of Judies.* ’’

nefs of perception and facility 
duftion which conftitute the art of 
reafoning, has been in all ages, and \% 
as likely in the prefent to become >Ml 
indrument for edjblifliing error and 
confoundvng truth. 

To prove that the period of tho 
pupilage ot‘ Chancer was hv no meant 
unlearned, which, it mud be obferved^ 
has been proved onct before, the fcience 
of the Moors, and the literature of the 
Saracens under the Caliph Almamon, 
whofe former examination ihould have 
enabled him to plead autrefois etcupat^ 
is once more prefled into the lervice | 
Kogcr Bacon again appears with a new 
all^, Alphonib, King of Cadile ; and 
again wc learn^ that the Greek lan- 
guage was almod univerlally iiegle£>« 
edj" which is far from being the fa 6 >, 
even if the Author means to limit the . 
fenfe of the word univir/al to the Con- 
tfnent of Europe p the Latin was 
properly attended to ; and the four- 
teenth century was far from being uum 
familiar in natural knowledge." 

Endeavouring to advance per faUem 
to the next Chapter, we met with a 
Itumbling’block at the end of this, 
which the reader will hardly conceive. 
This was no other than the lecapitula* 
tion of the date of the early years of 
Chaucer ; which we fliall notiecapitu- 
htf. We underltand, that when he 
bad finiflied ti\s clafles in London, he 
was removed to Cambridge# ** where 
flx thoufand fellow-dudCnts waited to 
receive him.*’ Yet ** fie had nodlflt- 
culty ill finding folkude when his in- 
clination prompted him to feck tt* 
And we may be certain, chat a tniiiq 
which relilhed fo exquifirely the beau«p 
ties of nature fought it often (where^ 
in a place then fo fmall, furroundea 
with fuch a multitude, he fouqdjt*

Leaving in the preceding lines two or 
three fmaTl knots to be dra^ivn together by 
the critics who ipay want them for 
Isf/heSf we hailed the period of our 
keeving fcbooly and of our arrival on 
theyffip of the eleventh Chapter. We 
gather, in the courie of a fhort pafHige, 
that, while yet a ftudent at the UnU 
verfity of Cambridge, Chaucer pro- 
duced a poem, entiued The Court 
of Love," written when he was in the 
eighteenth year of his age \ and guefs 
that his literary life, and the cntiial 
labours of our Author, are about to 
commence, 

** In art of love I write, and fonges 
make 

That may be fang in honour of titt 
King 

And Quene of love^." Ver, 897. 

Mr. G. Hates, that as a prelude to 
the entrance into a particular examina- 
tion of the poems of Chaucer, it is pro- 
per we fhould pay fomc attention to 
their being written in the Englifh 
tongue s and obferves that ** He faw 
immediately in which way the path of 
fame was mod open to hisaccefs; that 
it was by cultivating his native tongue $ 
and his feeing this, at the early a<;e of 
eighteen, is no common proof ofnhe 
iD^nitude of his powers." 

n flioidd feem that there was fome- 
tbing dmoeratic in our language | for, 
Ikys Mr. G., It has been well ob- 
Ihr'ved that the Engtifh tongue rofe 
isith the rife of the Commons j an event 
which firft difeovers itfelf under John\ 
and was afeertained and fixed under 
Rdward the Firft." 

It is not necefTary to follow the 
Aufbor in his difeuffion of the power 
of the Ebgllfh tongue and difficulty 
df madering uffv language in the nar- 
row fpace of life. In the affertion, 
that it is perfeflly true that ** the man 
never exifted that was completely pof- 
iUipd of aU the treafares of his native 


tongue,** we think we can difeen^' 
all the herefyof paradox j and that the 
iingle «wmrd genius would account for * 
the different Itores of knowledge which, 
according to the power of their minds, 
different men poflefs, and folve all the 
^difficulty which feeips to have clouded 
' the Author's ideas, and, confequently, 
diffufed itfelf over thofe paHages of his 
work. 

With refpeft to the priority betwixt 
Chaucer and Gower, Mr. G. has ad- 
vanced demon Hrative evidence to prove, 
that, as an Engliih poet, the t'oi mer was 
entitled to precedency. 

The eulogiumon the genius of Chau- 
cer introduces fome remarks on the 
poets and romance-writers on the Con- 
tinent previous toliis tiniej on the 
romance and ^ provincial languages ; 
and the peculiarity of the cultivators 
of poetry in France in the eleventh 
and twelfth centuries, in the intro- 
duction of courts or parliaments of 
love } which have been ludicroufly 
mirapprehended by modern writers, as 
having pafTed fentences in the manner 
of a court of judicature, and having 
carried thefe fentences into execution. 
Among thtle, one has been mentioned 
ordering two men to be whipped with 
branches of rofe trees, for having d\f- 
covered the fecrets of love. A fecond, 
declaring a woman common, and the 
rightful property of every comer, as 
having been convifled of having onre 
fold her moft precious favours. A 
third, freeing a Cordelier from the 
vows he had con trailed, becaufe, pre- 
vioidly to his having taken them, he 
had entered into a vow of pemetual 
fidelity to his miftrefsj and a fourth, 
refufing the rites of fc^ultnre to *a 
Lady who dieil in rebelling againft the 
jurifdiction of thefe courts.” 

The Homan de la Rofe, by WlJliaiir 
de Lorris, a writer who flourEned in 
the time of St. Louis, King of mnee, 
and of our Henry the Third, ^mes 
next under confideration. ^ Of this, 
after a pretty full defeription of thk 
Poem and the Author, we are pro- 
miffd to hear again. 

The rife of Italian poetiy introduced 
the ebarader of Dante, woo is repre- 
Tented as ** one of thofe geniufes whOiT*' 
in the whole feries of human extttence, 
mod baffle all cafculation, and excite 
unbounded aftonifhment.** The Au-^ 
thor purfues the chaniQer of

and creditable to hU penetration. Fe- 
Mirca fucceedai to whofe chara^er^ 
'at greater length, Mr. G. hat done 
equal juftice. 

Hiving given this idea of poetry and 
rehnemenr, he proceeds to examine the 
earlieit produAion of Chaucer, ** The 
Court of Love»** already mentioned. 
After luiving fettled that this poem is 
nor a traniUtion, and leaving us in 
doubt whether the principal fuhje^t of 
it is a real or im.igioary mittrefs, he 
difeuiTes the verliftcatidn, Vdiich> we 
agree with him, is equally to he ad- 
ndred with the natural flru£ture, the 
flow of language, and the thin veil of 
antiquity, with which it is ihnded. 
The fable next attrs^h his .ittf*ntiou ; 
he pronounces it deficient, as the piece 
"is with refpe£^ to the deferiptive or 
pa/Honate paffages. In humour and 
delineation of manners, the great ex« 
celiencies of Chaucer's genius, he is 
ftated to appear to have been more 
fuccefsfal } of which fome examples 
are quoted which we think do not 
fully jullify this aHertion. 

Though we admire the Bard he has 
chofen to celebrate nearly as much as 
Mr. G., we would juft a(k him, whether 
he does not imagine it would have been 
more chara^eriilic if he had made his 
band of Nuns and Friars appeal rather 
to thcii* legendary faints than^to Venus 
and Diana, who were, jult after the re* 
vival of letters, little known in the 
world, and (till lefs, even if the means 
of acquiring fuch knowledge were not 
prohioited, in a cloifter? Of which, 
perhaps, the inftance-of the mode in 
which the birds deliver their fentu 
merfts in the fftroration is a cafe in 
point. Tbefe, as the Author juftly 
obiervqs, are ftrikingly chara6leriftic of 
nf1Ilr^hab& of the times when Chaucer 
wrote, Nightingale fnigs. Domuu 
lMa\ thp Eagle performs the VemU% 
the Wtin, Jube^ Domifte\ and the 
Thrufli, Te Dium Aimris, In faff, 
thefe birds convey to our minds a 
JtrODger idea of the manners of the 
inhabitants of cloifters than the Nuns 
and Friars that have preced'^d them. 

We muft, of courfe, pbfs over the 
iS>gipariron of ancient and modern 
Engiifh poetry, and the remarks upon 
the language of Chaucer, which has 
been alrea^ ftated to have been Jefs 
obfotete. than might have been ex-* 
pecl:«aS^jn order ttr^dmire the inge.> 
" jMity of Mr. G. in the introdaftma 


of tho baub ofCrdTy, which, ftwnb 
nately for him, was i^itied the ym#. 
that the Court of Iav9 was wrirtiini 
as it enables him to cehebrste ibe eiHMV 
gies of thi.- iCnglilh nation, exhibited jw 
thefo two memorable mcnuiueiita^tef 
intellect and valour,' and, at the ftsoe 
fime, to give us his opinion of war iw 
general, and that of Edward theXhirA 
in particular; and alfo to make tlsaib 
retleftions upon military piowelas 

** We do well, then, to be proud of 
the qutftiiy of our anceftors which wen 
the aft»nifhing bartleg of CrefTy, poi* 
ters, and Azincour, though we ftlall 
alfo do well to deplore the perverfenelii 
and guilt of its application.*' 

Heaven and earth! what have we 
here ? We thought that we were 
fmoothly travelling on the hiograpbkS 
road, now and then (taring at a lign, 
and fometime<> looking over a hedge te 
admire a flowr garden^ but itill, though 
we lolteredh^ the w-iy, that every Itep 
we took brought us nearer horn ; and 
here, all of a fudden, we are leized with 
the plague of London ; we mean not 
that prolix literary peftilence which we 
catch from the ponderous volumes that 
weaie frequently obliged to conteiu. 
phte, and which nre, in more refpedb 
than one, the plague l^th of their tedt^rt 
and undertakers^ but have been amujkd 
with tlie morbid etfefU of a conragioe 
which happened in the year 1349* 
What the plague this could have to 
do with the life of Chaucer, as he nei* 
ther was infected with it, nor, like Boc* 
cacio, made the retirement of a com* 
pany from the city, to elcape the in* 
fluence of a fimilar difordcr, the vehicle 
of his work, we are at a lofs to con- 
jettuae ? However, thank Heaven 1 Mr. 
G. goes no further than Tartary for the 
hiftory of this phenomenon ; tliough he 
makes a fmalh circuit through various 
kingdoms of Afu, half depopulates 
London, then Hies to Florence, verf 
properly expatiate: upon its moral 
eflfeds, compares it with the great 
Athenian pett, and details its cjAfe« 
quences, which certainly were to be 
deplored : but, waving any oblervatioa 
upon them, we now come to the objedk 
of the Author, which be avows to be 
the poiition of Chaucer doling this 
dreadful period : this, to us, feems fo 
carious, that we muft let him fpeadt tor 
himfcif. 

** ft has fallen to the lot of few PoeU 
to witnefs an event fo awful, fo deio« 
lating, and fo attonifliing as this. If it 
6- be ' 
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he tfuCf tlitt to tbe concoction of a 
great mind is required not only origi- 
iml ftamina of a very peculiar fort» 
but alfo great and powerful impreflionst 
to call all tbe fecret fprings of the loul 
into n£t« then the plague of 1 349 may 
wdl be regarded as a principal epoch in 
Che life ol Chaucer. Though he liA 
left no documents on the fuhjeft. we 
OMty be alTured he faw many things 
at this period, and heard mart:, thi le* 
colle^ion of which could never be 
CiSaced from his mind.'* 

This, in our«opinion» is purfuing 
Ipceulation till it mounts to the very 
acme ol abfuidity. A contagious di& 
order affc^lsthe metropolis; and whe- 
ther the Bard was pielentor ablent, 1 
writer of what is laid to be his life, 
more than four centuiies after, pre- 
tends to gnej} at his feelings and itn- 
lations in this cahmitous criiis ; niy, 
he dots moie, for be guefles that what 
he then fiw and heiid had an efftef 
upon his tut lire life, though that effect 
h in no one iniiaiice dircoveiable in his 
writings. How'ever, bad as this diftale 
was, we are glad he h.is let us efcape fo ; 
he might, with the fame facility, have 
hooked in tbe Blick Alfizcs at Oxford 
1577, and (hewn us the baleful inliu* 
cnce of a contagion in that city. We 
did imagine, as Tie is bent upon colleffaig 
pljsuev, that it would have been ini- 
pomble for him to pufs over that of 
London 1G65, and we Hiul ouifelres 
right in our conje^fuic. In this awful 
oeiiod, he accompanies Mill on to 
Iiis fctiremenr, and as wifely giuffcs, 
that Chaucer was, duii ig his Juppofed 
retreat from a morbid atmofpbcre, to 
he lound in groves, and did nut ceafe 
to be a poet* ,1 

* One word more, and we gladly dlf- 
intfs this fiibje^f • From the peltilence 
ire cone to the politics of the fourteenth 
century, and find that the Order of the 
ISarter, which has before and will here- 
after be mentioncis was indituted at 
ihis period. How this could be con- 
ceded either with the plague or the 
politics of the times, it would, we 
fbinkt tax the fagacity of all theciitics 
gi town to gitefs 1 Leaving the latter to 
AiA for tbemfelves, we (hall (hew how 
Mr. (f. ties the Garter to the former* 
This iumptuoua leliival took place 
the ajd of April 1343- In the mid(tof 
the mod defolatiiig (eafoii of that cala- 
, mity, hldoitaas have lemarked, that 
» law princes or eminent perfonagrs fell 
‘tjins.'^ This may be accounted for 


by confidering the fcarcity of lindb^ 
that age, and the filth and dirtinefs 
both of the perfons and dwellings of 
tlie^ lower order of the people, b/ 
which we may conclude, that the (upe* 
rioi healthinefs of tbe higherarofe from 
Vlie texture of their cloaths, (filk and 
linen,) from the fiiperioiity of their 
food, and from the fuperior cleanlinefa 
of their dwellings and peifons* 

I am glad," (ays Mr. G., ** that 
Chaucer wrote no poem to celebrate 
the meinoiable triumph which thus 
held its (lately ^arch l>etween the walls 
of fune'eal fadiiefs and putrif^ing car- 
calTcs." So aie wc I as in all probabi- 
lity lemaiks upon it, and a bundled 
other tilings, conneded and uncon- 
tic« 5 led with it, might have furnilhcd 
materials for a third volume. 

** Fiom Cambiidge it is not impro-* 
bable that Chaucer removed to Ox- 
foK*." This half probability intro, 
duces a controvei fy wbidi is conti- 
nued through thiee pages, and end*;, 
at lead wc hope (o, with the iiitio- 
diidion of the poem, or “ Tbe Boke of 
Troths and CreJideJ*' It appears that 
Chaucer calls the Author of this poem 
Lollius, and the language of his origi- 
nal Latin. But this Mr* Tyrwhit, 
who uiiquefiionably kne\Q better than 
the tianditor did, could not bear; 
he his theiefore attempted to (hewr 
that the Author was Boccacio. Now 
we, in o8r turns, well know, that it 
docs not adv.ince the caiifc of literature 
a lingle itep, nor fi^nily a (ingle (ix- 
pence, which of thole geniules pro- 
duced the poem, which, it it was worth 
while, wc (hould, from its conftruflion, 
contend, was not wiittenby the Author 
of the Decameton, wko having ^een 
(lightly mentioned befoie, Mr. G., 
like a literary Eagle, pounces upon, 
and feciiis to employ every quijkisf^^^^ 
•wings to delineate his cha|||fter, the 
particulars of his life, and ive the 
catalogue of his works. Th^, witlji 
fome circumvolutions, bring us 
their dates, which, like tbe trogrefs qf a 
chancery fuit, brings to where we let 
out, the indefatigable Mr. Tyrwhk, 
and Troilus and Crefiife, to the con* 
troverly upv«i which, as we confider it 
a literary we will not agaip^ 

call the reader's attention, except it K, ' 
as be turns over page after page, to 
lament, with us, this walte of Uarmng^ 
time, and papei*.

\ and has been ft} largely quoted in this ' 
are confideringi that vre think it

^ much that he has given might have 
\ been fpared. There are many reafons 
why it would have been better to have 
referred the reader to the original 
work } one of which is, that there is 
a bare podtbility for a roan of genius 
to convey an idea of tde i'pirit of an 
Author in the abridgment of profe $ 
but from the imperfect ikeleton, from 
the diire< 5 iion and detachment of one 
member of a poem from another, and 
filling up the interftices with profe 
defcriptions of the powers and effects 
• of verfe, we hold it to be totally im* 
poflible. The flaws and defedls in this 
literary patchwork, this teirdl.ited pave- 
ment, this piece ai joinery com po fed of 
•wood and metal, mult, by an accurate 
eye, be ealily and inltantly feen. 

At might have been expcdled, the 
quotations from, and account of, this 
poemi are followed by a critique, in 
which, it is ftngular enough, Mr. G. 
begins by telling us what the Troiltis 
and Crefide is not, and what the Avneid 
is. He then proceeds to analyze the 
former. Among its faults we find bar- 
rennefs of incident i though, it might 
have occurred to him that this is not 
ml*weys a fault. A poem may, in cer- 
tain circumftances, well fpare epifode 
and machinery, if it gain thereby a 
fimplicity infinitely more fufcinating 
than any advantage to be deri*ved from 
exuberant decoration or adventitious 
ornhment. • 

The defed of the cataftrophe is next 
mentioped, which we allow to be a fatal 
‘ though, if we recolledt right,

VHow olind are we to our own faults ! 
Among the defeats of the Troilus on 
which Mr. G. chufes to obferve, is 
one of which, we conceive, he is moft 
terribly guilty s this is, prolixity. If, 
as Dogberry fays, << he had the tediouf- 
-V* of a King,'* he feenis inclined to 
beftow it all upon the reader. Chaucer 
he accufes, and with pretty good rea- 
fon, of the ftime propenftty. However,

love poem, of commit any othi^n

It appears that a Bard in a fucoeeding 
age, a Mr. Robert Henry fon, wrote a 
fequei to the poem, or a (ixth Bookg 
which ordinarily bears the name of 
** The Teftainent of Crelide." Tbia 
Author is enumerated among the Scot- 
tilh poets, by William Dunbarf Author 
of the Golden Terge, who died about 
the year 1530, as Maifter Robert 
Henrifon,Scolmaiiter, of Dumferling,** 
and Compiler of the *• Morall Fabillis 
of Efop }** a manulcript exilUng in the 
Britid) Mufeum. 

The law of poetical juftice, on whkh 
fo much has, and perhaps fo muck 
remains to be laid, is briefly exa- 
mined, wliirh introduces the ltot*yoif 
this poem, in which it does appear* 
that there is confiderable merit j in^ 
deed the lines quoted are more firongljr 
poetical, and more elegantly pi^tu.. 
refquc, than thoie of Chaucer in the 
work that preceded. The idea of pu- 
nifhing a nymph (o vain of her beauty* 
fo faile and ungrateful, as Creftde, by 
afflidting her with the leprofy, and 
making her a loachfome and deteltable 
ohjedf, the placing her in the way of 
Troilus, cauling him to relieve her as 
an unknown fiipplicant, her recollec- 
tion of him, ami fubfequent fate, have 
in them fomething fo truly ingenious* 
and, what is better, (b truly juft and 
moral, that we are of opinion the catai’- 
troplie is worthy of the piece. To this 
opinion Mr. G. is hoftile : he thinks, 
that the picture of highway beggary^ 
the bell and clapper, and leprofy, fully 
the mind, and introduce ideas of difguft 
and deformity which ill accord wivti 
the fweetnefs and ibftnefs of Chaucer. 
We, on the contrary, knowing the 
power of contraft, think all the grms* 
the loves, and hlandifhineiits, that the ' 
original poet beftowed on the apdftate 
fair, are not only heightened by the 
reverfe which the copy exhibits, but 
that they confiderably ftrengthen the 
effedt of that retributive jultice which 
is the moral qf the piece. 

7 *he remainder of this Chapter is

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Uft in the courfe of which Mr. G. 
VIM anxioully enquires into the 
leorcei whence the former drew his 
materuUs $ and' having in (bme deqree 
bid aftde Caxton's Dettruftion of Troy 
end the Troy fioke of Lydgate^ be 
lenvt» of courfe, to have placed Chau, 
cer in' the hands of our immuital Bard.

This ftn de <l.{likc as much as tiie 
other, 1 k{ Mife their works are the only 
places in i-hich the French poets whom 
we have liad the misfurtune to know 
were endurable : yet Hill we think, that 
the Author has, in many parts of this 
examination, difeovered a brilliant and 
poetic mind, and difplayed fenttroents 
which, though our limits will not fuffer 
vs to quote them, do honour to his 
genius. 

It has been/tlieady obferved, tliat 
Chaucer has inferibed liispoem ol 'froi. 
Ills and Crefide to * the moral Gower’ 
and I he philolophical Strode.” 

Tliefe individuals, whom our Au. 
thor, with great probability, conjee, 
tuies ro ha\e been the friends and tel. 
low.Hudcnts of the Bard, he thinks 
have a jutt title to the notice of thofe 
who would Hudy his life. Wc^lhall 
not difpute the jullice of this iitlty the 
developemcnt of which is, wcetind, 
longer than that of the Grand bigtiior, 
for It lee.ds ro notices of berode by Lc. 
land, JBile, and Pits $ the two former 
|b vague that they leave us little wiler 
than they found ns, and the latter fb 
particular, ** that we are naturaliy led 
to afle, Where did the learned Jtjlianiies 
Pitleus colledl this niiiiiire informal 
tion concerning a man of whom we 
^areely know any thing with cer- 
tainty, except that fie exiltcd 450 years 
Igo t” 

When Strode returned from Italy, 
it (eenis he engaged in the controverfy 
then depending refpecUng the dogmas 
of Wickliilei and it is teally curious 
^ |o obierve the influence of polemics, 
llrtkich in Uul age did all that has fiuce 


been done bv politics, as apptlij^i! 
this double delineation of his chaftl' 
ter. 

<< When he returned from Italy}’, 
fays Bale, <*he b'jgan to ruffie his fe:i* 
thers agdinit Wickliffe \ but the Glory 
of God confounded his pride, and 
can fed him to fall into the pit that 
Jitnilelf had digged : iniomucli that 
his fophifms and clenches were found 
unable to fupport either the tabled dc- 
i'.{*ion of Conft.intiMe, or the Papal 
Supremacy in the <ijuhoUjome law of c eli. 
b^cy, or thofe malfes lor the devil, 
hours of lupeillitious lazineis, and ex- 
h.bitions of apifli iiiumroery.* He vo- 
mited forth, however, for the plague 
of poilenty. certain works,’’ which the 
good fiiihop enumerates, and adds, 
** lie flourifiied under Edward the 
'.-‘lid, Mid had the impudence to fay, 
fro.ulefs hypocrite as he was I that the* 
pcnnitrion granted to prietts to enter 
into wedlock with Cnriilian women 
was a Hired of pagan idolatry.** 

The fi iendihip of Chaucer could not 
fave the phiiofopbxc Strode from this 
rude abtik. Fits, however, law the 
matter in a diiferent light. Strode,*’ 
fays he, like knuther David, rofe^ 
againit the blafpheming Goliah, and* 
would not endure that Wicklifle, un- 
circumcifed in heart, (hould defy the 
C.'huich of the living God. He took 
the Jiwg of eloquence, and with a 
fmooth Hon^; from the brook of truth 
fiiioie his adverlary on the forehead- 
that he fell 3 and then drawing the 
Sword of the bpiiitand (he Word of 
God, at one blow he cut off the head of 
the dotlriiic of Devils.”

tioned before, Mr. G. thinks it neccl-

Afliiming at lad, rather from 
wearinefs than conviction, that he did 
fo, we follow the Author, who in- 
forms us in what fituation Chaucer 
found that country. AffliCied and 
humbled after the cahipaign of Poic- 
tieVs,” It appears, “ that though hum- 
bled (he was not dettroycd.” ** The 
pretenflons of the Univcrfity of Pari* 
10 be the centre and fource otliterature 
in the weftern world, do not feem to 
have been in the lead impaired."' 

In conlequence of a conjecture, that 
probably Chaucer was fprung from 
Korman ancedors, we come to his 
(tudies the inns of court} which 
reds upon the authority of Matter 
Birkly, ** who, not many years fince, 
(fays Speght,) did fee a record in the 
Inner Temple, where Geoffry Chau, 
cer was fined two (hillings for beating 
a Francifean Friar in Fleet-ftreet.’* 
After reafoning upon this piece of 
evidence,* though there is no doubt 
but that quarrels frequently happened 
betwixt the ftudents in the Temple 
and the inhabitants of the two ad- 
jacent monaderies, Mr. G. is of opi* 
nion, that much ftrefs cannot be laid 
upon it, and therefore the fiippoficion 
that the Bard belonged to that learned 
(ociecy is in danger of falling .to the 
ground. In fac'f, our Author, in this, 
as in many other inftances, has played 
whh tbe mwfe\\\\ he has nearly loft it.

Paterson were living : he would, in this

Waiving all other obfeivations on 
the abfurd idea of confideiing the 
efte£i which a ftudy never engaged 
in would have had upon a mind de- 
voted to other purfuits, and inftead 
of endeavouring to thrid the mazes of 
the thorny, wsndeiing in the Jhwety 
paths of literature, we mull obierve, 
that it probably was only intended to 
be the precurlor to the la«d hiftory 
of the law in the fourteenth cencuiy, 
which is branched into the civil law, 
the canon law, the feudal law repemtd, 
which brings us to tlie Knglilh Confti- 
ttttion, and naturally leads to the early 
writers on thele (uUiei^U. Thank Hea-' 
ven 1 we efcape their hiliories, but are- 
obliged to attend to their mode of 
plciding, relpc6hng which, from what 
we can gather, and we have lormerly a 
little confidered this (pecies ot rheto* 
ric, we are inclined to think that Mr. 
G. has given more credit to logic than 
it defer vcd. The fa£l is, that this art, 
though, as he obfervts, of adnm'Mo 
ufc in theology, never could be pro- 
pel ly adapted to the oratory of our 
Bar. I'tte peiiod when it was ren- 
dered the mod wyi/tt/, and bid the fair* 
ell to attain that eminence in law which 
it had already done in divinity, was in 
thr,/Mr//r/age of James the Firft. In 
thofc happy niincs, every cafe was a 
fyllogilm, or, peihaps, a ejnpages of 
fyllogifnis. The Mijors and Minot s 
took their pioper Itations, and the 
controvcrly was carried on with that 
kind of letrograde heat and eagerncf* 
which were fo diftinguilhingly charac- 
teriftic of tbe vehement, yet tardy pro- 
ceedings of tbe ancient Councils. The 
Monde on either (ide made a variety 
of motions, but we believe, in many 
inftances, the Judges to this hour have 
not formed their confequentiai con- 
clufions. 

After Mr. G. has quoted inftancei 
of attempts for tbe reforsnatko of hwj 
banged a Chief and Puifne Judge, whi 





were tipilright end MflomabTe meni and 
nentiened tbt cnceiTet of the populace 
ftven veara before, he cOmti to the Ala. 
riee oftbe Judgea. The Chief had forty 
pounda a-year, which he ftatea to be 
equal to fix hundred pounds of our 
prefent money, and the Puifne forty 
marks § but after the year 1440 they 
fecehred a fmall augmentation.''

** If he pradlifed in the profelHon for 
however fhort a time, he muft have 
contrafled the fame balfitj of thinking 
and ailing peculiarly appropriated to 
the men of the law. 

** If he did Mott yet frequented the 
Courts, he mult have experienced the 
iame effects/* 

60 that right or wrong, prefent or 
abient, Mr. G., knowing the advan- 
toga annexed to the profefiion, will 
have the Bard a lawyer} nay, he hints 
that it may be amufing to a reader of 
Chaucer's works, to reprefcnt the Poet 
in the robe of an advocate (examining 
fome poor toad of a witnefs whom he 
had under a harrow), ** fixing upon 
him the keennefs of his eye." Here 
he who feems to wilh that the imagina- 
tion of his reader (hould be exercifed, 
ought not to have given his own a 
holiday. He fhould have faid fafri- 
sating (faid Witnefs) with the briU 
liant and eleftric flalhes of a pair of 
eyes (two are better than one, without

Peachum fays to Filcb^ ** Alas I poor 
youth I How little does he know of 
the Old Bailey!” Perhaps,” but 
there is really no end of thele per- 
hapfes } we muft quit the fubjeft with 
obferving, that after he has gone through 
the whole firing of them, he fays, that 
he has a right to conclude, (though hp 
has no premifes to warrant fuch a con- 
cliifion,) **from Chaucer's having early 
quitted the profeflion, that he. did not 
iove it.” As this it his conclufion of 
this difquifition, we would not, on our

This iketch, drawn by Mr. Plowden 
bitnfelf, is fuflicient to intimate what 
would have been the horrid fate of the 
poor Prr-teltants, not only in Ireland, 
but likcwife in Kngland and Scotland^ 
if King James, after his abdication, 
liadbeen ’('in'fnted in Aipreme power 
over the thref* k'"igdoins. God in his 
infinite mercy orevf'iited it ! It is in 
this part of our Author's hidorical 
review of the nffurs of Ireland that 
he appears in the < I'arafler of an advo- 
cate for the Kom'in i atholic caufe, 
himfelf being a nirmber of the Church 
of Rome, and abandons that of the im- 
Mrtial hiftorian, which be does not re- 
lume till the clofe of the dynafiy of the 
Stuarts by the demife of (^een Anne. 
In juftification of our remarks on the 
Sate of Ireland at the crifis of the Re- 


vehemently aflerted in the rtignWcf 
Elizabeth and William III, but no 
mention is made of fucji independenoe 
in tbe reign of Mvy I., a Roipan Ca. 
tholic Sovereign, or of Tames II., prior 
to the Revolution.

The 
modern politici^ axioms, which of late 
years have fuperfeded general •.^ok.^pf 
policv» viz. poUiical mesJ/Sty and exifling 
Hrcumflancesy applied to that epoch, wifi 
juftify the policy of the Britifh Cabinet 
of that day, particularly with refpe£l to 
the AA of the Englim Parliament in 
169Z, excluding tint Roman Catholics 
of Ireland (as well as of England) 
from feats in either Houfe of Par- 


volution, the reader is requeued to pe- 
ruie with attention the laboured vindi- 
cation of the Irifh Roman Catholics in 
taking up arms again ft King William, 
and adhering to James to the very laft.

Of the reigns of William and Mary, 
and of William alone, we cannot expert 
a very favourable account from the pen 
of Mr. Plowden. The following paflaee 
requires no comment, it bears the 
ftamp of prejudice on the very face 
of it, and in a few words exhibits the 
complexion of tbe whole Chapter : — 
** The Revolution of 1688 opens to 
our view a new feene of Irifli politics. 
Whatever civil advantages were gained 
or eftabliflied at that epoch in England, 
vainly do tbe Iri(h look up to it, as the 
sera of their commencement or im- 
provement of conftitutional libefty* 
Then, more than ever, was Ireland 
treated ae a conquered people, its in- 
jdependence violated, its national con- 
fequence and dignity debafed. It ap- 
pears to have been the fyftematic policy 
of tbe Britifli Cabinet of that day, not 
only to trample on the rights of indivi- 
jduaJs, through their immediate Gover- 
. Mr$ i bat to extinguiih the very idea of 
M in^pendent Legiilaturein Ireland." 
Ltt the whole qf this pafiage be com- 
Mred with tbe review of the Rate of 
Ireland under Elizabeth, particularly 
whilft her favourite Earl of Eflex was

Jiament. Mr. Plowden afierts, that 
the rights of .Ireland were totally loft 
in the heat of the conteft in the Englifli 
Parliament between the court and the 
country party. 

Qur Author clofes his account of 
William's reign, with remarking, in 
a note, that two principal cauA^s 
conciirred agairift his being beloved 
by the generally of his Irifli rubje£ls : 
the firft was, the enadment of feveral 
penal laws againft tbe Roman Catho- 
lics $ the Second was, his ready co- 
operation with the Parliament of Eng- 
land to ruin the woollen trade of Ire- 
land. I Jhallf laid his Majefty to tbe 
Englifli Commons on the aid of July 
1698, do all that lies in me todilcou- 
r.ige the woollen manufaflure in Inland* 
The inference from thi# part of x^kt 
fpeech is by no means candid ; it is 
well known, that the woollen manu- 
fafture of England is its flaplc common 
dity, as well for home confumption 
as for exportation; to enccArage im 
therefore, and fecure the pref erency 
againft a rival manufa 61 ure inaiMlV.. 
kingdom, has been the policy of every 
commercial nation ; but tbe AA of the 
Englifli parliament for that purpofe 
coiud sot be conftnied into an inten- 
tion to ruin the internal woollen trade 
of Ireland. 

Of the reign of Queen Anne our Aq« 
tbor complains m^ bitterly. ** The 
Irifli nation was doomed to fuffer un- 
der every Stuart} and the ingratitude j 
of this Monarch to them may have con* i 
tribttted not iGghtly to prevent thtxtJ 





from relapfing iQlo their former ittach* 
nAInt to that famil/y iwhen other uarra 
of the Britiih empire rofe in lebeihou 
iiT their fupport.*’— It may be alkedt 
What other pai ts f fince Scotland alone 
broke forth into rebellion after the 
acceflion of the Houfe of Hanover. 

The further pains and penalties t» 
which the Iriih weie iubjeded undci 
Queen Anne for profelfing the Roman 
^ Catholic religion, ** by that aft of re- 
fined and ingenious rigour, Jot pre. 
venting the further growth oj popery^''* 
excites his warmeR indianaiion. In 
fliorU (luring this wholl reign the pe- 
. J3;d^Aa^ were executed with unabating 
^ severity upon the Iiifti Catholics ; and 
it was then a fundamental maxim, that 
Roman Catholics could never coalelce 
with Proteftants of any denomination, 
even in the civil duties of allegiance to 
a common Sovereign : tliey weie con- 
fidered as avowed and common enemies 
of the Rate.'* Here follows a juft and

Mr. Secretary Yorke, agreeably to his 
notice on a former day, rofe to move for 
leave to bring in a Bill, for conlblidatlng 
and explainir^ the exifting Afts for the 
legtilation of tne Volunteer Kftabliffiment, 
The Right Hon. Gentleman requefted the 
Houle to lay afide party confiderations, 
and to difeufs with temper a fubjeft 
which comprehended the general intcreH. 
He then adverted to the neceffity of an ex- 
traordinary Military Force, and took a 
view of the Volunteer Syftem from its 
commencenlent in lySa to the prefent 
yieriod s when, if the number of the firft 
clafs was to be taken into the account, 
we flioald have at leaft 500,000 troops of 
thisdefeription, cxclufive of thofe of Ire- 
land, By the late decifion of the King^s 
Bench, he obferved, the Volunteer has a 
right to reSgn, except when the enemjr 
appears, or actually invades the country, 
if this dcciSon had not ukcit place, 


it was his intention to bring in t Bilt 
which thould exprefaly enable Volunteers 
to refign { bccaufe as long at men thirfk 
they are coerced, they willi to free them- 
felvesi but thofe who may refign, and 
who have been drawn for the Militia, 
will be liable to be called upon imme- 
diately to fill up the vacancies in the 
latter. If not fo drawn, they are liabicf 
to be called upon to ferve both In the ^ 
Militia and in the Army of Referv'e, 
The Volunteer Syftem alfo being founded 
on the Defence AA, if a defalcation took 
place, hit Majefty could compel the clafles 
to ferve. After fpecifying the exemptions . 
derivable by Volunteers, he alluded to the 
appointment of Officers, and drew a dif- 
tinBion between Officers chofen in tha 
firft inftance, and thofe appointed to fitb- 
fcqiient vacancies. Although the eleBion, 
in the firft inftance, has not been excrcifed 
by hit Majefty, yet the power is vefted In 
him. and the A^ of Parliament does not 
countenance any other election than hia 
Majefty*a on the prefentation of names 
by the Lord Lieutenant or Secretary of 
State. It was not the intention of Par* 

I lament that fiich a claim (hould he al- 
lowed to the Volunteers $ and he ftiould 
advife his Majefty to difeontinue the fer- 
vices of any Corps that wilhed to uCt 
upon that principle. The irregularity of 
attendance might be remedied by dirmilT- 
ing tbolh who did not attend regularlv. 

It was, in ihort, his intention to confoli- 
date the three ABs on this fubjeft j to 
place the exemptions of the Armj of 
Referve and Militia on an equal footing } 
and that the attendance, in order to cntl^le^ 
the Volunteers lo thofe exemptions, ihaft 
be, in future, twenty-four days in the 
year for the Infantry, and fourteen for 
the Cavalry. When afly perfon meani 
to refign, he lhall give notice of it in 
writing to his Commanding Officer { and 
if be has arms, (hall return them in good 
order. He fliould likewife propofe the 
re-enaftment of all the claufes relpcfting 
Volunteers when they (hall be called out 
to meet the enemy. After this outline, 
be moved for leave to bring in a Bill 
to amend the Volunteer Laws of the 4|d 
Geo. III.

I have the honour to acquoint yob, 
that on the X4th inft. the Preseh priva- 
teer fehooner l^Harmonie^ with a prize, 

having 
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]ttvir|r put into the harbour of Mario 
in the Bay ot Sti Ann^ Martiniquet in- 
duced me to fugsfeH a plan for the cap. 
tare of this vclwlt more deftru6iive to 
cntiimerce than any other which hae ap- 
peared in thefe Teas { and for this purpole 
1 attempted, againft a ftrong Tea brecce 
and lee current, to beat up from off the 
Diamond Rock to the place where Oie 
lay at anchor. It was not until the i6th 
in the morn tug that I was able to accom- 
liih ir, when having reconnoitred the 
arbour of Marin^ together with the bat- 
teries on each fide of it, and alfo one 
above the town, I dt^ermined en the at- 
tempt. I therefore nnlered fixty Teamen 
belonging to his Majetty's fliip under my 
command, with Lieutenants Cole and 
Furber, and a detachment of 6o marines 
of the fame (hip, under the command of 
Lieutenants Beatie and Boyd, to carry 
the enterprife into execution i the former 
in their boats to attack the privateer, 
and the latter at the fame time to endea- 
vour to furprixe, or in the event to 
Bonn Fort Dunkirk, a battery of nine 
guns, on the (larboard fide of the bar- 
b»ur. It was neceflary to do ib, to cut 
off the militia from rendexvoufing on 
Marin Point, which being iminedtately 
in the track of coming out, and where 
doubt lets they would have been joined by 
the troops from thq.fort, would have 
much annoyed the boats on their return* 
The Drake having joined me, and Cap- 
lain Ferris volunteering his fervices, I 
dircBied him to take the command of the 
ieanien, and to add to them fourteen from 
Che Drake. All things being prepared, 
the boats with the feamcn towed by the 
Drake, and the marines in four boats, 
towed by the Swift hired cutter, at eleven 
P. M. proceeded off the Mouth of Marin 
harbour, and by eftimating the time ^t 
would take for the boats to row up to the 

? >rivateer, ^hich veflel lay three miles 
rom the entrance of the harbour, both 
parties fet off fo timely as to commence 
the attack at the lame inflant ; and 1 am 
happy to add, that about three A* M. on 
the following morning, by very fpirited 
and judicious attacks, both parties fuc- 
«ecd^ ! the fort ws^ completely furprifed, 
the prifoners, fifteen in number, taken 
and lent on bc^rd the cutter ( the guns 
were difmounliiil and fpiked, their car- 
riages totally defiroyed, and the magazine 
blown up I the barracks were fpared, as 
a large and ripe field of canes adjoining 
mult have inevitably been deftroy^, had 
they been fee fire to. 

The basts with the feamcn pafled one 


battery undifeoveaed, but the private^ 
was on her guard, and commenced a vcj^ 
heavy fire on them, who nevertbelefs in 
the moft prompt and gallant mamier

The Harmonie was commanded 
by Citizen Noyer, had eight carriage 
guns, and fixty-fix*men at the attacK, 
forty*four only of whom were found at 
the time of furrender. The boats and 
privateer repaflfed the fort on the larboard 
fide, within mufquet (hot, but happily 
cfcapcd from a heavy fire unhurt. The 
fpirited manner in which Captain Ferris 
led the boats to the attack, and the gal- 
lant conduct of Lieutenants Cole and 
Furber, the petty officers, and men, on 
the occafion, merit my warmeft praife { 
nor can I do too much juflice to the con- 
duct of Lieutenant Beatie, commanding 
the detachment of Royal Marines, Lieu- 
tenant Boyd, the non-commiflioned offi* 
cers and privates, who in the moft fol* 
dier-like manner, after being challenged 
and fired upon by two fentinels, and per* 
fe£lly ignorant of the nature and number 
of the troops they had to contend with, 
pufhed dire£tly into tb^fort with fixed 
bayonets, when the enemy cried for 
quarter. By*the filence with which the 
battery was carried# loo militia of the 
fort of St. Ann's were cut off from the 
point of rendezvous, and thus the pWac«-« 
to anfwer all our purpofes, fecured with- 
out the lofs of a man.^Enclo(cd is an 
account of the guns rendered ufelefs# and 
Aores deftroyed at Fort Dunkirk* .

This grand and magnificent illumi* 
nation in honour of the general peace, 
had been fome weeks in preparation. 
Several of the windows in the Stadt* 
houfe were taken out, in order to place 
in their fteads large tranfparencies. 

The defigm was, the entrance of a 
magnificent marble temple, more rich 
than ever Poets feigned in Elyfian 
Fields, or more romantic Fairy Land ; 
the extremities of the bafe meafured 
ninety feet, and the elevation to the 
frieze fixty-one feetj three porticos, 
of five feet fix inches bv twelve feet, 
fDrm the entrances. Aoove the cen* 

* tral portico ftood, on a pedeftal, a 
fine tranfparency in grey, illullrative 
of Peace, defignated by a woman of 
beautiful features and placid mien, 
holding in her left hand a branch of 
palm. In the niche on her right hand 
(food Prudence; in her right hand 
a mirror, and in her left a twilled 


ferpent. On the left of t’eace was 
placed Unity, or Concord, holding 
in her left arm a bundle. of arrows 
clofely bound together. Above Unity 
was reprefented, in an elegant marble 
medallion, five feet fix inches in dia- 
meter, Plenty, defignated hy the ufual 
emblems. 

In the centre, immediately above 
Peace, *a (imilar medallioti exhibited 
implements of agriculture; and above 
Prudence, the medallion piffured Na« 
vintioii by the different parts of a 
veflel, as mafts, rigging, anchors, ca- 
bles, &c. ^ , 

On the frieze was written, in large 
letters, Salus reipublic^k, or, as the 
Dutch tranllate it, Iht beil van kei 
gefniinebejh 

The pediment contained .1 tranfpa. 
rent cloud, which bore upon its dulky 
border the vox Ay rede (P«-ace), in large 
golden letters ; and above that the 
rifing fun Itrctched to the dlftance of 
twenty.four feet, which was illumi* 
nated with 360 lamps ; the remainder 
comprized 3000 ; the whole height was 
ninety feet. 

Above the medallions were felloons, 
formed of variegated lamps. 

The whole was finely painted in imi- 
tation of Italian, or variegated marble, 
with infinite efie£t: the ligiires were 
well drawn, ana (eemed to belpeak the 
artift of the Knglifli fchool; at lead, 
not of the lain':f ichool with tlicir 
boafied Rubens, Vandyke, &c.

BIOGRAPHICAL SKETCH OF THE LATE DR. MACLAURIN. 


D r. James Chichester Maclaujs 
R iN was born in London, Decem- 
ber 7, 1767, and was educated at St. 
Paul's School under Dr. Roberts, who 
had a high opinion of his abilities } and 
in the Latin Epitaph he is compodng, 
to be placed*on his pyipirs tomb at Ex- 
mouth, in Devonlhire, Dr. R. hasaf- 
ferted, that he cannot do judice to the 
memory of his deceafed friend. He 
Itudied medicine under Dr. Saunders, 
who entertained the luoft fanguine 
hopes of his future fame. In the year 
1794., he was with the Britilh army in 
Holland; his unremitting attention to 
the duties of his profeflion, in a winter 
the molt levere in the memory of man, 
laid the foundation of the difbrder 
which ultimately proved his death. 
On his leturn to England he went to 
Southampton, where lie had the mis- 
fortune to break a blood-velTe!) and 
was confined to his room feveral werks : 
this fevere indifpofition he never per- 
fectly recovered. On the concluiion of 
the Peace of Amiens, Dr. Maclatinn 
was appointed Phyfician to the P^mbaAy 
to France, and*' accompanied Lord 
Whitworth and fuite to Paris. His 
abilities and urbanity of manners will 
be long remembered by thofe who 
benefited by hisikiJi, and who bad the 
pie dure of his fociety, when relcafed 
from the toils of his profeinonal duty. 
Upon the return of Lord Whitwoitli to 
England, J(}r. MacUurin found his 


health fo impaired, that, by the ad- 
vice of his medical friends, he remov- 
ed to Exmouth, in Devonlhire, but 
found^ little or no benefit ; and, after 
lingering till the iSth of lall February, 
be expired in the 38th year of his age. 

One prominent feature in his cha- 
rader was an ivincfible mode Ay, and 
too great a diffidence in his own abilL 
ties, accompanied with fb much feel- 
ing and gentlenefs of difpofition, that 
his patients at the fame time beheld 
the phyfician and the fyinpatliifing 
friend. He was poflelfed of the great- 
eft firmnefs and ftrength of mind, and 
it has been oftea obferved by thofe 
who knew him well, that few men had 
ever fo little reafoii to retrad); their 
opinion, as he never formed one but 
upon the matureft refledlion. His lofs 
to the army is great ; and the many 
lives he prererved on the continent, by 
bis fkill while Pliylician to the Foi’ces, 
will remain an inconteftable monument 
of his fame.— It is a remarkable ciixum- 
ftance, that three ^eribns, who were 
in the greatelt habits of friendfhip, 
fhould be fnatched from this world 
at nearly the fame period ; namely, his 
Grace the Duke of Roxburgh, Jatuev 
Hare, £:c]. M. P. for Knarelborougt}, 
and Dr. M»Llaurin : the Duke, who 
lived but a few weeks after his friend, 
entertained the highelt refpcdl for him, 
and much regretted his piemature dc- 
ccafc. *•

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T his pleafant vI11a|;e is 'm the county 
of Surrey^ on the banks of the 
Thames^ four miles from London) 
and is remarkable for havins betn the 
birth-place of Henry St* John, Vif- 
count Boiingbroke, who, after many 
political vicinitudei, here teminated, 
as he had often wiibed^ his earthly ca« 
jeer, on the 15th of Nov. 175*9^^^ the 
79th year of his age. The family icat 
was a venerable ltru6ture in the form 
of ail H, and contained, it is faid. forty 
rooms on a floor. The greatelt part of 
it was demolilhed a few years when 
the manor was fold to Earl Spencer. 
On the fcite of the demulidied part of 
the houfe is erefted the fine horizontal 
air-mill and capital malt-diltillery (call- 
ed Bolingbroke Houfe Dlltillery) of 
Hodgfon and Co. The imall pait of 
the old manfion that was left flanding, 
forms a convenient dwelltng-houfe for 
Mr. Hodgfon. one of whofe parlours 
fronting the Thames is entirely lined 
with cedar, beautifullj^ inlaid, and was 
the favourite ihidy of Pope,^ the Icene 
of many a literary converfation. The 
horizontal air-mtil ftowufed for grind- 
ing malt for thediftlllery,wasbuiitafew 
years ago by Mr. Fowler, then a colour- 
man in Piccadilly, for the purpofe of 
grinding linfced. The defign of this mill 
was taken from that of another on a 
Ihialler fcale, conltrudled a few years 
ago at Margate by Captain Hooper. Its 
height from the foundation is 140 feet) 
the diameter of the conical part 54 at 
the bafe, and 45 at the top.

In order to check the ftecds of old 
Chronos, who feeins to be driving with 
the rapidity of ^ inaiUc<nchnian,and to 
give the paHengers of the prefent hour 
a refrofpeitive view of the country over 
which we have journeyed before our 
wiys were fo mu:b membnU as th^y cer- 
tainly arc, u is pleafmg, now and then, 
to alTiinie the character of a loquacious 
traveller, and point out, if it be only 
through the pane in the back pannel, 
tlie improvements that have been made 
within living memory. 

This has, with regard to chara6>ers, 
morals, manners, buildings, and modes 
of life, ill order to provoke comparifon, 
T>cen rdreadv done with furcefs, in the 
preceding twenty numbers of thefe 
Velliges $ and having not heard one 
ohji-fSion, but, on the contrary, much 
in their ceiminendation, I think the 
wifelt way will ^ be to continue them 
in the dune dcrultory manner that they 
have been begun : as, for example : 

The Itreet that gives the title to this 
fpec Illation, it is well known, is on the 
north fide of Oxford.road, oppofite to 
another caiic I Ciurks-itreet, which 


leads into Soho.rquare, a place that 
was formerly termed King's-fquaret 
in honour ot King Charles the Second, 
toward the conclufion of whofe reign 
his ftatue, as it now appears, was 
placed in the centre, and the fur- 
rounding buildings eieded f. On the 
fouth fide ftood the magn.ihcent man- 
fion of Lord Vifcoiint Bateman, built, 
or rather finifhed, by the Gentleman 
whom Sir Charles Hanhury Williams, 
and perhaps others, called Dicky % 
Bateman.’* r 

This, like Powis-hoiife, was a fpeci- 
men of the elegant brick-work of that 
age. It was adorned with pilaRers, 
itone quoins, and cornice, Rood in a 
large fore court, and was enclofed by 
palifadoes and magnificent gates hung 
againR pillars which, on each fide, 
ferved as pedeRals for a dog, as large, 
and probably as well fculptured, as the 
ancient one of Myron. 

The back offices and Rabies of thifc 
houfe were in Queen-Rreet ; and when 
it was, more tluii thirty years fince, 
demolifhed, Bateman’s -buildings, and 
fome hoiifes in the fquare, were eiedled 
upon its fite. 

But to return to Rathbone-place, 
which was built foon after the fquare. 
I can Rill remember when the Rreer 
terminated where the olJ buildings now 
end. At this pface there were rails 
and iroli gates, beyond which wav a 
large pond furrounded with walks, 
a good deal refembling the refervoir 
in the Green Park j at the upper end

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•f whipfi was the fame kind of fluice. 
Fi*onting this, a lioufe much celebrated 
for the manufaHure of Bath buns and 
Tunbridge water^skesj which was 
connected, by a row of large and vene- 
rable elms, to another famous for con- 
viviality, called the Cock and Pye; 
from which ingenious combination, 
the idea of which was originally Gal- 
lie *, the back fields had their denomi- 
nation. 

In the garden of this manlion the 
bulls of the fghting-ment call in plaiter 
of Paris, and curioufl)^ coloured, were 
exhibited. I do not mean thofe of 
Alexander, Hannibal, Cxfar, and lucli 
kind of fellows, but perl'ons confider- 
ably more innocent, as they only hurt 
each other, viz.

Tlir nicl.nicholy canftrophe of the 
late Gr* .eril Grii field, his amiable 
Lacfy, and her friend, who have fo 
kAcly fallen martjrs to the peftilential 
influence of the ye. low fever, which 
has not, I feir for foine ye-os been 
lot'Ally eradicated either from the Ame* 
ricin continent or lome of the Welt 
India iAinds, having mn<fe contagion a 
freqiient topic of convei fation, has con* 
feqiuntiy turned my thoughts to this 
fubie<et. 

The fite of that excellent Officer, 
whom I reirerrher from his firft (when 
■ Lieutenant in the Foot Oiia»ds) 
ing ns Adjutant to tlio^c companies in 
tbe Savoy liiirack*, near which lie 
refided. I ai'.o remcivher the indefa- 
tigable itfentiun he paid to the corps, 
the pleafui e he u'ed to take in his duty, 
and thcrefp.?rt and love with which he 
was re«:arded by his foldiers. 

The fall, a* I haVe obfci vrd, of fuch 
a man, in w'hofe min<l military glory 
was the firlf paffim, when he was, by 
the proliable fiibjtiration of the whole 
of The Wei* India Iflmds, upon the 
point ol'att lining the ve'y acme of his 
wifhes, I he fruition of hj*« hope.s, feems 
to h'lve icn.leicd douhiv baleful the 

E dtilential blafi, 'o have added double 
irroistothe tontagious finerid, and 
to have n»adc the poifoiioiis fling of 
that epidemic enemy to human eVill- 
ence doubly terrific. 

RefleAioi'S upon tbe fubtile and 
infectious qualities of a morbid atino- 
A9herc,of which 1 h«ve in fvitne degree 
wit the efFcifls, have naturally induced 
ibe to diaw toeiether fome inftances of 
thofe cffeCls both in this and other 
climates, to which, perhaps, they are 
more indigenous. Ilowevci , here they 
cannot be wholly irrelevant, as almoit 

r y day's experience informs me of 
neceffity that there is to guard 
argainlt the caufe of their produdion. 


It was the opinion of Mr. Boyle, that 
exhalations arifing from tlie earth may 
produce peftilential dif'orders, and even 
tbe pligiie itfeif. The extraordinary* 
inundation of the Nile has, after its 
receffion, been known, from its ilime^ 
to infect the air with putrid ex* 
•halations; and although it has been 
alTerted, that when the immeiiie lakes 
in North America become fubjedf to 
the fame phenomenon, the exhalations 
Tom the uligiaous matter which they 
depotite does not impart any thing 
noxious to the circumambient air, yet 
1 fear that recent experience has fhtwii 
the fallacy of this hypothefts of a former 
period, and given us fatal reafbn to be« 
iieve, that the contaminating ciHavia 
arifing from the fcttlement and evapo- 
ration of ihtii* llagnaie waters has been 
produflive of that difent'e whole general 
and individual ravages we now deplore* 
But though this nviy account for the 
produelion and dillemination of pelti- 
lence in fituations even under the in- 
fluence of a rapid circulation of air, it 
appears that cloaths, bedding, &c. 
may become ]o:ided with particles in'^ 
iniical to human life, by other cauies of 
contamination than thole arifing from 
terieibial humidity: fuch are thole 
that produce the gaol fever, namely, 
clofe and crowded apartments, animal 
piitie' action, aud obftrufted perfpira* 
tion, though, perhaps, the 
efiedt n.thtr than the caii^e. A galley. 
Have einpbyed in burying the dead 
during tlic plague at Marleilles made 
his elcape, went to a neighbouring 
village, and prefented his kinfman with 
a coat and dockings worn by lome per- 
ion deceafed. His kinfman died in 
thiee days, and foon afier his wife 
and two children. His Ton, who lived at 
Canourgue, went from thence in order 
to htiry his family. At his return he 
gave his hroiiier-in-law a cloak Iksdhad 
brought with him, which he laid on tnl 
bed, and immediately, alfuoit, loft a 
chilli ; in two days after, his wife; in a 
week he died himfelf. The galley^ 
Have who originally introduced and 
who carried part of thefe garments, it 
does not appear was at all infeded t 
of which unaccountable kind of efcape 
we have heard many inftances; though, 
the caufe that rendered thole bodied

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Jefs vulnerable to the attacks of the diP* 
eafe* has never yet been iatisfattorily 
• developed. 

When the Court aiTembled at Oxford, 
in the nineteenth year of Elizabeth, 
1577* to try Robert Jcnks, a bookfeller, 
for fpeaktng opprobrious words of the* 
Queen, fuddcnly the Judges, &c. were 
furprifed with an effluvia the tnoft 
noxious that it is poflible to conceive. 
Many thought that this peltilentiai 
favour arofe from the prifoner then juft 
brought in. The faculty were of this 
opinmn } though others afcribed it to 
the dainpnefs of the place, which was 
very improbable j however, the well- 
known eftedt was, that almoft all the 
men*, viz. Judges, Dodfors, Sheriff, 
Lawyers, See. died within forty hours j 
though, what was very fingular, the 
women and children that were in Court 
efcaped, and the Infedtioii fpiCad no 
further. 

It is a circumftance that muft have 
occurred to the obrervaiion of many, 
hat, with refpeft to noxious effluvia, 
omething of the fame nature has fre- 
quently arifen in crowded Courts, and 
when a number of prifoners have been 
brought up, as Ins frequently been ex- 
perienced ill public offices, though pro- 
videntially not attended with luch 
dreadful confequences. It has been 
j; eiwAg»y fuppof^d, that the vaft in- 
ycrafe of criminals after the peace of 
174S, many under fentences, and the 


number continually accumulating, frpoi 
the contents of the various piufona of 
the metropolis being, a few days plxi* 
vious to every feluoiis, poured uito 
Newgate, where they muft nece(fiurilv« 
in the Old Gaol, have been confined la 
clofe apartments, without that atten- 
tion being paid to cleanlinefs wbjch 
has fince prevailed, produced a degree 
of putrefa^ion highly peltilentiai. 

The operation of this putrefied and 
morbid air emanating from the filthy 
habiliments of the culprits brought for 
trial at the May Seffiftns in the Qld Bai- 
ley 1750, engendered among the audi- 
ence that peltilentiai fever which proved 
fatal to the Lord Mayor, two Aider- 
men, Judges, Counfel, Jury, and a con- 
fiderable number of the Ipe^atorsf. 

Examining further the influence and 
the cfrcrcls ot contagion, there appears 
in it fome property which, like ele£kri- 
city or magnetifiu, leems calculated to 
reprefs or elude the enquiries and re- 
fearches of philofophers. That it it 
frequently engendered from atniofphe- 
ric and aquatic liagnation and corporeal 
filthinefs, is certain ^ and that it pofielTes 
a fubtlety, perhaps beyond that of any 
other phyfical power, fatal experience 
has frequently evinced I but that the 
particles of its baleful emanations 
fiiould adhere to particular objedlSt 
and leave others untouched, though 
apparently within their range, appa- 
rently under the fame influence} chat

f In mor^l fpeculations, nothing affords greater afliftance to the mind, in forminjg 
conclufions, than comparilbns of different peilods, whether we are attraAed by their 
virtues or their vices. In comparing the ftate of the metropolis after the peace of 
OAober 1748, indeed after that of 1762, and even that which followed the*Anierican 
nxiW^we are aftoniflied at the ferocious charaAer that was aflumed by the depraved 
-^^rt of fociety, at the atrocious feenes of rapine and depravity that occurred, nav at 
the fanguinary and incc.idiary efforts that were in operation. The gaols were crowded, 
the reffloni protraAed to an unufual length, and, retrofpeAively glancing toward.tba 
former and middle parts of the century, executions were fo dreadfully frequent at 
almoft to become a national leproach. 

Aftc;r the laft peace, i8oi, I fpeak from obfervation founded on experience, not- 
: ' wrthftanding all that had been augured of the depredations of dilbanded multitodeSf 
the metropolis was never in a more quiefeent ftate. The public offices, comparatively 
^(peaking, were fcarcely tioubled with an extra night-charge } and confidCring our 
^mmenle* and inci’caiing population, with the various habits, purfuits, paftions, and 
. propenficies of thjs multitude, it has been a matter of liirprire that fo much order and 
migafasiVfftoiilji^ave been eftablifticd at a period which bad heretofore been always 
difgrace^y tffibounded ticentioulVicfs. For this I can aflign two realons x the firft, 
. -the valt- improvement which 1 have obferved in the moile ot difbanding the Army and 
Navy} the fecond, -probably, the improvement introduced into the police the 
, ^ Jmetropoiit, which it is neither neceffary, nor would it be pioper, here to dcfcant on.

ereat proficiency in any of the abltrulh 
fciencet. But» whatever real weight 
Tuch allegations might formerly have» 
find however preponefilon may yet give 
them an imaginai^ one. 1 prefume they 
are not of a kind that, in the prefent 
itate of knowledge, deferve much con* ‘ 
fideration. 

Language^ taken in the abfiraf^, is 
pofierior to tbwgbu and has no natural 
connexion with ideas. Though a happy 
artifice to communicate conceptions from 
mind to mind, it ha# itri^tly no efl'en- 
tial concern in their Jirft production : 
and hence it is not too bold to fay. 
that the underfiandiiig, in virtue of 
her own powers, might clearly per- 
ceive, in any extent, the general faCls 
and laws of nature, without the poC 
iefiion of any language at all. This is 
an impollihle cafe only becaufe it is im* 
pofiibie that any one perfon, for him- 
iclf, can make difcoveries, by his own 
reflection a .id experience, as extenfive 
as thofe pioduced by the united eflbrts 
of mankind. Every new difcovery 
mult be materially derived from the 
ptrely mental procefs here alluded to. 
It cannot, therefoie, be wrong to con- 
clude, that if a fuflicient number of 
fa^s and laws relating to any art or 
fcicnce do but exilt in the mind's eye, 
(as we^ay call it,^ it is enough (as far 
afJ|S#M'Wifiuge is concerned) to qualify 
ilTe owner of that mind foi' the pro- 
feflion of that art or fcience. All the 
various procefles of intellect ion may be 
applied to them of which we are capa- 
ble ; and they may doubtlefs lead to 
opinions, and direCt to undertakings, 
with the confidence of a genuine vali- 
dit};. • 

So we may fpeak of language in the 
abftraCt. But fome inferences from 
this ipprefentation may be put in 
terms, That, as far as 

*-mding is concerned, thole languages 
are the belt calculated to make an adept 
in any province of inquiry which con- 
tain the belt precepts reipefiting that 
inquiry. Seeindfyt Thar, if conveni- 
ence and the due hulbanding of time 
be valuable things, it muft ever be of 
fome fervice to find the preference due 
a mother tongue, nirdljt That, 
Imfore a ftudent enfi^et with any par- 


tkular foreign langoage; mfirely for the 
lake of benefitting his profeflton or urt, ' 
it mav Ibmetimes oe oi ufe to confiderp 
whether the pecu&ar information con*' 
tained in that language be worth thie 
labour of iu acquirement. 

Now in thefe kingdoms, as well* for 
fome time paft as at prefent, fince 
we have had as many and as valuable 
publications on pbyfic and furgery, 
original or tran Hated, as any other 
tongue can fupply, (or, at leafi, what 
are fuflicient for competent informa- 
tion,) it appears utierly difficult to 
comprehend, why tuition, abili- 
TIBS, INDUSTRY, and EXPERIENCE, 
Ihould not enable 'a mere Englilh 
fcliolar to become a proficient in the 
art of healing. 

In his native tongue, I fancy, he 
may find enough of matter to fill up 
the amplefl underftanding. And Ibould 
he really mifs any particular of infor. 
mation from ignorance of any other, 
a little more diligence, or a degree 
more of ability in the ufe of his own, 
might, on fome account or other, pro- 
duce an ample com pen fat ion. — The 
knowledge of no two men is alike j 
nor can we properly confine the name 
of knowledge to any precife quantity. 
Every man is certainly learned and 
capable in any art, fo far as he is 
learned ond capable, independent of 
the means by which that learning was 
acquired, the precife form it may take, 
or the bounds to which it may eittend. 
Tlie late Mr. John Hunter was a man 
of very flight education, even of little 
reading, and unable to write his own 
papers $ yet, from an a£^ive, firong, 
and inrenioiis mind, he became one 
of : Ijjt firft anatoinilts of his time. And 
what lay two late writers as to thin 
point, who treat on the quali^cations 
of a phyfician ? Dr. Gregory aiTertt, 
that ** If a furgeon or apothecary has 
got the knowlec^e required in a phyfi- 
cian, he is a pbyncian to all intents and' 
purpofes, whether he is a Dviflor or 
not, and ought to be refpeAed and 
treated accordingly f. And Dr. Wi- 
thers obferves, ** I know that there 
are men of that afpiring genius and 
ftead;^ implication to bufinefB, who» 
notwithmndii^ great ignorance in 
other liberal foiences, underfiand the

feflion.’*— 

t OB the Duties, flee? p« 46 $ 
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prpfeinoii of medicine in a mafterly 
manner I who, by ruccefsful practice, 
and an anxious care for the uck, ac- 

2 uirc a high chai*a£ler, and juftly de* 
trve fame I and furmounting every 
prefenting obftacle, oblige others, by 
mere proteflional merit, to folicit their 
attendance. Such practitioners are often 
a public blellitig. Bold, obferving, and 
judicious, by dedicating their labours 
to the itudy of medicine alone, they 
really improve their profeflioii both in 
juAnefs of principle and foundnefs of 
practice*.” , 

Allowing all this, the merits of Dr. 
Bracken as a praCVical phyrician and 
furgeon muft be determined by what 
he really knew, and the abilities with 
which that knowledge was applied, 
independent of the channels through 
which it was acquired. And boththefe 
particulars may in (bme degree be now 
gathered from his writings by the com- 
petent ; though a good deal refpeCtinjg 
them can only be inferred from his 
aAual Aiccei's} in the fecuriiigof which 
there was one thing, indeed, that 
could never he properly judged of but 
by thofe who intimately knew him, 
aod which manifefted one of his great 
excellencies : that was, the quick, and 
dmoft jntuitfve, perception which, I 
have been informed by his pupils, he 
had into the maladies of his patients, 
and the ready and ingenious expe- 
dients he devifed for their cure or 
mitigg(ion. peculiar endowment 
which fliould conflderably diftinguiOi 
all whoprorefs the healing art, a prompt 
and happy adjudication concerning 
caufe and he had in an eminent 
degree ; and which talent, joined with 
fumeient exptrUwe^ great willingnefi to 
hear its voice, and the advantage? of 
what is called tnnihrr-nmt^ may, in po 
snaproper ienfe, be confidered as the 
phyiician's real Apollo. 

Though the prejudices (as we have 
prefumed to think them) of the kind 
juft noticed were not in favour of the 
l)oAor*s education, yet be was himfelf 
vniiled by a (iip'dar one $ the mention of 
which will lead to a few other occa- 
Aonei reiparks* 


In hit time, the celebrity of thr 
great Newton, and the recent eftab- 
lifliment of the Roval Society, bad 
brought mathematical learning much* 
into vogue I and, as often is the cafe 
in a favourite ftudy, there was a gene* 
ral inclination to extend its principles 
too far, and to introduce them into 
alien fubje^ts \ as morah% and 

the like. He Ivid bellowed feme 
thought upon thele inquiries ; and fo 
high an opinion had he of the matbe^ 
mattes^ and particularly of bydranlicsp 
being of ufe in<^ accounting for tbo 
modus operandi of feme things in pbyfic» 
that he not only Teems, on that account,, ' 
to rlefpife the knowledge of many of his 
contemporaries, but even to think the 
great Sydenham himfelf was deficient 
in the theory of his art, and in giving a 
proper nubyfw a mbereforOf (as he cdle 
it,) becaufe he was not an adept in 
mathematical and mechanical learn* 
ingt- 

Here partiality mult have greatly 
blinded his judgment : for of what ufe 
can the moft curious relations refpeA- 
ing quantity (whether applied to maitor 
or motion) have in giving us due con- 
ceptions of the interior operations of 
nature in the human frame, and the 
powers of medicines when acting upon 
organized life? This latter province of 
learning has nothing to do with dia^ 
grams I the forms and mearul^R$tv.%(},f 
lines. What is of ufe to know in it ii, 
a^ual effects t not mental relations i the 
refult of a cbemi/lry (if the term may be 
here allowed to have fe extended a 
meaning) perfeiUy infcrutable to our 
fenfes, which, in the chief of its caules, 
(Jkcondary often as well as primary 
muft ever baffle the mott fagacipua 
mind to trace or comprehends and 
with the fa^ls of which experience alone 
can fatisfaftorily inform us any thing*^ 
All in this retired province is 
indeed I And no wife man fhould 
any faith in a priori reafeiiings eon*- 
cerning the greatelt part of if, on. 
mechanical principles, till he can fully 
ihew how it is, chat a particle of dead 
matter may be fe Ranged as to poflefe 
life, and bow what we dine upon to-day

-tfcian; and to which notion, indeed, 
Dr. Gregory has fince given confider- 
Oble countenance *. But I pi^fume a 
little unbiafled thought might foon 
hare (hewn this to be a learned pre- 
judice. For though ^he fydraulic laws 
an form us, (for one in dance,) that 
th^ when a fluid pafles through a tube 
va^ing in diameter, its velocity in any 
9>^rt will be inverfely as the fqiiare of 
the diameter of that part; and (all 
things elfe alike) that fluids of different 
tleiifuies will impinge againtt an obfta. 
cle in fuch a tube with a force in a 
direct proportion to thefe denfitxet : 
while common lenfe only tells us, (in 
the fir ft cafe,) that fime diminution 
of velocity will follow fuch an increafed 
orifice I and, in the other, that the 
force of the fluid will keep fame pace 
with its weight t yet of what faperior 
advantage can this mathematical nicety 
’be, when we muft know, at the fame 
time, that it is as impoflible, by human 
ikill, to produce at pleafure any ftated 
velocity and momentum in tlie blood, 
•* «>iVtoTrcally perceive that a certain 
'Jde accurately reauires them. Such 
confiderattons as thefe extend to the 
other hydraulic laws $ and will raani- 
feft, that they are all as ufelefs in the art 
of medicine, as, in the opening of 
a vein, it is of no confequence that 
the phl^otomitt fcientifically under* 
Itan^s the tbeory of fpouting fluids. 
In truth, the fwbole of the adding prin- 
ciples, and kow they aA in carrying on 
the circulation of the blood, (and which

In the peculiar organ of the syr, 
part of the procefs of vifion may, in- 
deed, be epticidfy explained $ (that is» 
by mathematical lines, on the prin- 
ciples of light palling through a lensp 
and thereby producing an image on the 
fttinai) but little is done towards 
fliewing how the nerve communicates 
this to the mind, fo as to produce fign 
itigi and notbing, I apprehend, tending 
to difeover how to remove fuch of its 
many difeafes as are not open to in- 
fpelftion. And in the furpeal depart- 
ment, the replacing of a disjointed, ot* 
reducing of a broken limb, no more 
acquaintance with the fi*ui meckanicai 
powers appears to be required than 
IS foon obtruded upon every day- 
labourer. All that can be wanted here 
(and a great deal too) is an intimate 
knowlec^e, however obtained, of the 
human frame, as tq its more vifible 
parts and functions, and fufficient na- 
tural gifts as to extent of underftand- 
ing and dexterity of finger 

When Borelli calculates, in the cafe 
of a man extending his arm, andaiA the 
extremity of bis four fingers fupporting 
as great a weight as he can, that the 
force that is exerted in the muicles to 
fuftain this weight, is more than fo. 
venty thou (and times greater than that 
of tty weight ; granting him to be ac- 
curate in the prbeefs, he does no foiw 
*vice to forgery, though he iqay dif- 
eover a Itriking fpeculative fait ||.

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The matbematicii howpvery confti- 
tute in themfelves a noble fcience, 
greatly urefiils as well as moft attrad- 
jvely curious j and their difcoveries, no 
doubt, are of a kind which do the high- 
cft honour to human iag.i. ity. And 
the few remarks juft made refpe^ting 
them, and what are called the leari^ed 
languages, as to real utiliry in the ftudy 
of medicinet 1 triift will not be con- 
limed as tending to depreciate that uti- 
lity,or to countenance empiricifinf but 
fimply, as well as humbly, to ofter a 
liintas to their [proper value and appli- 
cation. All kinds of liberal know- 
ledge are at leaft ornamental } and 
when, in any union, they do not divert 
the mind too much from a particular 
profeflion, they cannot but, in foine 
lhape or degree, lend it collateral aid. 

As the Do^or was millaken (we 
conceive) in thus thinking (kill in the 
mathematics necelfary to the pra£iice 
of medicine, fo he had made a falie efti- 
mation of bis own proficiency therein : 
for 1 have been informed, by an able 
judge, ^ that it was but (lender, and 
that, in treating upon the eye, the 
optical notions he has thought it pro- 
per to introduce are often wrong. 

Though medical knowledge may 
thus be poiTelTed by the mind (or 
lodged perceptively in it) to any ex- 
tent, and lead to the moft efficacious 
praelice without much afliftance from 
the learned languages, or much acu- 
mep^^even in the conftru^ion of oue*s 
own ; yet, as language is the happy 
yehide of knowledge, and has within 
ilfclf appropriate excellencies and de- 
fe<fts, it becomes uecedary that he who 
would convey to another what medical 
knowledge he may mentally polTefs, 

' muft then enter upon the exeriife of 
another art, the art of writing, in 
which' he may, or may not, ac- 
cording as he is formed for that end 
.by •'iture, or may have been trained to 
it by education. And thefe confidera- 
tions lead to the notice of a diitin 61 ion 
, between the antf/rr of a book and the 
firn: in which it is conveyed; each of 
which may gain a preference in the 
qminds of their rtaJers as their different 


views and taftes may lead then* Some 
may admire what is new and ingen ioua^ 
however it be as to diefs and appear- 
ance i while others may have no reliSi 
for any thing that is not at the (amt 
time recommended by (bme degree of 
fa(hionable elegance and clnffical purity. 

Now from this latter kind of readers 
the Do6lor*s publications were not caU 
cuhted to receive much praife, as, per- 
haps, bis mind could not (loop to the 
niceties of tafie, and as he wrote with 
loo much difpatch and too little revi- 
iion, to (land tbe teft of literary cri- 
ticifm. The former clafs of readers, 
therefore, was that which he bad^ in 
view, thofe who read for information 
and the enlargement of their minds § 
and by them it appears, from the nu- 
merous and frequent editions of feve- 
ral of his books, that what he wrote 
was held in conlidcrable ell i mat ion. 

On the (everal accounts jult men- 
tioned, his ftile appears to be loole, 
prolix, and inaccurate; but it is co- 
pious, and (iiigularly his owm*; un- 
affcAed, or if aife^ed, it is with a pro- 
penfity to fpeak wla/ he thinks and 
^ he thinks, without any regard to the 
more elegant and cautious foroiS of 
writing. Hence, though his phrafeo- 
logy is often vulgar, it is in general 
lively and original, as is hia* way of 
thinking. His notions bein g di us freo 
from any thine (iSvilh, fouifflfe*i'^pn 
much g6od (enfe and experimwk.* 
knowledge, and^ aided with no^ fligbt\ 
compals of reading, at the period be 
wrote, he might be faid generally either 
to inform or entertain the mind, and ^ 
hence moftly to merit the notice of 
a liberal and ingenious incuiirer:— I 
fay, at tbi period be fon in judg- 

ing of his ftyU and matter^ the greH ele- 
gancies that have been given to our 
hnguage, and the many^ difeoveries 
made in phyiicyhrmhat time,l)«ght, 
by all means, to be taken into due cw- , . 
fideration. 

This genius and originality, this 
brlghtnels of parts and itriking fuccefs, 
rendered his name extenfively famdUs 
forupwai*ds of forty years f: and bad 
he paffed his time in apart of the world

trate the energies of the mind ) he 
might Hill have been a greater orna- 
ment to his profeflion. As it was— as 
what he has done in it has been grate* 
fully acknowledged by his extenuve lilt 
of patients, fo what he has done for it 
will, I doubt not, be favourably re- 
membered by his candid and judicious 
readers. • 

That great abHiries feldom efcape 
the machinations of envy, and enjoy a 
proportionable allotment of happinefs ; 
and that deviations from the ordinary 


laws of priideiicetmgeiieranTfoUo^ 
with fome diftgreeame coolgqueimt^ 
are leflbhs forced upon ui by every 
day's experience. But, from the fore- 
going . nsnrative, is there not ibitt 
ground for the fuppoit of this further, 
tliou|^ perhaps lefs obvious precept, 
that in the poflWon of eminent en- 
dowments, it might often finouth the 
path of life to exhibit them with fome 
degree of cautions and, as a great

DEAR SIR* London^ July 8, i77r« 
I am at length* after a ioiig train 
of jading fatigues, arrived at iny old 
l^gingt at Turing's, top of St. Mar- 
tin's ftreet, Leic^lter*iields ; and having 
made one round to moll of ruy ac« 
quaintances, though to many of them 
1 may not he very prelfing in a fecond 
viht* I now At down to have the plea- 
lure of converAng with you on paper* 
and of giving you a few notices of 
occurrences on hiishufy /cene, which* 
to a perfon like me* who has no cares* 
is not half fo charming, when in a^ual 
view, as it appeared at a diftance to the 
longing imagination* A very cold June* 
iriconvenient lodgings for the Arft fort-

With inany* I find* it has the efteci 
of exciting inquiries about your other 
works* which they had not heard of 
before. I expected to have feen an 
account of it in both Reviews* but it 
is referved for next month.

There is a long lilt of errata at the 
end of thefe Volumes, and fome niiD 
takes not compiehended in it | and fur 
thefe, in a prefatory advertifement, 
an apology is made. It Teems that the 
Lady living at a diftance from London, 
the correction of the pr^ls had been 
kindly undertaken by a friend, who 
not readily decyphering the Author’s 
hand, was forced fonietimes to guefs, 
and Ibmt times to make a meaning; 
in which he was not always TucceTsful. 
In particular, the word unkiJ^ a pro* 
vincial expre.Tiou, fiifticleiuly appro* 
priate to the character iifing it, but 
hardly uiiderftot>d in the metrofotis^ is 
unitormly printed ; which makes 
fomethiiig approaching to noni'enfe of 
the pallages where it occurs. In gene- 


ral, thefe errors, . wliere they are found 
til Englifh words, will be eafily cor* 
refted by the intrlligent reader : in the 
French terms thvy will be fet right 
with more difticulty, and therefore 
ought to be carefully attended to in 
a futare edition, to which rhis novel 
has inconteftible pretenftons.

We congratulate the lovers of our 
motber-tongue that it nvas found. 
A more amufing medley of whim and 
C c a good* 
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good -humour, blended with juft and 
ufeful criricirm, on the local diale£^ of 
London, (a fiibjeA that concerns every 
clafs of life above the very meaneft,) 
we fliaU not often meet with. That 
has fometimes indulged an- 
tiquarian conje^ure in excurfions to 
the very verge of probability, mutt be 
confcflTed ; but much more generally 
has he iirefully employerl his faculties 
in tfauin^ and fixing the origin and 
true meaning of words that have been 
much mifunderttoud, and of courfe 
much iTsifemployed. 

We fliali not cuter on an analyfis of 
the Volume j but, after noticing two or 
three palTagcs. c»‘iicludc with warmly 
recommending the whole to the atten. 
tion of our readers. 

Speaking of the intonations of vowels, 
where the letter O. conies into contafl 
with them, Mr. P., .iinong many other 
remarks, has the follovi'iiig : 

“ Horfes by this woid [CJe] are put 
in motion ; when, if their pace be too 
flow, the command is doubled or re- 
doubled by — “ Gr, Ge, G/,” which, in 
cafe of non-conipliancci is enforced by 
the whip.” 

This is certainly a fidfe pofltlon, and 
of courie the realoning founded upon 
it falls to the ground. The word Ge is 
ufed by caiters, npl to put in motion, 
uoi to accelemte progrefs ; but as a word 
of coMunand by wliich horfVs are made 
to undertland that they arc to keep at a 
greater dillance from the pathway in 
.^whifih ihe carter is waiking.-^This 
miftake, however, only fbews that the 
Antiquary had not fo deeply ftudied 
horfe- learning as that of his fellow, 
men. 

Altera little deviation, be refumes 
bis main fubjeff thus ; «

ance witjj every thing relating to our 
forefathers gives me the boldnefs to afk 
an eletmofynaiy patronage of the fol- 
lowing nddiefs. 1* is in behalf of Tome

bring before you in your judicial capa« i 
city as a literary man } when I hopejio < 
prove that my clients are not mere. 
certificate-men^ but that they hflW wW- 
hm gained Ugal fettlemeuts My l ong fer- 
vice, though now outtM^y ufiTTjSCTT' 
to the veri^cation of the adage, that 
• Might overcomes Right.* 

Though the fubjed of the follow- 
ing pages be too trivial for the confi- 
deration of the great tribunal of the 
Society of Antiquaries colle£lively, it 
may, ncverthelefs, ierve to amufe you 
for an hour as an individual. 

“ The ear, Sir, is equally negligent 
with the eye; and we take no more 
note of founds which we daily bear, 
than of objects which we daily fee. 
Thus, while we are commenting on 
Slvikfpcare, mending or marring his 
text, the dialefl of the hour pafles by 
our ears unheeded. 

“ The language of every country is 
as fubjeCl: to ch.iiige, as the inhabitants, 
property, buildings. See . ; and while 
antiquaries are groping for the vettiges 
of tottering cattles, and poring over 
fragmentary inlcriptions jult rilcn from 
the grave 5 - why not advert alio to 
words and phrafes which carry with 
them the like ttamp of age ? Such will 
thefe be with which I am now goingto 
trouble you, and which, though cur- 
rent every day, and .^lifpefted of a bale 
alloy, will, be found to bear the fire, 
and come up to the ftandard. 1 know 
it is felony, without benefit of clergy, 
to fcour an old coin, be the legend ever 
fo illegible; but the objetiVs before us 
will appear more antienc for the opera- 
tion, when the modern dutt and dirt 
which obfeure them (hall have been 
brufbed away. * 

** By all that has been hitherto ob- 
ferved, I would prepare yon. Sir, for 
what follows meaning only to in- 
finuate, that there is food for an anti- 
quary in the daily diale6l of London, 
whif h, with all its leeming vulgarity, 
owes its biith to daysofywre^ as much 
as any other object of the fenfes on 
which Time has laid his unfeeling 
hand.” 

As may be fuppofed from the fore- 
going extraff, Mr. Pegge labours hard, 
and not inffFeciuall 3 {, to prove, that 
great niiinber of w'ords and phrafe 
which have, by the excefs of modern 
refinement, or fattidiobfnefs, been dif- 
carded as corrupt and vulgar, are an- 
cient, appropriate, juft, and legitimate. 
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—He remarks at much length on the 
word Cockney, and its many ahlurdly 
imputed derivations ; and in the mais 
i>f his information we find the follow 
ingi 

•* For the honour of the 

ictiiemUr.«*»d» that in the Chnit- 
mas feafis, which were formerly hehl 
with fo much foolifti expen fe at our 
Inns of Court, the Kittg pf Cockntys 
(an imaginary Lord-Mayor of London, 
chofen from their own community,) 
was entertained with extraordinary 
refpeflability ; of which we hivc a 
lull account in Dugdale's ** Oi igines 
Juridiciales — for in the 9th year of 
King Henry VIII. it was ordered, 
that-*** The King of Cockneys fiioiiht 
lit, and have due fervice ; and that Hi£, 
and his Marjhal^ Butler^ and Conftabb- 
Marjbal^ ihould have their lawlul and 
lioneft commandments, by the delivery 
of the officers of Chriflmas 

After all that has been faid, Sir, let 
us not be unmindful of fome real and 
fubftantial benefits which have arifeti 
to fociety from this order of Citizens 
in particular, who have thus innocently 
fallen into fuch unmerited conte npr. 
At the time when Mr. Strype puhltflied 
an enlarged edition of Stowe's Survey 
of London and Weftminiier f , there 
was an annual feaft, held at Stepney, 
exprefsly called ** The Cockney’s 
Feaft on whicheday a contribution 
was made, cither at churcli pr at din- 
ner, (or at both,) with which the 
parilh children were apprenticed. Mr. 
Strype (who was himfelf a Cockney) 
adds, that he had more than once 
preached before the Society on the 
occafion Mr. Lyibns fays, tliat the 
principal purpofe of the Society was 
the 'Apprenticing poor children to the 
fea-fervice; and that the institution 
was patronifed by feveral perfons of 
diitinf^ion $ among which he adds, 
that the Duke of Montagu and Admi- 
ral Sir Charles Wager were the Stew, 
ards for the year 1734. It gave place 
at length to a more general inllitiition.

Among the Greeks, he dates, we are 
indebted to the klioKtrs <if Pythagoras 
for thole verfes which convey to us the 
great principles of his mural lyfiems 
and to Zenopnon and Plato, who were 
pupils of 6i»craT‘S, vve owe the prefer- 
' vation of tiiufe maxims which been- 
forced, as well bv his own condu^l in 
life, as by his dii'cuurlVs. Peril. ips to the 
fame caufc wc may attribute many of 
the admirable feiitences or Etnipides, 
who was alio a pupil to that great mnn. 
Thus Zenopbon's books of the dcwds 
and fayings of Socrate.s, as well as the 
dial »ga»*s of Plato, are in fait Hocratz^ 
ana. The apophthegms of the jiLil db- 
phers, coilcited^iy Diogtacs Laertius ; 
the fentenceb of Pythagoras ; thofeof 
£pi£tetiis; and the works of Stobaius ; 
are ill fvi many Anas : and under the 
iandion of the name of Hierocles Alex- 
- ah*drhius, we find a little book, en'’itled 
faettia de piijt erum fudh/irum Ji.'iis et 
fact'u rtdkulis. Eves’ the Genisra of the 
Jews properly belongs to this dais $ to 
which may likewile be referred fht' 
Orpbica, JEfipica, Pjfrrbonea, and many 
others. ^ 

With refpeft to the Romans, it ap- 
pears chat both ^iatiliian and Cicero 
highly approved of fuch works ; al- 
though the Jatrer, with much reafun, 
complains, that in three volumes which 
had been pubiillied, entitled Joci dee- 
mi/f many things were attributed to 
him which he never laid \ and he la- 
ments his difappolntment, in having 
hoped that the conviTlation of any 
other perfon could not pofTibly have 
been taken for his. The No^es Attica 
of Aulus Gellius immediately belong 
to this &fs. They confirt of collec- 
tions from his converfations with He- 
. rodius Atticiis, Favorinus, Taurus, 

V Xlarcus Frontus, and many other illuf* 

f 


trious perfons who then flouriflied at ’« 
Athens and Koine; and the writings of 
Plutarch and Pliny ai^iind with^vbr^ 
refults of fimilar inteicourfe with the 
learned men of their time. 

Precedents derived from fuch un- 

S ueilionable antiiority, might well io- 
uce the leajned cditois in modern 
times to follow the bright example ; 
and accordingly it has been obferved, 
that Attas are known in every country 
where theie are books or learned men. 
The hrft pubbe^tionof this dais, how. 
ever, which allumed the title of Ana^ 
was the Scaligeriaua. They afterwards 
mnitiplied cunfiderably all over Eu- 
rope, England excepted; for the ob- 
feene Jokes of biiffooits and players, 
fuch as Joe Miller's jells, and other 
low compilatiofts of the fame damp, 
do not meiit to be placed in the rank 
with the lefpeclibU me?»orubiiia of 
illiilfrious men, which are now be- 
coming tadiiunuble amongll us, and 
defer V util V fo, on two accounts, their 
authenticity and purity. 

7'he Swiftiana, beiore we perufed it, 
excited no fmal] degice of apprehen- 
fioii, fome of the Deal's conipoiitions, 
efpecially the pnttiia!, having been 
jurly cenfiired f^r their indelicacy, 
and beipy by i.o means proper to put 
into the iiands of well-educated fe- 
males ; but candour obliges us to 
ack: r. A ledge, that the Editor has 
c.tief'ully avoided intioducing a fingle 
line that coulo give offence to the 
cliafted reader. And as the publifher. 
Ml . Phillips, appears to be the princi- 
pal manufacturer of fltefe agreeable 
travelling companions, whether in a 
poiUchaiie or dii’ ing the folitary hours 
that are palled in country inns, we 
recommend him to adhere ltri£lly to 
this line of conduct in the propofed 
Riebardfoniana^ or any other future col- , 
ledions of the fame clafs, that he may 
have in view. Moral improvement^' 
(hould likewile be united with ti^mufc-'^' 
ment in fuch prodiidions, moreefpecu 
ally as, from their portable fize, they 
are likely to be familiar acquaiiitance. 

^ From the (ketc^ of Swift's life we de- 
rive little or no new information, aMt it 
fele6led from former biographer8,^)i?d 
has appeared repeatedly in print prefix , 
ad to the various editions of his works, 

and 
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and as a feparate life; but from other 
matenalst mentioned by^ the Editort 
two volumes are compiled •• which 
poflefs confiderable intereft/* and 
communicate lively and ufeful know- 
ledge in various forms, adapted to the 
*saiie of diffcrci.*’ -eaders.

Ibmetimes Teem near, and yet by a fmall 
twrmng the road are vifionally thrown 
to a gi eat diitance. Pajamon and Ar- 
cite nrll attraClt our attention ; a poem 
of which, as the Author fays, though 
he had written fuch a work, tlie (lory 
is knowen lite" (little) ; which does 
no credit to the ralte 01 the age in 
which it was produced. It feen^ 
according to Mr. G., to have been 
abridged in the Canterbury Tales. 
A critique, fome reflection on its un- 
pFofperous fate, and a comparifon of 
It with the Tefide of Boc.iccio, include 
the notice of this exquifite elfort of 

g niusi though it is liiperfluous to 
te* our Author is an ardent admirer 
of it* About this time, Chaucer wrote 
the tranflarion contained in his works* 
entitled Confolatio Philofophin. 

y Hitherto he has appeared only as a 
private individual, and the anecdotes 
of his life are fcanty. We are leit to 
reafreiing and inferei^ce as to the places 
of his education, and the fun^iuns to 
which he was deltined^ we are now to 
fee him in a diflFerent light. From the 
thirtieth year of his age* if not fooner* 
to his death, he was a Courtier* the 
Counfelior of Princes, employed in va» 
rious negociations and embaflies* and 
involved in the factions* intrigues* and 
contentions of his time.'* 

Thofe peribns* Mr. G. thinks* Teem 
to have confidered the cafe very fuper- 
ficially* who have endeavoured to leek 
in ibme other principle than his literary 
talents the caufe of Chaucer's eleva- 
tion* He was employed in various 
negociations* In like manner* Prior 
was a negociator* and Addifon a Mi- 
yet they Were indebted for their 
political fortune to their literary per- 
tbrmances." 

We can very eaflly conceive that* by 
tbe univerial dilFufioti of learning* or 
nth|r of books* literature has decrealed 
ctMSiaderably in value from tbe thir- 
.thench and fourteenth centuries* or 


In the former periods* we can very 
eafily conceive that a Monarch might 
itretch forth his hand* and* at a fmall 
expenfe* reward every man of learning 
in the kingdom i and in tbe lattert 
when the Icience of politics depended 
upon the mental operjiiion of alraoft 
every other fcience* when* inftead of 
the contradlion of legal notions* lUtef- 
mbn formed their plans upon general 
principles* fuch men as Addifon and 
Prior wereabfolutely neceflary* becaufe 
that animating* energetic* pervading 
propen lion ot mind* which we term 

S mir/* was in every meafure obvious* 
^erhaps it is happy that our political 
fyflem has in this re^peCf changed* 
becaiile, if affairs demanded the inter- 
ference of fuch men as Chaucei * Addi- 
fon* and Prior, it might be rather difH- 
cult to find them. 

Of the refpeA paid to literature in 
thofe early times, the Author gives us 
fome niifcellaneous examples 1 << We 

have feen Hemy the JId dictating to 
Ware and Benoit the fubjeffs ' f thtir 
compofltions- Kichard the Ild, 11 is 
well known, lived in perpetual inter- 
courfc with the poets. Edward the 
brought over to England* by has pa^ 
tronsge* Raymond Lully* and Guido 
Della Collona, the author of the ori- 
ginal Troy Buke. Alphonfus the Xtb* 
King of Caitille* was the author of 
feverai important; agronomical difco- 
veiies j and Robert King of Naples de- 
clared* that, if he muft part with his 
ftudies or his crown* he Ihoul]^ not 
hefitate in withdrawing himfelf to pri* 
vate life. Even Ricbai'd the Ild* weak* 
indolent, and diffipated as he was, aped 
the ipirit of the times, fent lor Gower 
to his barge* and defired him to bwk 
fome new things. Theft are only a 
few of the examples tliat might bo 
cited.** 

Tbe literary cbara6ters of Edward 
the Illd* and of Richard Bury and 
Walter Burly, the former Lord Ci an- 
cellor and Bifhop of Durham, an affiMi 
duous collector of books* the latter uao 
of the moft confiderable ftbootmon of 


even from the beginaiog of the kift* hie age* precede tba account of thq 
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popular and court poems of Chaucer, 
to which he probably owed his rife ; 
for we find he was by Edward the 
11 Id placed near his fon John of Gaunt, 
perhaps in confequence of a poem he 
wrote on the marriage of this Prince 
with the coheireis of the Duke of Lan« 
cafter* 

Chaucer, it Teems, had a houfe at 
Wood ftock as early as 1359, which 
we gather, alter Tome circumlocution, 
** he was placed either by Edwatd the 
Jlld or his Queen. In Wood (lock Park, 
it appears, is contained a fpring called 
Ko(amond's Well, from the fair Kofa- 
mond Clifford, miftrefs to Henry the 
lid, not far from the liouie called 
Queen's Pool, in memory of Philippa, 
Qiieen to Edward the llld. Chaucer's 
tioufe adjoins to what is noao the prin- 
cipal entrance into Woodllock Park, 
and therefore aptly corrcTponds with 
the term lodge, which has been ufuaily 
appropriated to a fmall dwelling ap. 
prhded to a more fpacious one, and 
jituate on the verge of a park, or other 
finiilar cnclofure." 

Mr. G. has found ic eafier to place 
the Bard in a houfe, than to tell us how 
he fubrifled. There is no record of any 
gratuity earlier than the 10th of June 
1367$ but theie is no doubt but the 
fervice which {le rendered the King 
and Qpcen, as Secretary or Preceptor 
to John of Gaunt, it, as it is con- 
jectured, he ever filled thefe offices, 
were liberally rewarded, 
m r The hiflory of Edward the Illd, 
which we have waded through, and 
which we deem as unneceflary as pro- 
lix, contains the well-known account 
of his family, out of which Mr. G. has 
Telexed one member, John of Gaunt, 
as the hero of this the twentieih^Chap- 
ter : where, after dating that we know 
nothing fpecifically of his education, 
lie a^eits, what common fenfe would 
exceedingly doubt, that ** the mode of 
educating young perfons of rank** 
(whether dedined for the chuich, 
army, or law) ** was fo uniform, chat 
nvf Iball hazard little in fuppofing his 
nonage was conducted according to 
the mod approved ideas of the age in 
which be lived.” 

Siippofing this, which is dill more 
robable than many of the numerous 
ypothefes in this work, it ferves as an 
admirable introduilion to a treatife on 
the education of the fourteenth cen- 
tury, in which, as the Author Teems to 
Anfider the general principle as bnad 


almoft as the Spartan, we have grett 
reafon to that he is incorreA. 

Though we are almoft tired of Tup- 
pofes, ftill they prefs upon us. ** Why 
may we not fuppofe,*' (ays the evei- 
lading Mr, G., ** that John of Gaunt 
and his brother Lionel, about fourteen 
months older them he^ declared them- 
Telves refpe£lively, according to tlie 
laws of chivalry, attached to their cou- 
fins Matilda and Blanche ?” 

We can Tee no reafon why we may 
nor fuppofe this; hut we can eatily 
diTcern why th^ queflion isafked \ that 
is, to enable the Author to extend his 
enquiries: Fird, into the nature of 
Efqmres\ upon which fubjefl, if we 
had not the fin of prolixity before our 
eyes, we could fay much $ lecondly, to 
the demeanor oi damfels or young ladies 
of family ; then to the exercifes of 
Efquires} period of knighthood ; cere- 
monies with which it was conferred. 
Sure Mr. G. mud have read Don Quix- 
ote; yet he goes on through the whole 
probation ol the candidate, and, in the 
end, to try the talents of his Tyro, 
plunges him into the midd of the war 
with France. Previous to which, the 
future patron of Chaucer, John of 
Gaunt, Earl of Richmond, and the 
Earl of Ulder, who both attended their 
brother the Black Prince, were, at the 
ages of fixteen and feventeen, knighted 
by their father Edward the llld. 

Agaip we have a glimpfe of the 
works of the Bard whofe life we are 
confidering. Our Author now traces 
the outline of the Alfembly of Fowls, 
or Parliament of Birds, as it is diled in 
different roanuferipts ; a poem, the idea 
of which is Angularly poetical, written, 
it appears, in confequence of the (uit or 
courtfliip of John of GSunt, before the 
Lady Blanche had accepted the ad- 
d relies ol her illultrioiis lover, pro- 
bably at his requed, for the piirpoie 
of loftening the obduracy of his mif- 
trefs's refiltance. I'he date of this 
poem is, from circumttances, fixed to 
the year 1358. 

^ ** Chaucer's next produ6lion is en- 
titled his Dream, and was fir 5 & pfld\ca 
by Mr* Speght in the edition of 1597.

clently obvious, to give the biftory of 
this poem, though there is genius 
enough in that part of the conclufion 

where 
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%bere tlie bird enters the abbey, 
alights, and fings three Tonga * upon 
the bier of the romantic Queen, and 
indeed in the whole of the cataftrophe, 
‘ lo have in Aired the reputation of the 
poet, had he written nothing el(e. In 
ra^, thefe are touches that prefs upon 
the mind, and, like the other nume- 
rous beauties of the Bard, are felt by 
every reader of tafte and fendbiiity, 
in fpite of the labours or amufements 
of his commentators j therefore we 
only mean, in order to keep the peace ^ 
to (uggeli, that as thefe^learned Gentle- 
men do not Teem to abound in pro- 
perties necelTiry, .as we have already 
hinted, for tailing the works of this 
author, they iliould, at leall, fup- 
ply any deficiency with urbanity to 
each othei-, and not, attrafled by the 
flame of chivalry, wage a ** barbarous 
ris/i/ war/’ Why (hould Mr. G. fay 
that Mr. Tyrwhit had idly Aiggefted 
a doubt, whether this poem was, or not, 
compofctl on the before-named occa- 
fion ? Now whether it was or not is not 
of the leaft im^^'Ortance. However, as 
we do not want to make mifehief, 
though, confidei ing the texture of it, 
we are inclined to doubl with Mr.T., 
we (hall take leave of this fubjeft and 
chapter, only hinting to the former, 
that whatfoever faults he may be in- 
clined to find with rival commentators, 
they all, as well as Ijimlelf, feem to be 
endued with qualities very oppolite to 
idleuefs. 

It appears that the felicity of John 
of Gaunt and his confort, in the nuptial 
Hate, was complete, and that their hap- 
pinefs was equal to the fplendour and 
feltivity wiiich had been its harbin- 
gers.” We (huuld have been glad to 
Eave«aniiounA;d that thefe halcyon 
days were uninterrupted, and that 

peace Aniled upon their loves the 
hope of a continuance of this was, 
probably, the impreflion under which 
their nuptials were folemnized; but 
fuch is the condition of mortality, 
in conlequence of the treachery of 
France, England once more faw herfelf 
*^^(m^%^nto a war. Edward imme- 
diately, however, prepared the greatefl 
armament that bad ever failed, con- 
fifting of one thouiand (hips and one 
hundred thouiand men, which left 
Sandwich the s8tb of t)6l;ober. Chau- 
is Hated, upon his own equivocal 
IMBthority, was in this expedition. 


Whether be was or not, however^ it 
has ferved fome friend of Mr. G. to be 
duU^ and himfelf to do what he delighte 
in, conjecture. It alio anl’wert an- 
other purpqfe, for it naturally intro-' 
duces the hiitory of the campaign, ia 
inilrumental in forwarding the peace 
of Bretigny, enables us to canvau the 
military charaCler of Edward the Illd, 
and (hews us, that Chaucer did not, 
like Alexander, and other perfons 
whom we have agreed to term heroes, 
rife to plague the world by his con- 
quells s which certainly is the belt 
compliment that can he paid both to 
his head and his heart. 

This volume concludes with a ftate- 
mentof the increaiin^ opulence of John 
of Gaunt, whofe father-in-law, tho 
Duke of Lanciltcr, died a viClim to 
the plague, and, about twelve months 
after, Maude, Duchefs of Bavaria^ co- 
heirefs with lady Blanche, his coitfort i 
fo that he became polTeiTed of tJie Im- 
menfe property attached to the houfo 
of Lancaller, was created Duke, and, 
as is well known, fixed his reiidence 
in the Savoy, which was the metropo- 
litan palace of the Duchy, of which, 
with a confiderable part oi the Strand, 
it Hill forms a member. The Author 
notes, that John King of France re- 
fided in this palace j ^ut though here 
was an excellent opportunity to have 
been diftufe, he has not, contrary to 
his ufual praClice, availed himfelf of it, 
for he has neither given us the hiitory 
of the laid King John, nor of (jie v^^,^ 
ciilitudes of his temporary refidence, 
nor mentioned a ciixumltance upoa 
which he might have moralized, name- 
ly, that the bouJboUl fluffs as it was 
called, which had once adorned the 
fpl«n(|id palace of Lancaller, became, 
in the revolution of ages* the furniture 
of the bofpital ol Bridewell. ^ 

** It was probably,” (ays Mr. G. 
at the opening of the Second Volume 
of this work, << during the -interval of 
peace which followed the treaty of Bre- 
tigne, that Chaucer engaged in a lite- 
rary work of the utmolt importance 
and honour to the country in which 
he lived, the tranilation of the Roman 
de la Rofe j” which, as be obferves, he 
has already bad occalion to mention. 
We now find a critique on this poem, 
which is Hated to conuH of twenty-two 
thoufand verfes, and to have been the 
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Joint produftlon of William de Lorrit 
and John de Mean« extendinj; through 
thiee Chapiters, and exhibiting con- 
je^ures^ rc* lpe£iing the time when it

centui iet too late. Had he exifted at 
a proper period, he might, with his 
averlafting pen, have continued the 
good Abbot Jochim's ** everlafiing 
^ofpeL " he might have emulated 
John of Parma i he might— in fad it is 
Aard to fay what abilities like his might 
have done, when we fee that he has 
drmun the nmree of Sfty diiferent pup* 
pets, in the charaders of Saints, Ah* 
Dots, Dodors, Friars, and the, Lord 
knows what, twilled them together, 
and dragged them before the public, 
in a manner that we conceive it re* 
quired confiderable ingenuity to at* 
tempt, and much more to elTed. 

The twenty ftventh Chapter opens 
with the charader of the Black JVince, 
which, though of little ufe in the 
work, is well written. His hiftory 
fucceeds. His Court** (in Aqui- 
taine), agreeable to the faftiiop of 
thofe dain, was not only the refoit 
of Noblemen and Warriors, but alfo 
of Cromoned Heads* He numbered 
among his vifitors, Peter, !Sf^ of Cy* 
pros i James, Jpiqg of Majorca i and 
Charles, Khtg of Navarre. In the 
liimmer of 1366, a new and memorable 


gnefl: came to incretfe his glory, Feter*^ 
(the Cruel), ** King ot Caftile and 
Leon. This King came to Bourdeaua 
as a fuppliant. He bad been driven 
from his dominions by a rapacious 
fwarm of fierce and favage outlaws^ 
and he came to entreat the Prince of 
Wales, as a warrior not lefs generous ^ 
than brave, to redrefs the injuries he 
had filtered, and reftore him to his 
throne.** 

After this, if we hsd efcaped the 
modern hiftory of Spain, it would have 
been a miraclej but, alasl no fuch 
miracle operated in our favour, for 
Mr. G. enters into it with a minute* 
nefs which would have done him no 
diicredit if it had been entirely the 
fubjed of his book, inllead of being, 
as it certainly is no way, not even 
collaterally, allied to it. How he came 
to imagine that any part of it could, 
in nny way, be brought to bear Upon 
the detail of Chaucer's life and works, 
it is out of our power even to guefs* 
Had any of Dr. John (bn's numerous 
biographers, and they were pretty well 
difpofed, enhrtmned us with the hiftory 
of Suraja Dowla, Nabob of Bengal, kc., 
and the gallant and generous manner 
in which Colonel Clive placed Jaffier 
All Cawn upon the throne, it would 
not have been more irrelevant. 

The death of the Black Prince clolee 
this eventful period of hiftory. During 
the Dukp of Lancafter's abfence in tlio 
Spanilh war, it appears, that ** The firft 
official notice occurs in our records of 
the name of Chaucer. On the sothof 
June this year (1368) he obtained an 
annual penfion of twenty marks for 
fervices performed, or to be performed^ 
granted to him for life, or till the King 
should otherwife providd for himi** 

It feems, from a calculation, curious^ 
and we think, according to the date* 
corred, that this penfion of twenty 
mark! would, at the prelent time, be 
properly reprefented ey a revenue of 
S4.0I . per annum. 

For the illuftrations of this fubjed 
we would wifh to refer the reader ta 
the work, rcfjpeding the cotrrffirallfe ' 
value of the ditferent gntuities of 
Edward the Illd, and a variety of 
other in fiances founded upon calcula- 
tions: they are tqp long to quote, but,^ 
at the fame time, fe curious, thatT^we 
conceive much entertainment and ina 
ftrudion may be derived from them. 

It was,**^fayt Mr.G., “the policy 
Af Charles the Vth of Fitmce, fur-

difturbed the peace of the two Crowns, 
lb happily eftabliflied by the treaty of 
Bologne in 1360.** 

As the reaton for this infonce of the 
Monarch*s wildonit the hiltory looks 
back to the critical fituation of the 
Black Princci and to the difcontents 
that had arifen in Aquitaine, in con- 
lequence of his ablence* the impofition 
of hearth-money, &c. This leeins to 
have been the ground of, or rather the 
latent pretence for, a war. The avowed 
one was, the neglect; of homage that 
had been by a folemn treaty renewed. 

This Chapter, after detailing the 
events of the campaign, has a melan> 
choly conclufion, as it mords the 
deatn of C^een Philippa, B\nche the 
con fort of John of Gaunt, and ** the 
celebrated Lord Chandos, t^ *noit 
illu^rious of all the military 
of Edward the Illd, who fell obRurely 
in a rencounter with a fmall party of 
French.” 

** On the occafion of the death of the 
Buchefs Blanche, Chaucer produced an 
epicedium, or funeral poem, entitled 
the Boke of the Duchefs. The plan is 
chiefly hiftortcal, in the form of a vifion, 
and is beautifully prefaced by a recital 
of that pathetic tale Ceyx and Alcyone, 
from the eleventh book of Ovid's Me- 
tamorphofes, which Chaucer feigns to 
have read before he fell afleep. A pa- 
rallel is thus fiiently produced betwixt 
the untimely fate of Ceyx, who was 
ihipwrecked, and of Blanche, who died 
in the flower of her life, being under 
thirty years of age, as well as between 
the forrow and conjugal affection of 
Alcyone, and the anguifli excited in 
the bread of John of Gaunt, for the 
loA of his jJuchefs.” 

A critique upon the poem follows 
this introduflion ; and we think that 
much time is fpent in endeavouring 
to conned it with the Parliament of 
Birds and Chaucer's Dream, which 
would not be of the fmalleit ufe in this 
biographical and critical work, were

Chaucer loved fo* 
ciety 3 he loved travelling 3 and hgd no 
averfion to pleaf'urahle indulgencies. 
He was a courtier, a gentleman, a man 
verfed in literature, tafte, and the fine 
ans, and (we think we can gather from 
his writings,) a voluptuary.'* 

After having faid this, is it to be 
wondered that his fortune, which our 
Author has Hated at 551. sis. 
and which was equal to loool. per 
annum of our money, was not equal 
to the opennefs and liberality of hit 
dlfpolition. ^ 

In about fix weexs after the grant 
of wine mentioned, he received a much 
more confiderabie mark of the royal 
bounty, in the appointment of Comp- 
troller of the Cuiioms in the Port 
London 3" which, it will be obferved, 
he forfeited in confequence of the 
intrigues and convulixons in the reign 
of Richard the Ild.^

By this claufe it was ena 61 ed\ that 
no Papitt, though not convii>, th:.\l be 
entitled or admitted to vote at'^he 
ele^ion of any member to ferve in 
Parliament, as Knight, Citizen, or 
Burgefs, or at the elcdfion of any 
Magittrate for any city or other town 
corporate, any law, ftatute, or ufage, 
to the contrary. This was a more 
oppreflive nieafure than any that had 
been taken againtt the Roman Catho- 
lics by the Stuarts { for the A6b of 
(^een Anne only annexed the oaths 
oT allegiance and abjuration to the 
exercife of their ele&i<ue franchifi $ and 
it is g well-known fa£f, that, as the 
means of enjoying this important right, 
the Roman Catholic freeholders in 
general took thefe oaths without fcru- 
ple,and thus gave the ftrongett teft in 
tJieir power of their loyalty. This new 
feverity occafioned confiderable emi- 
grations to America} the dearnefs and 
icarcity of prdvifions likewife contri- 
buted to the defertionj fo that 3100 
perfons were ttiipped off from the 
^orth of Ireland for the Wett Indies, 
Lord Carteret was fucceeded in the 
Lieutenancy by the Duke of Dorfet, 
a man of ^amiable private charadfcr, 
who wa^ naturally humane j and being 
fenfible of the extreme hardfliips which 
the Carbolics of Ireland then fuifered 
from the emitting laws, relaxed fo far 
from the uAidl itile of addrefling Par* 
liament on the fubjeff, that he no 
longer recommended (jrom the throne 
to provide for further feveritiei upon 
the Catholics} and in the year 1734, 


when he wu about to oult the goyonl« 
menf, he rendered an nonouraole 
timony to the peaceable and deadr 
conduct of the IrlOi nation. ** I rhinil 
myfelf happy,** faid his Grace, that, 
on my return to his Majrily*s royal 
prefence, I can juttly reprefent hit 
people of Ireland as mott dutifuly 
loyal, and affectionate fubjeCts.** 

The Duke of Devonfliire was the 
next Lord Lieutenant } and his admi- 
niftration was the longeft and molt 
quiet of any fince the accefllon of the 
Hanover family. Our Author here 
takes a fair opportunify of atterting 
the peaceable difpofition of the Irifk 
Roman Catholics at a crifis when a 
contrary difpofition and conduct might 
have been productive of the worft con- 
fequences to the Britifli government { 
alter acknowledging that as periecu- 
rion and harflinels were not agreeable 
either to George the Second, ornis then 
favourite Miniltcr,Sir Robert Walpole^ 
fo that the Catholics of Ireland bad en- 
joyed fomc few years of relative indul- 
gence, he thus proceeds No argu- 
ment can fo conclulively refute the 
charges incefTintly urged againtt the 
Iriih, for being by dilpofitioii turbu- 
lent and favage, by principle inimical 
to England, and by religion difl^al 
to a protettant Sovereign, than the fim- 
ple faCl, that Ireland raifed notan aim 
againft government, when an extenfive 
and unfiiccefsful war on the Conti- 
nent, the countenance of a young 
Pretender to the Britith throng, and ’ 
the abfence of a compulfory armed 
force from Ireland (in 1744), difplayed 
the molt reducing incitements to dif- 
order, difaifeCtion, and rebellion, if 
their roots exittedjn ths land. It w;i9 
then,vwith notorious truth, that the 
Duke of Devonttiire fo freauently, la 
his fpeeches to Parliament during that 
time, congratulated them upon the 
grateful and happy necettity he was 
under, of reporting favourably to his 
Majelty upon the afTcCfion, zeal, and 
loyalty, ot his Irifli fubjeCls.**

had fucceeded Sir Robert Walpole, the^

drefs. Immediately upon the welcome 
tidings being circulatea of the gra. 
cious acceptance of this addrefs, the 
Roman Catholics poured in addreffes 
to the Caftle from every quarter of 
the kingdom* expreflive of the moft 
loyal* zealous* and aClive ardour* in 
defence of their King and Country.

In this tiflnult no Roman 
Catholic joined i hut it hyfa tendency 
to check the growing of induU 
fence and toleration i.''acc^dmgly oo 
further favours were conferre^^on the 
reign, which wa^clofed 
foon after by the fudden death' ^f the 
King, on the Z5th of 06\ober i7(^. 

To the mild, generous, and be:{efl- 
cent principles of government of our 
prelent mod gracious Sovereign, fe- 
conded by the moderate temper and 
tolerating fpirit of our prelacy and 
inferior clergy, and the improved, 
cori'e£f ideas of religious and civil 
liberty, the Irifh and Englifh Roman 
Catholics are indebted for effectual 
relief from the cruel and impolitic 
reflraints and dirqualiflcations under 
which they AifFered perfecution during 
the long period of nearly two centuries. 

“ No Prince,'* flys our Author, 
** ever afeended the throne more to 
Che joy and fatisfa^lion of his people 
than his prefent Majefty $ and we may 
add, that none ever continued to enjoy 
the . afle£cions of a grateful people 
through fo long a feries of years, with- 
out interruption. In his firft fpeech to 
the Britifti Parjiament, his Majefty de- 
clared his invariable refolution to ad- 
here to and ftrengthen our excellent 
Conftitution in Church and State, and 
to maintain taU^adm inviolable. In 
thefe folemn aflu ranees, the Earl of 
Halifax, then Lord Lieutenant of Ire- 
land, had it in command to declare 
to the lifter kingdom, that his fubjeets 
of Ireland were fully, and in every 
refpeft, comprehended 1 What a con- 
fola^on it muft have afforded to the 
R^an Catholibs, that from this happy 
' cix they were to date a total liberation 
from the penalties of /igorous, unjuft 
laws. Congratulatory addreflei to the 
throne flowed in from, all deferiptiont 
of^rfonsi amongft which, none were 
qiore reipMrkahU than the addrefles 


from ihe people eaHe4 C^akem^ Hat 
from the Roman Catholiet. Thela^ 
were ftronglyexprelfive of their loi|i^ 
their acknowledgment of ptft ms 
ulgence } and their earneft conUejUm 
of future favour. 

We now arrive at an epoch in thin 
complete hlftory of the public afEjuiw 
of Ireland, remarkable for the magni- 
tude and impoitance of the eventt 
recorded, and well calculated to re- 
move thofe deep-rooted pre}udicea 
which the mafs of the people of Eng- 
land have conftantly harboured in 
their minds againft tbr^ lower orders 
of the native Infh. By a clofe attention 
to the miferable ftate of Irelandjr at the 
very moment when Great Britain was 
in the zenith of its glory and pro* 
fperity, exulting at its new-born felf- 
city in the acceflion of its beloved young 
Sovereign, the general ftate of Ireland 
wore a moft gloomy alpe£f • The pub- 
lic revenue, inftead of having a fur- 
plus, became,' towards the beginning 
of the year 1760, in arrear, and his late 
Majefty, at the fame time, having 
ordered a confiderable augmentation 
of his forces, the Irifli government, 
in order to furnilh its quota, was 
obliged to have recourfe, for the firft 
time, to loans *, and thereby to lay the 
foundation of a national debt. In the 
fellion of Parliament *in 17591 Great 
Britain had made extraordinary efforts, 
and engaged in enormous expen fes for 
the prote61ion of the whole empire. 
Every Irifli man was agreed, tha| Ire- 
land fliould affili Great Britain to the 
utmoft of her ability ; but this abilit]r 
was too highly eftimated. The nation 
abounded rather in loyalty than in 
wealth. Six new regiments of infantry 
and a troop of horl'e, on account of the 
countfy being in immediate danger of 
an invaflon, had been railed in a ihorc 
time i and the /exj/fru /t)i on tb^ civil 
eftablilhmeiit kept increafing with Clie 
augmentation of military expen fes. 
Tiie raifing the rate of intereft paid 
by the Irifli government one per cent^ 
and the payment out of the public 
treafury, in little more than one year, 
of 703,957l-» were the conlequences of 
thofe increafed expenfes. Theeftefts^t 
of thele exertions were immediately and 
feverely felt by the whole kingdom^- 
The loans could not be fapplied by ' 
a poor country without draining the 
bankers of. their cafli} three 0? tbo^ 
principal boufes among them ftopped^ 
paymeuti the three fcmaining bamb 
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in Dublin ^i/cobntednb and^in 
ia&9 did no bufineft. Public and pri- 
vate creditf that had been ditK>ping 
iince the year 17549 had now fallen 
proftrate. 

Without entering into lengthened 
details^ it is but jiiftice to acknow- 
that our Author has ^iven a 
molt cunousyand^ from every circutU- 
Itance we could cotle£t, by comparifon 
with other writers of grejt eminence, a 
fair, full, and candid account of the 
origin and caiife of the infurre^tionst 
riots, and barbarities, committed by 
the Boyni fo called from their 

appearing generally in white (hires 
or frocks. He introduces his readers 
to a mod affecting narrative of the 
wretchednefs and defperate condition 
of the Iriih peafantry with this political 
remark It is an unexceptionable 
axiom, * that a diftrefled peafantry 
argues a corrupt or tinwife govern- 
ment}' and as a full jiiitidcation of 
his minute relation of the horrid events 
which took place in confequence of 
the infurreflion of thele unfortunate 
wretches, he lays down a rule for future 
hiltorians dcfervlng particular atten- 
tion The only ufeful alliifion to 
pa(t riots, the only feafonable refteflions 
that arile out of them, the onlv fair

The combined caufes which concurred 
to reduce the forlorn peafantry to the 
moft abjed wretchednefs were the ex- 
treme dearnefs of provifions occafion- 
ed by an epidemic diford er of the horn- 
ed cattle, fpread from Holdein throueh 
Holland into England and Ireland. The 
whole agriculture of the fouth of Ire- 
land, which had for fonie time pad; 
flourilhed underthe mild adminiliPation 
of the popery laws, inltantly ceafed; 
the numerous families which were fed 

S the labour of agriculture were turned 
rift, without means of fubfiltence. 
CotturSf being tenants at will, were 
every where difpoireired of their fcanty 
holdings} and laige tra^bs of grazing 
land were fet to wealthy monopolisers, 
who, by feeding cattle, required few 
hands, and paid nigher rents. PreiTed 
need, of thefe unfortunate pea- 
iants fought ftieher in the neighbour- 
ing towns, for the fake of begging that 
bread they could no longer earn } and 
the only futeous refource of the affluent 
to diip off as many as would emi- 
jflM to leek maintenance or death 


In foreign climes, "ll^he lahdlofdi rfei 
ihanded extravagant rents from their 
Cottiers} and to reconcile them to their 
lettings, they allowed them a gencraf 
right of common ; of which they fooa 
aeain deprived them by enclofures ; 
the abfolute inability of thefe oppreffed 
tenants to pay their tjtigs^ be6des their 
landlords' rent, made them feel the 
exaction, and the levying of them by 
the Prodtors, as a grievance infupport- 
able." This ftatement of their bard 
cafe is confiriiied by Arthur Young 1 
the atrocious atls the B^s were 
guilty of, £xys1this laft writer, emis. 
nentlyi IkillU iii the agricultural art^ 
made themes objeft of general in-- 
dignatioDi^ an^afts were paflfed for 
their p^ifflment which (eem^ calcu- 
lated f>r the meridian of 'SaioSTiy. 
Govenment at length appointed a 
Com/ifFion, confiding of Gentlemen 
of winguilhed loyalty and eminence 
in fhe law, to enquire upon the fpot 
into the real caufes and circumftances 
of thefe riots, who reported, ** that 
the authors of thefe riots confided 
indifcriminately of perfons of different 
perfuafions, and that no marks of di(^ 
affection to his Majedy's perfon or 
government appeared in any of thefe 
people." From this report, and other 
drong tedimonials, Mr.Plowden feems 
warranted to vindicate the body of the 
Iridi Roman Catholics from the charges 
of treafon anddifloyalty brought againit 
them by^igotted and prejudiced Pro. 
tedants, particularly by diffenters, be- 
caufe the Boys, for the mod part, 
were poor, Roman Catholic, ignorant 
peafants. 

Similar caufes of oppreflion occa- 
(ioned infurreftions of other bodies of 
protedant labourers, a4*tificers,^'Bnd 
working manufa6turers, under the 
appellanons of Oak Beys, Steel Beysf 
and Peep of Dae Beysi the account of 
their riling and proceedings will gra- 
tify the curious, and convey ufefot 
information to Minifters and Members 
of Parliament.

This intereftingand memorable trial, 
which, to ufe the words of Mr. Mack, 
intolh, may be contidered as the firit 
of a long fei ies of conflicts between the 
grentefl ,^ower in the world and the 
only free prefs remaining in Europe/* 
is a matter of too much importance to 
be (lightly overlooked. It involves in 
it the right of free difcuinon and the 
liberty of the prefs, as it applies to 
Britifh fubje^ls at home, and it em- 
braces the law of nations as it refpe^fs 
the Powers abroad. The manner in 
which the fubjeCt is treated is very 
honourable to £ngli(h juri (prudence.

The biographers of Dr. Darwin 
threaten to be as numerous as thofe 
of the late Dr. Johnfon and probably 
the fame fuccels will attend their 
efforts. The character of the lexico- 
grapher is genernlly allowed to have 
derived fmalT advantage from the par- 
tial interference of his admirers s and 
it requires little fagacstv to fee that the 
phyiician will not Itand higher in pub- 
lic eltimation, after all is told that is 
known of him, than he does at this 
time. By the Volume before us we 
learn, that Dr. D. was the fon ef a pri- 
vate gentleman near Newark. He re- 
ceived his education at Edinburgh and 
Cambridge} and (ettled at lichtieldin 
the autumn of 1756, at the age of 
twenty-four. Qis praftice was attend- 
ed e>th great fuccels. In 1757 he 
married Mifs Howard, who died, leav- 
ing him three fons. In 1781 hi^iiiar- 
ried Mrs. Pole, and removed diredly 
to Derby, where be relided the red of 
his life. He died i8tb April 180a, in 
the fixty-ninth year of his age. This 
work contains leveral amuling anec- 
dotes of Dr. D. and his friends, and 
much juft criticifin on his works. It is 
written with tafte, candour, and impar- 
tiality, and may, to ufe the Author's 
own words,- difpleale two claffes of 
readers, the dazzled idolaters of the 
Doctor, who will not allow there were 
any fpots in his (jiu, and that fimch 
larger dais who, from party prejudice,' 
religious zeal, or litermy envy, or g 
combioatioii of all theie motives, are.

for the Dodtor himfelf. He proceed 
immediately to deliver the letter to 
Marina Louifa, who, as well as her 
aunt, Mrs. O'Dogherty, is greatly in* 
cenfed at its contents, as it exprelfes a 
libertine declaration of love, when ho 
has been admitted in the laiuiJy as an 
honourable fuitor. 

Charles Villars has Accidentally met 
Lord Azurement, and the challenge 
has been verbally given and received* 
In a converfation with Louifa, prior to 
the duel, his anxiety for her dellitute 
fituation, fliould any adverfe circum-

Jiving quite contrary to his expecta- 
tion, in a ttate of great gaiety j and he 
pays his flrfl vifit during a mafquerade, 
when he finds his daughter Juu. going 
to run away wi|h Harry Infight.^ Ia 
the catattropbe, he prefenta .VUtaTB 
with a bequeft of hit n;other of hef 
whole foaune, while Villars* frooiblt 
n;ercantiio 
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mereantife connexion with Infight» hae 
proved the means of faving Don Kay 
mondo*! property, amaflTed by com- 
merce, from falling into the hands of 
his Portuguefe agent. The equivoque 
ye(jpc6^ing the duel is continued to the 
laft fcene. Lord Azurement proves 
to be the Ton of Lieutenant Seymour, 
and Harry Infight is married to Ma- 
rina.

hands of Mr. Lewis^ would have been a 
happy liroke, had the idea been made 
the molt of j but after the fcene in 
which his pretenfions to penetration, 
and a knowledge of every one's affairs, 
are firft mentioned, the humour ceafes, 
and the a£tor becomes a mere walking 
gentleman. Lord Azurement and Mrs* 
Dogbsriy iotmtd to be introduced merely 
to ridicule, by illiberal farcafnis, high 
life and family diltindions: the latter 
chara^fer, parciculai ly, was difgutting 
in the extreme. Cooke and Murrey had 
nothing to do, which might not have 
been done by undei lings of the theatre. 
In Ihort,® we fcarcely ever witneffed a 
Comedy with fewer pretenlions to cha- 
Tafber, wit, or humour i; and from the 
fecond aff to the end of the piece the 
difapprobation of the audience was fo 
drongly exprefled, that, though the 
play was given out for repetition ehe 
next diiy, it was quietly withdrawn.

TUESDAY, FEB. ll« 

E vidence was heard in fupport of 
Sir C. Bilhop's claim to the Zouche 
Barony ) and fome private Bills were

WEDNESDAY. FEB. SI. 

The Bifhop of Cloyne and the Earl 
of Malmelbury took the oaths and their 
feats. • 

TUESDAY, FEB.aS. 

The Earl of Londonderry took the 
oaths and his feat; and feveral Bills 
were read a firft and fecond time. 

WEDNESDAY, FEB. Sp. 

Lord King, after fbme remarks on 
the dilFerenee bjetween payments in 
Iriflf currency and at par, moved for 
an account of Penfions and Salaries 
chargeable on the Revenue of Ireland, 
and paid at par to perfons redding in 
this country. 

The Earl of SuflFolk alfb reminded 
the Houle, that he bad, about two years 
ago, alked what became of the produce 
of the unferviceable Naval Stores } but 
had received no anfwer : he therefore 
repeated the queftion. 

Lord Hawfceibury laid, he would 
make the necelTary inquiries on the 
fttbjed laft alluded to } and Lord K/s 
motion wm then put and carried.

Lord Grenville then preflea the in« 
quiry s and siked, whether the Sove- 
reign was literally able to attend in 
Parliament, according to the Refolu* 
ttons pafled in 1788 ?

HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


MONDAV) FEB. 20. 

S ill W. Geary obtained leave to 
bring in a Bill to increafe the powers 
of the Marine Society. He alfo pre- 
fented a Petition from this Society, for 
permilTion to edablifh a fifliery on the 
coaft of Ireland j which was referred 
to a Committee. 

The Durham EleS;lon Committee 
reported, that R. Wharton, Kfq. was 
not duly ele6>ed, but that his oppoft- 
tion to the Petition preferred againit 
him was not frivolous nor vexatious.— 
A new writ for Durham was confe- 
quently liTued. 

On the third reading of the Irtlh 
Bank Reft ridl ion Bill, Lord A. Hamil- 
ton offered fome farther obfervations 
bn the fubje^t, which were intended to 
prove that there had been an extrava- 

r t excefs in the iflue of Paper j and 
added, that for fome weeks, when 
tlie exch.'inge bad been it and 19 per 
cent.; thr pire^fors of the Bank had 
allowed tbemfelves a bomu of five per 
cent. He had alfo been alTured, that 
the Lords of the Irifli Treafury re. 
ceived their falaries at par. Recapitu- 
lating his former arguments, he con- 
cluded with condemning the excelhve 
iflue of Paper. ' ^ 

Mr. .Corry acknowledged that cer- 
tain Officers of the 'Government* of 
^eland, himfelf among the reft, had 
Teceived their falaries at par; and he 
thought this was no more than what 
Juftice and equity required. ‘ With 
Ferpefl to the paper, lie was forry for 
its excefs, and lamented its neceflity, 
wht’ch was occafioned altogether by the 
refti'iftion in this country.

There was not a fufficient number of 
Members to form a Houfe. 

WEDNE.SDAY, FEB. 21. 

A Petition from the Corporation of 
London, praying for a Bill to amend 
the A6l for eftabl idling a free Market 
for the Sale of Coals, was referred to a 
Committee. 

Dr. Duigenan moved for leave to 
bring in a Bill for regulating the pe- 
riod of taking Priefts’ Orders in Ire- 
land. He obliTved, that in England 
the Bifhops were forbidden by law to 
admit any one to Pychs* Orders undec 
the age of twenty<four. This was pre- 
feribed by the Canons of the Church 
equally in England and Ireland ; but, 
^for want of fome poiitive law in the 
latter country, Bifhops were frequently 
inipofed upon ; and many perfOns had 
been admitted to Priefts' Qrders at an 
a'ge much too early. 

On the' fiiggeiHon of <he Speaker, 
the motion was leferred toaCommittea 
of the whole Houfe. 

A Petition for making a Canal from 
Croydon to Portfmouth was referred 
to a Committee.

The Committee of the whole Houfe

^ Petitjona. 

FRlDATt FEB. 24. 

The Greenland Fiftiery Bill was read 
a third tiine» and palled s and feveral 
Committees were appointed. 

MONDAY, FEB. 27. 

The Weft India Docks and Duke of 
York's Eftate Bills were read a third 
time, and palTed. 

A report from the Committee on the 
Hereford EleRion ftated, that the fit- 
ting Member was duly elected, and that 
the Petition was friift>lous and vexa- 
tious. 

Lord Temple made fome objeAions 
to the mode o f coll e^ing the Income 
Tax from OfHcfrsin the Militia; by 
which they had been liable to pay 
fix months’ duty, though their Coin- 
millions had not lafted fo long.

VOLUNTEER BILL AND HIS MAJESTY’S 
ILLNESS. 

The Secretary at War having moved 
that the Volunteer Bill be read a fecond 
"time, 

Sir R. Lawrie, after fome prefatory 
remarks on the delicacy of the fubjedt, 
pbferved, that the Houfe ought to ex- 
61 fome explicit communication from 
inifters on the nature of his Majefty’s 
illnefs ; and upon the anfwer he Ihould 
receive, he Ihould ground a motion for 
an adjournipent. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
faid, it was the opinion of his Majelty’s 
con^dential Servants, that the commu- 
nication could anfwer no good pur- 
pole; that it would be inconliftent 
with the duty of Minifters, and highly 
indecent under the prefent circum- 
llances of his Majefty’s illnefs. 

Sir Robert moved that the Houfe do 
adjourn. 

Mr. Fox laid, he Ihould deem him* 
ielf highly deficient in his duty to the 
Houfe, to the Public, to his Majefty, 
and to the Conllitution of this King- 
dom, could he bring himfelf to ac- 
quiefce in the anfwer given by the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer. The 
cmJuieniUd firnmnts of the Crown, Mr. 
Fox faad, flood, under the prefent 
afpeft of aftairs, only in the light of fo 
^ miuiy Privy Couiil^fors. He then went 
kt length'i&to the prefent fituation of 


the countiy; and aflted, whether thin 
mini §f fit ifiqg ewer the PrnrSmmia 
it not at eflential to the Britlflt CoiillL. 
tution at the control tf ParUament omer 
the Bxeeutvve Power F Hit Majefty, it 
was well known, had the power of dif- 
folving Parliament on five minutes’ no- 
tice, whenever he thought properj 
therefore, fuch being the principles of 
the Conllitution, Parliament, without 
fuch communication, might be delibe- 
rating contrary to thofe principles, by 
being left without any control what- 
ever. The Hon. Gentleman then alked, 
what would be the reAlt, if the Volun- 
teers could not, in cafe of invafion, be 
put under Martial Law by his Majelty’F 
Proclamation I He was of opinion, that 
the beft poflible evidence on the fubjeft 
of his Majefty’s health, namely, that of 
the phyficians, Ihould be laid before 
Parliament. As he trufted the Houfe 
would fee the propriety of adopting 
fome meafures, teftifying their wiflihg- 
nefs to pecform their duty to the pub- 
lic, and maintain the^ Britilh Conftitu- 
tion in its utmoft purity and perfeftion, 
he concluded with exprelfing a hope, 
that no falfe delicacy might be fulFered 
to. intervene, fo as to prevent them 
them from attending, with the utmoft 
energy and exertion, to the fafety of 
the Country. • 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
faid, by the term ** his Majeity’s csir- 
Jldeniial fervanUi* alluded to by the 
Hon. Gentleman, he meant the re- 
fponfibility attaching to^flCTn7and that 
they were more particularly aorwemble 
to his Majefty, the Houfe, and the Pub- 
lie, for any fteps that might be taken^ 
than any of the other Brivy Counfel- 
lors. He was forry that the reports of 
fhApbyficiani*had made any imprediois 
on the public mind ; but he was happy 
to declare, that the King was cetfiderablj 
better yefterdqjf than wasfiaUd h bis pbjt^ 
Jiciaas ; and that there exifted at thin 
time NO NECESSARY SUSPENSION OF 
Hts Majesty’s personal exercisr 
OF HIS Royal Functions j therefore 
the bufinefi of the Country srould Not 
be fubjeft to any fufpenfe or interrup- 
tion; and he trufteo, that the wifdom 
and diferetion of the Houfe would 
throw no obftacles in the'wa^ of publip 
bufineft. 

Mr. Pitt faid, the prefent crifis waf, 
no doubt, ndomentbus in the extreme | 
and the interefting clrcumftanccs which 
it htld out were fuch as to preft hea- 
Tilj upon the mind of every man 
• • gRuated 
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aiHinted with a fincere regard for the 
welfare of his country. But with re- 
IpeH to the indiipofiiion of liis Ma- 
jetty, he could not perceive anv clear 
ancf cogent reafons for the interference 
of Parliament. Should, indeed, the 
moment unfortunately arrive to call 
forth our interference and inveltiga- 
tion, to warrant proceedings calcu* 
lated to provide for the fufpenfion of 
the executive power, he fliould liave 
no objection in dating, that in fuch 
a cafe he fhould agree with the princi- 
ples laid down by tlic lion. Gentle- 
man, Mr. Foxi The refponfibilit^ 
which attached to Minifters at this 
moment was almoft unexampled, and, 
they mud be aware, it was tremendous 
and weighty in the extreme. Confi- 
dering all thefe important fiibjeds, 
amd taking alfo into view what had 
been done in former indances, he had 
po hefitation to fay, that the Houfe 
fliould not with hade and precU 
pitation $ that its proceedings ought to 
DC chara^lerifed by gravity and pru* 
dence} and that they were bound to 
count days after days, and hours after 
hours, before they could expe£i any 
communication of the nature which 
bad been alluded to that evening. But 
it was well known, that danger im- 
pended over the country, and that 
they mud be ready at their pods, with 
increafed vigilance and firronefs, to 
guard again d every exigency; lie 
therefore redded the motion of ad- 
journment....... 

After Mr. Windham and Mr. Gren- 
▼ille, and feveral other Members, had 
fpoken, the quedion for an adjourn- 
ment was put, and negatived without 
n dividon. 

On the motion for the fecond r<^.d- 
ing of the Volunteer Bill, 

Mr. Grenville went into the fub- 
je^ at length, and exprefTed his difap* 
pointmenc with refpeH: to the provi* 
Sons of the Bill, and his diiTatisfa^ion 
with the general fyftem of the Volun- 
teer Corps. 

Mr. Yorke profefTed, that the gene- 
ral fydem of Government was to inter- 
fere no further with the Volunteer In- 
flitution than was neceflary to regulate 
the fpirit which gave it birth, fo as to 
render it mod ferviceable to the coun- 
try} and in this point of view, he 
drgued in defence of the details of the 
prefent Bill. 

^ Mr. Pitt thought that the Bill went 

far was conddent with prudential 


condderations, at a moment when the 
approach of the enemy was looked 
upon to be fo near. But he hoped 
that Government would, at a future 
period, extend their view's to fuch re« 
gulatious as might render the Volun- 
teer fervice mod efficient, as a branch 
of our permanent militia might be di. 
minifhed to 40,000 ; tlie Army of Ke- 
ferve increafed and kept up at 70,000} 
and that a certain proportion of the 
latter fhould be permitted, at dated 
periods, to volunteer into tlie legulars. 
To prevent all cempetition of bounties, 
he propofed, that Government alone 
Ihould recruit for fublHtutes, on the 
payment of a ceruiin dne by the indivi- 
duals drawn by bafiOL.' 

Mr. Windham, in replying to Mr. 
Yorke and Mr. Pitt, pointed out the 
various defeats which were inherent in 
all Volunteer Sydems, and their injuri- 
ous operations in regard to the dand- 
ing army. He paiticularly cenfured 
Miniders for having fhewn too much 
tendernefs towards the Volunteer riot- 
ers at Cheder. 

Lord Cadlereagh fiipported the Bill. 
The rioters at Cheder had, he faid, 
been difmifTed from their Corps, and 
the Attorney General had been dire6l- 
ed to inllitute a criminal profecution 
againd them. His Lordibip concluded 
with a comparative, view ot the force of 
the Navy^at the prefent moment, and 
at different periods of the late war. 
The general refult was, that at prefent 
we had of (hips of the line, frigates, 
and (loops, 411, fully manned and in 
fervice } whereas in the coui fe of the 
late war we had not an equal naval 
force until fo late as 1796. 

Mr. Pitt explained. ^ 

Mr. Whitbread thought that the 
condu£lof Miniders tended gieatly to 
injure the Volunteer Corps, and blamed 
Minifiers for bringing forward the 
quedion relpeHing the election of Offi- 
cers. 

Mr. Fox faid, it Teemed to him, how- 
ever, that the plans for the perfeHioa 
of the Volunteers were fuch as were tn- 
confident with their durability. He 
did not think that they would be bul- 
lied out of their rights, fuch as the elec- 
tion of Officers, He had ever re- 
prefented them as the bed defence of 
the country} and yet had been mi(- 
reprefented as their opponent, when in 
faa he was their mod ftrcnuout..de^ 
fender. 

Mr. 
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‘ Mr. Addington Aipported the Bill, 
^and was replied to by Mr. Grey. 

The Bill was then read a fecond 
timey and ordered to be committed on 
Wednefday next.

WEDNESDAY, FEB. 19. 

On the queftion for the Speaker's 
leaving the Chair, on the Volunteer 
Bill, Colonel Craufurd made bis oh. 
fervations at conliderable length on the 
Volunteer Syftem. He appeared, on 
the whole, to give a ffreference to an 
armed peafantry. Ic was fuch a pea- 
fantry, he obferved, that in la Vendee 
had extinguifheem^ Garde Nationale, 
which, as a military force, might be 
. confitlered as nearly on a footing with 
our Volunteers. 

Mr. Fox fpoke nearly^ on the fame 
fide, and gave it as his opinion, that an 
armed peafantry was likely to offer the 
moft folid and effectual relilhnce to an 
invading enemy. 

Mr. Pitt paid many compliments to 
the Volunteers, as being fully equal to 
meet the prefent, though not the pro. 
fpeAive danger. He was willing to ad- 
mit that their fpontaneoiis efforts had 
been produ^Vive of infitiiie good, but 
that this ehullition (hould not be ilif- 
fered to lubfide. It was obvioiifly a 
cafe for the interference of the Legiflj- 
tnre} and he was of*opinion, that Mi- 
nifters had been lax in rheir*duty in 
not taking meafures for rendering the 
Volunteer Syilem more permanent. la 
his opinion, there (hoiilu be a Corps of 
Balloted Men, ready to recruit either 
the Regular, or the Army of Referve ; 
in his idea, the verv eftablifhnient of 
fuch a Corpsb would be fupicient to 
kecD the Volunteers to their duty. 

Mr. Windham went over fome of hfs 
former arguments, but in a qualified 
way, refpeAing the in Sufficiency of the 
Volunteers to meet a Regular Force. 

Captain Markham took occafion in- 


cidentally to ridicule the prepara^bs; 
of the enemy, whofe Imall craft he dte- 
feribed as crabs creeping along the 
coafi, and which, even if unmoldled^ 
could not keep the fea ! 

The Houfe went into the Commit* 
tee; but after the reading of the firft 
dsiilft pro/brma, the Chairman reported 
progrefs, and obtained leave to fit again 
to morrow.

INTELLIGENCE FROM THE LONDON GAZETTE. 


TUESDAY, FBB. 7. 

'T'His Gazette contains two Letters 
^ from Capt. Biircil, of the Racoon, 
ta Admiral Duckworth, deferibing the 
capture of the un der-mentioned French 
veilhls, attended with fuch circum- 
ftances of gallantry and abilities as ai*e 
jipUj)£ten equal lecL^., The firft letter, 
axed Aoguft an, off the eaft end ot 


Jamaica, announces the capture of two 
out of three French fchoouers, after 
tedious chafes, near St. Jago de la 
Cuba, where they feparated in different 
courfes t the third was driven afhore 
andlolt in a fmall bay .-—Captain Bifldi 
adds, 

•« On Wednefday the 17th, at OOO 
P. M., i R^.dn oblerved a brig coming 
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along (horet which (bon after hauled 
her wind to fpeak a fchooner which 
had been avoiding us all day* At 
three they bore up together^ under 
all fail, with a ftrong breeze : I ftood 
oiF until certain of fetching thenif and 
then made fail in (hore. At a quarter 
paft four the brig hoifted French co- 
lours, and fired a gun, ftill keeping 
within half a mile of the fhore, under a 
prefs of fail* At twenty minutes paft 
lour (he fired hei* broadnde at us, and 
attempted to crofs our hawfe, which I 
was fortunate enough to prevent, for I 
ordered the heln< to be put hard a-port 
to board her, though going eight 
knots at the time, and fired a broad- 
(ide at her, which, from being nearly 
aboard each other, bi ought down her 
ftudding-fails, top-fails, &c. bhe then 
luffed up, and ran on fhore on the rocks 
in a fmall bay, and ftrtick her colours. 
To avoid a fimilur fate, I was com- 
pelled to heave in ftays § and when we 
wore round, our (icrn was nearly in 
the breakers. In this pofition we fired 
our oppofite broad fide to effedl her de- 
ftruilion. In about half an hour (he 
hoifted her enfign again, and made 
feveral (hort tacks near her, firing upon 
her in paffing. Towards funfet her 
mainmaft went over the fide, and fhe 
fell on her beam ends." 

Mr. Thompfon, Mafter of the Ra* 
coon, then offered to go with a few 
picked hands and burn her $ but Cap- 
tain B. confidered this fervice too 
hazardouiyttr. confeouence of the brie 
having landed feveral boats full of armed 
men. The next day Ihe was perceived 
to be a complete wreck, and full of 
water. She proved to be la Muiine, 
of eighteen long xS-pounders, and full 
of men, from Port-au-Paix to St. Jsgo. 

The fecond letter from Captain Bif- 
fell istfdated in Port Royal Hai'bour, 
O^ober 20, and announces the capture 
of the following vefleis, part of nine 
&il, near the coaft of Cuba 1 la Petite 
Fille, gun-brig, which had on board 
x8o troops, including about fifty Offi- 
cers of all ranks i the fchooner la Jeune 
Adele, of fix fmall guns, which had on 
board 8o troops i and the cutter TAme- 
Jie^ carrying tour long guns and many 
fwivels, with upwards of 70 troops. 
The two latter rad on boaid twenty- 
two Officers. The captured vefiels, it 
appears, attempted to run in fliores 
and as (bon as the Racoon was within 
gun-(hot, the brig ftruck, but the 
qwhers bore up together with inten- 


tion to board the Racoon. A defperat# 
running fight commenced, when the 
cutter being literally beaten to a 
wreck, ftruck, as did the fehoonert 
and * were then taken pofTeflion of. 
In the mean time, however, the crew 
of the brig had overpowered the prize- 
mafter, and driven heron (bore, where 
they all landed with their arms , but 
Captain B. immediately deftroyed her« 
and furceeded in recovering all his men 
in fafety. He obferves, the Com- 
manders of thefe vefiels were apprif'ed 
of our being on the coaft, and they had 
planned tbeir.mode of attack in Cum- 
berland harbour, having determined on 
boarding us : their lols is about forty 
killed and wounaeh'.' No perjfon was 
killed on board the Racoon, and the 
Mafter only wounded.— Admiral Duck* 
worth, in his letter introductory to the 
above, de/cribes the profeffional con- 
duct and bravery of Captain B. in the 
moft flattering terms. 

Admiral Duckworth likewife, in a 
dil'patch dated November 4, announce# 
the capture and deftruClion of twenty- 
four (ail of vefifels in lefs than a month 
by Captain Mudge, in the Blanchef 
which frigate had blockaded the en* 
trance of Maiichineel Bay.— One of the 
vefiTels captured is a beautiful armed 
fchooner j the other a large coppered 
cutter, full of bullocks. 

St. DoMiNGO.-i-Thi8 Gazette al(a 
contains ample particulars of the eva- 
cuation of St. Domingo by the French. 
By them we learn that Rocharabeau^ 
when reduced to the laft extremity, 
fent General Bove and Captain Barre 
to Captain Loring of the Bellerophon^ 
with the following propofition 1 — 

** That. he (hould be allowed to leave' 
the Cape with his guards, confiiting of 
about 4 or 500 men, and be conveyed 
to France without being confidered 
prifoners of war, and that the Surveil* 
lant and Cerf be allowed to carry him 
and his fuite.’— Captain L., in a letter 
of November 19, anfwered, that the 
French Officers and troops in health 
muft be fent to Jamaica, and the fick 
to America or France, the tranfports 
which (hould convey them being va- 
lued, and fecurity given for the pay- 
ment of the value. 

The following abftraift of a letter 
from Admiral Duckworth, dated Port 
Royal, December it, exhibite a fubfi^* 
quent plan of the moft refined treacly 
ery and duplicity on the part 
Fi-encb Ofikers toward# this couta/" 

try. 
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|r]r« In thii letter the Admiral ob- 
’"tvcs, 

** 1 am foiry to &y that RochambetUf 
whole ad^ions are too extraordinary to 
account for, had, on the 19th ult., 
(previous to his propofalt to Captain 
Loring, through th^ General of Bri- 
gade Boye and Commodore Barre,) 
a6fualiy entered into a capitulation 
with the Black General Deflalines, to 
deliver up the Cape to him, with all the 
ordnance, ammunition, and (lores, oii 
’ the 30tb, flattering himlelf, I conclude, 
tliat the tremendous wftither which oiir 
iquadron was then and had been expe- 
riencing for three weeks, would oner 
an opening for efcajg^S but the perfe- 
verahce*and wafcimiiiiefs thereof pre- 
cluded him from even attempting it. 
bn the 30th, the colours of the Blacks 
were di (played at the forts, which in- 
duced Captain L. to difpatch Captain 
Bligh to know General Deflalines* fen* 
timents refpefling General Kocham- 
beau and his troops; when, on his en* 
tering the harbour, he met Commo- 
dore Barre, who preDed him. In itrong 
lerms, to go on board the Surveillante, 
and enter into fome capitulation, which 
would put them under oiir protedlion, 
and prevent the Blacks from flnking 
them with red hot (hot, as they had 
threatened, and were preparing to do ; 
which Captain B. complied wiih; when 
they haltily brought him a few articles 
they had drawri up, which lie (after 
objecting to fome particular parts, that 
they agreed (hould be altered to carry 
his interpretation on their arrival at 
Jamaica,) figned, and haftened to ac* 
quaint General Deflalines, that all the 
mips and veflels in port had furren* 
dered to his Majelty^s arms, and with 
great difliculty he obtained the promife 
to dsfift fr6m firing till a wind offered 
to carry them out (it then blowing 
hard directly into the harbour). This 
proraife he at length obtained, and the 
nrtt inflaxit the land breeae enabled 
them, they failed out under French 
colours, when, upon a (hot being fired 
athwart them, the velTels of war fired 
^eir broadfidei, and hauled down their 
Colours.” 

It is worthy, however, of remark, 
that fo anxious were the French Offi* 
cers to elude the vigilance of the Britifh 
fquadron, that they did not prepare to 
embark till the lad day of the terms 
granted, and not till Deflalines wss 
heating Qisti to exterminate 


their naval force.— The Black General 
allb, on application from Ciptain tm* 
ring, refured to fend pilots to condoft 
the Britiih (hips into the harbour tQ 
take poiTeflion of thofe of the French | 
obferving, that he (hould drive the lat- 
ter to fea, when the Engtilh might deal 
with them as they thought proper. 

The Clorinde French frigate, of 
guns, took the ground, loll her rudder, 
and was obliged to throw molt of her 
guns overboard. She was, however, 
got off by the exertions of Lieutenant 
Willoughby and the b^ats of the Her- 
cule.— Captain Loriiig, after fending 
the prizes for Jamaica, bore for the 
Mole, and fummoned General Noailles 
to capitulate, which he refufed, aflert- 
ing that he was able to (land a (iege of 
five months; yet the very night on 
which he fent the refufal, he evacuated 
the place, and made his cicape in a 
brig. The garrifon had embarked in 
five or fix' velTels, and were brought 
into Jamaica by la Pique, which had 
been left to blockade the Mole. 

Here follow fome letters from Cap« 
tain Loring, fenior Officer of the block- 
ading fquadron, to Admiral Duck- 
worth, deferiptive of the proceedings 
which led to the fiirrender of the Cape, 
as deferibed in tlie d^patch from the 
Admiral. — Captain L. alfb dates, in a 
letter dated off Cape Francois, Novem- 
ber 13, that having been informed of 
Rochainbeau's intention to efcape in 
an armed fchooner lying U),th^Caracol 
PalTage, he difpatclird the launches of 
the Bellerophon and Elephant, under 
Lieutenant Pilch, who took poireifion 
of her under a flrong fire of her guns 
and fmall arms, without the lu(s of 
a m^. She bad fix 6-poundcrs, fix 
fwlvels, and fitty-two men.— The fol- 
lowing are the Articles of C^m^tuU- 
tion 

Art. 1 . The town of the Cape, and 
the forts, (hall be (urrendered in ten 
days from the 28th of the prefenc 
month, to the General in Chief Defla- 
lines. 

II. The ammunition and warlike 
ftores in the arfenal, the arms and the 
artillery which are in the town, and 
in Che forts, fliall be left in their pre- 
fent ftate. 

III . All the (hips of war, or others, 
which (hall be judged neceflary by Ge* 
neral Roebambeau for r ran fpor ting the 
troops and the inhabiunts who 
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«ri(h to depart^ fhall be at liberty to 
fail on a day to be appointed. 

IV. The Officers, civil and miiitary, 
the troops compofing the ffarrifon of 
the Cape, (hall depart with the honours 
of war, carrying with them their arms, 
and the effects belonging to their 
demi'brigade. 

V. The Tick .ind wounded are efpe- 
cially recommended to the humanity 
of General DefTalines, who engages to 
Embark them for France on board neu* 
tral veifels. 

VI. General OcflTalines, In giving the 
aiTurance of his protection to the inha- 
bitants who may continue in the coun- 
try, relies on the judice of General 
Rochambeau to fet at liberty all men 
belonging to the country, of whatever 
colour they may be; and that none of 
them Otall, under .*iny pretence, be 
compelled to embark with the French 
army. 

VII. The troops belonging to the 
two armies (hall remain in their pre- 
fent politions until the tenth day fixed 
for the evacuation of the Cape. 

VIII. General Rochamheau (hall 
fend, as a feciirity for the fulfilment of 
the prefent Convention, the Adjutant. 
Commandant Urbain de Vaux $ in re- 
turn for whom General OelTalines (hall 
(end an Officer of equal rank.

The condu6^ of Rochambeau had 
rendered^ lb odious to Captains 
Loring and Bli^ that they would 
haare no intercouiTe with him after hts 
furrender. 

The following is a lift of (hips of war 
which were captured r^LaSurveillante, 
40 guns; la Clorinde, 40; la >^rtu, 
40; Cerf brig, of la; and Caurvet 
fchoQ:\er, of 4 guns. 

[This Gazette alfo contains a dif* 
patch from the Hon.F. North, Gover- 
nor of Ceylon, to Lord Hobart, dated 
Columbo, July S, which confirms the 
report that Candy was attacked, dur- 
ing a truce on the a4th of June, and 
Llajor Pavie, with all the foldiers who 
accompanied him, treacberoudy mur- 
dered.-— From the tenor of ^he Gover- 


nor's letter it wonid appear, that the bed 
underftanding did not prevail between ✓ 
the Civil Government and Major Da- 
vie { as Mr. North obferves, that the 
fort was rendered, in the opinion of 
moft military men, tenable againit any 
force that was likely to be brought 
againft it, and large fupplies of pro- 
vifions had been Tent thither, in ad- 
dition to thofe which Lieut. Col. Bar- 
but had declared to be fufficient for 
fix months* confumption, two months 
ago.** — He add^ 

Lieut. HtificilTon was alfo on the 
road from Trincomalee (as Major Da- 
vie muft have known) with 100 doolies 
under an efcortf^ *,50 Malays ; and 
when I heard of* the breach of the 
truce, I ordered Lieut. Col. Hunter to 
proceed from Trincomalee with 200 of 
the loth regiment, and 50 Malays, to 
fecure the evacuation, which, (had it 
been delayed for a fortnight,) would 
have been (afely a(Fe6fed.^ But what I 
can (till lefs account for is, that Major 
D. having obtained Aich terms, (hould 
have con(ented to lay down his arms, 
when he muft have felt that the perfon 
who infifted on fuch an infraction of 
agreement, could have no other defign 
but that of murdering him and his 
men ; and when he muft, in common 
with all the army, have known that a 
corps of 40 Europeans in good health, 
and of 2po Malays, might cut their way 
through an army of Candians to any 
part of the iflana.** 

The Governor however formally • 
contradicts the report of the defection 
of the Malay regiment ; there having 
been a few individual defertions he 
.adds, that the Malay Princes at Colum- 
ho waited upon him, oif the arrival of 
the melancholy intelligence, and aflur- 
ed him of their inviolable attachment 
to the Briti(h Government.

Moreau has been .transferred from 
file Abbey to the Temple, where no- 
hod v is allowed admittance to him. It 
is faid, that Moreau has been examined 
by the Grand Judge in the prefence 
of the Firft Conful. He denied all the 
charges brought again tl him, and par- 
ticularly inlilted on the improbability 
of his being conne6led with Pichegru, 
whom he had formerly denounced. 

The crowd of advocates who have 
offered to plead for Moreau has been 
very numerous. He has accepted, as 
we underdand, the lervices of Chaveau 
Lagarde, a roan of uncomihon elo- 
quence, and who mod ably vindicated, 
when (he was deferted by every other 
friend, the caufe of the murdered An- 
toinette, late Queen of France. 

The broker, Le Blanc, was the per- 
fon who betrayed Pichegru, who occu- 
pjed«in his houfe a fmall room in the 
fifth floor, for which he paid 15,000 
livres in the month. Le Blanc went to 
General Murat, the Governor of Paris, 
and offered to inform him of Piche- 


f rru's place of concealment, and to de- 
iverhim up for 100,000 livres ([4,ooo1. 
ftcrling). This Aim was promiied him. 
The manner of arrefting him was then 
fettled. Le Blanc introduced the Gm 
^A rmes into his houfe at night, when 
^Pichegru was afleep, and gave a key to 
his room. As they were informed that 
Pichegru had with him two piftols and 
.a dagger, they opened the door with as 
little noife as poflible, atid ruihed on 
Jiis bed. Though furorifed and alarm-

CEOSn: GRAHAM, F.R.S. 

An inltance of the tenacity with 
which this celebrated matheniarician 
and mechanic adhered to the •veryhtur 
of his promiie, \ had, in e.arly life, fioxn 
unqueliionabie aiuhdrity. 

Before the time of Graham *, natural 
philofophy bad feldom been applied to 
faci^’tate the progrefs of mechanical 
improvement. The ancient watch and 
clock makers were content if, by i:i- 
tenfe application to the adjuliment of 
the parts of their complicated ma- 
chines, they could con fequ^ntly obtain 
that kind of chronometerical accuracy 
which fitted them for general purpofes. 
Exa£f timekeepers, adapted to aitrono- 
mical menfuration, had not then been 
thought of ) nor had any idea of ppo- 
yiding a regulating power agatnft the 
irregularity which muft occur in thofe 
machines, from the expan fion and con- 
traAion of metals by heat and co)di, 
ever pervaded the minds of the mecha- 
nifts,^ 

This was firft difeovered by Graham, 
and, as appears by the Pbilofophtcal 
Tranfn6tions,of rhe Royal Society; im*? . 
proved by Eiicot, and, I think, fullv . 
perfefled by Harrifon. Be this as^f^ic i 
may, the fame of Graham, as a watch*^ 

of the Royal Society la the year 17^3* 
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mnlcery was, in his timei eftablifhed 
upon Aich a broad and iciencitic bafist 
that it ftamped a peculiar value upon 
every piece of work on which his name 
was engraved, which has continued to 
this hour. During his life, his watches 
were To much in requsft, that, without 
adverting to the influence of faftiion, it 
may fairly be dated, that every peribn 
to whom minute mechanical accuracy 
was a matter of importance, was happy 
to obtain one of thefe regulators.

Crooke, as Ipelt by Mr. M.) Se^ng it 
in the i'gbt which I do, 1 am fare Mr* 
Mofer will not be offended at my at- 
tempting a yindication of one who is, 
in my judgment, entitled to the admi- 
ration of every Englifhman* 

I hardly think that Mr. M* will 
ferioufly contend, thit the manner in 
which that unfortunate Monarch King 
Charles the Firfl extorted money from 
his fubjefts, even befo>e he had tried 
whether a Parliament would not have 
given le to him in a legal way, is to be 
confldered as a light and trivial matter, 
or as any mark of an ixoUna amianda^ 
hit Monarch* That ten of the Judges

^|(iving his ppinion. 
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fliouldhav* (acrifleed their con fcienccs 
to their fears or their hopes, is a diA 
grace to the profefllon, which it is to 
be wifhed could be blotted out of the 
records the conduct of the other two 
of them, however, redeems the charac- 
ter of that profelfion* "Virtuoais and 
upright men have never been wanting 
amongif them. 

If Mr. JiiAIce Croke fubmitted, for a 
time, to the opinions of thofe whom he 
had long learned to revere, and if he 
had prepared an argument in fupport 
of that opinion, it appears that, in the 
^courfe of his invefligation of the Aib^ 
je^, be found his error in giving up 
his original jud ament, and he nobljr 
dared ID ackiiowiedge that error *. 

Equally noble and elevated was the 
conduct of his l^dy, defer ving, sshant , 
will ever have, the admiration 6fm ^ 
who read of itj far above being huf^ 
by an inflnuation of hir bainxg 

ded, that he was not difi^aced for 
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w^ll acquainted' with hithtty to fiip- 
pofev^aii reality* that the men who 
refitfed to Atbmit to the arbiuary «x* 
tortiotts then praAifed were i^epabii* 
cans. ' 

What is meant by fime other encon^ 
ra^mnts 9f ibe like nature I do not 
knowi ncir have 1 ever before heard^ 
that the opinions of ten Judges* if 
there- were fo many* that the King 
conk! take the fuhjei^’s mon^y of hfa 
own mere nutharity, has in any Tub. 
fequent period been adknowledgeil to 
be law. Something* like it, indeed* 
was the opinion ot the Chief juftice 
on the trial of the Seven Bilhops, 
when he iaid, he malt not AilFer the 
Counfel to queftion the King's power 
of difi^enGiig with the lawi but be 
isid it in a wbirper* and there were not 
then wanting two honett and upright 
Judges to deny it. / 

But let hs fee what iLord Ckirendon 
ftys about this opinion, about Judge 
Croke and liis Lady. 

Lord Clarendon, Vol. I., p. 68* in 
the o6tivo edition, fays* *^The cafe of 
Ship-money was argued befoi e all the 
Judges in the Exchequer Chamber, 
and, by much the me^er part ibem^ 
the KingV right to inipote afferted, 
and the tax adjudged lawful; which 
judgment proved of more advmtige 
and credit to Mr. HaApden than to cue 
King's fcrvice. • 

•« When the people he^rd this de- 
manded in a court of Uw as a right, 
and found it b*/ (worn Judges of the 
Law adjudged fo, upon fiiCh grounds 
and reasons as every ftaudes^by' ivas 
able to fwear was not •-w, they no 
more looked j^po'i it as the cafe of 
one man, but the cafe of the kingdom, 
which they thought themfwlves hound 
in confcit ncc to the public ju.tice not 
to fubniit to.**

In your Number for Pebntary, llk<» 
Mofer' has given an infrance of a* 
honeft Bifliop, who dared to rsfitt fhw 
Queen's mandate to alienate the pro^ 
perty of his See to her Lord Chaii« 
cellor^ and of her accTiiiercened in the 
jiiilace of his refitfal. He thee lecords* 
that when the temporalities tame afrer^ 
wards into the Queen's hands, Ihe gra- 
tified Sir Chriitopher^Hatt^i and 
granted it to him. She had deme many 
things oftbis fort ; and it wps then uiu 
derttood that (he lud the po^er. ' But 
Mr. Mofer goes on to give another 
trait of that excellent etnd amable Me* 
narchKing Charles, in relation tothia 
bufsnrls of part of Ely Houfe. Sir 
Chriftopher Hatton had made fo good a 
houfe there, that the King thought ie:^ 
fit for his (bn Prince Charles; but it 
feem'iLady Hitton had too mudi fpirie 
to give it up. What means,«hen, did 
this excclkut and amable Monarch em- 
ploy to obtain it t Did he Offer to buy 
it of her? N'> fuch thine~*he feut 
word to the Bifhop, that he 'would have 
it for the Prince's Couit, and helvould 
be at the colt of maintaining the 
Bifliop's title. (This* in a lubjefl: 
would, perhaps, have been called by 
fome hard name— barratry, or cham:- 
perty, nr fome fucli thing.) But was 
he to recover if for the Bifiiop's ufef 
torpftore.it to the fee? No*— he was 
to make life of the Biihep's name to get 
poffeirion for bimfclf. Where did this 
amiable Monarch commence his fuic 
for this honourable purpofe t In a 
court law ?, No— his iioneil; advifers 
wete ware tl\at that would not do for 
him ; he fued in the Court of Re^Jlsm 
Mr. Mofer does that juttice to the fpi- 
rit of this Lsdy which he has not done 
to Lady Croke; (he relifted' the illegal 
proceis} and the Lord Privy Sva!, 
with an avowed . Intention to decide 
ag drift her, did not dare to do if, when 
(he told him in his court, (with a cut- 
ting perronaliarcafm to boot,} that (he 
cared not for hii decree, for his court, 
was not a court of judicature. Mr. 
Mofer admits, that in this (he (hewed 
herfelf a woman of fpiric and a good ' 
lawyer. .

Sir George Croke wa^ made one of 
the Jufticea of the Common Bench in 
1624, and of the King's Bench in 1629. 
The charaBer drawn of luiu by bir 
Harebottk Grimffon, who married a 
daughter of bis, and knew hH|i well, 
will ihew that he defertes the vindica- 
tion of his memory which I Have at- 
tempted*, It is as follows t 

** He was of a inoff prompt invention 
and appreheniton, which was accompa* 
tiled with a rafe memory i by means 
whereof, and through his indetatjgable 
induftry# be obtained to a profound 
fcience and judgment in the laws, and 
to a fingutar intelligence of the true 
leafons thrrcof> and principally In the 
forms of good pleadirg. He was of an 
univerfal and admirable experience in 
an other matters which concerned the 
comiuonwealth. He heard ptiently, 
and never fpake but to the purDofe; 
and was always *glad when matters 
were reprefenttd to him truly and 
clearly. He liad this dilcerning gift, 
to feparate the truth of the matter mm 
the mixtnie and affeftion of tlie deli- 
verer* wltiiout giving the leaft offence. 
He was refolute and ftedfaft for truth § 
and as he defned no employment for 
vain glory, fo he lefufed none for fear | 
and by his wildom and courage in con- 
ifcioftshly perrorming his charge, and 
faithfully difeharging his confcience, 
and his lOodeSy in fparingly fpcaking 
thereof, be was without envy, though

He was reniaikable for hofpitality$ a 
gieat lover, and much beloved, of his 
country, wheiein he was a blefled 
peace-maker, and in tbofe times of 
confliagratioD, was more Ibr the kveket 
than the bellows, often pouring out 
the water of his years to quench thofe 
beginning flamci which orheis did 
ventilate. In lefigion, he was devout 
towards God, reverent in tlie church, 
attentive at iermons, and conflant in 
family duties. Though now dead, he 
flili continues to do good» bmng the 
.founder of a chape), which he caufed 
to be dedicated and fht apart for the 
fcrvtce and worfliip of God, and for 
the eafe of the inhabitants of Stukeley 
(being an bapdet, and member of Beck- 
Icy, in Bucks, and at leaft two or thite 
miles from the pariifa-churcli) s as alfb 
of an borpital for poor people; both 
of which he endowed with a liberal 
revenue -f 

He died at his houfe at Waterftoke, 
in Oxfbrdihii f , in 1641, in the eighty- 
fecond year g* ; is age. fie was burira 
there, wheie a tomo wagerefted to hit 
memory, by his Lady, a daughter of 
Sir Thomas Bennett, with the follow* 
ing infcription :

Bigotry 
and poverty remain, with magnificent 
buildings, whofe fplendouris Kill from 
thefvant of wealthy inhabitants to keep 
in repair. .'J'lie inns are now the 
bed liabit itjons : they are w^ ll fur- 
nlfhed ; and provifions being pleiuiful, 
the landlords are as reafonal^le in their 
^ chaiges as the Dulcli are exoibitant. 
'The face of the country, however, 
made .^mple amends for the meJaiicholy 
afpev^ of thecily. Every fpccles of 
agriculture,'* as they advanced on tlirir 
journey tow.iids Bnifl'els, was in 
higher perfection than 1 had ever be- 
held, except in England j aVidthebeft 
parts of England itfelf, I furpeitt^are 
there juipalled. Gardens to each 
houlc, hedges, grain of various kinds, 
the pealants ploughing, hoeing, ma- 
nuriog, harrowing, and rolling tlie 
lanci : few fields without men, women, 
and children at work in them : fre- 
V quent fireams of water, and the general 
face of the country well wooded ; fuch 
were the chcarful and delightful ob- 
je^s that animated every land (cape. 
The approach to Brufiels from Ant- 
werp is uncommonly fine: it confilis 
.^ijifr^ious walks,*' on each fide of the 
^mPSlic road, ** perhaps a league in 
.^Wngtb, planted with’* double rows of 
and kept iol excellent order $ 


the manfions, or rather palaces, neaf 
BruiTels, and the richnefs of fbme of 
t!ie country feats at a greater diftance, 
i*hich they occrifiunully law, greatly 
fiirprifcd our travellers — and well they 
might; for in the huml»lV'<9;jinioii of 
tilt writer of tliis review, wliA/ehdul 
fomc years in Brufl'tls, and 
made cxcurlions fiom its envir^f'' to 
the diftance rd twenty Englilh miles, 
the whole coinifry lurpniles, in beauty 
of profpecl, fertility of lbi1,and abund- 
ance of the nectflaries and luxuries of 
life, together wifli a mult icnipeiale 
ciimnte, any part of England, Friiicc, 
or Oerinany, within the lame given 
fpacc of territory. 

Wc regret that our Author entered 
the fine city of BrulTcislate in the even- 
ing, and left it c*ai!y. Its numerous 
and variegated beauties would' have 
fiirnifhed ample fcope for the grati- 
fication of “ the unjoyment he takes 
in writing and imagining, and adding 
to our ftock of inh^rmatioii.'* - — 

Fioin Briiliels they went to Lille

properly appreciatetl) in the world, an4 
the generic chamber of its inliabitantf, 
at qualifying them not only for repre- 
Jsntatives of their ancient demefnes, 
hot of every Country to which the 
influence of their arms or ibeir ar$i 
has extended. As a preliminary Itep^ 
therefore, to our en|rance on the rafle 
we have undertaken, we would wllh to 
ftate fome remarks that luturally jurife 
N n X froA 
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from tbp work before Ui, and which 
we do not> in the fubfeqnent pa^cs* 
obftrve to have attradled the attention 
of our Author. Tliefe are chira6ter- 
jllic, and relate to the paiiioii^ of the 
natives of France and England,lhoug!i 
atdidant ociiods, under circumftances 
nearly Ainilar. 

It is (till within tlic memory of every 
one, than when, on a late occafion, the 
Engllfh Channel was no longer conti. 
derccl as an irj'uper.d)le barrier betwixt 
two hodilc tounrri«.s, thipping could 
icarcely be foj^nd fuihrienr to convey 
the curious inhal>itanrs of this lilaiid to 
the Gallic fliores. Our countrymen 
and women wiflied to fee how the land 
Jooked ; whether the ground of Paris 
was not ft ill tinged with blood. They 
wifhed to behold the place where cruelty 
and terror had long iclgned triumph- 
ant, where crimes had been perpetrat. 
ed, and expiated in rapid fucceflion, as 
one race of barbarians fticceeded an. 
other; from the fame motives that a 
irieiid will point lo his companion, or 
a father to his fun, the fpot whereon a 
murder or robbery had breii commit- 
ted, or a cnmtnal executed: in l.ait, 
they wifhed to peiforra a pilgrimage to 
the fccne, or rather theatre, of enormi- 
__ties, the recital of v/hichhad frequently 
“excited their indignant and tender 
pafljons; and probably, although their 
curioliry was, i n Tome latter in dances, 
too infatiate, its motives' might, in 
others, he laudable. But, glancing at 
the middle of the levetitecnth century, 
we do not recollect that, either during 
or rqbfeqiient to our dif^raceful inter, 
rcgiium, the Fscrtch exhibited, in any 
great degree, fymptoms of the fame 
propenlity. 

J'he very few Gallic triVellcrs^ that 
did, at thofe periods, arrive, were cer- 
tainly impelled to leave their native 
land, and attrafled hither by motives 
very dltferent. They appear to have 
Jwd little defire to fee how the churches 
looked after their profanation $ and 
whether an earthquake had not fwal- 
lowed the palace of the ufurper* in 
confrquence of the facrilegious feene 
that had pafteq before it. Nor do they 
iirem to have been eager to detail the 
Itate of Jthe capiiftl, even when florid 
defeription was cncoiiiaged in their 
own country, and, in this, tb^ reign of 
luxury and refinement had fuCceeded 
to that of vulgarity and hypocrify.

the former being confumed by fircy 
they were probably kept for the con- 
(umptlon of the Wiggcries of tbofe 
days. 

The faOiion of covering the head at 
Rome, (if we confidrr it as extending 
from the veil of the Vedal to the helmet 
of Minerv.!, both of which, or (bme- 
thiiig exceedingly like them, were pc- 
caHonally worn.) varied as much as the 
Grecian ; but both, with all their nu- 
merous branches and anomalies, have 
been fo well imitated in modern times, 
that there is the lefs occafton to notice 
them. No perfon. at prefent, can walk 
through our public ftreet? without ob- 
ferving every (pecies of head drefs that 
ingenuity could invent, or caprice 
adopt. 

Leaving, therefore, the heads ofclaf- 
fic t-idics. ill order to c<m(idc:r the an- 
cient ftatc of thofe of my fair country- 
women, wc; may rcafonnbly fiippolCy 
that while the Romans were here they 
adopted the Roman falhioiis. With 
thefe, latte in drefs in fomc degree re- 
ceded. The Saxon dames (haded their 
ficcs with a flat piece of cloth, or felt, 
tied with thongs under the chin. This 
tegument al(b continued in vogue dur- 
ing the reigns of the Danifh Ptitices. 
^011 after the Norman Conquett. hoods 
made their appearance. Thele were 
worn by both fexesj though the female, 
as tray be obferved by a refci eiice to 
pi^ures and other vettiges ttill extant, 
afte^ed a gaiety and diverfity of co- 
lours, which mutt occaiioiully have had 
a very pic.fing etfe;^ ; yet in the fuc- 
ceeding reigns, thefe gave great otFeiice 
to the Clergy, infoiinich that many of, 
the molt eloquent endeavoured, us in 
duty bound, to guaid the young men 
of that age again ft the (eduction of 
’C::k^ured hoods, which the fair laity 
are ui^ to have flaunted in great pio- 
fuHon. Che black and white hoods of 
the Nuns, it is curious enough to ob- 
ferve, are not fo much as once glanced 
at, though the Moiikilh preachers and 
writers could not. in their cowls, have 
been fo hooJwittkcJ, as to be infenfibl^ 
of the efled: which they^gave to a beau- 
tiful let of features. 

- .With the reftoration of the Saxon 
fine, as mt^ht have been expected, the 
Saxon drels became the failiion. and 
confequently the broad flat hat once 
more made its appearance. A beaver 
of this kind, turned up on one fide 
with a loop and button of gold, filver. 
4md precious Hones, and furmounted by 


a fmall white feather, was the Court 
drefs of thofe times. With rcfpcft 'to 
the people in general, it is neceflary to 
remark the opctation of tatte upon their 
Hats, as it will lerve to Ihew that the^ 
Clergy and Legiflature left their heads 
at liberty, though they wilhed to re- 
ftrain ingenuity with refpe^t to the 
ornuments of their feet, as it is well 
known that they, at a fubtequent pe- 
riod. not on\y Ji/tfii, but curfiJ them, 
for w'earing pointed (hoes, at leait a 
yaid in length, chained to the knees, 
which had from this time been grow- 
ing at leaft two centuries. 

Unrettrained. as has been obferved. 
with rcfpe^l to their Hats, in one reign 
the thongs which had formerly tied 
them under the chin were taken off* 
Their crowns then, out of neceflity. 
were obliged to be raifed a little. Dur- 
ing the reigns of Edward the IJld 
and Richard the lid, moulded by the 
tafle of the l^icens Philippa and Ann. 
the crown ol the hat not only became 
more elevated, but its brims were con- 
tmfled into a pidlurefque (hape, and it 
was in general ornamented by a large 
fingle feather, but occalionally, elpeci- 
ally by thofe ladies who. like Perliar.s, 
adored ike ri/ing Sun, by the Prince’s 
plume, in compliment to that alUac- 
complifhed Knight the Black Prince, 
who had fo newly acquired this glori- 
ous and elegant appendage. 

Dilturbed and agitated as the people 
were by the irregular manner in which 
the Hoiife ol Lancatter had obtained 
pofleflion of the Crown, yet awed by 
the ambitious fpirit, if not by the 
towering genius, id Hcniy the Fourth, 
the men, it feems, relumntly and li- 
lently fubmiitcd, fora<itne; to which, 
perhaps, the piofperous ttate of the 
political world in a great degree con- 
tributed ; but the women, who have in 
every age been great enemies to all 
kinds o( nfurpation. were refolved not 
to bear it quite fo tamely s at leaft they 
determined, if they were compelled to • 
hold their tongues, which they longed 
to exercife in favour of the Princes of 
the Houfe of York, who evq|i at that 
early period had. fomehow or other, 
obtained the favour of the fair-fex. 
tfiat they would, by fi^evftrongly- 
marked iymbol, fiiew their difappt >ua- 
tion of the prefent (yllem. ] 

Neither the White nor the Red Rofe 
had yet bloomed as a cognizance of j^he 
two great parties that oy turns defo- 
iated the land. It was. therefore, in 

the 
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female eonclavei refolvedi ji/isv. rev. 
to ftrike the Prince's plume j for nei- 
ther the Prince, who once molt gaU 
laiitly confidered their wearing it as a 
compliment to him, nor hit Ton, any 
longer exifted. And when they had 
done this, they alfo relblved, as a molt 
fignilicant emblem of the times, to 
enlarge the crown of their h.its, till 
it feemed to encraich upon, and in- 
deed fpread over, the brims. It was 
then their care to* place this crown 
upon a fatfi bottom ; then every day 
they railed it higher and higher j and 
Hyly contrived that it Ihould terminate 
in a point : fo that it alTumed the form 
of a toiiow fo/Ut of which the bafi typi* 
iied the great circle of the people, and 
the apox the fingle folitary Monarch, 
the point at which it was then judged 
the Crown would terminate. 

Another peculiarity concomitant to 
thefe crowns was, that they •voert dou- 
ble \ a prophetic allufion to thofe of 
England and France, which when 
> united, it is well known, proved too 
heavy for the infantile head of Henry 
the Sixth. 

Thefe kind of teguments, it mull be 
remarked, had by this time obtained 
the appellation of high and ileenie* 
crowned hats, probably from an inea, 
that the conjunt^Hon of Church and 
State was necellary to exilt their arche- 
type in the manner that it was exalted. 
Thefe hats continued in fafliion, among 
every rank of females, for a long ferics 
of years. The Court Ladies 6rll adopt- 
ed them j the Itage ladies, t'uch as Lady 
Percy, Mrs. Ford, Mrs. Page, Mis. 
Kiteiy, Mrs. Qiiickly the City Ma-o 
dam, and many others, the poetic pro- 
geny ofShaktAarc, Jonfon, Mallenger, 
&c., appeared in them. They did, 
it is true, fall a little into difrepute 
even in the reign of James the Fir It, 


becaufe a fet of beings, or rather of 
fpirits, clapped them upon their headt 
whenever they chofe to tail in a fievo 
or take an airing upon their broom.! 
Iticks I however, it is laid, that a race 
of thefe enchantrefles, who in their 
progrefs from North to South alighted 
in Lancalhire, having the faculty of 
bewitching every male that came with* 
in the feupe of their influence, brought 
them once more into falhion. In fa6f, 
the weird fillers of the metropolis were 
again obliged to hoiil the high crowned 
hat in their own defence. ** Let the 
men," luiJ thefe haughty fair-oncs, 

*« wear ivliat Ibrt of hats or caps they* 
pleafe, if they have fiiffered theinlelves 
to be bewitched, if they have melted 
like wax in the flame railed and fanned 
by tiiele lullic hoydens, no one will 
take them for conjurers. However, to 
prevent the intrufion of ioreign trai- 
torelfcB in future, who have by their 
arts, (imported for aught we know from 
Lapland,) leduced our natural born 
fubjetts from their due allegiance, we 
are, to a woman, relblved, that the 
performance of incantations, the prac- 
tice of forceiy, and the progrels of 
magic, ihall, within our own circle, be 
conflned entirely to ourltlvcs.’* 

Hiving conlidered this Isat as politu 
cal in a former era, and magical accord- 
ing to the royal Demonologiltand Sbak* 
fpeare, but more corredity meiapbyfical 
in a latter, wr may, under the one or 
the other of thefe charadlers, conceive 
it very fairly brought down tp. the 
reign of Geoige the Second, when, un- 
able to Hand againft the lenfible provi- 
fions of a lalutary ftatute f , it vaniihed 
from our fight \ though it is but candid 
to llate, that it liae fince maile its ap- 
peil'ance in the face of day j which, 
confidering the critical period wheirir 
chofe to pofTels the heads of the Britiili 


• It (hews a particular attention to ceftume in our Stage Managers, that while • 

^ Quickly appears in a high-crowned hat, drelii the head ol J^JI Tearllieet in n 
cap with red ftreamers in great profufioo. Both thefe are incorrect. By an Afl of 
Edward the Third, no female of the fpeciet that we Urm an Impure^ but which the 
faid Acl mod rudely calls a common whom, could wear any head-drefs but a hood, 
probably becaufe it was old-fafhioned, and thofe ^ere-*obligcd to be ftriped with 
divera colours, in which red and yellow generally predominated t they were allb 
obliged t^vmr their*garments reverfed, that is to lay, ** the wrong fide outward.’* 
^ C/ aihaHw tbciWmatccri have, therefore, doubted, Wbether Nell Quickly could have, 
wm pDpricty, worn a high -crowned hat, at leaft till Pittul made her an bonejt 
wmsM ? but all agree, that the cap of Doll Tcarfheet is totally unclaflical. The 
to which we have alluded had either been repealed, or fallen into difulr, before 
lie lime of Doll Commpni nr w# Ihould have 1^ the fame objehiou to her head* 
drclr, 

t g Geo. II, c. 
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Ladief, (a pcnod when the heads of 
more than half the men in Europe were 
pofl'efled by ••••*,) caufed much 
fpeculation amongft tbg Icartud, 

It mult be obierved, that the inter* 
regnum betwixt the times when the 
ancient and modern high.crowned bea- 
vers fiounfhed, a fpace of more than 
lifty years, was filled up with fuch 
a variety of dynaltles of freiindcrs^ 
that it is impolTible to enumerate their 
fpecies, much more to lecoid their 
names : the few that occur to recollec- 
tion we will give to the public, in the 
hope that this theme (a much more 
important one, in our opinion, than 
thofe which generally agitate man- 
kind,) will excite the genius of Tome 
far abler writer, who, hred with his 
fubjt df, may give us a complete hiltory 
of thefe regiiments, towards which we 
here freely eiuluw him wi^h all the wit, 
humour, and, if it docs not lie ioo deep 
to be extracted, all the common fcnle, 
which he can Hnd in thele Chapters. 

Having made this librtal donation, 
(which, like the making a will, is a 
load taken olf my mind,) let us now, 
oh gentle re.ulei I (for wheiHoevei I 
fpeak in the plur.tl 1 take yo\i with 
me,) nurfue the plealing (peculation in 
which we have been engaged, namely, 
the 0 |)eration of lalliion upon the heads 
of the BMtidi fair. 

In 4he hi 11 inftance, we are to behold 
thele capital parts ot the female figure, 
(like thofe of Ophelii, or Mad fic(<, 
or Crazy Kate,) encircled and covered 
with draw. Accident has tiequeiitly 
given rife to circuniltances of import- 
ance. I'he afl'iimption of thi'« ai tii le, 
perhaps originally a matter of ncc-llity, 
has fince introduced a very curious 
and beautiful mmiifaClure, Mhich Was 
ti;'>piiially eiiabliihed at Dunlt^ble, but 
which his lately extended to, and been 
gruttly im]»roved in, the metropolis. 

. Straw hits, 1 have been jnfo'med, 
when they firif, in the reign of Queen 
Anne, made their appearance, obtained 
the name of Chuniiills, and which, it 
js pleating to cnnjeduic, they probably • 
derived frdlil ** each bright Chiu chill 
of (he gataixy .** Now if we confidcr the 
variety of forms into winch ftr.iw h.is 
been maniifa^lured, the tadc that has 
been ditplayed upon it, the number of 
pcrf'ons, particulirly females, that have 
derived horn it employment, and thofe 
that have made it a branch of tiathc, 
we may fairly Hate, that this apparently 
triding article has been of nearly as 


much life to the nation, -as, at leaf!:* 
one of the ten campaigns of Mari'! 
borough. 

When the firft rage for thefe tegu- 
ments fubfided, they were fucceeded by*> 
hats of a foreign manufa^hire, imporrecl 
from Italy, and therefore denominated 
Leghorn Chip. Thefe, citlier covered 
or uncovered, either ornamented with 
dowers, feathers, or ribbands, have had 
a long icign, and a moft extenbve cir- 
culation ; and it ii worthy of obiei va- 
tlon, how the dilfindlions of modelt 
and immodelt among the fair-lex have 
been confounded in their cognomens. 

When thele hats tint appeared, they 
affumed the appellation of the Salifhury 
Cock. However, this title fell into 
difrepurc, in confequence of a circum* 
dance which expofed the Lady from 
whom they derived it to the cenfure of 
the law. 

After they had remained for aconfi- 
dcrabic time without any very diftin- 
gtiifhed patronefs, the beautiful Gun- 
nings took a taiicy to fhade their facet 
with them, and, of courlc, every Lady 
who beheld thele exquiiiie models of 
female pcMfr^tlon. thought that (he 
wanted nothing but an eh'i.a it cocked 
chip hat, with a large role on the left 
fide, and tied iindtr the chin with 
cheity.co.uured rib‘>ands, ‘o make her 
appear as clKirmiiig as either uf the 
lovely filters. 

Hats o( this defer ipt ion were foon 
procuird, and, in a fluTt lime, the 
M il exhibited hundreds ot i.indid.no 
HutclielVes and Cuuntenes, the liv.ils 
of the Hamiltons and Cuveiitrys of 
• thofe clays. 

WiKt fiiccif's attended thefe fair 
warrioifi, (who iti fjreumers^ 

which the) loon alter liuiftcd, and 
kept dying in iveiy dirtiMion, exhi^ 
birt’drhe coloLCs of c-ver) ration under 
hfvr n,) it 1 ^ iinpolhhle now to fay, 
Pait. politics in thole times run high s 
and as the influence of the female 
in thde matters was toreietn. 
It IS hardly neccliary to Kate, that the 
hat adorned with libbands, and the 
mottued brealt-knoi, became inllru- 
ments of conhdciable impoitancr’ in 
rhe exercife o( th^ ele£li^. franchise, 
and the piocurirng to th’^riap^^i* .. 
a let of proper repicientatives. M.'fry” 
jpedmeni of their (air wearers' laudai|<e 
labours and exertions re this iine 
be Jeen, and Uetrd at pi dent, and it Ut 
moft devoutly to he hoped willlong con- 
tinue to adoin and edify their country* 

But 
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^ But to endeavour to recover the p«ith 
from which our admiration of perfout 
and things has cauted us a little to 
deviate. About the year forty-four of 
I tjie Ia(l century, an attempt was made 
once more to revive the war of the 
Rofes. Thef'e hats confequently took 
thoie ftations which teguments adapted 
to the lame purpofes had atruined in the 
year fifteen, and red and white roles 
once more bloomed as the fymbols of 
party upon the hAds and buloms of 
the daughters, as they had before 
adorned '.h ;le of the mothers. 

A circumdance occurred at this 
time which thews, in girat conten- 
tions, how impolfible it is to be mo- 
derate. At Bath and Tome other wellern 
provincial cities, a party, or rather fe6^ 
of ladies arofe, who, with a view to the 
cxeicile of that amiable and becoming 
talent to their fex, that mddnels whit.ii 
is the mother of reconciliation, adiipted 
the colours and lymbols of but h parties, 
that is to lay, rhry adorned tiieir hats 
alternately with b ms and ilreamers of 
*red and white ribbtnd^, and dilplayed 
Upon them large bunches of itriped 
voles. This latliion f. reid to the 
metropolis 3 and it was once hoped 
that the moderation of its motive 
would have eiiliired its Iticcefs 3 but, 
ala> I the ivi'or d was dravin, the fan was 
brandidied, ind niuderacioiicearcd. The 
Ladies that iiielinrd to either px'ty be> 
came the ridicule of both; they ob- 
tained theappellaiion of trimmtrj^ which 
even in C'^rtain circuni ranees attached 
to thtir hulbands and otii- r lelations. 

^ Whether the lire of this contention, 
like the fire of u bell ion that occa*ione 4 
it, burned itfelf out, it is impolllblc to 
fay ; the chip^hat no longer added fuel 
to the flame. Soon afeci the peace of 
1748 it totally di^'a;)ptared,at lea t from 
e^cry dijiin£ui/heJ head; while under 
the pati'oinge of Fanny Murray, the 
tegument ol draw ob a<ned once more 
p temporal y tnuiiiph. In this (he was 
painred iry Uudiori 3 the mefzotinto 
wab engraved (1 iliiiik)by M*Ardelt*, 
and file was compliinented under ito 
witi'i i«ro lines f from the character of 
pO’ e*s B lindj. 

Kit^F,jJhc:’s fancy foon after took 
to’losi^hich iticceeded a fmali 


hat placed on one fide the head, and tbf 
fpace on the other filled with a large 
bouquet of artificial llowet a. This ob • 
tained the name of Nancy Dawfon'a 
mtw kick. What kick, or kukinf, 
could have to do with //v heaU^ 1 have 
not yet been able to learn. 

Smart Jenny Poticr*’ next led the 
mode, who was, 1 think, the firlt that 
in thole times, in her comic dances, 
mounted a feather; at which many 
modeft ladies were doubtlcfs exceed- 
ingly rejoiced, as the ncwly-acquired 
volatility of this tegument enabled it 
now to aiVend from the liage to higher 
circles and more diitinguilhed patron*^ 
efl'es. Accordingly, whether it was 
extended to the hze of a table or con- 
tradfed to that of a faucet*, whether it 
was itiiped like a balloon, plain or 
coloured, plumed or iinplumcd, co»> 
vei'ed or uncovered, bedizened with 
ribbinds, bedecked with flowers, b;;- 
dazzled with foil, or betrimmed with 
Itraw, it was generally coniidered to 
have been invented or adopted by 
lome lady of falhion,and coniequently, 
as ciicuinitances occurred, was dilfiii- 
guifhed by tiie appellations of Devon* 
fhire, Kutland, or lotne other of equal 
dignity, and equally beautiful and vir- 
tuous. 

Having traced the hillory of the 
female h it fioin the rudelt ages down 
to (his polllhed era, and placed it in 
this elevated and elegant fitiiattpn, I 
fhall take the opportunity, while this 
weathercock of falhion ieems, for a 
fhoi't time, to have become fiat ionary, 
to obfei've, that bonnets, 1 mean the 
ladies’ head-drefs lb called, (for it £ 
took notice of a tegument of this de- 
feription worn, by lu.ilcs in one part 
of this Ifland, it would lead into a wide 
field indeed,) have generally folkwMNi 
the foi tunc of the huts, from which £ 
underftand they aie legitimately de- 
feended, and, as it is not very uncum* 
inon for the younger branches of a 
hoLife to rile fuperiur to the eider, they 
now ftem to have totally fuperfeded 
them. 

Thi^conrluding obfervation, toge- 
ther with its predeceflbrs, comprehend- 
ing all that was meant to be faid of 
hats, confidered as a very ornamental

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and gay part of the female drefs^ it is 
aliiioit abiurd to add another word 
upon the fubjeft j yet after Belinda’s 
lock has been mounted . to the {ky, 
perhaps upon thefe, and fubjefts like 
thefe, nothing, however (xtravaganr, 
can be quite ablurd. We therefore may 
view thefe hats in the light of meteors 
moving in erratic oi bits, exhibiting the 
moft brilliant appearance ; and after 
they have, from the molt elegant and 
polite circles, attra6ted a lutficient/ro/» 
of /parks, their admirers as Suddenly 
exploding, thus, as Archer fays, finilh- 
ing their career in a Ir/ezr, fiich as 
probably once induced the ingenious 
Duchefs of Ncwcaltle to write a Comedj^ 
to which die gave the title of The 
Blazing World.” 

The period at which this Chapter 
commenced was molt particularly and 
pre-eminently diif ingiiilhrd by the rife, 
importalioft, and fpnad of a Ipecies of 
hats, which Irom thc-ir diape and height 
would have given us the idea of an 
inverted pan lomet lines ufed upon ftrious 
occalions, which have nothing to do *witb 
the headt had not the enormous fixe of 
their brims in fome fmall degree taken 
ofl'lhc fnnilaiity. The reader will an- 
ticipate, that 1 heie allude to the elc- 
vared and (olemn he.ivcrs of the Puri- 
tans, which, in the nge of Elizabeth, 
liad herome a lalliion in almolt every 
paridi <thioiighout Isiigiand, 

Thefe teguments (whether worn by 
Poftriiial Puritans, a fe^l that fume 
pains is now taking to revive, or Dif- 
cipline Puritans, whole hats, though in 
another form, are now more numerous 
than ever,) were calculated to diHufe 
the deepeit gloom over^ the human 
countenance, and by their pr effing the 
iernph'St to give to the features thofe 
jcnm^f contortions which, in mere 
mortals, .are I'ometimes (uppofed to 
proceed frohi griping Hitulencies, &c.i 
but in the elcftand fan Aided, w'cre then 
known to origin.aTc from the fecret 
emotions of the Spirit, which working 
upwards, produced ••»•••, and all 
that brotherly love and fifterly aflfcAion 
end • ♦ the etfefts of which were 
loon after fo vidble both upon indivi- 
duals and the ftate. 

With refpcA to the Court hats tliat 
a;^peared during the reign of Elizabeth, 
thofe that have made this important 
part of dicfs their Ihidy, wijl eafily 
b»Micve that, in a great meafure, they 
alTumed, or rather derived their forms 
from tlie chaia^Urs of their wearers j 


for this good reafon, that nothing upep 
earth is Co pliable as a Courtier’s hat; 
and therefore the moment that any of 
the fervants, perhaps knowing the 
temper of the Qjieen, (we Ihoiild fay 
the humhie fervants of her M.ijeftv,) 
had an opportunity to diiplay his hat 
at Court, he endeavoured to render 
it perfectly oliedient to his will, and 
to mould It into the moft convenient 
form j taking care, at the lame timei 
that the mode in which it was turned 
up or down was the moll agreeable to 
his countenance. 

There is in this rei^n but one int 
ftance of a hat becoming totally un<, 
governable, and this was that of the 
£.irl of Elfex, which* it is laid, the 
Queen veiy properly dilplaced from 
bis head when Ihc gave him the box 
of the ear fo frequently mentioned. 

If we confult the lefemblance of the 
hat of the Earl of Leiceller,as exhibited 
in his poitiait, we may ohlcrve by the 
edges, that it was more flexible, and 
that its brim feems to have been ndinw, 
rably contrived, by bendings to Ihelter 
the wearer. 

The hat of Burleigh appears elevated 
a little vn the right Jide\ while that of 
his fiiend Wiillingham is pulled over 
his forehead, which every one knows 
is a taOiion that makes thh» tegument 
form a convenient pent-houl'e for thq 
eyes, and enables us, while we flint out 
obfeivr-tion from ouMelvcs, to difeera 
olijcAs as in a camera obfeura, re- 
fleAed with every advantage of light 
and brilliancy. The uf'e which WaU 
flngham made of this per ceptive faculty 
is now obvious. It was by thefe means, 
and means like thefe, wlvch weie all at 
that time concealed in bis bat^ that he 
difeuvered the defigns of the Spaniards 
refpeAing the deflination of their in'* 
vincible Armada ; therefore we Ihouldn 
f^rom motives of the piirell patriotiliiii 
be glad to fee the falhion of this beaver 
adopted in the world above /fairs, as it 
might perhaps enable foine of its inha- 
bitants, whofe nations are particularlj 
'elevated, to have a clearer view of the 
• • • *, and of the Jnvadon, ^ich it 
fo mncli the fubjeA of converfation at 
the prefent hour. * ^ 'V . ^ 

The round brim of the beaver 
Drake, feems the Horizon encompaflini* 
the Globe I which certainly is, by tht 
bead of the polTeflbr, moll admirabl/f 
lypiHed, The hats of Hawkins, Fro* 
bilhcr, Cavendiihj d(c.| have (for 

«ha|L

On the hat of Sir Philip Sidney is 
^fplayed a Lady's glove $ which, it is 
&rtain, fttongly marks the romantic 
^pillantry of this favourite of the Queen 
and the nation. But of all the hats of 
the time, the molt remarkable was that 
of Afcham, the fchoolmifter j (though 
this is a tegument that generally makes 
a pretty Itrong imprelfion on our 
minds ;) it is like ^ cap motilded into 
a kind of pointer f'pout, which he pro- 
bably, from his atfrrtion lor cock- 
fighting, called a C »ck. WMence 
doubtlcfs the phrase “ to cock the 
hat j" for the operation fo calli d, or 
the mode of wea iiig this tegument, 
(which both Swift and AiUliloii deemed 
in this iiiuntry prculiarly charaflcr- 
iltie,) might have been i1*rived. 

Piirfiiing thisipeculation to the reign 
of Jim***^, we Hiid the hat of Raleigh, 
whicli feeiiis by no means bread enough 
to rcliif :i ftonn, turned up in front, 
and adorned with a gold loop and 
-button i and while we behold this lym- 
hol, we lament the iuHiieuce of goU 
even uuon the wiled heads. 

Of the Court h.its ot this period, 
thofe of Cur and Villars aie fcarcely 
worth the hiZaJs that encoinpaircd 
them. In fa<?f, the band of the fomier 
ihoiild have been placed in another 
fitiiation. 

The firrt military hats of any emi- 
nence, and conicquently thclaigeltat 
th.it time, weic worn by thofe two 
heroes, Sir Francis and Sir Horatio 
Vere. A large beaver then appeared 
extraordinary, efpecially on the hta^ 
of the latter, who happened to be ri 
very little man j but we conceive, if it 
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had been, which it was not, epeked 
with more than piftolic fiercejiefs, and 
placed in a certain fituatioi), it would 
to thefe times have appeared fafliion- 
able. 

In thofe days of Ibtc and folemnity, 
the military, and indeed noi/hat, icenis 
to have allumed a peculiar form and 
dignity. It Jceuis like mankind in 
grnerai, fioiii the cxteiilion of its do* 
nmns, (lor fo its brims may with pio- 
pricty be called,) and from its fuhfiance^ 
•wbicb *wns Jelt^ to have derived addi- 
tional weignt and influence. 

It fceins • • • hut it is too late in this 
Chapter to introduce a digreflion np 
praiJe ol the modem hat, which will 
(as fi om Its con icq ut nee it is molt 
jiiltly entitled) be very h»gely con- 
lidercd in the next, which will alio 
compreliend the hats of either Chailcs's 
diys, the republican and fc^farian hats, 
the h.its which adorned the pares of tlic 
Whigs and Toricj:, thole which were 
defcrintivc or cliaiadlcriftir, or, as we 
fliouUl lav , tiu j.i^nt of (iilf.-rciu protcl- 
fions, together with thcir multilaridus 
oHspring b^gott. n by that un xctiuiu- 
able being Capnee upon tint iiiiit.iblc 
nymph r.iihion ; a couple sh it, liiicc 
their union, have played mure trlik* 
with the hull. in luecics than could 
be detailed ni fihy folios, if any one or 
moic gentlemen,’ fucli as c ompile, or 
did compili*, the magazine o^ latte, 
was or wf-rc dilfiofed to undertake fb 
ufelul :i wo'kj tb.mgh 1 Ihould fup- 
pole, to exit lire it properly would 
rcqune a knowledge of the mode deep 
and extenfive as that which once per- 
vaded and animated the mind of the 
ingenious Jack Adams*.

^HF minner in wb'cli the favours of 
^ Felifa were conf*Trcd, made him 
apprehenfive of wniinding Iter delicacy 
too abrupt a declaration of his gra- 
titude; and the confcinulhers of Aiame 
alfo withheld him from iii],«Hcitly fol- 
lowing the dictates of his heart, which 
were, to throw himfclf at her feet in a 
«.Tnnfport of coniefTion. 

Thcic was fo much grace and fimpli- 
city in her gtiierofiry, thit it had more 
efiiericy than any fejiriiiicrits of reproach 
or reinunftiaiice, as it was at once an 
elegant fiitire on liiscondu 61 , and a ten- 
der inffaiice of her regard j and it was 
attended hy fucii cotifcquences as {he 
Jiad hoped would refult horn it. He 
was refolvc*! to dtferve the itHimonics 
of fiicnddiip whi< ii he had leceived, 
aird ricteriniiicil, from the firft nionient 
of liiieity, to Ingin a life of honour 
and Ibbiiety : nor were ilicfc the mere 
refolutions of one who wa.^ touched 
with an iinpiefrioii which in the next 
inltant would dctavi or yield to tlie 
tirli ti'inpt ition that fuiceeded them, 
but the reioUes of a iiriii convinced of 
his miltakes, and deliKiUS to remove 
them of one whom a dieadfiil expeit- 
cnce had made wife, and wiiom an ami- 
able wom.iii had taught to found palfioii 
upon principle. 

^ His firlt Itep was to repair the inju- 
ries of no£hirnal depravity, to dilong.ige 
himfelf of every dilVolute indulgence, 
and to attach himfclf to cha *cr ami 
more reputable coiiiu-x'niis : he regu. 
hteJ his t'x{ene$, and tonfonnrd to 
the*maxims of piudrr.tial economy. 
Although 1;^ had many levere ihuggles 
with his paifions, he Icldoin dechred 
from the uniform plan he had laid down 
.vs his rule of i.onduc^, ami he foon be- 
ciine to detiil; dillipation, and grow 
more and more enamoured of viitue. 
The prcigrefs of his amendment was * 
rapid, for he conhdered that ' lie had 
much to do ; and he was the more 
eaiiteA in his eff)rts, as he had fome 
ppptebenfioiis left fome other obje^ 
in the interim might ruin thole flatter- 
ing profpeds which the Chaplain had 
opened upviu him. 

FeliU in the mean time was not idle, 
neither did (he futfer the arvioar of her 
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bounty to fublide, but made it her bufi-

The Baronet melted into the tears of 
gratitude and joy over thefe lines, and 
haftened, under various agitations, to 
anfwer thein in perfon : it would be 
vain to attempt the defeription of a 
meeting in which all the gentle and 
grateful aife^tions mingled { it will 
be fiifliclent to fay, that the (enti- 
ments which palfed at this vifit were 
indelibly engraven on their hearts for 
ever.

AN ORIGINAL LETTER FROM EDMUND BURKi TO MR. RIVAROL.

T AM much obliged to you for your 
^ very polite and flittering attention 
to me, and to the piece which you arc 
pleafed to regard wirli fo much indul- 
gence. It is an endeavour very well 
intended, but, I am confeious, very 
inadequate to the great interelts of this 
kingdom and of mankind, which it pro 
poles to aflert. 

1 have feen. though too late to profit 
of them, your brother’s admirable An- 
nals, which may rank with thole of 
Tacitus. There is, indeed, a Itioug 
coincidence in our way of thinking. 
'1 ought to be very proud ot that 
circumflance. If I had leen his prr- 
formance before 1 had written on the 
fame fubje45f, 1 fliould rather have cho. 
fen to enrich my pamphlet with quot.u 
tions from thence, than have veiituied 
to exprefs^he thoughts in which wt 
agreed in woric words of iny own. 

I th' nkyou too for the elegant poems 
which you have done me the honour to 
tranfinit to me with your letter, bo far 
as I am c.ipable of forming any judg- 
ment upon French puctiy, the veiies 
are fpiriced and well-turned ; and the 
author jpofleires the art of iiitereltin^^ 
the paflions, which is the triumph ot 
that kind of eloquence. 

I wifli, without difguiling my leal 
fentiments, I could go as far in rny ap- 
probation of the general tendency of 
one of tbefe pieces, and of the policy 
of fuch publications at luch a time as 
this* Forgive roe. Sir, if I take the 
liberty of luggelting to your luperior 
judgment, as well at to that of the 
Emperor’s advifers, that it is not very« 
eafy tf^jupprefs (by the methods lately 
nfed) what you call the inonkilh 
fury,” without eisciting fury of an- 
oiprr. kftdjvvfort of fury, which will, 
^rhaps, be round more untraflable 
T^an the Other, and which may be car. 
t/itd to much greater lengths. In luch

which (of thefe furies) he has it lA 
ciiarge to fupport,and which is more fa 
tal to the country which it is hisdu^ to 
pteferve in peace and prolperity.

Can it 
be true tiiat he means to draw up the 
very lame flood.gates which have let 
loof'e the deluge that has overwhelnted 
the great m nia! chy in his neighbour* 
hood > Does he think, if he means to 
encourage the fpirit which prevails in 
I’lance, that it will be exerted in hia 
favour, or to aAfwcr his purpofes^ 

H h h a ' WhU 
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Whilft be IS deftroyin^r prejudices, 
whichy under good management, may 
Income the Tureft fupport of his go. 
Yernmsnt, is he not afraid that the dif- 
cuflion may go farther than he widies ? 
If he excites men to enquire too fcru- 
puloudy into the foundation of all old 
opinion, may he not have reafon to 
apprehend, that (everal will (ee as little 
life in Monarchs as in Monks ? The 
queftion is not. Whether they will 
argue logically or not ? but, Whether 
the turn of mind which leads to fuch 
difcuilion may not become as fatal to 
the former as to the latter ? He may 
truft in the fine army be has aflembled ; 
'dlitfine armies have been feduced from 
their allegiance, and the feducers are 
not far from him. He ^nay fortify his 
frontier ; but fortrefles have been be. 
trayed by their garrifons, and garrifons 
overpowered by the burghers. Thofe 
of the democratic faClion in the Ne- 
therlands have always an armed ally 
more conveniently fituated to aflilt 
them, than the Emperor is conveniently 
iituated to alfift himfelf. Would not 
prndence rather dictate to that great 
Sovereign the fureit mode of fortifica- 
tion ? Would not prudence direCl him, 
1 fay, to fortify himfelf in the hearts 
of his people, by repairing, rather 
than by dell roving, thofe dykes and 
barriers which* pi ejudice might ralfe 
in his favour, and which coft nothing 
to his ereafury, either in the coiillruc- 
tipn or the reparation. 

It were better to forget, once for all, 
the Encyclopsedia, and the whole body 
of the ec^nomifls^ and to re fort to thofe 
old rules and principles which have 
hitherto made Princes great and na. 
tions happy. Let not a Prince cir- 
cumftanced like him ^weakly fdl in 
Jove either with Monks or Nobleli ; 
“TfithHefs let him violently hate them. 
In his Netherlands he pofrefles the moft 
populous, lf\fe beft cultivated, and the 
moft fiourifhing counti 7 in Europe i 
a country from which, at this day, 
and even in England, we are to learn 
the perfect praaice of the belt of arts, 
that of agriculture. If he has a people 
like the Flemings, induftrious,t frugal, 
oaiy, and obedient, what is it to him, 
whether they are fond of Monks, or 
love ringing of bells and lighting of 
candles, or not ? A wife Prince, as I 
liop« the Emperor is, will ftudy the 
Mniui of his people. He will indulge 
9iem hi their humours i he will pre- 
|urv^ them in their privileges \ he will 


aft upon the dreufifianeis bis flates as 
hi finds thim\ and whilft thus aftiqg 
upon the practical principles of a prac- 
tical policy, he is the happy Prince of 
an happy people. He will not cal;^ 
what the Condorcets and the Kaynal^,*^ 
and the whole flight of the magpies and 
jays of philofophy, may fancy and chat- 
ter concerning his conduft or his cha- 
rafter. 

Well it is for the Emperor, that the 
late rebellion of the Netherlands was a 
rebilhonagainft mnO''Jation» When, there- 
fore, he returned to the pofTeffion of 
his eliates, an event which no man 
wifhed more fincerely than 1 did, he 
found none of the ancient landmarks 
removed. He found every thing, ex- 
cept the natural eftefts of a cranfieiit 
ftorni, exaftly as it was on the day 
of the revolt. Would the King of 
France, fuppofing his reftoration pro- 
bable, find his kingdom in the fame 
condition? Oh! no. Sir. Many long, 
long labours would be required to 
rcftorc that country to any fort of 
good order. Why ? bccaufe their re-^ 
bellion is the direft contrary to that* 
of Flanders. It is a re'volt of innova^ 
tion, and thereby the very elements of 
fociety have been confounded and difTi- 
pated. Small politicians will certainly 
recommend to him to nourifti a demo- 
cratic party, in order to curb the arillo- 
cratic and the clerical. In genera), all 
policy founded on difeord is perilous 
to the Prince and fatal to the country. 
The fupport of the permanent orders 
in their places, and the reconciling 
them ail to his government, will be* 
his beft f'ceurity, either for governing 
»,uietly in his own peiTon, or for leav- 
ing any fure fuccetfion to his pofterity. 
Corporations, which haV^ a perpetual 
AiccefEon, and hereditary Nobles, who 
themfelves exift by fticceflion, are the 
true guardians of monarchical fuccel- 
fion. On fuch orders and inftitutions 
alone an hereditary monarchy can Hand, 
What they call the domocratic royak in 
France, is laughed at by the very au- 
thors as an abfurd chimera. Where 
4aU things elfe are eleftive, you may call 
a King hereditary \ but he i8,4er the 
prefent, only a cypher ; and the fuc- 
ceflion is not Tupported by any^nalogy 
in the ftate, nor combed with*«^ ^ 
femiment whatfoever, exiiting in tim " 
minds of the people. It is a fblltaryu 
unriipported, anomalous King. V 

The ftory you tell of the Chartreuxf 
in the time of Charles V, may be troe,^ 

\ for 
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for any thine I know to the contrary. 
Xui what inference can be drawn from 
it f Why fliould it be necedary to in- 
fluence the pe^le, at fuch a time ns 
to rob the Chartreuxi who had no 
C^lind in that murder ? Were t)ie Char- 
treux that 1 have feen at Paris employed 
in committing or meditating murders f 
Are they (b at LaTrappe, or at the 
Grande Lhartrenfe^ or any where cite? 
Inferences will be made from fuch a 
ftory. I don't mean logical, but prac- 
tical inferences, wnich will harden the 
hearts of men, in this age of fpoil, not 
only againft them, but againlt a con- 
flderable portion of the human race. 
Some of thefe Monks, in a fudden 
tranfport of fury, murdered fomtbody 
in the time of Charles V. What then ? 

I am certain that, not in the time of 
Charles V, but now, and at all times, 
and in all countries, and in the bofom 
of the deareft relations of life, the molt 
dreadful tragedies have been, nnd are, 
daily a£led. Is it right to biing forth 
tbele examples to make us abhor thole 
relations ? 

You obferve, that a requedrntion 
from the connexions of fociety makes 
the heart cold and unfeeling. I believe 
it may have that tendency— though 
this is more than 1 And to be the hik, 
from the rcfult of my own obfervations 
and inquiries I but, to the theory, it 
feems probable. However, as the great- 
eft crimes do not arife fo much trom a 
want of feeling for others as from an 
over-ftnlibility for ourfelves, and an 
oter indulgence to our own defires, 
very fequeftered people, ((‘uch as the 
Cbarrreux,) as they are Icfs touched 
with the fynipathies which foften tht 
manners, are lefs engaged in the paf- 
lions which agitate the mind. The belt 
virtues can hardly he found among 
them, but crimes muft be more rate 
In that form of fociety than in the 
a£Iive world. If 1 were to truft to 
my own obfervation, and give a verdi^ 
on it, I muft de(>ore, that, in my expe- 
rience, I have found that thofe who 
were molt indulgent to thenifelvcs 
were (in the mafs) lefs kind to others 
than cMfe who have lived a life nearer 
to felf-deni^l. I go further. In my 
expcriej^ce I have obferved, that a 
IfiviJMOUs iiriiiersof manners hardens 
the heart, at leaft as much as an over- 
done abftinence. 1 qtieftion much, 
whether moral policy will juftify us in 
«n endeavour to intere.ft the heart in 
favour of immoral, irregular, and illegal 


aftions, on account of particular touch- 
ing ctrcumftances that may happen to 
attend the commiilion or the puniib* 
ment of them« I know poets are 
apt enough *to choofe fuch fubjedls, 
in order to excite the high relilh ariOng 
from the mixed fenfations which will 
arife in that anxious embarraiTment of 
the mind, whenever it finds ttfelf in a 
locality, where vices and virtue meet 
near their confines — where

1 think, of late, that the Farifiail 
philofophers have done, upon a me« 
dilated fyltcm, what the poets aas^ 
naturally led to, by a deftre of flat- 
tering the paflions. To you, as a poet, 
this is to be allowed. To philofb. 
pliers one cannot be fo indulgent ; ior, 
perhaps, ladies ought not ** to love too 
well/' like the Fh^Jrat and Myrrbas of 
old, or the ancient or modern Fhifeu 
They had betrernot piiifue their lovers 
into convents of Carthufians, nor fol- 
low them in di!giiiie to camps and 
llaughter.houres. Jbu I have oblerved, 
that the philofophers, in order to infl* 
nuati* their polluted atheifm into young 
mintU, have fylicrnatically fljttered all 
their pailions, natural and iinnatural. 
They explode, or rend/r odious or 
contemptible, that dais of virtues 
which rellr.iin the appe'iie. Thefe 
are, at lealt, nine out ul ten of the 
virtues. In the place of air thefe, 
they fubflitute a virtue, which they 
tall humanity or benevolence. By 
this mcaiu, tiielr morality has no idea 
ill it of reltraiiu, or indeed of a diftinft, 
fettled principle, of any kind. When 
their difciples are thus left Free, and 
guided only by prefent feeling, they 
are no longer vo He depended on for 
pood or evil. The men who to-jlajyL..„ 
fnatch the worft criminals from jultice, 
will furreiider the nloft jgnocent per- 
Tons to-morrow. 

1 aflure you, Sir, th.it this letter has 
been written fix weeks ago, given to be 
copied, and I really thought fent t6 
you.

T^HE LIFE OF JEAN VICTOR MOREAU, 

GENERAL OP THE FRENCH ARMIES OF THE MOSELLE, THE RHINE, fttC. 


T his eminent perfon, whofc fate will 
probably be d■^Jel mined before the 
publication of the piefent Magazine, 
was born in 1764. His native place is 
Morlaiz, in L«»wer Hritanny, a ftnall 
fea-port louii in the neighbourhood of 
Bred. 

His father, as well as Ins grandfather, 
was bred to the law, and was a Judfc 
in Criminal (knifes of that place. He 
was, however, in Apnl 1794* 

• in (lance of the Committee ol Surveil- 
lance at Breft, denounced to the Na- 
tional Convention by Prieur, then one 
of its Deputies on minion i:i that De- 
partment, as having favoured the efcape 
of certain emigrant^, and remitted them 
money. He w.is can led before the re- 
volutionafy'rrihuird ot Breil, and con- 
demned 10 fuffer decapitation !»y the 
guillotine: it is a remarkable circiim- 
llance, that on the very day the father 
fuffered death on the (laffold, the (bn 
obtained a confider.ible virtorv in Hol- 
land for his country, by the capture of 
Sluys, and the poireflion of the whole 
Idandof Cadiand. • 

Moreau has four brothers and two 
fiftei's. The fenior is at this time a 
Member of the Lcgiflature,and Gabriel 
is a Captain of a Man of War Jean 
Baptille is a Receiver of the National 
Domains at Bred : the fouith, we be- 
lieve, is a merchant. 

It has b*cn obferved, with the view 
to diferedit Moreau, that he was un- 
fixed in principle at firll taking up 
arms, for that in the fame year he dei 
fendM and oppofed the Parliament of 
hii Province : but it (hould be lecol- 
Icftedpthat in the fccond inilancc a 
Ver^^pulaiA|i>finifte?, viz. Monf.Ncc- 
kar, bad been taken into office, whole 
view was to convoke the States General 
of the whole kingdom. In tliis parti- 
cular we lee no feafon to accuse hini 
of a dereliAion of piinciple. Hts ob- 


je5l was a reform of abufes : while tjjg. 
Parliament afligned a laudable motive 
for its refilbnce to the miniltcrial man- 
date, Mo>ea\i flood up for it. This 
warfare began in tlie fpring of 17S8, 
and at this time young Moieaii was 
Prevot de Droit, or at the head of the 
Students in Law at Rennes. As he had 
an acknowledged influence over thefe 
young men, it was no difficult thing to 
engage them to take up arms in the 
fame caiifc. They continued in array 
until Odluber, during which period 
Moreau was denominated ** General 
du Parlement." Count Theard de Bifiy 
was the Officer lent by Louis XVltli 
to put down thefe infurgents, and to 
carry de Brienne's purpofes into execu- 
tion. No doubt de Bifly felt the un* 
p'.ealantners and unpopularity of the 
errand he was fent upon, which made 
him tardy or indifferent about perform- 
ing it \ for It ib fcarcely to be imagined 
that he was our.generalled by a young 
man, who had hut jufl exchanged a pen 
for a (word. Be it as it may, Moreau 
efcaped unhurt by wounds, and at the 
end of the aif-iir wns complimenteii by 
the whole covp^^fur his courage aitd 
conduct. This w is a fpice of the mili- 
tary rei'Own he ha» lo honourabljranbl 
peril mlly fuiight after in a hundred 
affairs, the leaft of whiiff was a thou- 
land times more hr>zardous. 

Tlioiigh It cannot be faid that the 
love ol any ait wilt of itfeif enable the 
ai tj/l to become a proficient, yet a pre- 
dilection foi an ai r ur (cience will give 
the arfiil or pi ofeifor a great chance to 
arrive at excellence in its cultivation. 
Many have hecn the inllances where the 
ifudriit ins :ib.ind.med the d^rk avenues 
to the forum, and courtid more active, 
more fpic.uiid rcputariOfi,in “the ieni» 
ed field.'* The ; eats which would have 
been loft to me military adventurer in 
the times of ;Hacei bv lo late an enVanen 

into 
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into the army, were quickly made up 
tor by the fpeedy advancement to rank 
of thofe who einliraccd the profelHon 
from a love of it, and from a ftrong; 
cieiire to obtain the reputation which 
fo often attends it. 

^ Moreau, from the period above men- 
tionedy refolved to make the army his 
iafting purfuit ; and no I'ooner had he 
been pofted at the head of a battalion, 
than he attracted the notice of his fenior 
Officers, not more for his zeal than for 
the unremitting attention he paid to the 
duty of the regiment. He had friends 
in the Conllitucnt Aflcmbly and in the 
jfpnventioM ; but the afliftance of thefe 
was not abloiutely ncceflaiy to open 
the way fur a man of Ills ardent ima- 
gination and prudent condu^h 

The French were aware of the fupe- 
riority of the cavalry of the enemy they 
had to contend with : to this force they 
were llrongly advifed, hy an American 
who made a campaign with them in the 
Low Countries* and was at the battle 
of Jemnppe, to bring a more than uAinl 
quantity of artillesy into the field. 
'I'his fuggcltion was adopted, and occa- 
iioned a fudden and vaft promotion of 
Olficers : we accoidingly find Viifor 
Moreau, in a few weeks, appointed a 
General of Divilion, and in as few more 
made the fubjeCl of nn eulogy in tlie 
clifpatches to ihe Con vt*n lion from 
Richard, the reprcfcntatire of the peo- 
pie with the Army of the North. — 
Pichegru joins with tJic Deputy Richard 
in bis encomium upon this young Offi- 
cer ; and in his details of the fucceU'es 
of the above army, of which he had 
the command in chief, iiifuims the 
Government, that Ypres was taken, 
and that he had given tlie command of 
the fiege to Moreau. 

Soon after this, our hero was thouglft 
’vWJrtiiy and capable of being entnilled 
with an entire army } and a conuniffion 
was .itcordlhf'ly Vent down to him, 
which diie^Hed him to take charge of 
that created under the name of ‘‘ the 
At my of the Mofellc.'’ Here let it be 
allowed the wntcr of a Ikctch of the 
military life of a man, at once great 
and unfortunate, to Hop a momert,and 
give way to tbotis reile^tions which na- 
turally aritc in his mind, on beholding 
a Citizen w ith more thin Roman ardour 
yefterday fo near the CefitiJf and to- 
day, alas ! ftill nearer the "Tarptiam 
R 9 ii! 1 1 Ah 1 how many brave, bow 
many enlightened men has not this re- 
irolution deftroyedl Ithas mowed down 


the fiower of the French nation* ■ IS St 
has brought into aftioii fame of 'the 
noblcfi qualities of the foul, it muft be 
confe.Tcd, it has no lefs awakened and 
clieriflied the bafeft propenfities of the 
heart. It has blended the vices and 
virtues of the iron and the golden age 
together ; and the feer, the hiftorian, 
and the philofopher, are equally unable 
to foretell what the firange amalgam 
will ultimately produce. But thefe are 
digreffions, and do ijot of neceflity be- 
long to our fiihjeff. 

The war which the French revolu- 
tion occafioned was of a new genus. 
The theatre on which it was to be a6l- 
ed mult neccflarily correfpond with its 
magnitude. Upwards of twenty crown, 
cd Heads and fovereign States confede- 
rated againft the new Republic, and it 
was neceffary to provide a force to dc- 
fend every inch of its ancient circum- 
ferential limit. What a field for action f 
—what a fpace to defend ! But when 
war commences, it is not eafy to fay 
where it will flop. Defence alone did 
not fhtisfy a relllefs people, who 
thought themfelves aggrieved ; and 
they, in their turn, from motives of 
revenge and aggrandizement, planned 
invafions and conquefts on fo gigantic 
a fcalc, as t educes all the defigns of 
Louis the XlVih to infignificance. 

There being fuel) men as«Carnot in 
the Council, it was neceflary there 
fhould be fuch Gciienils as Moreau 
in the field. All w'as new in imagina- 
tion, all mull be new in execution. 
The old fy Item of warfare was now to 
be exploited ; towns and places were 
not to be befieged in the old way. The 
main army was not to be halted, be- 
caufe a fort or garrifon-town would not 
i'urrender ; but it was to ruih forward, 
and leave only a (mall detachment to 
watch fuel) place, and check its fallies. 
In this fituation, finding itfelf cut off 
from all communication and fupplies, 
the garrifon is compelled to furrender 
to a poj'tion of an army perhaps not fu- 
perior to its own. All this was unex- 
pe6ted ; was not even dreamt of. Old 
Generals would fay— fuch a thing could 
not be ; it was contrary to the Ales of 
art for an army to leave a fortified 
place in its rears the French, however, 
did thiss for wWle thcj^lcft Ctitde, 
Quefnojr, Landrecies, and other Rrong 
laces in that line of defence, in the 
ands of the Auftrians, they were 
over-running the Low Countries almoft 
as far as Macftrich, thereby cutting off 

the 
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retreat of the Auftmns garrifoned 
iff fiicb drong towns behind them. 

This is the fyltcm which In^ yut To

In laying down and carrying on this 
new and wowlerful lyltcm ot w.aitare, 
it mutt be rememl>eied, that, on the 
ftrft burning of the Kevolution, the 
rrench were countenanced uiid encou- 
raged by the patriots of cveiy country 
in Europe. Men adiniicd for tlvir 
learning and intc!lc:l employed their 
• pens in aid of the decrees of the hrlt 
Aflembly, which were to detine the 
Conftitution, and thereby prevent the^ 
recuiTCi^jce of thofe arbitrary proceed- 
ings which lud hllcd the people with 
indignation or difguif. The ti umpet 
of liberty, whofe fcjur^i has done won-

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we have a more rortunate General in 
our tye, we know of no>ie in Euiope 
who has equally dKtinguifhed hirnrelf 
for vigour in attack, and vigilance in 
ret!'eat j twoq\iaHiici> rot always found 
equally to prevail in th ' iainc Captain. 
Moreau, more than any General we 
knoM, or have read of, ?<^pcars to 
unite what is highly defuable, hut al* 
moH incompatible, viz. the activity of 
a young General, and tiie piudeiice of 
an old one. Hi^. able and riiccel.d'ul 
retreat from Suahia in 1796, quite 
acrofs the Rhine, ('>f which wc ihall 
^bcak more particularly,) h t'' j^iven oc- 
cation to compare him to Xenophon 
among the anciciu and ro 

Marfliall Hellenic amun;; the moderns. 
\Vc think, however, wl h a late wri- 
ter, that he deferves more cicdii than 
either ; for the former had to retire 
with his ten thuniand (^eeks thiough 
the territories of a daftardly and eife* 
minatc race of people, and the latter 
owed the fucrefs of his leire il to a few 
Rolen niPiches from tlie enemy ; hints, 
contrived to bleiul the laurels of vi^lory 
with the cyprels of ictrcat. It is im- 
poilible to cxp«atiate upon the uncom- 
mon qualities of fo grdUnt, fo experi- 
enced a foldier, engaged in .1 caule of 
fuch va(t importance, and fervlng too 
at a period highly momentous to the 
repofe of Europe, and not be led into 
rcflectiims which, ubltrat^cdly conii- 
drred, may appear to have inoio rein, 
tion to the political hiitory of the day 
than to the military achievements uf a 
Oeneral in the cn'’,iny\i fervice. It can- 
not, however, be uninterelfing to the 
ordinary reader 10 be informed, and 
mote efpecially to the Miiiitter.. and 
Cruveniments of the Pc * cr^ in oppofl* 
tion to France, to rccullcdt, that it could 
"Tnot be to the Ikill and bravery of any 
General, or lill of Generals, that the 
tide of warfaH in 1793 and 1794 took 
a turn fo favourable to the views of 
France. It was, as has been b-ifore 
hinted at, to the fl lods of recruits 
inceflantly poured into the armies, at 
all the itaMoiis on the frontiers. There 
was but one enemy they could he faid 
to bcai even-handed at letting oR*, and 
that was the Spaniard. No fooner bad 
the republican troops crofled the Py- 
renees, and difL -mdtd into the plain 
of PaiiipclLtn<i, ti.aii the haughty but 
cfferoiiiiu: Sp.n/iards, after a fllort en- 
gap/iuc>v, il^d, and left tkeir camp 
equi-M. and treafure to the invaders 
and i^oders. It was not, thcrctore, 


by a conflif^ with this race of pedpt? 
that the republican General could reap 
laurels and gain exp..'iience. No: ft 
wasagiinft Prutfia and Germany that 
the /^rs militaire was to learn, that to 
give way in battle would be to incur 
double danger. The cavalry of the 
Great Frederick did not often make a 
charge without i'uccefs, even againft 
the Ready German. When, therefore, 
his M.ijtrRv of Piufli.i was inforjned, 
that the French before the lines of 
WeiiTembiirg had Itood three feveral 
and wcdl-dreffl-’d ciiarges of his heavy 
hoi'fe without civiiig wiy, and that a 
fipgle trooper f.a ] not bet-n able to pc- 
iii'tiate their line of iiilantry, he re- 
folved to accept the tcims of peace 
oft\*cd by the Com.niitef of the French 
Gove, ii'nent. “ If the Fiench,” faid 
he, wifely, ‘Mtave in io ihort a time 
nddc.'l fo mucdi experimee to their fury 
of enthulia'm, the fooner 1 withdraw 
frointhecoiiteft the better 5 thePriifrian 
arms lhall not lofe thcii renown by be- 
ing faitlier foiled againit a rrenchman 
who thinks it a glorious martyrdom to 
die with a weapon in hi. hand infcribedji 
« Libertc ou la Mart /* ** 

This was the charm that raifed re* 
cruits for the French camps and garri- 
ions, as if, like Cadmus's foldiers, they 
had come out of the earth 1 e..dy armed. 
Others, more chary of life, but jultly 
confidering that their numbers nuiit in 
the end prevail againft order and (kill, 
(hewed an equal readinels to poll to the 
frontiers; wdiilft perhaps the gteatelb 
number thought of nothing more than 
that the uniform oflllKrty, with which 
mey were clad, would prove an impe- 
netrable armour, and lave them frotA 
the fire and the fteel oV the enemy. 
With this alUsofical (hicld, and which 
roved a real buckler to tiie country, 
ave we witnefled luch a devotion, fucli 
a reverence to the call of country in a 
modern Frenchman, as could never 
have been furpalTed by a Roman or 
Spartan.

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firtlier conque((s; and this faft puts 
the conteft of France upon a nearer 
Iftvcl with its enemies. However ge- 
nerally acknowledged this truth nuv 
it will not deprive France of the 
hc'icfirs ary country may derive from 
‘experienced Generals. If (he troops 
are lels inflamed with the i(.'>igination 
of liberty, they will he more Mid moie 
the paflive inltrumcnrs of their Com- 
\ manders. The trumpet of lihcr^y brings 
'^luimhers to the Itandard, but it does 
not^ntike them wb.dicMt to orders. 
The Capt.»in who fight:; lor renown and 
fortune would take ihe welUdilL'iplined 
foldiei, who is indiflV rent to the caufe 
he fights for, before or.e whole head is 
filled with ideas of liberty. Ti<e vafl 
liavnck am(mg the luldiery in Ven- 
dee, and in the firfi At mies ot the North, 
was owing to independence leaving no 
room for dilcipline. 

Moreau will in all probability fooii 
quit the Itnga on which he has acted fo 
brilliant, and at the fame time fo lulid, 
a part. If ilie Koval ills feci convinced 
• he intended ro lecoiul their views, and 
-not merely help them to remove his 
jealous enemy, and take ids place, they 
miy perlnps draw confblation in their 
dilappointment, from reficfllng, that 
with his dellrudion Buonaparte loles 
his bed General. Such a lol^adds little 
to their clvince. It is not to be ima- 
gined tha^ Moreau would ever again 
take the field in the prefrnt Itate of 
affairs ; indeed, Buonaparte would not 
have trufted him. It mufl not therefore 
be laid, that the profperous Corficaii 
will lofehia right hind when Moreau's 
is cold. Buonaparte, like Briarcus, has 
in this fciife a hundred hands i an^i 
though the zeal which the amor futtrtSe 
infpires is fletf, and the ardour which 
the flame of liberty commuiiicates to 
the coldell hreaft is extinguiflied, yet 
the advantages of experience remain 
with the French Generals. Winter and 
fummer have been one continued cam- 
paign I they have advanced and retreat- 
• ed on the lame ground over and over 
again i and this circuinfiance brings ut 
back to thofe parts of Moreau's condtif^ 
which J^ave proved him a molt con« 
fummate General ^ ^ while, therefore, 
we are enumerati. /.valorous exploits 
which have added « i largely to an ern- 
pji^juflicienti)' f^tsnded before, it is 
^ iHfticult to refrain from fpeaking of the 
ralhnefs and bad policy of tbofe Go- 
vernments which forced France to 
aflume fc beUigercat » attitude^ and 


thereby reviving in that nation its an* 
cient love of initit.ary renown- 

The names and deferiptions of the 
pl.vccs and countries which have Tub* 
mitted to the armies under Moreau 
would fill .1 1'onfiderable portion of our 
Nuni'oer. His very retreats partake in 
no degree ot defeat ; tor while filling 
b:ick towards the left bank of the 
Rhine, he took many thoiirands of the 
enemy prifoners. A military critic hat 
fiiid, however, that he did not a 6 I with 
his acciiflorned vigour and fkill, when, 
with his army near Genoa, he made the 
fruitlefs attempt to relieve T»rton.i,and 
was obliged to retreat to his former po* 
fition in Savona. But it mult be m 
coliedVed, that Suwarrow was then in 
Italy, and that to extend the French 
forces at that jundtiiie might have 
broughttke fame di filters on the repub- 
licans as tliofe wliich at length ruined 
the Rufliaus. 

We have mentioned that Pichegru 
made an eulogy on General Moreau | 
it became the unpleafant duty of Mo- 
reau, who had fucceeded his eulogifl; 
in the Army of the Rhine, to denounce 
him as a traitor, for having, like an* 
other Monk, planned the reliuration of 
the Royal Family. He ctid not, how- 
ever, gain full credit, at the time, for 
the iincerity and willingncfs of thedif* 
covery, fince it wasmanifeli he had had 
the voucheis of the treafon a long time 
in his pofTelfion. Whatever might be 
the reafbn for his hefitating to iTnpeach 
his old friend and comrade, he conti* 
nued to fight theb.utles of his country 
with unexampled courage and fuccefs. 
Like Ca:far, he might lay, o/rff/, 

•uicif as his difpatcht’S for fbine tnoutiis 
after Pichegru*s retirement, which gave 
him the comm.-ind of the army of the 
Npi'th, were filled with conquclU and 
captures. But the chief foundation 
Morctiu's military glory w.is laid in 
June 179^, when he opeurd that cam- 

K . He foiced General Wui infer in 
amp under Fr.mkeiuhai, and re* 
ulfcd him under the cannon of Man* 
eim» By this fuccefs, Keyferlautent 
Newftadt, and Spire, fell into bis hands 
after fevtral actions, and thereby he 
was enabled to effefi his palfiige over 
the Rhine near Strafbiirg. Kenl, the 
fort oppofitc, was ill defended by the 
troops of the Empire, at the head of 
whom was the Prince of Furflenberg, 
who was taken prifoner, and thofe of 
the garrifoii who were not killed or 
taken were eafily dirperfed, A fecond 
1 i i a column 
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column of the French army having 
croiTed tlie Rhine at HuninGriien, the 
Aiiftrians were obliged to evacuate the 
Brirgiii, wh'jn on the 6tli of July, 
Moreau attacked the AichdukeCi'arles 
by Kuhr^dt, and on the 9th neat Etliii- 
gcii, and forced him to lerreat. In 
bis i.itt affion he mancrnvi'wd wiih in. 
credible vivacity and boldiiei's. He at- 
tacked the enemy nyain on the istb at 
Pfortiheinii and comue'led him to quit 
his ftrong pofiiion. He left his adver- 
fary no time to breathe, but purfued 
him, and fought him on the iSth, iiff, 
and 22d, at Stutgard, Caiiffadt, Beig, 
and Etingcn ; and .is Jont dan's 
^fad been eqinl to his om 11, they botli 
bcc.ime inaifers of t)ie NVekar, and 
could thereby ].iy tlie neighboiirinff 
ooiintiy under coniiihntioi), and tiaiif- 
port their arlillciy and army equip igc 
at plcarure. Tlie Piiiice of Wirten- 
bejg was now obliged Ui fiic for peace. 

On the 11th of An'>ud, the Aich- 
duke Charles rclolvcd to rifk a battle. 
He attacked Muicaii on his whole line, 
and, by forcing his right wing to re- 
treat to ileydcnheitii, would have dif- 
concerted all liis projcHs, if Dehtix, 
ivho commanded his left wing, had not 
more than revenged the check. The 
battle lafted fcvenucii houis; and, 
though it was not beaded of by Mo 
reau as a vi 61 ory, it allowed him to 
take a victorious attitude. The French 
army gained ground for feveral days, 
and on the 27th reached Munich. On 
the 3d of September, Mcn eait detached 
General St. ('yr to diflodge the Auf^ 
trians from Frcy/ingtMi and its budge, 
in which Jie fuccceded. The F.le6lor 
Palatine was obliged to piirchafe his 
jieiitrnlity by large facrificcs in money, 
cloatliing, and provifjcns. Notwith- 
itanding thefe great fucceiTes, and the 
of the Elector of Saxony, as 




well as other Princes, from the general 
caufc of the Empire, yet by a number pf 
concurrent circum(tance.s he was obliged 
to topimcrce th.it retreat, which, too 
w“^il known to render a detail of it* 
nece/Tary, has immortalized his namea> 
aconfummate niilit iry leat’er. 

Thi.s (udden ietrogry«ie movement 
adonifhed every i ne who not full/ 
acqii:i*:ited with the di(:i:Uous etfet^ts 
ofdi Council.'* at home, wi en a 

bold ini!ita>y Con isjuider i:as to.oj«iocii 
deploy! d hi^ forces, iioiii an liuinter* 
rupttd incctfiful tnt-er. 

But the Aielulnke h.ul much of the 
merit of canting :his tet e.-.t, fur lie had 
contrived a bold project of turning hit 
chief force a^’iinft Jonithiti, who, iin- 
prcpired for it, nu t with a defeat : and 
Mtirean, ignorant of the diki* er till it 
was too late to repai* it, adopted the 
will* meafiirc of ti ending b.-ik his tlep.Sj| 
in ordei to fave his vaiii.tble army. It 
was the 261)1 of October when he 
re.iclied Sfaiburg, which four months 
before he had fet out from. 

Tills retreat of the Army of the 
Rhine turned out to be of gitat ufe to 
France, for it allowed the General to 
fend reinforcements to It.‘ily,ahd there- 
by enabli'd Buonaparic to gain the baN 
tie of Matengo. For tome time he had 
the command of two v.aft armies j bii.t 
upon Hoclie taking cli.irgo ot that of 
the Sambie and Meule, Moreau re- 
turned to the army of the Rhine and 
Mofelle; and again, on the 20th of 
April 1797, croiVed the Rhine, and by 
vigorous attacks obliged the enciiiy to 
quit Its bordeis, when for ten d.iys fol- 
low'ing, purfuing the flying Auftrians 
nearly to the Duiiube, he received a 
courier from Buon.ip.u'te> announcing 
the peace of Leoben. *

Cfutlfnicnofth Coli'^e of Fort n'iUinm^ 
*|7rom the ioundarioii ot tliiv College 
to the prefent time, the ff.ite of po- 
litical affairs has not pcnidt ed me to 
difehargethe grate* iil duty of prtfdiiig 
at your public ixertifes- Nly atten- 
tion, however, has not been withdrawn 
from thii progrefs, intcrefts, and con- 
dit^tofthis liiditution. 'Lhe principles 
on whidi this Iniiitiition is founded, 
the fpii It which it is dcligned to diffufe, 
and the purpofes which it i.* calculated 
to accompli fh, rniiif enhance the im- 
port nice of its feccefs, in pinportioti to 
the exigency of evtry public erifis, 
and TO the piogrefTive magnitude, 
power, ami glory of this Empire. 

In the difliculties and dangers of 
fncLrlJive wars, in the in»'ll critical 
junihire of arduous negociations, in 
the fettlenu'nl of conqueied and ceded 
Provinces, in the time of rtrurning 
peace, attended by the extenfion of 
our trade, by the augmt’iuation of our 
revenue, and by the refloration of pub- 
lic credit, I have contemplated this In- 
hitution with confeious fatisfa^lionand 
with coniiifcnt hope. Obferving your 
aufpicioits piogie <3 under the falutary 
operation of the Statutes and Rules of 
the College, I have anticipated the lia- 
bility of all our acquiiitions, and the 
fecurity and impiovement of eveiy ad- 
vantage which we polTcfs, •* 

From thn foitrce the fervice may 
now derive am abundant and regular 
fupply of public Officers, duly qualified 
to become the Aiccefsful inffrumentsof 
admintllering this Government in all 
its extenfive and complicated branches § 
of promoting its energy in war i of 


cultivating and enlarging its refourcee 
in peace j of maintaining in honour 
and rerpef^d its external relations with 
the Native Powers ; and of eiiabiiihing 
(under a jiilt and benignant iyltein of 
internal ad min ill ration) the profperity 
of our Finances and Commerce, on 
the /olid foundutions of the alHuence, 
happinefs, and confidence of a coiiuiu- 
ed and grateful people. 

Thefe woie the original purpofes of 
this feunda'ion, which was deitined to 
aid and animate the efforts o; diligence 
and natural genius, conte.iding with 
the defers of exifting efiabJifhinents ; 
to leinove every obftacle to the pro- 
grefs of the public fervants in attain- 
ing the qualihcatiotis requifitefor their 
reipeflive Itations ; to enlarge and to 
facilitate the means of acquit ing ufeful 
knowledge 3 and to fecure, by fyltema. 
^ic education, fixed regulation, and 
efficient difcipline, that attention to a 
due courfeof Itudy, whicii had hitherto 
depended on individual difpofition or 
accidental advantage. 

The nereflitjf of providing fuch a 
(yltem of education was not diminilhed 
by the numerous inftances exifting in 
the Company's fervice of eminent Ori- . 
ental learning, and of high qualihca. 
tion for public duty. A wife and pro* < 
vident Government will not reft the 
public fecurity for the due adminiftra* 
tion of affairs, on the merits of any 
number or defeription of its Public 
Officers at any ’period#of timc>^t ia 
the duty of Government to endeav^ir 
to perpet uate the profperity of the itate 
by an uniform fyftem of public infvitu- 
tion i and by pennanent and eftablifhed 

La«a 
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Lw, to trnnrmit to future times what* 
ever beneiits can be derived from pre- 
fei\t examples of wifdam, virtuei and 
reaming. The fuppofirion of an iini- 
verfal deficiency in that knowledge 
which this College Is cilculatcd to 
extend, has never conltituted a fun- 
damental principle of the Intlitudon. 
Far from reiting on fuch foundarions, 
Indicution could not have endured 
for 3 h«hour, it coin’d not have com- 
menced, without the ive aid of Irnrn- 
ing, talents, and virtues, furniflied fiom 
the bcifom of tliis fl'i'vice. 

The origin of this College, its pre- 
fentpi*orperity,and itsbcneiicial effecU, 
are to be aferibed, in a greu degree, to 
the adidance which 1 Inve derived from 
thole refpeClablc chai alters in the high- 
er branches, and in various depart- 
ments of the fervice, wI*o by contri- 
buting their 7 e.:lous exertions to pt:>- 
mote the fuccefs of the Iiiltitiiti'*ii, 
have envieavou.’ ttl to extend the W iKfir 
of their ulcfii! .icq 11 flit ions and ni their 
idJurary txnnple, and to cv>iitinite in 
the public f-.rvicc a fucceri’on of iiKMit 
iiinilar tv) that which has diftinguifhed 
their conduct in their lefpedtive na- 
tions. 

With thefe fentiments, during my 
abfence from the Prefidcncy, it was 
bigfily fatiffadory to me, ;h;t my 
authority in this i\>iiege fliouid have 
been reprefented by a Gentlen an, who 
is peculiarly qu idfieH to appictinc tlie 
ad vintages or she InliituMou, and to 
i-.ccclerate its fuccefs } and v. tnii- 
nenr. chi'-aiter, and !iOJ..'n.'r.?hie jito- 
grefs in the /ervi^ e. fnrn’dh r.tcmcc ine^ 
ii!olt \ crfetl exam; le whicli c.tn oc pro- 
posed for youi,jini:ation, a.r.d she m. d 
powerful iiiritesnent which can be 
offered to your ambit 'on.

The 
ext rt tons of the Profelfors have re- 
ceived coj'fjiltrable aid from the nu- 
merous body of learned Natives at- 
tiched to the Inllitution j and the 
labours of thofe learned peribns have 
alfo contributed toincreale the general 
Itock of Oriental knowledge.

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If that of true religion. As there is a 
falfe honour, fo there is likcwife a faife 
fpecies of bravery, which putt on an 
air of impudent d^ance,*biuftenng in 
all public a/Temblies, defpiring civilities, 
and unawed by the prefence of others, 
however they may excel in nnk, in 
wifdom, or in virtue. Such perfons, 
little anxious for the efleem of thofe 
around them. Teem to think that every 
body ought to be afraid of them, and 
look upon condefcenfion and modelly 
as unmanly weaknefles. 

There are many who Aippofe that 
their military cyccr ought to be begun 
Vitlii an immediate proof of their bra- 
very, either by quarrelling with or 
^hallensing fomc of their companions. 
Hence they afTnmea tone and air of info- 
lenceandfelf..riifl[iciency which diTguils. 
A ludictous (lory is told of one of this 
defcrlption. General Guile going over 
to Flanders one campaign, obferved a 
young raw Officer, who was in the fame 
velVcl with him, and, with his ufual 
humanity, told him he would take care 
of him, and conducl him to Antwerp, 
whither they weie both going : which 
lie accordit^ly did, and then took leave 
of him. The young fellow was foon 
told, by fomc arch rogue whom he 
happened to fail with, that he muft 
lienalize' himfelf by fighting fomc man 
of known courage, or elfe he would 
foon bt 'defplfed in the regiment. The 
wung man faid, he knew no one but 
General Guife, and he had received 
great obligations from him. It was all 
one fbrjhat, they laid, in thefe cafes | 
the General was the fitteft man in the 
Vrorld, as every body knew his bravery. 
Soon afterwards, up conies the young 
Officer to General Guile, as he was 
walking up ahd down in the' colFee> 
hqufe, and began, in a hefitating man* 
jer, to tell him how much obliged 
he had bten to him, and how fennlde 
h? was ot his obligations. • Sir,' 
Jrcplial General Guife, *I have done 
my duty by you, and no more .' — * But 
'Oeneial,' added the yniiug Officer, 
faullerlng, • X am told that I muft ’ 
fomc Gentleman of kno.vn cou- 
1 who ivas killed feveral per- 

lon^, as'id that no body'^* Oii, Sifr 
I’OvI ilu’ CcneFal, * your. friends do 
u.o b l.onouri buf there is a 
i-v ivtbfi .iu/ vojwting to a ficrcC'iook- 
'j:'.*; 1)1. cK Ullavv that was fitting at pne

of his bravery, and for that reafon he 
muft light him. * Who, I, Sir,' rd* 
plied the Gentleman $ * why, I am 

Pieli the apoibecarj brave and 

the good avoid fuch as are dillinguilhed 
by the appellation of Fighters. They 
confid: r jiiftly, that, though glorious 
to ihed their blood in the fervice of 
their King, it Is dilgraceful either 
to give or to receive a de.ah.wound for 
a li^ple, and often an unreal, posntuf 
honour. ^ 

In Letter XXIIT, on Raillery and 
Slander, we find the followingjudicious 
obfervations •.—••The moltmifchievoua 
member of ibciety , he that is daily ex* 
poling himfelf to infult and attack, is 
the Officer’* (or any other man) ** who 
is born with a talent for farcafm, fatire, 
and raillery ; the wounds given by his 
tongue, like thole of the poifoned dart^ 
arealmoll always incuialdc, and they 
arc unhappily too often directed againd 
thofe who ought to be molt exenrpt 
from fuch injuries. Virtues, talents, 
merit, all that is moft entitled to ap« 
plaufe, become objedls of pleafantry to 
men of this defeription. The tempta- 
tion of faying a Imart or witty thing, 
or bon mot, and the malicious applaufe 
with which it is commonly received^ 
has made people who can fay them^ 
and ftill oftener people whc,think they 
can, but cannot, and yet try— more 
enemies, and implacable ones too, thaa 
any one thing that I know of. Rail- 
lery exercil'ed upon an inferior is 
generally cruel) and mean and cow- 
ardly toward fuch as are unable to 
repel the (hafts which it has thrown, 
'^f we examine the greater part of the 
vexations of life, we (hall find that they 
take their rife from ttiofe calumnies 
and ungrounded reports which we are 
too ready to propagate of one another. 
The furelt means of filencing all inju- 
rious reports concerning you, arc, to 
double your zeal and a^bvity in tlie 
performance of your duties. 

** All great minds pride themfelves in 
a contempt of calumny. Mecenas told 
Auguftus Cslar, that If the reports 
propagated againft him were not true, 
*the contempt with which they were 
treated by huii would .entirely dis- 
credit them) vfhilit, the con^ary, 
(hould he maiHfeft any uneafin^ re- 
l^c^ing them, it fKOuld give tbemTi^ . 
mr and importance of truth. Tib^* 
rius ^having written to this EmpefOf^ 
thflf at was necefiairy to punifli Eliah, 
who had fpoken coatemptuooOy ^ 
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hit Soverflgn, Au^aftut anfwered, 
* We ought not to obey the impulfet 
of puerile irritations } and if any one 
lioeak ill of ut, flioiild we not deem our- 
felves happy in being placed abote the 
reach of the ills he feeks to do us K 
Letter XXX. On Gamhig. It hat 
'been very juftly obferved, that a padion 
for play is the overthrow of all deco* 
rum: the Prince then forgets his dig. 
Ait]^{ the woman her modetty ; all men 
their duty ; and in this puriuit certain 
hours are ftt aparj for ruining and hat* 
sng one another. To what a point of 
debalement does the profefled gamefter 
reduce htmfelf ! Unceafingly torment- 
ed by his ruling paflion, his condu6^ 
produces and authoriles the molt fcan* 
dalous fufpicions. To a man of this 
itamp no one dare truft any thing tiiat 
it valuables left he that has loft his 
own fortune (hould encroach upon that 
of others. He is a fury that nothing 
can reftrain : the pay of his foldiers ; 
the clieft of his regiment ; the fortune 
of his friends j nothing to him it ia. 
cred. I couUi cite to you a thoufand 
^examples of this nature, of which I 
"have been myfelf the witnefs. I have 
feen young men who had brought to 
their regiments large fums, lo(e, in one 
unhappy moment, the whole ol their 
patrimony} and compelled to return 
ignominioufly to their families, to 
Ipend the*remainder of their lives in 
obfciirity, wretched in themfelves, and 
ufelefs to all around them.'* 

The fiibjeft of the next Letter is 
Dri/tkitfgi and the examples drawn from 
hiftory of the pernicious eftefts of this 


▼ice are fo forcible, that they cannot 
fail of having their due inftuenoc on 
well-difpofed young men. 

The Letter on Bmarnff, confidered 
as a moft amiable quality in an Offieert 
does equal honour to tliebead and heavt 
of the Writer. The humane conduct 
of Tome of the moft renowned Generate 
recorded in hiitory is contrafted with 
the favage cruelty of Buonapirtf at the 
battle of Lodi and at the aflault of 
Alexandria. Every kind of cruelty^ 
and even of le verity, not abiblutely 
necenfaty, fkould be ftudioufly avoided 
in the opeiations of war, the common 
horrors uf which are too terrible, with- 
out the addition of inhuman condufl to 
the vanquilhcd. ^ Bi'avery and cSSrage 
are defcribcd as did inA qualities, whieh, 
when united, conftitute true valour* 
Greatiicfs of loul, firmnefs of mind, 
intrepidity, modeity, prudence, fecrtcg, 
foiefight, and the love of our country, 
are prominent virtues and t^ualifica- 
tions, peculiarly requilite to form the 
chaiadcr of a good oritilh Olhccri on 
thele, thereforr, the Writer Ltrgriy ex- 
patiates in different Letters. 

The fubje^ts purely military refpeft • 
the Science of War in general § and 
the Letters under this head treat of 
Diftipline} of the refpeff due to Coun- 
cils of War} of the manner of ac* 
quiring the Art of War } of the Know- 
ledge of Geometry, Geography, Delign, 
the modern Languages} and feveral ^ 
ocher clalfes of military Itudiet} and ' 
the work doles with Aphmfmt on Mili.

Had the 
French Prefs before the Revolution 
been in the fame ibite that it now is, 
we think the Revolution would not 
have occurred \ or, was the Prefs now 
in the fame ftate that it was before 
the Revolution, we ate of opinion that 
the Republic would fpecdiJy be over, 
turned. 

Thefe are arcana which we leave 
, ID the fagacity of this learned writer 


to develope $ and pafling the Hofpitafsg 
efcaping from the Phyftcianr and Apo'- 
t' ecaries, playing truant from the 
Schools of Medi< me, and all the other 
Schools for the mafculine gender, we 
fh?ll juft observe, that in flightly treat- 
ing of female ed.iication, the Author 
leems exceeding'y dilpofed to prefer 
th'' prefent fyJUnxi of which, in the 
voliipruournefs of the table, daucing, 
and didipation, we have, in the coiirie 
of thefe pages, ftatedfthat he admired 
the elfeas, both mental and ferfenaL 
As we are near the end of our journey 
with him, and wilhto part friends, we 
ftiali not make one haifh obfervation. 
Indeed we mean to do good, becaufe 
we think he does amifs \ and if he is 
a Angle man, fincerely wifh that he 
may never be pun^d with one of thefe 
modern educated French belles in the 
ihape of a wife, not even with the 
Parifian chance of getting divorced 
from her. 

For the improvement of their tafte in 
the mechanical arts, and alfo in the 
fciencet of every defeription, we find 
that the French are indebted to the 
Revolution. This our Author exem- 
plifies in his defeription of French 
furniturf , tapeitry, &r. The Academy 
of the Pine Aits, and the Confervatory 
of Arts and Trades, alfo come in for 
their (hare of praife. ** While calami- 
ties opprefted this country, and com- 
merce was fulpended, the inventive 
and fertile genius of the French was 
not dormant. 

With refpe^V to the prefent ftate of 
fociety in Paris, it ceruinly is not fucb 
as to create in our minds any envy at 
their enjoyments : perhaps it would be 
potlible, efpecially for tbofe fond of 
gaming, to find as company in 
Loudon \ hut it would, generally fpeak- 
ing, be impoffible to find fociety under 
greater reftriflious even at Venice. 

Having fully analyzed this work, our 
opinion of its merit may be gathered 
from the remarks which we had made , 
in the exordium and procefs of it ' In 
point of ftile, thefe letters have nothing 
tbjeAionable j in matter, Author 
has ceitainly fulfilled the prlmife he 
made in hit motto. In the vaft farietj 
of fubjefts which he embraces, there is 
unquwonably fbl«.etU«ng to pleafc 
every one; the oni}"'^ie£lion that

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farcinated with Fans as it is, to be able 

e^ercile hisretrofpe^live faculty with 
clcarnefs and perfpicuity. It will in 
ipeneral be founds that on the moH 
important fubjefls his obfervations are 
always brief, and fometimes frivolous | 
while as be proceeds^ particularly in 
the lecond Volume, which we coiifidcr 
as much inferior to the firft,a vaft num* 
ber of minute articles and unnecefTary 
matters are crowded in, as we conceive, 
to rvve 41 the work. Upon thefe, in 
order to flievv the (Iraragcm to which 
we have alluded, wc have frequently 
obfervcd. 

There is but one material Aibjed 
occurs in the few fubfequent pages ; 
and that is divorce ; upon which the 
Author gives us two anecdotes, which 
we flinll in conclufion quote : 

** A young Lady feduced by a mar. 
ried man found hciTelf piegiunt. She 
was of a refpc^lable family. He was 
rich, and felt the confcquenccs of this 
event. What was to be done ? He 
.goes to one of his frit'nds, whom he 
knew not to be oveibnrihencd with 
dclicacv, and propofes to him to marry 
this voting potfoniii) coniideration of:i 
certain fuin of money. The fiicnd 
con rents, and the only quell ion is to 
fettle ilie condition^. They b.ifgain 
for fonie time; at lart they agree for 
10,000 fraflcs (arm 410I. flcjling); 
the marriage is concluded: the Lady is 
bronpfht to bed ; the child dies; and 
the fientleman fues for a divorce. AH 
thi-: was accomplifhed in about fix 
months. As (uch opportunitic; arc 
by no means fcarce, he may in the 
courfe of a year probably meet witl^ 
another of the fame nature; thus the 
odice of a bridegroom is converted into 
a lucrative fitiiation." 


The following is another inftance o£ 
this melancholy truth, but of a differ* 
ent defeription t 

** A man, 'about thirty-two yean of 
age, well made, and of a very agreeable 
countenance, had been married three 
months to a young woman of uiicom* 
mon beauty. He was loved, nay almoff: 
adored by her. Every one might have 
concliidcd that they were the happieR 
couple in Paris ; and, in fa£f, no cloud 
had hitherto overfhadowed the ferenity 
of their union. One day, when the 
young bride was at table with her hu/^ 
band, indulging herielt in exm;gfing 
the happinefs which flie enjoyeJ7 si tip- 
ffalf entered, and delivered to her a 
aper. She read it. What fliould it 
e but a fubpoena for a divorce } At 
fii It (he took the thing for a pleafantryi 
but the hulband loon convinced her 
that nothing was more ferious. He 
adiired her, that this Itep would make 
her fortune and his own too, if (he 
would confent to the arrangement 
which he had to propole to her. * Yoi^ 
know,* fiid he, * the lich and ugly 
Madam C — ; llic has *50,000 franca 
a-ycar,* (circa 1250I. Itcrling;) • Ihe 
will lecure me one-half of her pro- 
perty, provided I will marry her I 
offer you a third, if, alter having wiU 
lingly cunfented to uur divorce, you 
wi'l prrniit me to fee you as my (einale 
friend.* Such a propolal Iho^ed her 
at the moment ; but a week's reflediort 
effedled a chanve in her fentime||||i^ 
and ihc bulinefs was compleaTcd.

The baneful elfcAs of duelling, and 
the excefs of the pradtice in France in 
former times, are the fubjefls of the 
firil Chapter, and,anioiig(t other hillo- 
rical anecdotes, we remark the follow* 
Proofs were afforded to Hen- 
ry the Fourthf hy above leven thoti- 
fand pardons {Irttres lUs Graces) expe- 
dited at the ’Chancery, that within 
eighteen years, between feven and 
eight thoufand Gentlemen had been 
killed in duels." And on the fuper- 
ftition of that era was founded this fen- 
tencei ‘‘The vanquifhtd was to be 
hung to a gibbet by the feet, his pro- 
perty condfeated, and his body denied 
' Chrifiian burial: his defeat, laid the 
ecclefiaftics, was the divine lentence : 
he fell by the pcrmilTion of God, bc- 
cauie his quarrel was unjiifl.'* Without 
recurring to religious lupeillition, a 
hint is furnifhed by this anecdote, 
So enadl ibme public diigrace for the 
body of a man killed in a duel of his 
] own reeking, when, from confelfion or 
( tinquedionable evidence, it appears 
V^that he was the aggreffor and chal- 
and thereby hazarded the life 
of a fellow.fiibjefi : let the body be 
anatomized, for the owner intended 
murder, though he could not perpe* 
trate it. Duels at prefent are more 
frequent in England th^n in France. 

Gallantry being a national charad\.r- 
sftic of the French, which no revolu- 
tion has altered, our Author exhibits 
the bad polttical confequences of that 
open, avowed, and fyftematic vice, 
-which is qualified by the fmooth and 
gentle epithet of gallantry, in the cha- 
racers of Louis XIV and Louis XV. 
Its private eflefls are ftill more perni. 
clous, and it never prevailed more 
vniverfally at Paris than under the 
prefent government. 

The modes of gallantry common in 
the middle and lower claffes of the 
people, and tbofe of the higher ranks, 
are exemplified in the feenes of two 
jL^matic pieces written by living Au- 
t^Hlii's, and exhibited on the ftage at 


Paris: they arc true fketches of the 
manners and ftate of fociety in that 
licentious capital, degrading botJi 
fexes, but more efpecially the females, 
and difgufiing to every chafte and de- 
licate mind. 

** It is at Paris only that a young fop 
is feen, on the fame day, paying his 
court to twenty miftrefies, and a^Ing 
twenty different parts, with an air the 
molt forced and falfe, the molt imper- 
tinent and the mod amiable. Tender
